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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Southbridge: 

The  Board  met  and  organized  March  4,  1957.  Dr.  Armand 
O.  DeGrenier  was  appointed  Chairman;  Raymond  J.  Lataille 
was  named  Clerk  and  Peter  Graf  served  as  Third  Member. 
Mrs.  Doris  Nolan  was  appointed  Assistant  Clerk  on  March  5, 
1957. 

The  Annual  Town  Meeting  scheduled  to  be  held  March  11, 
was  postponed  until  March  18  because  of  an  unprecedented  at- 
tendance. The  Meeting  took  place  on  the  18th  at  both  Town 
Hall  and  the  Strand  Theatre.  On  April  15,  1957,  in  accordance 
with  Article  15  of  the  Annual  Town  Warrant,  the  Board  of  Se- 
lectmen appointed  five  men  to  form  the  Southbridge  Public 
Improvement  Committee.  This  is  a  permanent  committee  and 
consisted  of  Joseph  Piasta,  Charles  Havener,  Clarence  Peloquin, 
Charles  Trahan  and  Louis  Ciprari. 

As  directed  by  Article  17  of  the  Town  By-Laws,  two  semi- 
annual meetings  were  held  for  all  Department  Heads  and  Com- 
mittees for  the  discussion  of  mutual  problems. 

On  May  20, 1957  the  first  Dine  and  Dance  License  in  the  his- 
tory of  Southbridge  was  issued.  It  was  followed  by  three  more 
applications  which  were  granted  unanimously  by  the  Board. 
It  has  proved  to  be  morally  successful  as  there  were  no  com- 
plaints. 

The  present  Board  resolved  to  limit  Special  Town  Meetings 
except  for  emergencies.  Following  this  resolve  only  two  Spe- 
cial Town  Meetings  were  held,  namely:  July  1,  1957  and  Dec.  16, 
1957,  the  latter  for  the  main  purpose  of  transferring  funds. 

On  June  24th  Roland  A.  Varin  was  appointed  as  Sealer  of 
Weights  and  Measures  to  replace  G.  Rudolph  Lariviere,  de- 
ceased. 

The  Town  Infirmary  at  Chestnut  Street  was  officially 
closed  by  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare  on  July  31,  1957  and 
turned  over  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  disposition.  Various 
possibilities  have  been  considered  such  as  quarters  for  the  Su- 
perintendent of  Schools;  facilities  for  the  mentally  retarded 
children  of  the  area;  clubhouse  for  the  Boys'  Club  of  South- 
bridge.  No  final  decision  has  been  reached. 

During  1957  both  Mechanic  St.  and  Charlton  St.  Bridges 
were  open  to  traffic  for  the  first  time  since  the  flood  of  1955. 

The  Summer  of  1957  brought  an  extended  drought.  During 
this  time,  the  Highway  Department,  at  considerable  cost,  sup- 
plied water  to  residents  in  outlying  districts  whose  wells  were 
completely  dry.

Sir: 

As  directed  by  you,  I  have  made  an  audit  of  the  books  and 
accounts  of  the  town  of  Southbridge  for  the  period  from  Decem- 
ber 1,  1955,  the  date  of  the  previous  examination,  to  December 
15,  1956,  and  report  thereon  as  follows: 

The  financial  transactions,  as  recorded  on  the  books  of  the 
several  departments  receiving  or  disbursing  money  for  the 
town  or  committing  bills  for  collection,  were  examined  and 
checked. 

The  town  accountant's  ledgers  were  analyzed,  the  appro- 
priation accounts  being  checked  with  the  town  meeting  records 
of  appropriations  voted  and  with  the  finance  committee's  au- 
thorizations of  transfers  from  the  reserve  fund.  The  necessary 
adjusting  entries  resulting  from  the  audit  were  made,  and  a 
balance  sheet,  a  copy  of  which  is  appended  to  this  report,  was 
prepared  showing  the  financial  condition  of  the  town  on  Decem- 
ber 15,  1956. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were  exam- 
ined and  checked.  The  cash  book  was  footed,  the  recorded  re- 
ceipts were  analyzed  and  compared  with  the  records  of  the  sev- 
eral departments  making  payments  to  the  treasurer  and  with 
other  sources  from  which  money  was  paid  into  the  town  treas- 
ury, while  the  payments  were  checked  with  the  selectmen's 
warrants  authorizing  the  treasurer  to  disburse  town  funds. 

The  cash  balance  on  December  15,  1956  was  proved  by 
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reconciliation  of  the  bank  balances  with  statements  furnished 
by  the  banks  of  deposit  and  by  actual  count  of  the  cash  in  the 
office. 

The  records  of  employees'  payroll  deductions  for  Federal 
taxes,  Blue  Cross  and  Blue  Shield,  and  other  insurance  were 
examined,  and  the  pa^nnents  to  the  proper  agencies  were 
verified. 

The  maturing  debt  and  interest  pa>Tnents  were  compared 
with  the  amounts  falling  due  during  the  period  covered  by  the 
audit  and  with  the  cancelled  securities  on  file. 

The  records  of  tax  titles  and  tax  possessions  held  by  the 
town  were  examined  and  listed.  The  amounts  transferred  from 
the  tax  levies  to  the  tax  title  account  were  verified,  and  the  re- 
demptions were  checked  with  the  treasurer's  cash  book. 

The  securities  and  savings  bank  books  representing  the 
investment  of  the  trust,  investment,  and  retirement  funds  in 
the  custody  of  the  town  treasurer  and  the  trustees  were  exam- 
ined and  Listed.  The  income  was  proved  and  the  withdrawals 
were  verified. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  collector  were  exam- 
ined and  checked.  The  commitments  of  tax,  excise,  assess- 
ment, and  departmental  accounts  were  compared  with  the  as- 
sessors' warrants  and  with  the  departmental  records.  The  re- 
corded collections  were  checked  with  the  payments  to  the  treas- 
urer, the  recorded  abatements  were  compared  with  the  asses- 
sors' and  departmental  records  of  abatements  granted,  and  the 
outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and  reconciled  with  the  ac- 
countant's ledger  controls. 

Further  verification  of  the  outstanding  tax,  excise,  assess- 
ment, and  departmental  accounts  was  made  by  mailing  notices 
to  a  number  of  persons  whose  names  appeared  on  the  books 
as  owing  money  to  the  town,  and  from  the  replies  received  it 
appears  that  the  accounts,  as  listed,  are  correct. 

The  records  of  licenses  and  permits  issued  by  the  selectmen 
and  the  town  clerk,  as  well  as  by  the  police,  fire,  and  health  de- 
partments, were  examined  and  checked,  and  the  payments  to 
the  State  and  the  town  were  verified. 

The  surety  bonds  of  the  officials  required  by  law  to  furnish 
them  were  examined  and  found  to  be  in  proper  form. 

In  addition  to  the  departments  mentioned,  the  books  and 
accounts  of  the  sealer  of  weights  and  measures  and  of  the  civH 
defense,  highway,  public  welfare,  veterans'  services,  school, 
Library,  and  cemetery  departments  were  examined,  and  the 
pa\Tnents  to  the  treasurer  were  verified. 

Appended  to  this  report,  in  addition  to  the  balance  sheet, 
are  tables  showing  reconciliations  of  the  town  treasurer's,  town 
collector's,  town  clerk's,  and  library  treasurer's  cash,  sum- 
maries of  the  tax,  excise,  assessment,  tax  title,  and  departmen- 
tal accounts,  together  with  schedules  showing  the  transactions 
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and  condition  of  the  trust,  investment,  and  retirement  funds. 

During  the  audit  cooperation  was  received  from  all  town 
officials,  for  which,  on  behalf  of  my  assistants  and  for  myself, 
I  wish  to  express  appreciation.

REPORT  OF  THE 
BOARD  OF  PUBLIC  WELFARE 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Southbridge: 

An  average  of  five  hundred  twenty  four  persons  per 
month  were  aided  during  the  year  1957.  The  total  welfare 
cost  was  $450,574.73  of  which  $97,079.90  was  for  medical  ex- 
penses; this  exorbitant  amount  spent  for  medical  expenses 
during  the  year  is  beyond  the  control  of  your  board.  Medical 
expenses  for  recipients  of  public  assistance  are  based  on  the 
Medical  Care  Plan  of  the  State  Department  of  Public  Welfare. 

The  total  cost  in  addition  to  the  medical  expenses  in- 
cludes: aid  in  kind,  cash  grants  to  recipients  of  public  assist- 
ance, salaries,  administration  expenses,  purchase  of  equip- 
ment, alteration  and  repairs  of  new  quarters. 

The  cost  by  categories  is  as  follows:  Old  Age  Assistance: 
$294,069.58;  Aid  to  Dependent  Children:  $53,870.67;  Disability 
Assistance:  $21,636.38;  General  Relief:  $44,906.73.  Salaries,  ad- 
ministration expenses,  equipment,  alterations  and  repairs  to- 
talled $36,091.37.  The  town  has  received  a  total  of  $161,323.80 
federal  grant  reimbursements  and  $135,865.51  as  state  reim- 
bursements. 

The  year  of  1957  brought  many  changes  in  procedures  and 
policies  by  the  State  Department  of  Public  Welfare  and  also 
legislative  changes.  The  new  Medical  Plan  of  the  State  De- 
partment of  Public  Welfare  which  became  effective  Septem- 
ber 1,  1957  brought  many  changes  in  procedures  and  also  in 
federal  reimbursements.  The  cost  of  living  was  increased  as 
of  September  1,  1957  from  20%  to  25.7%.  Legal  exemptions 
in  earnings  of  children  whose  parents  are  recipients  of  public 
assistance  have  also  been  increased. 

In  September,  we  changed  quarters  with  the  Board  of 
Health.  Our  new  quarters  were  opened  to  the  public  for  in- 
spection on  October  28,  1957.  Your  Board  believes  that  the 
new  quarters  of  the  Welfare  Department  are  now  the  most 
modern  set-up  for  maximum  efficiency  in  any  Welfare  De- 
partment in  the  Commonwealth.  This  was  achieved  at  a  cost 
of  $5,000.00. 
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We  wish  to  express  our  thanks  to  the  Y.M.C.A.,  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  the  Elks,  the  Mothers'  Club,  the  Ro- 
tary Club  and  the  many  anonymous  persons  for  their  interest 
in  the  needy  children  of  our  community  throughout  the  year.

Southbridge  Public  Improvement  Committee 
Annual  Report  to  Board  of  Selectmen  as  of  December  31,  1957 
Acting  in  accordance  with  an  article  passed  at  the  annual 
Town  Meeting  in  March  1957,  the  Selectmen  on  22  April  1957 
appointed  the  following  members  to  serve  as  the  Southbridge 
Public  Improvement  Committee: 

Clarence  Peloquin 

Charles  Trahan 

Joseph  Piasta 

Louis  Ciprari 

Charles  Havener 
These  members  were  sworn  in  for  a  period  of  one  year  by 
Claire  Boyer,  Town  Clerk  and  then  met  with  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  on  22  April  1957.  After  a  discussion  concerning  the 
functions  and  authority  of  the  Committee  with  the  Selectmen, 
the  Committee  was  organized  with  Clarence  Peloquin  as 
Chairman  and  Charles  Havener  as  Clerk. 

A  meeting  of  the  Committee  was  immediately  held  and  a 
discussion  concerning  a  period  of  appointment  in  terms  of 
the  Article  presented  by  the  Town  and  accepted  at  the  March 
annual  Town  Meeting  was  held.  As  a  result  of  this  meeting 
the  periods  of  appointment  were  changed  in  the  following 
manner.  Joseph  Piasta,  three  years;  Charles  Trahan,  three 
years;  Clarence  Peloquin,  two  years;  Charles  Havener,  two 
years;  and  Louis  Ciprari,  one  year.  Replacements  in  the  event 
of  resignations  etc.  are  to  be  for  the  balance  of  unexpired 
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terms  with  new  appointments  to  be  for  a  three  year  period. 

At  a  subsequent  meeting  of  the  Southbridge  Public  Im- 
provement Committee,  it  was  decided  that  the  appointment 
for  a  specific  period  of  time  was  not  in  accordance  with  the 
intent  of  the  Article  as  passed  by  the  annual  Town  Meeting 
nor  was  it  for  the  best  benefit  of  the  Committee  or  the  Town, 
therefore  as  of  11  May  1957  the  Committee  tendered  its  resig- 
nation as  a  group.  On  13  May  1957  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
reappointed  the  same  people  to  serve  as  permanent  members 
of  this  Committee  and  they  were  duly  sworn  in  by  the  Town 
Clerk,  Claire  Boyer. 

During  the  course  of  the  year  and  because  of  the  pressure 
of  personal  business  and  other  factors,  three  of  the  original 
members  of  the  Committee  tendered  their  resignation.  They 
were  Joseph  Piasta,  Charles  Trahan  and  Louis  Ciprari.  Joseph 
Piasta  was  replaced  by  the  Selectmen  with  Joseph  Swiacki. 
At  the  present  time  there  are  two  vacancies  on  the  Committee 
which  we  expect  will  have  been  filled  by  31  December  1957. 

The  following  is  a  listing  of  the  Articles  passed  at  the  an- 
nual Town  Meeting  in  March  of  1957  that  were  specifically 
referred  to  the  Southbridge  Public  Improvement  Committee 
for  action,  and  notation  is  made  as  to  the  action  taken  by  the 
Committee  on  these  articles. 

ARTICLE  15. 

This  article  requested  that  a  vault  be  constructed  for  the 
exclusive  use  of  the  Town  Clerk.  This  article  was  voted  as 
the  article  appointing  a  committee  to  be  known  as  the  South- 
bridge  Public  Improvement  Committee  and  making  the  Com- 
mittee responsible  for  taking  inventory  of  the  facilities  of  the 
Town  and  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  making  both 
short  and  long  term  plans  and  appropriating  a  sum  of  $500.00 
for  other  expenses  from  the  tax  levy  of  1957.  The  Committee 
has  discussed  the  necessity  of  a  vault  with  the  Town  Clerk 
and  agrees  that  additional  space  is  definitely  required.  How- 
ever, in  view  of  the  fact  that  certain  plans  are  underway  for 
the  construction  of  an  armory  in  the  Town  of  Southbridge 
and  because  our  best  information  is  that  the  armory  will  be 
available  for  the  use  of  the  Town  for  Town  Meetings  and 
other  Town  functions,  making  the  present  Town  Hall  Audi- 
torium available  for  office  or  other  space,  no  action  has  been 
taken  to  date  as  to  a  recommendation  concerning  where  a 
vault  might  be  located.  The  Committee  has  discussed  the  pos- 
sibility of  microfilming  Town  Records  with  two  (2)  microfilm 
companies  and  with  the  Supervisor  of  Public  Records  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts.  It  is  apparent  that  these 
records  must  be  kept  in  their  original  form  and  that  micro- 
films may  be  used  for  duplicate  copies  only.  Action  on  the 
solution  of  the  storage  problem  will  continue  as  an  item  on 
the  agenda  of  the  Committee. 
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ARTICLE  22. 

This  article  voted  that  the  Town  discontinue  the  in- 
firmary on  Chestnut  Street  and  that  the  Public  Improvement 
Committee  in  conjunction  with  the  Board  of  Welfare,  in- 
vestigate and  determine  other  uses  for  this  property. 

The  Committee  met  with  the  Board  of  Welfare,  reviewed 
the  property  and  proposed  use  as  a  rest  home.  On  June  10, 
1957  the  Committee  advised  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare  that 
we  did  not  consider  the  converting  of  this  property  into  a 
rest  home  a  desirable  move  because  of  the  great  cost  of  build- 
ing improvement  and  operating  costs  evaluated  against  the 
fact  that  patients  cannot  be  required  to  either  go  there  in  the 
first  place  or  remain  once  there.  We  considered  requests  for 
the  use  of  this  property  from  the  newly  formed  Boys  Club  in 
the  Town  of  Southbridge  and  from  the  Committee  represent- 
ing the  Southern  Worcester  County  Retarded  Children's 
group.  Our  only  action  on  these  requests  was  to  indicate  that 
in  its  present  condition  we  did  not  recommend  the  use  of  this 
building  for  gatherings  of  children.  We  subsequently  recom- 
mended that  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare  had  no  further  use 
for  the  property  and  that  they  turn  it  over  to  the  Selectmen 
to  become  custodians  for  the  Town  of  Southbridge.  Later  we 
recommended  to  the  Selectmen  that  the  property  be  put  in 
condition  to  prevent  damage  during  the  winter  and  made  an 
inspection  of  the  property  in  the  company  of  the  Board  of  Se- 
lectmen At  this  time  the  electricity  and  water  were  turned 
off  and  pipes  and  toilet  bowls  drained.  We  also  recommended 
that  certain  pieces  of  property  contained  in  the  building  be 
turned  over  to  other  departments  in  the  Town  where  they 
might  be  put  to  good  use. 

Specifically  the  refrigerator  and  deep  freeze  unit  were 
ultimately  turned  over  to  the  School  Department  and  certain 
tools  were  ultimately  turned  over  to  the  Highway  Depart- 
ment. Final  disposition  of  this  property  for  the  best  benefit 
of  the  Town  is  still  under  consideration  by  the  Committee. 

ARTICLE  52. 

This  article  was  voted  that  $2000.00  from  the  tax  levy  of 
1957  be  used  to  make  the  surveys  of  certain  real  estate  and  to 
employ  non-resident  non-taxpaying  appraisers  to  appraise  the 
property  as  indicated  in  the  Article.  The  Committee  has  em- 
ployed the  services  of  two  different  real  estate  appraisers  from 
the  City  of  Worcester.  Mr.  Eldridge  Campbell  and  Mr.  Frank 
Mahar  to  appraise  certain  pieces  of  property  enclosed  by 
Central  Street,  Main  Street,  Hamilton  Street  and  Hook  Street 
and  another  piece  of  property  in  the  rear  of  the  Medical 
Center  on  Elm  Street.  Both  of  these  pieces  of  property  were 
appraised  as  being  possible  sites  for  off-street  parking  devel- 
opment. The  appraisal  figures  will  be  made  public  in  a  sep- 
arate release.

REPORT  OF  THE 
BOARD  OF  PUBLIC  WELFARE 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Southbridge: 

An  average  of  five  hundred  twenty  four  persons  per 
month  were  aided  during  the  year  1957.  The  total  welfare 
cost  was  $450,574.73  of  which  $97,079.90  was  for  medical  ex- 
penses; this  exorbitant  amount  spent  for  medical  expenses 
during  the  year  is  beyond  the  control  of  your  board.  Medical 
expenses  for  recipients  of  public  assistance  are  based  on  the 
Medical  Care  Plan  of  the  State  Department  of  Public  Welfare. 

The  total  cost  in  addition  to  the  medical  expenses  in- 
cludes: aid  in  kind,  cash  grants  to  recipients  of  public  assist- 
ance, salaries,  administration  expenses,  purchase  of  equip- 
ment, alteration  and  repairs  of  new  quarters. 

The  cost  by  categories  is  as  follows:  Old  Age  Assistance: 
$294,069.58;  Aid  to  Dependent  Children:  $53,870.67;  Disability 
Assistance:  $21,636.38;  General  Relief:  $44,906.73.  Salaries,  ad- 
ministration expenses,  equipment,  alterations  and  repairs  to- 
talled $36,091.37.  The  town  has  received  a  total  of  $161,323.80 
federal  grant  reimbursements  and  $135,865.51  as  state  reim- 
bursements. 

The  year  of  1957  brought  many  changes  in  procedures  and 
policies  by  the  State  Department  of  Public  Welfare  and  also 
legislative  changes.  The  new  Medical  Plan  of  the  State  De- 
partment of  Public  Welfare  which  became  effective  Septem- 
ber 1,  1957  brought  many  changes  in  procedures  and  also  in 
federal  reimbursements.  The  cost  of  living  was  increased  as 
of  September  1,  1957  from  20%  to  25.7%.  Legal  exemptions 
in  earnings  of  children  whose  parents  are  recipients  of  public 
assistance  have  also  been  increased. 

In  September,  we  changed  quarters  with  the  Board  of 
Health.  Our  new  quarters  were  opened  to  the  public  for  in- 
spection on  October  28,  1957.  Your  Board  believes  that  the 
new  quarters  of  the  Welfare  Department  are  now  the  most 
modern  set-up  for  maximum  efficiency  in  any  Welfare  De- 
partment in  the  Commonwealth.  This  was  achieved  at  a  cost 
of  $5,000.00. 
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We  wish  to  express  our  thanks  to  the  Y.M.C.A.,  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  the  Elks,  the  Mothers'  Club,  the  Ro- 
tary Club  and  the  many  anonymous  persons  for  their  interest 
in  the  needy  children  of  our  community  throughout  the  year.

Southbridge  Public  Improvement  Committee 
Annual  Report  to  Board  of  Selectmen  as  of  December  31,  1957 
Acting  in  accordance  with  an  article  passed  at  the  annual 
Town  Meeting  in  March  1957,  the  Selectmen  on  22  April  1957 
appointed  the  following  members  to  serve  as  the  Southbridge 
Public  Improvement  Committee: 

Clarence  Peloquin 

Charles  Trahan 

Joseph  Piasta 

Louis  Ciprari 

Charles  Havener 
These  members  were  sworn  in  for  a  period  of  one  year  by 
Claire  Boyer,  Town  Clerk  and  then  met  with  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  on  22  April  1957.  After  a  discussion  concerning  the 
functions  and  authority  of  the  Committee  with  the  Selectmen, 
the  Committee  was  organized  with  Clarence  Peloquin  as 
Chairman  and  Charles  Havener  as  Clerk. 

A  meeting  of  the  Committee  was  immediately  held  and  a 
discussion  concerning  a  period  of  appointment  in  terms  of 
the  Article  presented  by  the  Town  and  accepted  at  the  March 
annual  Town  Meeting  was  held.  As  a  result  of  this  meeting 
the  periods  of  appointment  were  changed  in  the  following 
manner.  Joseph  Piasta,  three  years;  Charles  Trahan,  three 
years;  Clarence  Peloquin,  two  years;  Charles  Havener,  two 
years;  and  Louis  Ciprari,  one  year.  Replacements  in  the  event 
of  resignations  etc.  are  to  be  for  the  balance  of  unexpired 
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terms  with  new  appointments  to  be  for  a  three  year  period. 

At  a  subsequent  meeting  of  the  Southbridge  Public  Im- 
provement Committee,  it  was  decided  that  the  appointment 
for  a  specific  period  of  time  was  not  in  accordance  with  the 
intent  of  the  Article  as  passed  by  the  annual  Town  Meeting 
nor  was  it  for  the  best  benefit  of  the  Committee  or  the  Town, 
therefore  as  of  11  May  1957  the  Committee  tendered  its  resig- 
nation as  a  group.  On  13  May  1957  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
reappointed  the  same  people  to  serve  as  permanent  members 
of  this  Committee  and  they  were  duly  sworn  in  by  the  Town 
Clerk,  Claire  Boyer. 

During  the  course  of  the  year  and  because  of  the  pressure 
of  personal  business  and  other  factors,  three  of  the  original 
members  of  the  Committee  tendered  their  resignation.  They 
were  Joseph  Piasta,  Charles  Trahan  and  Louis  Ciprari.  Joseph 
Piasta  was  replaced  by  the  Selectmen  with  Joseph  Swiacki. 
At  the  present  time  there  are  two  vacancies  on  the  Committee 
which  we  expect  will  have  been  filled  by  31  December  1957. 

The  following  is  a  listing  of  the  Articles  passed  at  the  an- 
nual Town  Meeting  in  March  of  1957  that  were  specifically 
referred  to  the  Southbridge  Public  Improvement  Committee 
for  action,  and  notation  is  made  as  to  the  action  taken  by  the 
Committee  on  these  articles. 

ARTICLE  15. 

This  article  requested  that  a  vault  be  constructed  for  the 
exclusive  use  of  the  Town  Clerk.  This  article  was  voted  as 
the  article  appointing  a  committee  to  be  known  as  the  South- 
bridge  Public  Improvement  Committee  and  making  the  Com- 
mittee responsible  for  taking  inventory  of  the  facilities  of  the 
Town  and  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  making  both 
short  and  long  term  plans  and  appropriating  a  sum  of  $500.00 
for  other  expenses  from  the  tax  levy  of  1957.  The  Committee 
has  discussed  the  necessity  of  a  vault  with  the  Town  Clerk 
and  agrees  that  additional  space  is  definitely  required.  How- 
ever, in  view  of  the  fact  that  certain  plans  are  underway  for 
the  construction  of  an  armory  in  the  Town  of  Southbridge 
and  because  our  best  information  is  that  the  armory  will  be 
available  for  the  use  of  the  Town  for  Town  Meetings  and 
other  Town  functions,  making  the  present  Town  Hall  Audi- 
torium available  for  office  or  other  space,  no  action  has  been 
taken  to  date  as  to  a  recommendation  concerning  where  a 
vault  might  be  located.  The  Committee  has  discussed  the  pos- 
sibility of  microfilming  Town  Records  with  two  (2)  microfilm 
companies  and  with  the  Supervisor  of  Public  Records  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts.  It  is  apparent  that  these 
records  must  be  kept  in  their  original  form  and  that  micro- 
films may  be  used  for  duplicate  copies  only.  Action  on  the 
solution  of  the  storage  problem  will  continue  as  an  item  on 
the  agenda  of  the  Committee. 
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ARTICLE  22. 

This  article  voted  that  the  Town  discontinue  the  in- 
firmary on  Chestnut  Street  and  that  the  Public  Improvement 
Committee  in  conjunction  with  the  Board  of  Welfare,  in- 
vestigate and  determine  other  uses  for  this  property. 

The  Committee  met  with  the  Board  of  Welfare,  reviewed 
the  property  and  proposed  use  as  a  rest  home.  On  June  10, 
1957  the  Committee  advised  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare  that 
we  did  not  consider  the  converting  of  this  property  into  a 
rest  home  a  desirable  move  because  of  the  great  cost  of  build- 
ing improvement  and  operating  costs  evaluated  against  the 
fact  that  patients  cannot  be  required  to  either  go  there  in  the 
first  place  or  remain  once  there.  We  considered  requests  for 
the  use  of  this  property  from  the  newly  formed  Boys  Club  in 
the  Town  of  Southbridge  and  from  the  Committee  represent- 
ing the  Southern  Worcester  County  Retarded  Children's 
group.  Our  only  action  on  these  requests  was  to  indicate  that 
in  its  present  condition  we  did  not  recommend  the  use  of  this 
building  for  gatherings  of  children.  We  subsequently  recom- 
mended that  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare  had  no  further  use 
for  the  property  and  that  they  turn  it  over  to  the  Selectmen 
to  become  custodians  for  the  Town  of  Southbridge.  Later  we 
recommended  to  the  Selectmen  that  the  property  be  put  in 
condition  to  prevent  damage  during  the  winter  and  made  an 
inspection  of  the  property  in  the  company  of  the  Board  of  Se- 
lectmen At  this  time  the  electricity  and  water  were  turned 
off  and  pipes  and  toilet  bowls  drained.  We  also  recommended 
that  certain  pieces  of  property  contained  in  the  building  be 
turned  over  to  other  departments  in  the  Town  where  they 
might  be  put  to  good  use. 

Specifically  the  refrigerator  and  deep  freeze  unit  were 
ultimately  turned  over  to  the  School  Department  and  certain 
tools  were  ultimately  turned  over  to  the  Highway  Depart- 
ment. Final  disposition  of  this  property  for  the  best  benefit 
of  the  Town  is  still  under  consideration  by  the  Committee. 

ARTICLE  52. 

This  article  was  voted  that  $2000.00  from  the  tax  levy  of 
1957  be  used  to  make  the  surveys  of  certain  real  estate  and  to 
employ  non-resident  non-taxpaying  appraisers  to  appraise  the 
property  as  indicated  in  the  Article.  The  Committee  has  em- 
ployed the  services  of  two  different  real  estate  appraisers  from 
the  City  of  Worcester.  Mr.  Eldridge  Campbell  and  Mr.  Frank 
Mahar  to  appraise  certain  pieces  of  property  enclosed  by 
Central  Street,  Main  Street,  Hamilton  Street  and  Hook  Street 
and  another  piece  of  property  in  the  rear  of  the  Medical 
Center  on  Elm  Street.  Both  of  these  pieces  of  property  were 
appraised  as  being  possible  sites  for  off-street  parking  devel- 
opment. The  appraisal  figures  will  be  made  public  in  a  sep- 
arate release. 
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Acting  upon  a  request  from  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and 
also  by  direction  of  an  article  passed  at  a  special  town  meet- 
ing in  July  1957,  we  have  been  investigating  the  desirability 
of  establishing  the  position  of  Executive  Secretary  to  the  Se- 
lectmen in  the  Town  of  Southbridge  in  accordance  with  Sec- 
tion 23.  A  of  Chapter  41  of  the  General  Laws  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts.  To  this  end  a  special  subcommittee 
of  the  Southbridge  Public  Improvement  Committee  consist- 
ing of  Charles  Havener  as  chairman,  with  Wesley  Cole,  Seaver 
Rice,  Valmore  Tetreault  and  Harold  Peterson  as  members  has 
been  formed  and  is  evaluating  information  available  at  the 
present  time.  This  committee  has  no  recommendation  to  make 
at  the  end  of  this  year  concerning  whether  or  not  this  position 
is  desirable  but  expects  in  the  event  some  other  party  should 
introduce  an  Article  into  the  Town  Warrant  to  be  able  to 
make  its  position  known  prior  to  the  annual  town  meeting  in 
March  of  1958. 

An  inventory  of  the  equipment  and  facilities  other  than 
real  estate  property  owned  by  the  Town  of  Southbridge  is  in 
process  and  nearly  completed.  It  is  expected  that  the  report 
on  this  inventory  will  be  available  by  the  end  of  1957.  In  ad- 
dition to  these  items,  the  Southbridge  Public  Improvement 
Committee  has  under  investigation  matters  pertaining  to  traf- 
fic flow  in  the  business  district  of  Southbridge,  long  range 
planning  to  insure  adequacy  of  water  supply  as  well  as  sew- 
age disposal,  overall  investigation  of  the  layout  of  the  Town 
Hall  for  most  efficient  operation,  consideration  of  preparation 
of  job  analysis  sheets  for  all  town  employees,  whether  elected 
or  appointed,  re-evaluation  of  the  assessments  of  taxable  prop- 
erty in  the  Town  of  Southbridge,  and  the  possibility  of  re- 
taining a  firm  of  consultants  to  aid  us  in  the  preparation  of 
detailed  extensive  long  range  plans  for  the  development  of 
the  Town  of  Southbridge,  both  from  an  operational  position  as 
well  as  from  a  physical  position. 

During  the  course  of  the  year  the  Southbridge  Public  Im- 
provement Committee  examined  and  approved  an  application 
of  the  Department  of  Public  Welfare  to  exchange  the  office 
space  with  the  Board  of  Health  and  thereby  enlarge  their  fa- 
cilities. Approval  of  an  appropriation  to  permit  this  change 
to  take  place  was  given  by  the  citizens  of  the  Town  at  the 
special  Town  Meeting  in  July  and  the  change  has  been  made. 
The  Southbridge  Public  Improvement  Committee  also  intro- 
duced a  proposal  for  modification  of  traffic  flow  in  the  Town 
of  Southbridge  by  suggesting  that  Central  Street  and  Foster 
Street  be  made  one-way  streets.  This  proposal  was  turned 
down  by  the  citizens  of  the  Town  of  Southbridge  at  a  special 
Town  Meeting. 

It  is  the  hope  of  this  Committee  that  our  efforts  which 
have  resulted  in  some  small  decisions,  speciflcally  rental  of 
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the  property  at  the  corner  of  Goddard  and  Main  Streets  for 
an  off-street  parking  lot  at  a  cost  to  the  Town  consisting  of 
the  actual  taxes  on  the  property  and  the  liability  insurance 
to  protect  both  the  town  and  the  property  owner,  and  the 
purchase  of  a  Public  Address  System  with  roving  micro- 
phones for  installation  on  a  semi-permanent  basis  in  the  Town 
Hall  for  use  at  Town  Meetings  and  other  functions,  are  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  citizens  of  the  Town  of  Southbridge.  You 
may  be  assured  that  this  Committee  will  continue  to  cooper- 
ate with  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  other  Town  Officials  in 
an  attempt  to  bring  about  improvements  in  the  operation  of 
the  Town.  We  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  to  the  various 
Town  officials  and  other  citizens  of  the  Town  who  have  co- 
operated with  us  in  our  efforts  to  date.  We  have  learned  a 
great  deal  concerning  the  manner  in  which  we  should  ap- 
proach various  problems  associated  with  the  operation  of  the 
Town  and  hope  that  the  forthcoming  year  will  make  it  pos- 
sible for  us  to  make  substantial  recommendations  to  the  Town.

REPORT  OF 
CEMETERY  COMMITTEE 

To  The  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  Cemetery  Committee  met  and  organized  on  April 
10,  1957.  George  W.  Dumas  was  elected  Chairman,  Jesse 
Blackburn,  Clerk,  and  Lectance  Landry,  third  member.  Seaver 
Rice  was  appointed  as  Superintendent. 

During  the  months  of  April  and  May,  our  efforts  were 
directed  in  making  the  cemetery  look  at  its  best  for  Memorial 
Day.  Gravel  roads  were  graded  and  smoothed.  Sunken  graves 
were  filled  in  and  seeded.  Grave  markers  and  monuments 
were  straightened.  Trees  and  shrubs  were  pruned,  flower 
beds  were  planted  and  other  necessary  work  was  done  so  that 
the  hundreds  of  people  who  visited  Oak  Ridge  on  this  day 
saw  a  well  kept  cemetery. 

For  several  years  now,  it  has  been  the  policy  of  the  Ceme- 
tery Committee  to  use  some  of  our  funds  for  permanent  black 
top  roads.  This  year  we  decided  that  it  was  more  economical 
to  construct  a  double  section  every  two  years  and  to  wait 
until  1958  for  new  construction. 

The  State  has  finished  dredging  Cohasse  Brook  which 
flows  through  the  lower  part  of  the  cemetery.  This  will  alle- 
viate a  flood  problem  and  help  control  the  mosquito  nuisance. 
The  dredged  land  with  additional  fill  can  be  used  for  new 
grave  lots  which  will  be  needed  in  the  near  future  as  our 
present  vacant  burial  space  is  about  exhausted. 
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It  is  also  imperative  that  a  new  bridge  spanning  Cohasse 
Brook  be  erected  as  the  construction  crew,  while  dredging  and 
widening  the  brook,  took  out  the  old  bridge  and  failed  to  re- 
place it  with  a  new  one.  The  contract  did  not  specify  replace- 
ment. This  bridge  is  necessary  to  get  to  a  sand  and  gravel 
bank;  also  to  gain  access  to  the  Cole  forest  area  which  in  un- 
der Cemetery  control  and  maintenance. 

The  Cemetery  has  deeded  to  the  Town  Police  Department, 
a  small  circular  plot  of  land  near  the  Cohasse  Street  entrance. 
This  plot  will  be  used  to  erect  a  Memorial  to  the  deceased 
members  of  the  police  force.  Considerable  work  will  be  done 
by  the  Police  Association  to  landscape  and  beautify  this  plot. 

As  usual,  we  experienced  some  damage  by  juvenile  delin- 
quents and  vandals,  such  as  knocking  over  grave  stones,  rip- 
ping up  water  pipes  and  stealing  flowers  and  flags  from  graves. 
This  problem  is  a  national  one  and  the  Massachusetts  legisla- 
ture has  enacted  legislation  making  it  a  cause  for  a  stiff  jail 
sentence. 

Several  weeks  ago,  the  caretaker  was  forced  to  resign  on 
account  of  poor  health.  This  employee  had  been  engaged  on  a 
part  yearly  basis,  working  on  salary  from  April  through  De- 
cember. The  committee  decided  in  the  best  interest  of  the 
cemetery  that  a  full  time  working  caretaker  be  engaged  and 
this  has  been  done.  This  move  will  increase  our  budget  tempo- 
rarily but  over  an  extended  period  it  should  prove  more  eco- 
nomical. 

The  Committee  wishes  to  thank  the  Selectmen  and  all 
other  Town  officials  for  their  courteous  assistance  in  our  prob- 
lems.

In  accordance  with  Section  9,  Article  8,  of  the  1954  Town 
Warrant,  the  following  is  a  report  of  the  Advisory  Board  of 
Review  for  Classification  and  Compensation  for  the  year  1957. 

On  January  1,  1957  the  Board  consisted  of  Edgar  A.  Trem- 
blay.  Chairman,  Mrs.  Marie  LaRiviere,  Clerk,  and  Mario  J. 
DeAngelis.  On  March  11,  1957,  Bernard  A.  Mason  was  ap- 
pointed to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  resignation  of  Mario 
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J.  DeAngelis.  On  May  1,  1957,  Vincent  T.  Walsh  was  appointed 
by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the 
expiration  of  the  term  of  Mrs.  Marie  LaRiviere. 

The  Board  met  frequently  with  the  Selectmen  and  de- 
partment heads  on  Classifications,  hours,  rates  and  other  prob- 
lems. 

When  the  Griffenhagen  Report  was  accepted  by  the  town 
in  1954,  minimum  and  maximum  earnings,  ranges  were  estab- 
lished for  town  positions.

The  Board  also  reviewed  the  salary  portion  of  all  depart- 
mental budgets  for  1957,  except  the  School  Department.

The  drop  in  construction  work  voted  this  year  was  offset 
by  a  great  amount  of  work  requested  by  various  departments, 
especially  by  the  Airport  Commission. 

This  department  has  spent  in  1957,  1360  man  hours  on  air- 
port planning  which  represents  $2,871.62  from  departmental 
budget.  75%  of  this  money  will  be  reimbursed  to  the  Town 
when  and  if  this  project  is  approved  by  State  and  Federal 
Agencies. 

We  also  obtained  from  the  Massachusetts  Flood  Relief 
Board  an  allocation  of  $3,775.00  for  the  furnishing,  setting  and 
Engineering  work  for  65  bounds  at  various  bridge  locations. 
The  labor  will  be  done  by  the  Highway  Department  and  the 
Engineering  work  will  be  done  by  the  Engineering  Depart- 
ment. 

We  have  reconstructed  at  considerable  expense,  a  major 
portion  of  our  roads  since  1945,  and  I  wish  to  bring  to  your 
attention  that  many  of  these  roads  are  beginning  to  need  re- 
pairs, partially  because  of  openings  created  by  utility  com- 
panies but  mainly  due  to  wear  and  tear.  Roads  are  only  semi- 
permanent and  maintenance  is  bound  to  increase.  As  an  ex- 
ample our  Main  Street,  Woodstock  Road,  Mechanic  and  Wor- 
cester Streets. 

I  therefore  recommend  that  a  large  portion  of  the  main- 
tenance and  oiling  program  money  to  be  voted  in  1958  be  used 
to  protect  by  timely  maintenance  the  reconstructed  roads, 
especially  those  named  above. 

Again  this  year,  all  work  was  done  with  the  full  coopera- 
tion of  the  Highway  Department  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen, 
which  resulted  in  better  work  and  a  great  saving  to  the  Town 
of  Southbridge. 
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I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  members  of 
your  Board  and  other  Boards,  Committees,  and  Departments 
for  their  cooperation  during  the  year.

The  Board  of  Health  met  on  March  9,  1957  and  organized 
as  follows:  Dr.  Raymond  F.  Haling,  Chairman;  Dr.  Armand  O. 
Degrenier,  Clerk;  and  Mr.  Henry  E.  Demers,  Publicity  Chair- 
man. 

The  Board  made  the  following  appointment,  Ernest  Te- 
treault,  Agent;  Mrs.  Rachel  Jolicoeur,  Nurse;  Arthur  O.  Bal- 
lard, Plumbing,  Milk  and  Food  Inspector  and  Alcide  Fournier, 
Slaughtering  and  Animal  Inspector. 

Four  new  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  discov- 
ered during  the  year  and  eight  patients  received  treatment  in 
Sanatoria,  contacts,  suspicious  cases  and  cases  reported  to  us 
by  the  family  physician  are  examined  and  X-rayed  at  the 
County  Sanatorium. 

The  sum  of  $18,585.00  was  appropriated  for  the  year  1957. 
There  is  an  unexpended  balance  of  $2,350.95. 

The  sum  of  $782.13  has  been  paid  to  the  Town  Treasurer 
by  the  State  in  form  of  subsidy.  The  receipts  from  all  other 
sources  were  $127.50  and  the  net  cost  for  the  General  for  this 
year  was  $15,424.42  or  .90  per  person. 

During  the  year  various  Health  meetings  were  attended 
by  the  Nurse,  Board  Members  and  the  Agent. 

We  wish  to  thank  all  the  Citizens  who  have  cooperated 
and  assisted  the  Department  in  any  way.

REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  HEALTH  NURSE 

To  The  Board  of  Health: 
Dear  Sirs: 

I  hereby  submit  my  report  as  Board  of  Health  Nurse  for 
the  year  ending  December  31,  1957. 
CLINICS: 
1.  Denial: 

The  dental  program  was  carried  on  for  the  benefit  of 
the  elementary  school  children  in  grades  two,  three  and  four, 
for  both  public  and  parochial  schools.  Sixty-three  clinics  were 
held  and  six  hundred  and  nine  reported  for  care.  Five  hun- 
dred had  their  teeth  cleaned  and  four  hundred  and  thirty-six 
teeth  were  filled.  In  addition  this  year  a  dental  surv^ey,  by  a 
State  Dental  Hygienist,  was  conducted  in  grades  one  to  eight 
in  two  of  the  parochial  schools  with  the  third  school  to  be 
taken  care  of  during  this  school  year.   This  survey  is  also 
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being  conducted  in  public  schools.  The  rate  of  dental  carries 
in  school  children  was  found  to  be  very  high  and  it  is  hoped 
that  as  the  survey  progresses  and  parents  are  reminded  of  the 
great  need  for  dental  care,  dental  carries  will  become  one  of 
the  minor  ills  of  our  school  population  instead  of  the  major 
one  it  now  is. 

2.  Tuberculosis: 

The  State  Department  of  Public  Health  sponsors  T.B. 
clinics  at  the  Worcester  County  Sanatorium  at  Boylston  bi- 
weekly, Tuesdays  and  Thursdays.  Eighty-seven  reported 
either  for  diagnostic  x-rays  or  for  follow-up  purposes  as  X- 
Sanatorium  patients  or  contacts.  Two  new  cases  were  re- 
ported this  year. 

3.  Pre- School  Registration: 

The  annual  registration  of  pre-school  children  took  place 
in  March,  in  the  Mary  E.  Wells  High  School.  Two  hundred 
and  eighty-seven  registered.  A  registration  for  those  plan- 
ning to  attend  kindergarten  at  Sacred  Heart  School  was  held 
in  the  Board  of  Health  offices.  Forty-one  reported  at  this 
registration.  Two  clinics  for  those  who  wished  to  have  pre- 
school physicals  performed  by  the  school  physicians  were  held 
in  the  Board  of  Health  offices. 

4.  Immunizations: 

a)  Four  clinics  were  held  in  the  Town  Hall  for  inocula- 
tion of  pre-school  and  school  children  against  Diphtheria, 
Tetanus  and  Whooping-Cough.  Four  hundred  and  twenty 
were  given  a  booster  dose  and  one  hundred  and  three  were 
given  the  series  of  three  injections  at  proper  intervals. 

b)  Booster  doses  of  Salk  poliomyelitis  vaccine  were  ad- 
ministered to  pre-school  and  school  children  and  also  teen- 
agers to  age  nineteen.  Vaccine  was  also  provided  to  private 
physicians  for  those  wishing  to  receive  the  vaccine  from  their 
own  doctor.  Twenty  clinics  were  held  either  at  the  schools 
or  in  the  Town  Hall.  A  total  of  2875  received  boosters  and  283 
received  either  first  or  second  injections  or  both. 

c)  This  year,  with  the  threat  of  Asian  Flu,  it  was  decided 
to  follow  State  recommendations  and  give  injections  of  Asiatic 
Influenza  Vaccine  to  all  municipal  employees  who  wanted  this 
protection.  Three  clinics,  were  held  in  the  Board  of  Health 
offices  and  a  total  of  two  hundred  and  thirty-two  were  inocu- 
lated. 

SCHOOL  ACTIVITIES 

A  physical  examination  was  given  to  the  pupils  of  the 
parochial  schools  by  the  Board  of  Health  physician.  Grades 
2,  4,  6  and  8  were  examined,  a  total  of  five  hundred  and  twen- 
ty. As  part  of  the  health  examination,  pupils  in  grades  two 
to  eight  were  weighed  and  measured  by  the  school  nurse. 

Chiropody  examinations  were  also  given  to  the  pupils  in 
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grades  2,  4,  6  and  8  by  a  Chiropodist.  Details  to  be  found  in 
the  Chiropodist's  report.  Notices  of  defects  needing  medical 
attention  following  both  examinations  were  sent  to  the 
parents.

DEPT.  OF  CIVILIAN  DEFENSE 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 
Gentlemen: 

The  year  1957  has  been  a  busy  one  for  your  Department 
of  Civil  Defense. 

We  have  maintained  regular  office  hours  every  Monday 
night.  We  have  also  had  the  control  center  open  every  Friday 
night  for  the  training  of  operators  for  the  Communication 
Section,  who  also  work  on  problems  every  Monday  night. 
They  operate  four  cars  each  night  with  both  mobile  and 
portable  communication  equipment.    The  office  has  been 
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opened  around  the  clock  on  test  problems  and  test  alerts  at 
any  time  that  the  Federal  Civil  Defense  Administration  or  the 
Massachusetts  Civil  Defense  Agency  has  issued  an  order. 

Our  volunteer  workers  have  displayed  a  degree  of  faith- 
fulness, in  attendance  and  carrying  out  work  schedules  that 
deserves  the  highest  of  praise  and  for  which  I  am  most  ap- 
preciative. 

It  being  the  consensus  of  our  staff  we  concentrated,  in 
1957,  in  the  training  of  communication,  medical,  staff,  and 
warden  volunteers. 

We  have  had  workers  in  attendance  at,  and  in  every  case 
they  have  received  commendation,  the  Radiac  Course  given  at 
Holy  Cross  College — a  Warden's  Seminar  at  the  Unviersity  of 
Conn. — Civil  Defense  Director's  Training  Course  at  the  M.  C. 
D.  A.  Training  Center  at  Topsfield — Basic  Course  in  Disaster 
Nursing  at  The  Memorial  Hospital,  Worcester — Basic  Rescue 
Course  and  the  Light  Duty  Rescue  Course  at  the  M.  C.  D.  A. 
Training  Center. 

We  have  brought  the  teachings  back  to  Southbridge  and 
conducted  classes,  with  certified  instructors,  for  our  vol- 
unteers and  other  interested  citizens  in  Radiologal  and  Moni- 
tering  work — Disaster  Nursing  for  Professional  Nurses  only 
— First  Aid  Technician's  Course  and  Radio  Operator's  Train- 
ing Program,  and  all  of  our  girl  operators  are  licensed  oper- 
ators as  well  as  many  of  our  Staff  members, — and  monthly 
Warden  Seminars  were  held  in  the  Flat  and  Globe  sections 
of  Town. 

This  was  the  first  year  that  we  were  eligible  to  draw 
from  the  Surplus  Property  at  Fort  Myles  Standish  and  we 
were  fortunate  enough  to  obtain  $8,190.65  worth  of  equipment, 
new  and  used,  for  only  a  cost  of  $66.74  to  the  Town.  This 
equipment  varied  from  map  paper  to  a  complete  transmitting 
and  receiving  station. 

Through  the  cooperation  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  it 
was  possible  to  complete  the  installation  of  the  12,000  watt 
emergency  generator  so  that  the  Town  Hall  can  now  be  sup- 
plied with  power  in  the  event  of  an  emergency. 

A  major  step  toward  our  goal  of  a  100%  "civil  defense 
ready"  Town  was  the  purchase  of  a  Light  Duty  Rescue  Truck 
with  matching  funds  from  the  F.  C.  D.  A.  with  their  putting 
up  $2,946.00  to  match  our  $2,946.00.  We  are  in  the  process  of 
training  six  four  men  teams  as  qualified  rescue  workers  so 
that  we  will  be  able  to  operate  around  the  clock.  At  present 
they  are  attending  a  special  Rescue  Workers  First  Aid  Course" 
and  this  will  be  followed  by  attendance  at  the  Training  Center 
in  Topsfield. 

Not  only  did  the  F.  C.  D.  A.  give  us  the  above  money  but 
they  also  remitted  to  the  Town  $119.33  half  of  our  telephone 
communication  cost  and  $238.65  half  of  our  recurring  com- 
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munication  costs.  This  makes  a  total  of  53,303.98  given  to  the 
Town  by  the  Federal  Civil  Defense  or  almost  half  of  the  total 
budget  given  to  us  by  the  To\\ti.  We  feel  that  Department 
really  gets  our  To\^ti  its  "money's  worth". 

Staff  officers  have  attended  conferences,  seminars  and 
training  sessions  and  have  been  able  to  keep  abreast  of  the 
problems  and  the  current  thinking  as  to  their  solutions  on 
the  local,  state  and  national  levels. 

We  have  appeared  before  more  than  fifteen  local  civic  and 
religious  organizations,  youth  and  adult,  in  response  to  their 
imitations  to  tell  them  of  the  need  and  aims  of  the  Ci\il  De- 
fense program. 

It  is  indeed  a  pleasure  to  report  that  five  hundred  and 
thirty-six  of  our  Townspeople  have  taken  the  Civil  Defense 
Oath  and  have  been  given  specific  sections.  However  we  still 
do  not  have  enough  people  to  staff  ever\-  position  three  deep 
for  24-hour  round  the  clock  operation  but  we  v/ill  keep  work- 
ing to  that  end. 

We  must  also  complete  the  recruiting,  training  and  equip- 
ing  of  our  Warden  Section  so  that  we  will  have  complete 
Town  Coverage,  street  by  street  and  block  by  block.  The  only 
section  fully  covered  is  ttie  Flat  Section  which  is  ready  to  op- 
erate in  any  emergency  with  a  Warden  Service  that  has  com- 
plete Radio,  Medical,  Communication  and  Rescue  services 
ready  to  assist  their  splendid  Zone  Warden  Set-up. 

It  appears  that  the  lesson  of  the  Flood  of  1955  was  not 
lost  by  the  people  and  their  leaders  in  Zone  B.  However  there 
is  an  "apathy  problem'"  in  the  other  Zones  of  the  Town  that 
we  must  overcome  for  when  the  need  for  trained  wardens 
comes  it  will  be  too  late  to  do  an}-thing  about  it. 

The  inventor}-  of  the  equipment  on  hand  December  31, 
1957  that  was  obtained  in  1957  has  a  valuation  of  S15.406.00 
with  the  200  bed  Emergencv  Hospital  valued  at  350,000.00  so 
the  total  1957  inventory-  is  $65,406.00.

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The  biggest  event  of  1957  was  the  opening  of  the  Chil- 
dren's Room  on  February  12.  On  the  day  before  about  70 
children  gathered  at  the  library  to  carry  books  from  the  old 
children's  section  of  the  main  reading  room  down  the  steps, 
around  the  sidewalk  and  into  the  entrance  of  the  new 
Children's  Room.  The  Book  Walk  was  led  by  the  venerable 
stuffed  eagle  that  has  been  fascinating  children  in  the  library 
for  about  fifty  years.  By  6:00  most  of  the  books  had  been 
moved. 

The  next  day  Mrs.  Esther  Costa  of  Station  WESO  con- 
ducted her  program  from  the  Children's  Room.  At  that  time 
Dr.  Nerio  Pioppi,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees;  Robert 
L.  Fox,  Superintendent  of  Schools;  Dr.  Armand  O.  DeGrenier, 
Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen;  and  Horace  P.  Landry, 
Executive  Secretary  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  spoke. 
Present  at  the  broadcast  was  Mrs.  Dion's  fourth  grade  from 
Marcy  Street  School. 

Two  coffee  hours  were  held  for  teachers,  trustees,  and 
citizens  of  Southbridge  with  refreshments  provided  by  the 
many  friends  of  the  library.  A  special  guest  was  Mrs.  Alice 
B.  Howard,  Consultant  for  Library  Work  with  Children,  from 
the  State  Department  of  Education. 

Another  area  of  expansion  in  children's  work  was  the 
establishing  of  book  deposits  in  schools  where  children  may 
borrow  and  return  books  directly  to  their  classrooms  in  the 
first  three  grades.  The  first  few  sets  were  put  in  the  schools 
in  May  for  a  trial  period,  and  the  system  really  was  under  way 
during  the  fall  term.  We  still  do  not  have  enough  books  for 
all  the  schools,  and  until  we  do  are  sending  them  to  the 
most  distantly  located  ones.  The  fact  that  300  books  cir- 
culated 3,143  times  in  about  four  months  makes  us  feel  that 
the  money  and  effort  were  well  spent. 

The  Art  and  Music  Room  was  established  early  in  the 
year  in  the  space  vacated  by  the  Reference  Collection  which 
is  now  more  conveniently  shelved  in  the  High  School  Section. 
The  Southbridge  Music  Group  sponsored  a  spring  concert 
on  May  6  which  netted  $500.00  for  buying  and  binding  music 
materials  for  vocal  or  instrumental  use  as  well  as  for  reading. 
With  the  generous  help  of  their  members  much  of  the  ma- 
terial donated  is  being  gradually  worked  into  our  music  col- 
lection. 

At  the  same  time  many  persons  donated  78  rpm  record 
albums  which  were  added  to  our  record  collection  now  housed 
in  the  Art  and  Music  Room.  A  radio-phonograph  was  given 
by  Dr.  and  Mrs.  James  Cross,  and  Mr.  R.  A.  Mahler  gave  and 
installed  two  pairs  of  headphones  for  it. 

Ill  children  registered  for  the  summer  Round-the- World 
Reading  Club.  At  each  meeting  a  foreign  country  was  dis- 
cussed along  with  stories  and  records  of  its  music.  Several 
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local  persons  who  had  lived  in  foreign  countries  told  of  their 
experiences.  Children  were  given  maps  to  keep  track  of 
their  book  travels.  At  the  last  meeting  book  prizes  were 
awarded  for  the  best  essays,  one  for  each  grade  on  the 
country  most  enjoyed.  At  the  same  time  the  Notre  Dame 
Youth  Orchestra,  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Roland  Lefebvre, 
gave  its  first  public  concert. 

Book  Week,  November  17-23,  was  celebrated  with  the  usual 
class  visits  to  the  library  and  story  hours  in  the  schools  and  a 
creative  writing  contest,  the  subject  being  horses.  Through  the 
generosity  of  book  dealers  we  were  able  to  award  twelve  book 
prizes,  three  for  each  grade,  four  through  seven.  The  contest 
stimulated  a  great  deal  of  interest  among  parents  and  teachers. 
Winning  entries  were  printed  by  the  Southbridge  Evening 
News. 

The  children's  weekly  film  program  had  an  attendance 
averaging  between  thirty  and  forty  at  each  showing.  The  li- 
brary has  its  own  projection  screen  and  hopes  eventually  to 
own  a  projector.  The  Children's  Librarian  and  the  Head  Li- 
brarian were  taught  to  operate  a  projector  by  Edward  Des- 
roches  whose  Visual  Aids  Department  of  the  Southbridge  Pub-  i 
lie  Schools  loaned  the  projector. 

Films  are  supplied  by  the  Massachusetts  Film  Cooperative 
of  which  the  library  is  a  member.  It  is  also  a  member  of  the 
Canadian  Travel  Film  Cooperative  which  supplies  colored  trav- 
el films  in  sound  of  Canada  for  lending  to  patrons. 

The  Librarian  attended  Bay  Path  Library  Association 
meetings  and  was  appointed  Chairman  of  Recruiting  for  that 
club.  She  also  attended  the  New  England  Library  Association 
meeting  at  Swampscott. 

She  was  invited  to  broadcast  twice  on  WESO's  "Over  the 
Back  Fence"  (Esther  Costa)  and  spoke  to  several  church  groups 
as  well  as  to  the  Southbridge  Women's  Club.  In  an  attempt  to 
integrate  school  work  with  library  materials,  18  high  school 
classes  were  given  library  instruction  related  to  actual  as- 
signments. 

Special  exhibits  were  borrowed  from  the  Children's  Mu- 
seum in  Boston  as  well  as  from  private  collectors.  Local  per- 
sons were  encouraged  to  exhibit  their  hobbies. 

Girl  Scouts  provided  countless  hours  of  valuable  volunteer 
help.  Mrs.  Edward  Quinn  continued  to  give  her  time  to  con- 
duct the  Saturday  morning  Art  Classes  which  are  so  popular 
as  to  have  registrations  filled  weeks  in  advance.  Mrs.  Alex 
Constantine,  Mrs.  Norman  Powers,  Mrs.  Anna  Gilli,  Mr.  Ed- 
ward Zuiss  and  Roger  Steele  have  given  us  hours  of  expert 
help.  Charles  Bastien  services  our  record  player.  The  South- 
bridge  Evening  News  and  Station  WESO  have  been  essential 
in  helping  us  to  accomplish  our  programs. 

Our  circulation  showed  a  steady  increase.  About  4.9  items 
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per  person  were  borrowed  for  the  population  of  the  area  served 
(18,000)  or  about  17.6  items  per  each  registered  borrower.  The 
increase  in  the  children's  circulation  can  be  traced  directly  to 
the  effects  of  the  school  book  deposits. 

For  1958  we  hope  to  work  efiectively  with  teen  age  readers 
and  to  extend  our  services  to  local  business  men.  Also  we  plan 
to  organize  the  wealth  of  local  history  materials. 

Again  the  Librarian  wishes  to  thank  the  loyal  and  devoted 
staff  for  another  pleasant  year's  association  and  to  express 
gratitude  for  the  generous  support  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 
The  warm  response  of  the  people  of  Southbridge  is  also  deep- 
ly appreciated.

DUTCH  ELM  DISEASE 
DEPARTMENT 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Gentlemen: 

I  wish  to  submit  my  report  for  the  Dutch  Elm  Disease  De- 
partment for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1957. 

I  sprayed  town-owned  elm  trees  twice  with  a  Hydraulic 
Sprayer,  using  Malathion  and  DDT  Emulsion.  Dormant  in  the 
spring  to  control  Elm  Bark  Beetle,  to  protect  elm  trees  from 
beetle  feeding  all  bark  surfaces  of  living  elms,  that,  may  be  in- 
vaded by  Bark  Beetles  from  infected  wood.  Summer  leaf 
spray)  to  protect  elm  leaves  from  being  fed  upon  by  Elm  Leaf 
Beetle.  It  feeds  on  the  leaves  of  elms,  and  when  it  is  abundant 
the  leaves  become  brown  and  fall  off,  such  defoliation  weakens 
the  trees,  and  many  valuable  elms  have  been  killed  as  a  result 
of  outbreaks  of  this  insect. 

Nine  Dutch  Elm  Diseased  trees  were  removed  and  burned, 
also  removed  deadwood  out  of  elm  trees  on  town-owned  prop- 


erty.

RETPORT  OF  THE 
SWIMMING  POOL  SUB-COMMITTEE 

To  the  Chairman  of  the  Recreation  Committee 
Dear  Sir: 

At  your  request,  I  am  submitting  my  ninth  annual  report 
on  the  activities  of  the  swimming  pool  for  1957. 

Attendance 

From  June  19  to  August  30,  a  total  of  32,200  persons  used 
the  pool's  facilities:  4,760,  June,  23,402,  July,  4,000,  August.  Av- 
erage daily  attendance  —  358. 

Rescues 

Too  much  emphasis  cannot  be  placed  on  the  absolute  neces- 
sity for  appointing  competent,  efficient,  and  responsible  life- 
guards to  supervise  water  acti\'ities.  Thirteen  children,  suffer- 
ing in  varying  degrees  from  cramps,  exhaustion,  and  panic  w^ere 
helped  to  shore  by  the  lifeguards.  Many  of  these  cases  could 
have  been  much  more  serious  had  it  not  been  for  the  efficient 
supen-'ision  of  the  lifeguard  staff. 
Instruction 

The  Red  Cross  Swimming  Program,  under  the  direction  of 
Mr.  Lamarre  and  Miss  Gagnon,  offered  over  200  children  the 
opportunity  for  instruction  in  swimming  and  Hfe-saving  dur- 
ing regular  morning  classes  at  the  pool.  Such  formal  pro- 
grams, together  with  the  daily  informal  instruction  given  by 
members  of  the  staff,  will  do  much  to  develop  stronger  and 
more  skillful  swimmers  in  Southbridge. 

Health  and  Safety 

A  continuous  flow  of  water  into  the  pool  provided  the  chief 
safeguard  against  bacterial  growth  during  the  swimming  sea- 
son. This  is  perhaps  the  most  efficient  means  of  control  we 
have  under  present  conditions. 
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Safety  of  the  pool  was  further  enhanced  by  the  modem 
equipment  now  available  to  our  lifeguards.  The  aqua-lung,  the 
portable  resuscitator  and  the  electronic  megaphone,  all  avail- 
able to  our  staff,  certainly  add  immeasurably  to  the  safety  of 
the  pool. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  thank  you  and  your  committee 
for  the  fine  cooperation  we  received  from  you  during  the  swim- 
ming season.  It  is  always  a  pleasure  to  work  with  men  who 
are  so  deeply  interested  in  promoting  better  recreational  facili- 
ties for  our  town.

The  Henry  Street  Athletic  Field  consists  of  two  softball 
areas  with  seating  capacity  of  150  persons. 

Six  teams  in  the  Community  Softball  League  and  four 
in  the  Industrial  League  availed  themselves  of  the  diamonds 
from  April  to  October,  five  nights  a  week,  plus  independent 
games  played  on  Saturdays  and  Sundays.  The  teams'  rosters 
consisted  of  approximately  150  players  with  attendance  of  75 
to  300  fans  nightly. 

Other  age  groups  found  recreation  in  four  Ping  Pong  tables, 
a  Basketball  Court,  12  Swings,  4  See-Saws,  3  Zelballs,  3  Horse- 
shoe Courts,  1  Quoit  Court,  1  Sandbox  and  2  Volley  Ball  Courts. 

The  participation  in  these  activities  varied  from  50  to  150 
nightly.

Alumni  Field  was  put  into  shape  early  in  the  season  and 
was  in  full  swing  throughout  the  summer.  The  field  was  used 
for  the  school  physical  education  program  every  day  school 
was  in  session  from  early  spring  until  closing  time  in  June. 
Three  High  Schools  used  the  field  for  baseball  practice  and 
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for  their  scheduled  games,  Notre  Dame,  Wells  High  and  Cole 
Trade  High.  The  Parochial  Grammar  School  League  used  the 
field  for  both  practice  and  games  throughout  their  schedule. 
The  Public  Schools  (graded)  practiced  and  played  their  games 
here.

A  new  Softball  area  was  used  at  the  field  throughout  the 
summer  by  the  Community  Softball  League,  the  Industrial 
Softball  League  and  by  independent  teams. 

A  new  Little  League  diamond  was  built  this  year  to  ac- 
commodate the  expansion  of  the  Little  League.  This  area 
will  prove  valuable  in  the  future  because  it  can  be  converted 
quickly  to  a  girls'  softball  area  or  a  regular  softball  area  for  any 
expansion  in  the  softball  leagues. 

A  new  pipe  and  wire  backstop  was  built  for  the  field,  two 
bleacher  type  sets  of  seats  were  built  and  were  used  by  specta- 
tors at  nightly  games  this  year.  The  field  was  left  in  masterful 
shape  by  our  hard  working,  part-time  caretaker,  Ray  Bernard, 
who  takes  pleasure  in  seeing  to  it  that  the  field  is  in  top  shape 
at  all  times.  Alumni  Field  is  being  developed  gradually  into  a 
finished  field  and  is  not  far  away  from  becoming  a  beautiful 
recreational  asset  to  the  town.

SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Committee  of  Southbridge 
Gentlemen: 

I  hereby  present  to  you,  and  through  you  to  the  citizens 
of  the  community,  my  fourth  annual  report  which  is  the  sixty- 
sixth  in  the  series  of  such  reports  issued  by  superintendents  of 
the  public  schools  of  the  town. 

Personnel 

Sixteen  teachers  resigned  and  one  retired  from  our  instruc- 
tional staff  of  ninety-four  during  the  past  year.  Two  of  those 
who  resigned  accepted  administrative  positions  in  other  sys- 
tems; eight  went  to  positions  which  paid  higher  salaries;  four 
left  the  profession,  and  two  moved  to  other  communities.  The 
difficulty  of  obtaining  qualified  replacements  for  these  teach- 
ers, all  of  whom  were  experienced,  must  be  apparent  to  all, 
but  the  task  of  maintaining  an  adequate  staff  is  destined  to  be- 
come more  and  more  demanding.  There  are  many  reasons  for 
this,  most  of  which  emanate  from  the  widely  publicized  short- 
age of  teachers,  thereby  creating  a  greater  latitude  of  choice 
for  qualified,  experienced  teachers. 

In  the  years  previous  to  the  Second  World  War  it  was  cus- 
tomary for  most  people  in  the  profession  to  stay  in  the  same 
community  for  a  number  of  years  and  in  many  cases  for  an  en- 
tire career.  Salaries  were  generally  low;  teachers  were  avail- 
able; security  was  paramount;  and,  consequently,  there  was  no 
great  incentive  to  move  from  place  to  place.  There  existed,  too, 
in  those  years  a  tendency  to  apply  for  positions  in  towns  other 
than  those  in  which  the  teacher  received  her  public  school  edu- 
cation. Now,  however,  experienced^  teachers  are  in  demand. 
Salaries  have  become  so  varied  even  in  Massachusetts  that 
maximums  may  be  from  $2,000  to  $3,000  higher  in  one  com- 
munity than  in  another.  Obviously,  since  so  many  opportunities 
present  themselves  each  year,  teachers  who  are  not  deeply 
rooted  in  a  town  will  consider  the  prospects  for  advancement. 
Salaries  in  Southbridge  have  increased  rapidly  in  the  past  few 
years,  but  we  are  barely  maintaining  a  level  which  will  allow 
us  to  compete  in  the  market  for  new  teachers  and  to  keep  the 
good  teachers  whom  we  have  at  present. 

The  time  has  come  when  a  town  must  depend  to  a  consid- 
erable degree  upon  its  own  resources  in  the  replacement  of  re- 
tiring and  resigning  teachers.  It  is  a  common  practice  for  col- 
lege seniors  contemplating  a  career  in  education  to  measure  the 
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attractiveness  of  an  opportunity  by  the  distance  the  school  is 
from  her  home.  Therefore,  the  number  of  local  high  school 
graduates  who  are  preparing,  or  planning  to  prepare  for  the 
teaching  profession  is  of  the  utmost  importance  to  us.  We  hope 
that  more  of  our  able  pupils  will  give  full  consideration  to  the 
advantages  of  teaching  as  a  career.  It  has  always  been  a  re- 
warding profession  spiritually.  It  has  now  become  much  more 
attractive  from  the  material  point  of  view. 

Enrollment 

When  planning  for  future  needs  in  school  space,  a  commit- 
tee uses  past  enrollments  principally  to  discover  trends  and  to 
help  predict  future  school  populations.  The  trend  for  the  past 
eight  years  in  the  twelve  grades  now  administered  by  the 
Southbridge  School  Department  has  been  one  of  gradually 
increasing  enrollment.  The  prospect  is  that  this  steady  increase 
will  continue  at  least  until  1963,  which  is  the  year  when  chil- 
dren born  in  1957  will  enter  the  first  grade.  The  following  fig- 
ures give  a  comparison  of  enrollment  in  the  first  eight  grades 
between  October  1,  1950  and  October  1,  1957:

There  were  483  pupils  in  Mary  E.  Wells  High  School  on 
October  1,  1950.  With  the  exodus  of  Sturbridge  students  to 
Tantasqua  in  1954,  enrollment  in  the  local  high  school  dropped 
to  380.  However,  on  October  1,  1956  it  had  risen  to  452  and  to 
466  on  October  1,  1957.  It  is  evident  that  the  increase  in  pupils 
on  the  secondary  level  will  be  gradual  for  the  next  two  years, 
but  since  grades  4,  5,  and  6  average  about  200  each,  something 
must  be  done  soon  to  eliminate  the  threat  of  overcrowding.  A 
recommendation  will  be  made  by  the  Superintendent  that  the 
present  seventh  grade  at  Charlton  Street  School  return  to  that 
building  as  an  eighth  grade  next  September.  This  can  be  ac- 
complished in  that  area  because  Mechanic  Street  School  has 
been  used  as  an  annex  to  Charlton  Street  School  since  kinder- 
gartens were  discontinued  in  1955.    This  is  the  only  possible 
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transfer  of  eighth  grade  students  that  can  be  made  because 
there  are  no  possibihties  for  obtaining  the  necessary  space  at 
Eastford  Road,  Marcy  Street,  or  West  Street  Schools.  The 
step  beyond  this  proposal  will  be  to  institute  double  sessions 
in  some  of  the  elementary  grades. 

New  Proposal  for  Expansion 

A  report  of  the  School  Planning  Committee  and  a  state- 
ment of  its  proposal  appears  in  the  Annual  Town  Report  of  1957 
so  that  it  would  be  redundant  on  my  part  to  include  more  than 
a  few  remarks  about  the  plan. 

There  should  be  no  consternation  over  the  fact  that  this 
committee  working  independently,  objectively,  and  diligently 
has  come  to  the  conclusion  that  a  new  high  school  is  the  proper 
solution  to  the  building  problem.  They  are  in  excellent  com- 
pany. The  following  officials  and  study  groups  have  all  come 
to  the  same  decision:

The  School  Committee— 1957

The  School  Building  Assistance  Commission — 1952-1958 
The  State  Department  of  Education— 1957 
The  chief  objections,  some  of  which  were  presented  in  1952 
and  others  in  1957,  have  been  eliminated.  They  were: 

1.  Cost  of  plan 

2.  No  need  for  new  trade  school 

3.  Distance  from  center  of  town 

4.  Ruggedness  of  terrain 

5.  Cost  of  land 

To  the  group  of  people  who  insist  that  adding  to  the  three 
large  elementary  school  buildings  is  the  only  course,  this  must 
be  said:  From  four  surveys  made  by  competent  architectural 
firms,  it  was  apparent  to  both  the  1957  and  1958  committees  that 
there  would  be  no  great  difference  in  cost  between  the  addition 
plan  and  the  new  building  plan.  In  the  first  case  the  town  and 
its  children  would  get  more  space.  In  the  second  case  the  nec- 
essary space  would  be  provided,  and  a  modern  program  of  sec- 
ondary education  could  be  adopted. 

The  three  large  buildings  were  erected  in  1937-1939,  about 
twenty  years  ago.  When  they  were  proposed,  statements  were 
made  that  these  buildings  were  planned  with  the  idea  of  adding 
to  them  if  the  provision  of  more  space  ever  became  necessary. 
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Where  was  this  addition  to  be  placed  at  the  Charlton  Street 
School?  The  center  corridors  on  both  floors  run  the  length  of 
the  building,  but  there  isn't  room  at  either  end  to  build  more 
rooms.  Therefore,  the  addition  would  have  to  jut  out  either 
into  the  playground  or  in  front  of  the  building.  This  would 
mean  lengthening  the  building  by  the  width  of  a  corridor  to 
allow  passage  to  the  new  rooms,  a  process  which,  according  to 
architects  would  be  very  expensive.  But  where  was  the  plan- 
ning for  expansion  in  this  building?  To  add  to  the  north  end  of 
the  West  Street  School,  it  would  place  the  gymnasium  between 
two  sets  of  classrooms.  The  south  end  is  adjacent  to  the  much 
higher,  very  limiting  land,  in  terms  of  space  for  building,  of 
Alumni  Field.  An  addition  could  be  placed  quite  easily  on  the 
north  side  of  the  Eastf  ord  Road  School. 

Elementary  school  education  has  changed  considerably  in 
the  past  twenty  years  in  methods,  curriculum,  and  services,  but 
the  chief  need  is  still  one  of  sufficient  classroom  space.  On  the 
secondary  level,  however,  since  the  inception  of  the  idea  of 
total  education,  more  special  areas  are  needed.  Concepts  have 
changed  since  1939.  Must  this  generation  of  students  be  limited 
by  what  was  said  almost  twenty  years  ago? 

Improvements —  1957 

1.  Two  rooms  were  refurnished  at  Mary  E.  Wells  High  School. 

2.  One  room  was  refurnished  at  Charlton  Street  School. 

3.  One  room  was  refurnished  at  Eastford  Road  School. 

4.  A  boys'  sanitary  room  was  equipped  at  Mary  E.  Wells  High 
School. 

5.  Pneumatic  controls  were  extended  at  Mary  E.  Wells  High 
School,  thus  assuring  a  more  even  distribution  of  heat. 

6.  New  equipment  was  purchased  for  the  cafeteria. 

7.  Pleasant  Street  School  was  converted  from  coal  to  oil  heat. 

8.  The  playable  surface  at  Eastford  Road  School  was  increased 
in  size. 

9.  A  drainage  problem  at  Eastford  Road  School  was  eliminated. 

Contemplated  Improvements  —  1958 

1.  The  creation  of  a  newly  equipped  sanitary  room  at  Mary  E. 
Wells  High  School  is  contemplated.  This  will  complete  a 
four-year  project  during  which  time  it  was  planned  to  com- 
plete two  such  rooms  for  girls  and  two  for  boys. 

2.  Four  rooms  are  to  be  refurnished  at  Mary  E.  Wells  High 
School.  Six  sets  of  desks  and  chairs  have  been  bought  for 
this  building  during  the  past  two  years. 

3.  Two  rooms  are  to  be  refurnished  at  the  Charlton  Street 
School.  When  this  is  accomplished,  the  elementary  school 
furniture,  excepting  in  isolated  instances,  will  be  in  good 
condition. 
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4.  Further  extension  of  the  pneumatic  controls  at  Mary  E. 
Wells  High  School  will  be  undertaken. 

5.  More  work  will  be  done  at  the  playgrounds  at  Charlton 
Street  and  Eastford  Road  Schools. 

6.  Extensive  purchases  of  science  equipment  will  be  made. 

7.  A  new  science  series  will  probably  be  adopted  for  the  ele- 
mentary schools.  , 

8.  New  lighting  will  be  installed  in  six  rooms  at  Mary  E.  Wells 
High  School. 

Projects 

At  the  present  time  studies  are  being  made  by  committees 
of  teachers  and  principals  in  the  following  categories: 

Arithmetic 

The  goal  of  this  particular  project  is  to  determine  whether 
or  not  the  field  of  arithmetic  may  be  covered  in  seven  rather 
than  in  eight  years.  If  this  seems  possible,  a  start  in  algebra 
may  be  made  in  the  eighth  grade  so  that  plane  geometry  may  be 
taught  to  college  preparatory  freshmen,  intermediate  algebra  to 
sophomores,  trigonometry  and  solid  geometry  to  juniors,  leav- 
ing an  opportunity  for  seniors  to  study  either  advanced  algebra 
or  introduction  to  calculus,  depending  upon  the  advice  of  tech- 
nical college  authorities. 

Science 

There  is  so  much  interest  in  science  today  that  a  definite 
approach  to  the  subject  beginning  in  the  grades  would  not  only 
make  the  entire  school  program  more  interesting  and  attrac- 
tive to  pupils  but  would  condition  those  who  have  special  apti- 
tudes for  the  more  difficult  high  school  science  courses.  Here 
again,  it  may  be  posssible  to  probe  more  deeply  and,  therefore, 
to  prepare  more  completely  for  the  highly  competitive  years 
that  are  predicted  by  college  deans  and  registrars. 

Many  communities  began  the  teaching  of  a  foreign  lan- 
guage in  the  elementary  grades.  The  famous  Cleveland  Plan 
includes  French  in  the  program  starting  in  the  first  grade.  The 
difficulty  in  adding  courses  to  the  curriculum  is  that  of  sur- 
mounting the  limitations  imposed  by  the  length  of  the  school 
day.  If  the  teaching  of  French  seems  feasible,  it  may  be  that 
it  will  be  taught  as  a  special  subject  after  regular  school  hours 
to  those  who  wish  to  participate. 

Teacher  Publication 

Direct  communication  between  school  personnel  and  par- 
ents and  other  interested  citizens  is  desirable  from  many  points 
of  view.  It  offers  an  opportunity  to  relate  the  various  activi- 
ties of  the  school  system,  many  of  which  are  not  important 
enough  to  appear  in  newspapers  but  are,  nonetheless,  of  great 
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interest  to  parents.  Such  a  project  also  offers  the  opportunity 
to  present  correct  information,  to  stimulate  comments  from 
parents  and,  in  short,  to  bring  parents  and  teachers  together 
more  closely  for  the  improvement  of  those  activities  which 
contribute  to  the  development  and  welfare  of  students. 

Curriculum  Guide 

It  is  anticipated  that  a  curriculum  guide  will  be  available 
on  the  secondary  level  in  September.  A  complete  description 
of  courses,  material  on  college  entrance  requirements,  and  a 
summation  of  the  services  rendered  by  the  school  will  be  in- 
cluded in  this  guide. 

Classes  for  Exceptional  Children 

This  study  has  been  in  process  for  over  a  year.  Visits  are 
being  made  by  the  Principal  and  Assistant  Principal  to  other 
schools  having  such  a  program. 

There  are  those  who  believe  that  segregation  according  to 
ability  is  undemocratic  in  a  public  school.  However,  there  is 
no  other  acceptable  method  for  giving  to  gifted  students  an  op- 
portunity to  proceed  at  their  own  pace  and  thus  develop  more 
closely  to  their  true  potential.  In  addition,  if  we  are  prepar- 
ing young  people  for  life  after  school,  it  would  be  fairer  to  have 
them  realize  that  competition  is  inevitable.

Improveznenis  in  the  School  Planl 

There  have  been  several  major  improvements  in  the  school 
building.  These  include: 

1.  A  second  boys'  lavatory  installed  on  the  basement  floor. 

2.  Additional  lockers  purchased  and  installed  on  the  second 
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floor,  bringing  the  total  number  of  lockers  to  300,  affording 
locker  space  for  600  students. 

3.  Two  additional  rooms  equipped  with  modern  moveable 
furniture 

4.  The  installation  of  six  new  I.  B.  M.  clocks. 

5.  The  installation  of  modern  lights  in  two  rooms. 

Junior  Red  Cross 

The  Junior  Red  Cross  is  a  service  organization.  This  group, 
formerly  under  the  able  direction  of  Miss  Luise  Corbin  and  now 
under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  Gilbert  Lamarre,  gives  cheer  and 
aid  to  the  destitute,  the  ill,  and  the  unfortunate. 

The  work  of  this  group  with  veterans'  organizations  sup- 
plements the  tremendous  tasks  carried  on  by  the  local,  state, 
and  national  patriotic  and  philanthropic  groups.  In  addition, 
the  work  of  the  Junior  Red  Cross  is  concerned  with  problems 
other  than  those  of  a  local  or  national  level.  They  have  filled 
chests  with  supplies  and  sent  them  to  needy  individuals  of  other 
nations. 

Guidance  Deparlmenl 

The  work  of  the  Guidance  Department  will  be  covered  in 
the  report  of  the  Guidance  Director,  Mr.  Gilbert  Lamarre. 

The  Commercial  Course 

The  commercial  program  includes  typewriting,  bookkeep- 
ing, comptometry,  filing,  office  practice  and  all  general  busi- 
ness courses.  The  cooperative  program  with  industry  is  still 
in  operation.  The  course  takes  place  in  the  last  semester  of  the 
senior  year  and  permits  pupils  to  alternate  work  weeks  with 
instruction  weeks.  The  girls,  four  units  of  them,  take  places  in 
reliable  business  institutions  and  have  found  this  program  most 
beneficial. 

The  equipment  of  the  Commercial  Department  is  kept  at 
maximum  efficiency. 

The  College  Preparatory  Course 

The  college  preparatory  course  prepares  students  for  all 
leading  universities  and  colleges  in  the  country.  Many  of  the 
pupils  receive  large  scholarships,  a  tribute  to  their  own  indus- 
try and  a  tribute  to  the  excellent  instruction  of  their  teachers. 
Students  from  this  course  have  entered  such  leading  institu- 
tions as  Cornell,  Connecticut  College  for  Women,  Brown  Uni- 
versity, College  of  the  Holy  Cross,  Tufts,  Dartmouth,  Univer- 
sity of  Massachusetts,  Boston  University,  University  of  Michi- 
gan, Worcester  Polytechnic  Institute,  Clark  University,  Rens- 
selaer Polytechnic  Institute,  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Tech- 
nology, Harvard,  Smith  College,  Mount  Holyoke,  Wellesley  Col- 
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lege,  Simmons  College,  Columbia  University,  University  of 
Connecticut,  University  of  New  Hampshire,  Williams  College, 
Colorado  College,  Ohio  State  University,  The  College  of  New 
Rochelle,  California  Institute  of  Technology,  Georgia  Institute 
of  Technology,  Pennsylvania  State  College,  Northeastern  Uni- 
versity, Westminster  College,  Bates,  Missouri  School  of  Mines 
and  Metallurgy,  Colby  College,  Purdue  University,  Carnegie 
Institute  of  Technology,  plus  most  of  the  leading  colleges  and 
nursing  schools. 

Scholarship  Qualifying  Tests  for  National  Merit  Scholarships 

The  majority  of  schools  select  the  top  10%  of  the  college 
preparatory  students  to  take  this  test.  However,  Mary  E.  Wells 
High  School  administers  the  test  to  all  college  preparatory  stu- 
dents. In  October  of  1957,  255,817  students  took  the  test.  Mary 
E.  Wells  High  students  ranked  with  all  these  students  as  fol- 
lows: Verbal  —  52.6%,  Quantitative  —  58.9%. 

These  scores  mean  that  all  of  the  students  in  the  college 
preparatory  course  ranked  above  the  average  of  the  255,817 
students  taking  the  test. 

Translating  the  scores  of  the  8  students  who  would  have 
been  recommended  to  take  the  test  on  the  standard  of  past  per- 
formance in  high  school,  the  results  of  these  top  8  students  are 
as  follows: 

Verbal  —  87.5%,  Quantitative  —  89.7%. 

These  scores  mean  that  the  top  8  students  are  better  than 
88  out  of  every  100  students  over  the  nation.  One  young  man, 
Walter  E.  Damian,  was  a  winner  in  the  qualifying  tests. 

The  Eighth  Grade 

The  eighth  grades  of  the  school  system  are  still  housed 
in  the  high  school  building.  This  year  it  has  been  necessary, 
because  of  increased  enrollment,  to  have  four  eighth  grade 
home  rooms.  The  pupils  receive  the  program  opportunities  of 
the  high  school,  and  they  are  eligible  for  all  high  school  activi- 
ties, including  sports. 

Student  Council  Activities 

The  Student  Council  of  the  Mary  E.  Wells  High  School 
plays  an  important  part  between  students  and  administration. 
This  organization  is  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Rose  Brodeur. 
The  values  of  the  organization  are  manifold. 

1.  Pupils  participate  in  or  manage  extracurricular  affairs. 

2.  Responsibility,  initiative,  and  leadership  are  developed. 

3.  Proper  student-faculty  relations  are  promoted.

Recommendations 

There  are  several  recommendations  which  I  would  like  to 
make  at  this  time: 

1.  That  the  town  look  to  the  future  and  purchase  land 
for  the  erection  of  a  six-year  high  school.  Suitable  sites  for 
such  a  school  are  being  sold  and  developed  for  other  purposes. 

2.  That  a  second  modern  lavatory  for  girls  be  installed  on 
the  first  floor. 

3.  That  a  complete  renovation  of  the  Science  Laboratory 
be  made,  with  new  equipment  needed  to  keep  abreast  with  the 
rapid  progress  of  science. 

4.  That  a  library  be  started  and  a  teacher-librarian  be  ap- 
pointed. 

5.  That  more  lockers  be  installed  until  enough  are  fur- 
nished to  take  care  of  all  pupils'  personal  belongings,  coats, 
rubbers,  etc. 

6.  That  the  industrial  arts  program  be  expanded  in  order 
that  those  pupils  who  are  not  interested  in  a  trade  education 
may  have  the  benefit  from  allied  courses. 

7.  That  a  biology  laboratory  be  installed  so  that  pupils 
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may  conduct  experiments  to  increase  their  interest  in  the  sub- 
ject. 

8.  That  a  survey  be  made  to  determine  the  proper  meth- 
ods of  lighting  all  rooms  in  the  school. 

9.  That  more  recent  business  equipment  be  installed  in 
the  Commercial  Department. 

10.  That  money  be  appropriated  for  assembly  programs. 

11.  That  after  ten  years  of  consecutive  service,  teachers 
and  administrators  be  given  a  sabbatical  leave  at  full  pay  for 
professional  study  or  travel. 

12.  That  a  yearly  allotment  of  not  less  than  $1,500  be  ap- 
propriated for  the  band  —  an  unusually  worthy  group  which 
has  been  forced  to  be  self-supporting.

COLE  TRADE  HIGH  SCHOOL  REPORT 

RAYMOND  L.  W.  BENOIT,  Director 
Vocational  education  has  a  primary  objective  in  preparing 
young  people  for  profitable  employment  in  industrial  pursuit. 
We  believe  that  a  secondary  objective  is  to  adjust  the  curricu- 
lum in  order  that  young  people  may  go  on  to  higher  education 
if  they  so  desire.  Four  years  ago  the  program  at  Cole  Trade 
High  School  was  adjusted  to  meet  both  objectives  of  Vocation- 
al Education.  History  and  civics  were  dropped  from  the  Junior 
and  Senior  list  of  subjects,  and  geometry,  trigonometry,  me- 
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chanics,  and  physics  were  added.  Today  a  student  at  Cole 
Trade  High  School  is  receiving  the  same  amount  of  time  in 
mathematics  and  science  as  a  student  would  receive  in  a  col- 
lege preparatory  program  in  the  traditional  type  of  high  school. 

The  past  graduating  class  was  the  first  to  receive  this  new 
program,  and  we  hope  that  they  are  better  prepared  to  meet 
today's  problems. 

We  hope  that  the  townspeople  of  Southbridge  will  vote  in 
the  affirmative  for  an  expansion  to  the  Cole  Trade  High  School 
building  needs.  We  were  required  to  place  on  a  waiting  list 
many  boys  who  desired  our  type  of  education  because  of  the 
critical  shortage  which  exists  at  our  school.  We  will  be  unable 
to  absorb  all  of  the  boys  who  are  on  the  waiting  list  this  year. 
This  means  that  many  boys  will  be  delayed  one  full  year  in  ob- 
taining the  training  of  their  choice.

GUIDANCE  AND  PLACEMENT  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 

GILBERT  O.  LAMARRE,  Director  ^ 

Testing  Program  | 

The  Southbridge  Public  Schools  testing  program  during 
the  past  year  was  composed  of  tests  measuring  scholastic  apti- 
tude or  intelligence,  vocational  aptitude,  interest  and  achieve- 
ment. Group  intelligence  tests  were  administered  to  grades  1, 
4,  7,  9,  and  11. 

Vocational  aptitude  batteries  were  administered  to  grades 
8  and  11.  The  battery  given  to  grade  8  included  mechanical, 
clerical,  and  scholastic  aptitude  tests,  reading  achievement 
tests,  arithmetic  achievement  tests,  and  tests  in  language  arts. 
Individual  profiles  were  drawn,  using  the  data  derived  from 
these  tests.  Representatives  from  Boston  University  adminis- 
tered, a  psychometric  battery  of  tests  to  the  Junior  classes  of 
Mary  E.  Wells  and  Cole  Trade  High  Schools  in  January.  An- 
alyses and  individual  profiles  were  subsequently  drawn  up  for 
use  in  counseling. 

The  Boston  University  Cooperative  Testing  Service  Report 
revealed  that,  from  the  California  Mental  Maturity  Test,  the 
New  England  median  was  103.8.  The  Southbridge  grade  11 
pupils  scored  a  median  of  108. 

Metropolitan  and  California  Achievement  tests  were  ad- 
ministered in  all  elementary  grades.  The  children  of  the 
Southbridge  Public  Schools  were  found  to  be  achieving  about 
.6  of  one  year  above  the  National  Group. 
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Counseling 

Group  guidance  talks,  personal  interviews,  field  trips,  and 
teacher-pupil  relations  contributed  in  making  counseling  effec- 
tive. Many  parents  cooperated  with  the  Guidance  Director 
by  encouraging  parent-pupil  interviews. 

The  graduating  class  of  1957  numbered  ninety-five  pupils, 
43  percent  of  whom  continued  on  to  further  education  in  four- 
year  colleges,  junior  colleges,  business  schools,  and  nursing 
schools. 

Employmenl 

Part-time  employment  of  pupils  outside  of  school  continued 
with  a  noticeable  decline  in  the  months  of  November  and  De- 
cember. Local  unemployment  affected  our  student  employ- 
ment considerably.  The  recent  enforcement  of  the  labor  laws 
and  age  requirements  accounts  for  the  small  number  of  pupils 
employed  in  the  Sophomore  and  Freshman  classes. 

Recommendations 

1.  It  is  recommended  for  the  welfare  of  our  students  that  a 
Dean  of  Girls  be  appointed  in  the  Mary  E.  Wells  High  School 
to  assist  in  the  counseling  program. 

2.  Diagnostic  reading  tests  administered  in  October  indicate 
that,  as  a  group,  the  students  in  our  public  schools  score  well 
above  the  National  average.  However,  many  individuals 
manifested  a  definite  need  for  remedial  reading  courses. 
Therefore,  it  is  recommended  that  a  reading  improvement 
program  be  initiated  in  our  school  system. 

Due  to  a  new  policy  recently  adopted,  the  Boston  Univer- 
sity Testing  Service  will  not  be  available  for  our  school  testing 
next  year.  To  replace  this  program,  the  Science  Research  As- 
sociates Testing  Service  will  be  introduced  into  the  Southbridge 
Public  Schools  Guidance  Service. 

MUSIC  DEPARTMENT  REPORT  (Instrumental) 

PAUL  J.  SWEET,  Director 

The  Instrumental  Music  Department  has  had  a  most  suc- 
cessful year,  both  in  the  large  membership  in  its  bands  and  also 
in  the  quality  of  music. 

Public  appearances  of  the  High  School  Band  included  all 
football  games,  several  assemblies,  and  the  annual  Memorial 
Day  Parade  in  which  the  Junior  Band  also  took  part.  In  addi- 
tion the  High  School  Band  performed  at  the  Massachusetts 
Music  Educators  Association  Music  Festival  held  in  Millbury 
and  in  West  Springfield. 

Two  evening  concerts  were  given  in  the  spring,  one  at  West 
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street  School  and  one  at  Eastford  Road  School.  Both  of  these 
events  were  staged  in  the  manner  of  a  "Cabaret  Night"  where 
tables  and  chairs  were  placed  about  the  hall  to  give  an  informal 
atmosphere.  Sandwiches  and  drinks  were  served  at  intermis- 
sion. Both  events  were  complete  "sell-outs."  The  Elemen- 
tary Band,  Junior  Band,  and  the  High  School  Band  took  part 
in  these  performances.  Interspersed  with  the  band  selections 
were  vocal  groups  from  both  schools.  A  total  of  about  180 
students  from  grades  five  through  twelve  took  part. 

Perhaps  the  high  light  of  the  year  was  the  selection  of  the 
High  School  Band,  by  the  American  Legion  of  the  Southern 
Massachusetts  District,  to  take  part  in  their  mammoth  Conven- 
tion Parade  which  took  place  in  New  Bedford  on  June  19.  Re- 
ports emanating  from  Convention  headquarters  were  to  the 
effect  that  the  Wells  Band  was  a  credit  to  its  school  and 
community.

MUSIC  DEPARTMENT 
Grades  I-VI 

GAIL  M.  GRIFFIN,  Director 

I  will  divide  this  report  of  what  has  been  taught  in  the 
Southbridge  Elementary  Schools  in  the  past  four  months,  and 
what  I  plan  for  the  future  into  six  sections,  one  division  for 
each  grade. 
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Grade  One 

In  the  first  grade,  as  the  children  have  no  music  books,  I 
have  attempted  to  build  up  their  repertoire  by  teaching  all 
their  songs  by  the  rote  method,  in  which  the  child  learns  by 
imitating  the  teacher.  Through  the  use  of  this  method  the 
children  have  been  able  to  learn  many  seasonal  songs  and 
those  for  special  holidays,  plus  traditional  children's  rhymes 
and  games  set  to  music.  In  the  appreciation  field  I  have  tried 
to  stimulate  their  interest  by  playing  an  occasional  children's 
recording,  and  sometimes  playing  on  the  piano.  However,  this 
second  phase  of  the  program  has  suffered  because  all  the  first 
grades  do  not  have  pianos.  Also  the  short  music  period  has 
not  allowed  me  as  much  time  to  devote  to  the  appreciation  pro- 
gram as  I  wish.  However,  the  results  of  such  a  limited  program 
are  already  evident  in  the  increased  interest  of  the  children 
in  music,  and  in  the  vast  improvement  of  their  singing. 

In  the  next  few  months  I  plan  to  make  more  use  of  record- 
ings, particularly  of  records  featuring  play  and  game  songs. 
I  also  plan  for  the  future  the  use  of  rhythm  instruments,  and 
possibly  in  May  or  June,  a  rhythm  band. 

Grade  Two 

The  second  graders  became  acquainted  with  notes  and  the 
way  a  printed  song  looks  and  is  read  by  following  the  words 
below  the  notes  in  their  music  books.  In  November  I  started 
teaching  them  how  to  read  the  notes  by  first  learning  the  names 
of  the  simpler  notes  and  finally  progressing  to  the  point  of  read- 
ing and  singing  the  entire  scale.  I  am  happy  to  report  that  the 
children  have  been  very  eager  to  learn  how  to  read  the  notes 
and  have  done  very  well.  They  have  also  been  introduced  to  the 
quarter  note  and  its  use  in  the  songs  they  learn.  A  few  rec- 
ords have  also  been  used  in  the  second  grade. 

In  the  future  I  plan  to  use  more  recording  and  to  teach 
more  games  in  the  second  grade.  The  children  will  be  intro- 
duced more  thoroughly  to  note  reading,  especially  to  the  mov- 
able "do"  and  to  more  complex  rhythms,  the  uses  of  the  eighth, 
half,  and  whole  notes.  They  have  learned  some  music  theory 
in  the  past,  and  I  plan  to  extend  this  phase  of  the  music  pro- 
gram considerably. 

Grade  Three 

The  third  graders  have  concentrated  mostly  on  note  and 
rote  songs,  and  also  on  the  rhythm  phase  of  the  music  program. 
They  have  listened  to  several  recordings  including  some  of  their 
own.  They  have  also  learned  a  few  dances  to  accompany  some 
of  the  songs  that  they  have  learned. 

As  the  year  progresses,  I  plan  to  do  more  teaching  of  songs 
by  rote-note  and  note  methods.   I  would  like  to  devote  more 
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time  to  teaching  the  children  dances  and  games  to  accompany 
the  songs  they  learn.  I  would  also  like  to  further  the  children's 
appreciation  of  good  music  through  the  use  of  more  recordings. 

Grade  Four 

The  fourth  graders  have  been  singing  many  of  their  songs 
by  note.  They  have  progressed  to  the  point  where  they  are 
ready  to  learn  how  to  find  "do"  and  establish  the  key.  I  have 
also  played  the  entire  Metropolitan  Opera  Company's  recording 
of  Hansel  and  Gretel  in  English.  We  discussed  the  story;  heard 
one  act  of  the  opera  each  week,  and  learned  to  sing  a  simple 
song  from  the  opera.  The  boys  and  girls  really  enjoyed  the 
opera  and,  to  my  surprise,  criticized  the  singers'  pronunciation 
and  clarity  of  voice  in  certain  sections. 

In  the  future,  I  would  like  to  play  more  of  the  children's 
classics  for  the  fourth  graders  as  they  seem  to  appreciate  the 
recordings  that  they  have  heard  so  much.  I  also  plan  to  teach 
them  the  square  dances  that  are  in  their  music  books.  The 
children  will  learn  more  about  the  more  complex  rhythms  be- 
fore the  year  is  over. 

Grade  Five 

The  fifth  graders  have  been  learning  almost  all  of  their 
songs  by  note.  Lately  they  have  begun  to  learn  two-part  songs, 
and  rounds.  They  have  learned  a  great  deal  of  music  theory. 
They  have  begun  to  learn  how  to  control  their  voices  so  that 
they  may  be  able  to  sing  with  more  ease  and  produce  a  more 
pleasing  sound.  Several  of  the  classes  have  learned  one  square 
dance,  and  I  plan  to  teach  more  when  the  weather  is  warm 
enough  so  that  we  may  go  outside.  Hansel  and  Gretel  was 
heard  and  enjoyed  by  these  boys  and  girls.  They  discussed 
the  opera  more  deeply  than  had  the  fourth  graders. 

In  the  future  these  boys  and  girls  will  begin  their  study  of 
the  minor  keys  and  how  they  are  used  in  the  songs  they  learn. 
They  are  also  about  to  learn  how  to  make  and  draw  the  various 
musical  characters  and  figures.  They  will  have  many  more- 
and-more  difficult  two-part  songs  to  sing.  I  also  plan  to  make 
violin  lessons  available  to  the  fifth  and  sixth  graders  who  wish 
them.  At  present  all  phases  of  this  program  have  not  been 
completed. 

Grade  Six 

Boys  and  girls  in  this  grade  devote  most  of  their  music 
class  to  the  mastering  of  the  complexities  of  two-part  songs  of 
a  difficult  nature,  and  to  the  development  of  a  more  pleasing 
tone  when  singing.  They  strive  more  for  quality  than  quan- 
tity. However,  they  do  not  neglect  the  study  of  music  theory. 
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One  class  has  already  had  an  examination  on  this  subject,  and 
the  other  classes  are  preparing  to  take  one  in  the  next  couple 
of  weeks.  They  very  much  enjoyed  hearing  and  discussing  the 
recording  of  Hansel  and  Gretel. 

I  plan  to  devote  a  lot  of  time  to  the  study  and  singing  of 
more  two-part  songs  in  the  next  few  months.  Since  this  is  a 
difficult  phase  of  the  program  for  the  children  to  master,  I 
plan  to  spend  a  considerable  amount  of  time  on  the  two-part 
song.  However,  there  will  be  periods  left  for  listening  to  and 
discussing  good  recordings  and  musical  television  and  radio 
programs  that  children  their  age  can  enjoy  and  understand. 

All  of  the  grades  are  visited  weekly  for  a  period  of  time 
varying  from  fifteen  minutes  in  the  first  grade  up  to  thirty-five 
or  forty-five  minutes  in  the  sixth  grade.  The  teacher  is  given 
a  short  plan  of  songs  to  review  and  teach  during  the  week  at 
some  other  time.  I  try  to  leave  the  individual  teacher  a  lot  of 
freedom  in  presenting  the  lesson  to  her  class.  In  the  case  of  a 
few  teachers  who  have  expressed  their  wish  that  I  teach  more 
songs  in  my  lesson  and  let  them  do  all  the  reviewing,  I  have 
tried  to  do  this.  Since  I  know  that  some  teachers  feel  that  their 
singing  voices  are  inadequate  for  teaching  purposes,  I  try  not 
to  pressure  them  with  too  many  difficult  songs  to  teach  for  the 
first  time.  Instead,  I  allow  them  to  review  songs  that  I  have  al- 
ready taught.  On  the  whole,  it  is  my  belief  that  the  music  pro- 
gram has  been  running  quite  smoothly  because  of  the  wonder- 
ful cooperation  and  understanding  of  the  classroom  teachers. 
They  have  been  most  kind  in  bearing  with  my  mistakes,  and 
they  have  gone  out  of  the  way  to  help  me  in  every  possible 
way.  Because  of  this,  I  think  that  the  children  have  already 
begun  to  reap  the  benefits  of  the  new  music  program. 

SCHOOL  CAFETERIA  REPORT 

EDITH  M.  FREEMAN,  Supervisor 

The  number  of  pupils  participating  in  the  school  lunch 
program  has  increased  this  year  so  that  on  many  days  over 
500  are  served.  The  high  point  was  reached  when  606  were 
served  the  Thanksgiving  luncheon.  There  are  approximately 
80  Marcy  Street  children  served  at  the  present  time.  Seating 
facilities  are  inadequate,  however,  and  this  slows  up  the  service. 

New  Equipmeni 

New  equipment  added  this  year  included  a  refrigerator, 
two  large  fans,  and  an  attachment  for  the  large  mixer.  This 
attachment  enables  the  workers  to  prepare  salads,  etc.,  much 
faster,  and  it  has  proved  a  great  convenience  for  the  kitchen. 

New  floor  covering  has  been  installed  in  the  dining,  dish, 
and  teachers'  rooms  and  also  in  the  kitchen.  Work  tables  have 
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also  been  recovered.  In  addition  these  rooms  have  been  redec- 
orated. 

A  deep  freeze  and  refrigerator,  donated  by  the  Town  In- 
firmary, are  greatly  appreciated,  providing  convenient  and  eco- 
nomical storage  space  for  most  of  the  Government  Com- 
modities. 

Milk  and  Lunch  Programs 

The  Southbridge  Lion's  Club  continues  to  furnish  milk  for 
those  Elementary  School  children  who  cannot  afford  to  pay 
for  it.   This  milk  program  remains  at  a  high  level. 

The  Southbridge  Evening  Women's  Club  pays  for  the 
lunches  of  the  needy  children  in  the  Special  Class  and  Marcy 
Street  School.  This  is  a  highly  commendable  project  since 
good  nutrition  aids  these  children  in  better  school  work. 

AUDIO-VISUAL  AIDS  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 

EDWARD  J.  DESROCHES,  Director 

Research  and  experience  continue  to  prove  the  tremendous 
educational  value  of  audio-visual  materials  in  the  instructional 
program.  The  continuing  research  in  this  field  serves  as  a  con- 
stant reminder  to  teachers  that  children  learn  faster  and  re- 
member longer  when  audio-visual  instructional  materials  are 
used  to  teach  them. 

Audio-Visual  Uses 

Teachers  in  the  public  schools  of  Southbridge  seem  very 
much  cognizant  of  these  findings  as  evidenced  by  their  many 
requests  for  audio-visual  instructional  materials  during  1957. 
Their  use  of  the  educational  film,  filmstrip,  lantern  slide,  rec- 
ord, and  tape  recording  was  frequent  and  effective  throughout 
the  year. 

New  Equipment  and  Materials 

The  services  of  the  Audio- Visual  Department  were  further 
extended  during  1957  by  the  purchase  of  a  new  16mm  sound 
motion  picture  projector,  a  dual-speed  tape  recorder,  and  a 
public  address  system. 

In  addition  to  the  above  purchases,  forty-five  filmstrips  and 
three  record  albums  were  also  purchased.  The  purchase  of  the 
record  albums  marks  the  beginning  of  what  we  hope  will  be  a 
comprehensive  educational  record  library  covering  all  areas  of 
the  curriculum. 

Student  Projectionists 

Students,  selected  and  trained  by  the  Director,  continue  to 
relieve  teachers  of  mechanical  details  when  projected  aids  are 
used.  Since  this  service  allows  teachers  more  time  for  teaching, 
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it  has  done  much  to  encourage  teachers  to  make  greater  use  of 
audio-visual  instructional  materials  in  their  teaching. 

Community  Service 

The  services  of  the  Audio- Visual  Department  were  ex- 
tended to  many  community  organizations  during  1957.  Equip- 
ment and  operators  as  well  as  record  albums  were  provided 
for  the  following  organizations  during  the  year:  Mothers  Club, 
Rotary  Club,  Knights  of  Columbus,  Sitzmarkers  Ski  Club,  As- 
sociation for  the  Mentally  Retarded,  Pilsudski  Polish  American 
Club,  The  National  Secretaries  Association  International,  and 
the  Jacob  Edwards  Public  Library  where  the  equipment  was 
provided  for  a  weekly  film  program. 

PHYSICAL  EDUCATION  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 

DR.  LEWIS  A.  KYRIOS,  Director 

Our  present  Physical  Education  Program  has  been  organ- 
ized to  include  all  the  elementary  school  students,  the  special 
classes,  and  the  entire  student  body  of  Cole  Trade  High  School. 
Grades  six  and  seven,  both  boys  and  girls,  participate  in  regu- 
lar classes,  while  all  the  students  in  grades  one  to  five  inclusive 
participate  in  programs  prepared  by  the  Director  and  super- 
vised by  classroom  teachers  during  the  recess  period. 

Tumbling  stunts,  calisthenics,  relays,  and  games  are  em- 
phasized in  the  regular  gym  classes.  The  program  is  flexible 
in  order  to  provide  a  wide  range  of  activities  for  the  many  in- 
terests and  needs  of  the  students. 

Physical  Fitness  Tests 

Physical  fitness  tests  will  not  in  themselves  make  a  boy  or 
girl  physically  fit,  but  they  will  provide  the  incentive  and  the 
challenge  to  them  to  improve  their  physical  condition  once  they 
have  the  courage  to  match  themselves  against  the  standards 
and  are  brought  face  to  face  with  their  shortcomings. 

The  physical  fitness  and  proficiency  tests  of  the  Amateur 
Athletic  Union  of  the  United  States  have  been  used  in  testing 
the  Cole  Trade  High  School  students.  The  final  tests  will  be 
completed  in  the  early  spring.  These  tests  are  being  used 
widely  by  many  types  of  organizations  throughout  the  United 
States.  The  tests  are  designed  for  motivation  of  boys  and  girls, 
six  to  eighteen  years  of  age,  to  increase  athletic  sports  parti- 
cipation for  the  development  of  physical  fitness.  They  are  con- 
sidered well  within  the  "safety  zone"  and  capacity  of  the  aver- 
age healthy  boy  and  girl. 

After-School  Athletic  Program 

The  after-school  athletic  program  has  been  organized  to 
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give  the  elementary  student  an  opportunity  to  participate  in 
competitive  sports  with  proper  supervision.  Touch  football, 
basketball,  and  baseball  are  offered  to  the  boys.  The  girls  may 
participate  in  basketball  and  softball.  Coaches  have  been  ap- 
pointed to  insure  proper  supervision.  Schedules  are  carefully 
prepared  to  protect  the  health  and  safety  of  the  students.  Prop- 
er equipment  and  facilities  have  been  received. 

ADULT  CIVIC  EDUCATION  REPORT 

CONSTANCE  M.  L'ECUYER,  Director 

Owing  to  the  limit  of  quotas  having  been  reached  last  year, 
our  classes  this  fall  have  not  been  as  large  as  usual.  Yet  we 
hold  these  classes  so  that  no  one  is  denied,  by  the  town,  the  op- 
portunity he  seeks.  This  year  we  have  the  northern  countries 
of  Europe  represented  with  Sweden,  Wales,  England,  and  Ger- 
many. Heretofore,  southern  European  countries  were  more 
predominant  in  number. 

Each  year  I  take  opportunity  to  reiterate  the  provisions 
of  the  New  Immigration  Act  which  permits  the  filing  of  papers 
after  five  years  of  residence  and  after  only  three  years  for  a 
husband  or  wife  of  a  United  States  citizen.  Also  children  can 
acquire  citizenship  through  their  parents  only  if  they  are  under 
sixteen  years  of  age.  We  are  gratified  that  parents  have  been 
interested  in  doing  this  for  their  children's  sake. 

I  wish  to  repeat  that  everyone  must  be  finger-printed  be- 
fore going  before  the  examiners  for  Naturalization.  Locally, 
the  Police  Department  has  been  most  cooperative  in  this  matter 
so  that  applicants  need  not  go  to  Worcester. 

Most  people  have  now  heard  that  a  person  fifty  years  of  age 
or  over  and  who  has  lived  here  twenty  years  is  not  required  to 
read  English,  but  the  law  also  says  that  these  people  must  pos- 
sess a  knowledge  and  understanding  of  U.  S.  History  and  Gov- 
ernment. Therefore,  these  people  must  acquire  this  knowledge 
through  help  in  the  home  or  through  private  help  from  the 
Evening  School  Director.  She  has  found  that  children  in  Junior 
and  Senior  High  Schools  have  been  able  to  teach  their  parents 
or  grandparents  quite  well  with  her  help. 

Lately,  a  number  of  Southbridge  residents  have  been 
turned  down  by  the  Examiners  in  Worcester  because  they  had 
not  studied  American  History.  These  names  are  received  by 
the  School  Department,  and  every  effort  is  made  to  reach  and 
help  them  if  they  desire  this  help.  Our  Evening  School  class 
in  U.  S.  History  and  Civics  covers  the  necessary  requirements 
for  Naturalization. 

The  Southbridge  School  Department  is  giving  every  op- 
portunity to  the  non-citizen  to  help  him  become  a  Naturalized 
American.   There  is  not  one  instance  of  a  person's  failing  be- 
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fore  the  Board  of  Examiners  if  he  has  attended  Evening  School 
courses. 

This  year,  every  Monday  evening,  the  Director  of  Evening 
School  is  available  for  the  filing  of  Application  Forms;  for  the 
posting  of  Bonds  by  relatives  or  children  to  enable  their  par- 
ents to  migrate  to  these  shores;  for  the  filling  out  of  Displaced 
Persoxi  Reports  as  well  as  Alien  Address  Reports  each  Janu- 
ary; and  for  the  filing  of  Derivative  Citizenship  Papers  for  chil- 
dren of  citizens. 

The  Director  will  supervise  those  who  cannot  possibly  at- 
tend school  but  wish  to  follow  a  Home  Study  Course  in  History 
and  Government. 

Every  effort  is  made  by  the  Civic  Education  Division  of  the 
School  Department  to  obtain  any  data  needed  for  an  applica- 
tion no  matter  how  difficult  the  task  may  seem.  Please  con- 
tact the  Director  so  that  she  will  have  the  opportunity  to  do 
*  the  work  that  the  Town  and  School  Department  wish  to  have 
her  do  for  everyone,  whether  that  person  is  a  new  arrival  or  a 
long-time  resident  of  the  United  States. 

ART  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 

CLAIRE  BIRTZ,  Director 

The  integrated  art  program  in  the  Elementary  grades  in 
Southbridge  gives  each  child  an  opportunity  to  enjoy  a  variety 
of  art  experiences.  Creative  painting  and  poster  lettering  are 
included  in  this  program.  The  pupils  also  work  with  three  di- 
mensional mediums. 

Graded  lessons  covering  each  class  are  available  to  the 
classroom  teachers,  and  a  workshop  in  art  for  teachers  will  be 
held  in  March.  A  good  reference  library  of  arts  and  crafts 
books,  plus  fine  reproductions  of  painting,  is  being  built  up  in 
each  school. 

Because  of  the  limtied  time  which  can  be  allotted  to  each 
school,  classroom  teachers  must  carry  on  many  of  the  art  proj- 
ects, and  they  are  to  be  complimented  on  the  fine  work  being 
done  in  our  schools.  Children  in  lower  grades  lean  toward 
story  illustration  and  creative  painting,  while  older  children 
are  more  interested  in  crafts.  The  classroom  teachers  have 
helped  to  carry  on  this  work  most  efficiently. 

Unfortunately,  because  of  large  classes  and  lack  of  work 
areas,  we  cannot  offer  upper-grade  students  the  type  of  pro- 
gram which  we  would  like  to  present  to  them,  but  we  do  offer 
as  interesting  and  as  stimulating  an  art  program  as  possible. 
The  classroom  teacher  deserves  a  great  deal  of  credit  for  this 
work,  too. 

High  School  art  is  elective.  Our  students  are  doing  fine 
work,  but  we  have  a  serious  handicap.  Because  of  the  limited 
time  in  which  the  Art  Teacher  is  in  the  High  School  building, 
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no  student  is  able  to  work  during  a  free  period.  Also  no  stu- 
dent can  take  more  than  two  periods  of  art  a  week.  This  is  not 
enough  time  for  those  who  are  seriously  interested  in  making 
art  their  careers. 

Two  new  cabinets  have  just  been  added  to  the  art  room. 
These  will  help  relieve  our  pressing  need  for  storage  space. 
Our  school  art  library  is  now  quite  large  with  good  books  on  a 
variety  of  phases  of  art.  We  have  excellent  materials  with 
which  to  work,  but  we  are  short  of  time  in  which  to  carry 
on  the  many  varied  art  activities  which  can  be  carried  on  in 
a  good  high  school  art  room. 

CONCLUSION 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  express  sincere  appreciation  for  the 
help  and  cooperation  that  has  been  extended  to  the  schools  and 
to  me  during  the  past  year.  The  community  as  a  whole  and 
many  of  its  public  and  private  agencies  have  been  most  help- 
ful. I  am  especially  indebted  to  the  principals,  teachers,  and 
to  the  School  Committee.

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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Southbridge: 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  met  and  organized  March  10,  1958. 
Raymond  J.  Lataille  was  named  Chairman,  Dr.  Armand  O.  De- 
Grenier  was  chosen  Clerk  and  Peter  Graf  served  as  third  mem- 
ber.  Mrs.  Doris  Nolan  was  appointed  Assistant  Clerk. 

Many  special  meetings  were  held  in  connection  with  the 
new  Armory.  This  particular  problem  was  resolved  with  the 
acquisition  of  the  Morris  Street  site.  Work  to  begin  as  soon  as 
weather  permits  this  Spring  to  complete  the  Armory.  Two 
articles  in  this  year's  (1959)  annual  town  meeting  warrant  will, 
if  voted  upon  favorably,  provide  for  the  acceptance  and  con- 
struction of  Armory  Lane  thereby  providing  an  excellent  ac- 
cess and  egress  for  the  new  Armory. 

Free  municipal  parking  at  the  Main  and  Goddard  Streets 
site  has  continued  through  the  year  and  has  been  requested  in 
the  annual  town  warrant  for  1959.  This  Board  is  of  the  opinion 
that  these  parking  facilities  have  been  of  tremendous  value 
to  both  the  merchants  and  the  general  pubhc. 

The  Annual  Town  Meeting  of  1958  was  again  held  at  the 
Strand  Theater  and  because  of  the  many  favorable  comments, 
this  Board  has  once  more  called  the  1959  meeting  to  be  held  at 
the  Theater  with  any  over-flow  attendance  to  be  seated  at 
Town  Hall.  An  inter-communication  system  will  again  be 
used.  Since  this  is  a  large  warrant  and  contains  many  import- 
ant issues  the  Board  of  Selectmen  urges  all  registered  voters 
to  attend. 

The  resignation  of  Fire  Chief  Oswald  J.  Meunier  was  ac- 
cepted with  regret.  The  Board  was  present  at  a  testimonial 
held  for  the  former  Chief  in  recognition  of  his  thirty-eight  years 
of  service  to  the  Town  of  Southbridge.  On  October  13th  the 
Board  appointed  Alva  J.  Gregoire  to  succeed  as  Fire  Chief.  Mr. 
Gregoire,  a  fire  fighter  for  many  years,  is  well  qualified  for  the 
position  and  comes  well  recommended. 

New  and  improved  street  lighting  for  the  down  town  area 
was  approved  by  the  Board  and  were  installed  by  the  Worces- 
ter County  Electric  Co.  A  program  of  further  improvement  is 
under  advisement  at  the  present  time  pending  allocation  of 
funds  for  the  purpose  at  the  annual  town  meeting. 

During  the  past  year,  two  major  pieces  of  heavy  equipment 
were  acquired  by  the  Highway  Department,  namely,  a  new 
snow  loader,  bought  in  January  and  a  new  Hough  Payloader, 
during  the  month  of  April.  The  Board  feels  these  additions  have 
contributed  greatly  to  the  efficiency  of  the  Highway  Depart- 
ment and  were,  indeed,  wise  investments. 

For  this  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  Town  of  Southbridge 
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the  Town  Hall  was  decorated  to  celebrate  the  Yuletide  season. 
Many  complimentary  calls  were  received  at  this  office  and  this 
Board  feels  that  the  citizens  of  Southbridge,  as  a  whole,  ap- 
proved. 

In  accordance  with  Article  #13  of  the  Special  Town  Meet- 
ing of  December  16,  1957,  the  Town  of  Southbridge  acquired  a 
public  Address  system  and  this  Board  wishes  to  thank  Harvey 
Wells  Electronics  Co.  for  their  cooperation  in  installing  the  sys- 
tem in  the  Town  Hall.

rent  including  nominal  interest  charges  on  funds  transferred 
from  the  Post  War  Fund,  as  they  may  see  fit;"  so  that  the 
first  portion  of  the  vote  will  read  as  follows: 

Voted  —  That  the  Town  appropriate  the  sum  of  Fifty 
Thousand  ($50,000.00)  Dollars  by  transfer  from  the  Post  War

The  Board  of  Health  met  on  March  12,  1958  and  organized 
as  follows:  Dr.  Raymond  F.  Haling,  Chairman;  Dr.  Armand  O. 
DeGrenier,  Clerk;  and  Mr.  Henry  E.  Demers,  Publicity  Chair- 
man. 

The  Board  made  the  following  appointment,  Ernest  Tet- 
reault,  Agent  and  Sanitary  Inspector;  Mrs.  Rachel  Jolicoeur, 
Nurse;  Arthur  O.  Ballard,  Milk,  Food  and  Plumbing  Inspector 
and  Alcide  Fournier,  Animal  Inspector. 

Three  new  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  dis- 
covered during  the  year  and  five  patients  received  treatment 
in  Sanatoria,  contacts  suspicious  cases  and  cases  reported  to 
us  by  the  family  physician  are  examined  and  X-rayed  at  the 
County  Sanatorium. 

The  Board  inaugurated  a  permanent  program,  that  of 
Tuberculin  and  diabetic  screening  in  all  the  Public  and  Paroc- 
hial Schools. 

The  sum  of  $980.71  has  been  paid  to  the  Town  Treasurer  by 
the  State  in  form  of  subsidy,  and  the  receipt  from  all  other 
sources  were  $112.00 

During  the  year  various  Health  meetings  were  attended 
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all  over  the  State  by  the  Nurse,  Board  Members  and  the  Agent.

REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  HEALTH  NURSE 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Health: 
Gentlemen: 

I  hereby  submit  my  report  as  Board  of  Health  Nurse  for 
the  year  ending  December  31,  1958. 

1.  Pre- School  Registrations: 

As  in  the  past  the  registration  of  pre-school  children  took 
place  in  March,  at  the  Mary  E.  Wells  High  School,  for  both 
public  and  parochial  schools.  In  April,  two  clinics  for  pre- 
school physicals  to  be  done  by  the  school  physicians,  were  held 
in  the  Board  of  Health  offices.  Twenty-nine  reported  —  all 
other  pre-schoolers  were  examined  by  their  own  physician. 

2.  Physical  Exainiziaiions: 

Pupils  in  grades  2,  4,  6  and  8  of  the  parochial  schools  were 
given  a  health  examination,  by  the  Board  of  Health  physician 
assisted  by  the  nurse,  who  weighed  and  measured  all  children 
as  part  of  the  exam.  Chiropody  examinations  were  also  given 
these  pupils  by  a  Podiatrist  assisted  by  the  nurse.  Notices  of 
defects  requiring  attention  were  mailed  to  parents  following 
both  examinations. 
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3.  Diabetic  Survey: 

This  year  as  a  special  health  program,  pupils  in  grades 
five  through  twelve,  in  both  public  and  parochial  schools, 
were  given  the  opportunity  to  take  part  in  a  diabetic  survey 
conducted  by  the  Board  of  Health,  to  determine  the  presence  of 
diabetes  in  school  children.  Two-thousand  and  fifty-six  chil- 
dren were  tested  and  two  had  to  be  referred  to  their  private 
physician  for  further  studies.  We  felt  this  to  be  a  worthwhile 
project  and  the  response  was  certainly  gratifying. 

4.  Immunizations: 

Clinics  for  inoculations  for  the  prevention  of  Diptheria, 
Tetanus  and  Whooping-Cough,  are  sponsored  by  the  Board  of 
Health.  School  children  are  given  injections  of  double  antigen 
and  pre-schoolers  the  triple-antigen.  Five  clinics  were  held. 
Five-hundred  were  given  a  booster  dose  and  one-hundred  and 
twenty-five  were  given  the  series  of  three  injections  at  proper 
intervals. 

5.  Dental  Clinics: 

Twenty-five  clinics  were  held  for  the  benefit  of  pupils  in 
grades  2,  3  and  4.  Two-hundred  and  fifty-five  attended.  All 
received  prophylaxis  and  cavities  whenever  possible  were 
filled.  Those  needing  extractions  were  referred  to  their  own  den- 
tist as  we  do  not  have  the  facilities  for  doing  extractions.  With 
the  beginning  of  the  new  school  year,  a  change  was  made  in 
the  dental  program.  Children  in  grades  2  and  3  only  will  at- 
tend. They  will  be  given  a  preliminary  exam  by  the  dentist, 
at  the  schools.  This  we  hope  will  eliminate  unnecessary  visits 
by  the  pupils  to  the  clinics  and  will  enable  the  dentists  to  con- 
centrate their  efforts  in  preserving  the  six-year  molars  —  the 
first  permanent  teeth  to  erupt.  The  position  of  these  molars 
help  to  determine  to  a  great  extent  the  position  of  the  other 
teeth.  In  the  twenty-three  clinics  held,  one-hundred  and  forty 
pupils  have  attended.  Pupils  in  grades  2  and  3  of  the  following 
schools  have  been  given  a  dental  exam:  Sacred-Heart,  Notre- 
Dame,  Pleasant  St.,  Mechanic  St.,  Charlton  St.  and  West  St. 
Other  schools  will  be  done  before  school  ends.  This  will  be  a 
yearly  service. 

6.  Tuberculosis: 

The  State  Dept.  of  Public  Health  sponsors  T.  B.  clinics  at 
the  Worcester  County  Sanatorium,  on  Tuesdays  and  Thursdays. 
One-hundred  and  twenty-three  reported  either  for  diagnostic 
x-rays  or  for  follow-up  purposes  as  X-San  patients  or  con- 
tacts. Three  patients  were  admitted  to  a  Sanatorium  for  Treat- 
ment. 

A  state  law  requires  that  all  school  personnel  be  x-rayed 
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ever>'  three  years  for  the  possibility  of  tuberculosis.  The  South- 
em  Worcester  County  Health  Association,  under  the  sponsor- 
ship of  the  School  and  "Health  Depts.,  set-up  a  portable  X-ray 
unit  in  Memorial  Hall,  Town  Hall,  for  the  specific  purpose  of 
X-raying  school  personnel.  Two-hundred  and  forty-four  re- 
ported from  the  Tri-Community  area.  We  wish  to  thank  the 
SWCHA  for  this  special  service,  given  to  us  gratis. 

7.  Nursery  Schools: 

Inspection  of  Nursery  Schools  in  Southbridge  was  carried 
on  as  usual.  This  is  a  bi-annual  service  and  three  schools  were 
visited  for  this  purpose  during  the  year.

IMPROVEMENT  COMMITTEE

This  Southbridge  Public  Improvement  Committee  in  its 
second  year  was  made  up  as  follows:

The  following  is  a  listing  of  problems  considered,  and  the 
action  taken  on  them  during  the  year: 

A.    Town  Hall  Facilities 

Making  use  of  funds  provided  at  a  special  Town  Meeting, 
as  well  as  funds  from  its  budget,  this  committee  engaged  the 
services  of  Bigelow,  Kent,  Willard  and  Co.  to  conduct  a  survey 
of  the  existing  Town  Hall  building.  We  requested  a  report  on 
its  suitability  for  the  next  decade,  costs  of  repairing  and 
modifying  it  for  better  use,  and  an  analysis  of  work  space  and 
work  load.  We  further  requested  that  based  on  this  information 
we  be  advised  as  to  the  probable  cost  of  a  new  office  type  build- 
ing to  be  erected  at  Dresser  Park.  This  survey  has  been  com- 
pleted, and  we  have  caused  an  article  to  be  inserted  in  the 
annual  warrant  asking  for  funds  to  design  and  erect  a  new 
office  type  Town  Hall  building.  It  is  our  hope  that  some  action 
will  be  taken  to  relieve  the  crowded  conditions  that  exist,  es- 
pecially in  the  office  of  the  Town  Clerk. 
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B.  Parking  Facilities 

Last  year  we  arranged  rental  of  property  at  the  corner  of 
Goddard  and  Main  Streets,  and  we  recommend  its  continued 
rental.  In  conjunction  with  our  proposal  to  erect  a  new  Town 
Office  building,  we  propose  the  demolition  of  the  existing 
Town  Hall  and  the  use  of  the  land,  and  such  adjacent  land  as 
may  be  or  become  available,  as  a  metered  parking  lot.  Apprais-^ 
ed  values  on  other  proposed  sites  were  so  high  we  could  not 
recommend  acquiring  any  additional  land  this  year,  but  we 
strongly  urge  that  the  Finance  Committee  and  others  curtail 
disbursements  from  the  parking  meter  account  in  order  that 
this  fund  increase  to  the  point  that  suitable  areas  may  be  ac- 
quired and  developed  for  parking  use, 

C.  Property  Revaluation. 

During  the  year  we  have  contacted  several  firms  with 
reference  to  reappraisal  of  taxable  property.  Our  conclusions 
are  that  it  would  cost  the  Town  approximately  $40,000.00  for 
a  block  survey  and  an  additional  $20-$40,000  00  for  the  actual 
reappraisal.  We  have  no  evidence  sufficient  to  substantiate  that 
this  cost  would  be  recoverable  from  presently  un-taxed 
sources,  and  cannot  at  this  time  recommend  a  course  of  action 
to  take.  We  expect  to  continue  discussions  on  this  problem, 
hoping  to  work  out  a  more  conservative  program. 

D.  Town  Infirmary. 

At  a  special  Town  Meeting,  concurrent  with  the  acquir- 
ing of  land  on  upper  Morris  Street  for  recreational  use,  we 
recommended  that  the  Town  had  no  further  use  for  this  proper- 
ty, and  that  it  be  offered  for  sale.  Boys'  Club  interests  and  others, 
objected  to  this  at  that  time,  and  it  was,  and  is,  our  position  that 
donation  or  sale  at  give-away  price  of  this  property  to  any 
charitable  or  service  organization  would  set  a  dangerous  pre- 
cedent. By  this  we  do  not  oppose  the  idea  of  the  Boys'  Club  or 
any  other  service  group.  We  merely  feel  that  the  taxpayers* 
money  cannot  be  given  to  one  organization  without  setting  a 
precedent  for  a  request  for  funds  from  all  other,  equally  quali- 
fied, charitable  and  service  groups. 

E.  Memorial  Hall 

At  a  meeting  of  Town  Departments,  we  requested  clarifi- 
cation of  the  claim  on  space  in  the  Town  Hall  known  as  "Memo- 
rial Hall"  by  certain  GAR  groups.  Since  it  was  evident  that 
those  present  had  only  hearsay  knowledge,  we  requested  that 
Town  Counsel  check  its  status  for  us.  His  report  confirmed' 
our  belief  that  this  space  had  been  allocated  many  years  ago 
by  some  Selectmen's  group,  and  was  subject  to  reassignment 
by  the  incumbents,  present  or  future,  or  by  the  townspeople. 
It  is  our  recommendation  that  since  the  Town  "may"  provide 
funds  for  such  space  for  certain  specified  groups,  and  since  the 
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appropriation  of  funds  to  such  groups  as  the  VFW  and  others 
for  rental  purposes  is  handled  as  an  article  in  the  warrant,  space 
in  the  Town  Hall  for  such  purposes  should  likewise  be  request- 
ed at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting.  It  is  our  position  that  space  in 
the  Town  Hall  should  be  allocated  first  for  official  Town  busi- 
ness, second  for  income  producing  (via  partial  rental  and  reim- 
bursement for  heat,  light,  and  janitor  service)  related  functions, 
and  finally  for  non-related  uses  such  as  organizational  meeting 
rooms. 

F.  Armory  Site. 

This  committee  was  pleased  to  participate  with  other 
groups  and  individuals  in  the  forming  of  a  special  committee 
to  select  a  site  for  the  proposed  Armory.  Joseph  Swiacki  served 
as  Chairman  on  this  special  committee,  and  Michael  Morrill 
was  a  member.  This  committee  was  successful  in  bringing 
about  a  rapid  solution  to  a  long  standing  problem,  and  we  are 
glad  to  have  been  able  to  assist. 

G.  Inventory. 

An  inventory  of  Town  owned  materials  taken  during  1957 
was  published  early  this  year  and  turned  over  to  the  Town 
Accountant  with  a  recommendation  that  action  be  taken  to 
keep  this  inventory  up  to  date  by  posting  new  purchases  and 
deleting  material  worn  out  or  otherwise  lost  to  use.  We 
strongly  urge  that  the  Selectmen  and  the  Finance  Committee 
follow  this  annually. 

This  committee  is  grateful  for  the  continued  cooperation  of 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  other  Town  Officials.  We  also  ex- 
press our  appreciation  to  the  other  citizens  of  the  Town  who 
have  aided  and  encouraged  us.  We  hope  we  will  continue  to 
warrant  their  support.

After  several  trips  to 
Boston  State  House,  and  to  our  consulting  engineer  in  Spring- 
field a  bill  was  placed  before  the  Legislature  January,  1958,  un- 
der Chapter  197,  General  Laws  of  the  State  of  r^Iassachusetts, 
for  the  purpose  of  approving  several  zoning  changes  which  had 
been  legally  approved  over  the  past  several  years.  Final  ap- 
proval was  passed  March  25th,  1958. 
Zoning  Maps 

The  zoning  maps  are  now  being  printed,  it  is  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  Planning  Board  that  the  zoning  maps  be 
brought  up  to  date  every  5  years.  Many  citizens  of  the  Town 
"appeared  before  the  Board  for  information  concerning  the 
"Zoning  Maps  and  Sub-Division  Laws.

REPORT  OF 
CEMETERY  COMMITTEE 

The  Cemetery  Committee  met  and  organized  on  April  2, 
1958.  George  W.  Dumas  was  elected  Chairman,  Jesse  Blackburn, 
Clerk  and  Lectance  Landry,  third  member.  Seaver  Rice  was  ap- 
pointed Superintendent. 

Work  was  started  early  in  April  in  cleaning  up  the  Ceme- 
tery. Where  needed,  graves  were  filled  in  and  seeded.  The 
Gravel  Roads  were  graded  and  leveled,  trees  and  shrubs  were 
pruned  and  dead  limbs  were  removed.  Flower  Beds  planted  and 
the  entire  Cemetery  was  mowed  twice  before  Memorial  Day 
also  all  dead  leaves  and  waste  m.atter  was  removed. 

During  th  year  550  Square  Yards  of  Black  Top  were  put  on 
a  Section  of  Road  so  that  there  is  now  a  continuous  stretch  of 
Black  Top  from  the  Everett  Street  entrance  to  the  Exit  at  Co- 
hasse  Street.  It  is  contemplated  that  we  will  continue  to  add 
Black  Top  each  year  until  all  roads  will  have  a  hard  surface. 

Our  Trust  and  Perpetual  Care  funds  have  now  reached  ap- 
proximately 8105,000.00.  These  funds  derive  interest  which  re- 
duces by  a  considerable  degree,  the  expenses  of  running  the 
Cemetery.  $3,400.41  was  realized  during  the  past  year. 

The  state  has  enacted  certain  laws  regarding  Municipal 
Cemeteries  so  that  a  considerable  portion  of  our  income  cannot 
be  used  for  general  expenses,  a  total  of  SI, 380. 00  received  from 
opening  graves  had  to  be  turned  in  to  the  Town's  Excess  and 
Deficiency  Account.  $1,400.00  from  the  Sale  of  Lots  and  Graves 
Account  can  be  used  only  for  Cemetery  permanent  Improve- 
ments, not  for  general  expenses. 

During  the  year  we  received  a  bequest  of  $1,000.00  from 
the  estate  of  the  late  Ruth  E.  Steadman  of  Woonsocket.,  R.  I. 
to  be  put  in  Trust  and  the  interest  used  for  the  care  of  her  lot. 

We  have  previously  mentioned  in  earlier  Reports,  the  ne- 
cessity of  developing  new  Areas  for  Grave  Lots  as  the  time  is 
fast  approaching  when  all  of  available  space  will  be  taken  up. 
The  Committee  has  this  matter  under  consideration  and  at  the 
proper  time  will  present  proposals  to  the  Citizens  of  South- 
bridge  at  a  Town  Meeting. 

The  Committee  wishes  to  thank  the  Selectmen  and  other 
Town  Officials  for  their  courteous  assistance  in  our  problems.

REPORT  OF  THE  SWIMMING  POOL  SUB-CO^ITTEE 

To  the  Chairman  of  the  Recreation  Committee: 
Dear  Sir: 

At  your  request,  I  am  submitting  the  annual  report  of  the 
swimming  pool  supervisor  for  1958. 

Physical  Improvements: 

Perhaps  the  most  significant  improvements  in  the  pool's 
history  was  brought  about  by  the  clearing  of  the  muddy  bottom 
prior  to  the  pool's  official  opening.  Literally,  tons  and  tons  of 
mud  were  removed  from  the  bottom  and  replaced  by  appro- 
priately selected  sand. 

The  sand  not  only  served  to  replace  the  mud  but  also  served 
to  eliminate  a  very  hazardous  condition  by  covering  large 
areas  of  ledge  found  on  the  bottom. 

This  important  project  has  resulted  in  insuring  greater 
safety  to  bathers  and  in  increasing  the  adult  attendance  by 
providing  more  attractive  water  conditions  for  swimming. 

A  12"  concrete  pipe  was  constructed  through  the  bottom 
of  the  pool  to  carry  surface  water  from  area  north  of  Nuisance 
Brook  diversion  channel  and  release  it  at  the  south  end  of  the 
pool.  This  prevents  pollution  from  surface  water  getting  into 
the  pool. 

Attendance: 

In  spite  of  the  two-week  delay  in  opening  the  pool  to  the 
public,  more  than  16,500  used  the  pool's  facilities  from  July  6, 
to  August  28:  10,500  in  July,  and  6,000  in  August.  The  average 
daily  attendance  for  the  abbreviated  season  was  approximately 
305. 

Of  extreme  significance  was  the  encouraging  increase  in 
the  number  of  adult  bathers  using  the  pool's  facilities  this 
year.  Such  an  increase  is  unquestionably  directly  attributable 
to  the  tremendous  improvement  in  the  general  condition  of  the 
water  which  followed  the  mud  removal  from  the  bottom  of  the 
pool.  Now  as  it  should  be,  the  pool  will  attract  not  only  one  but 
all  segments  of  our  population  and  thus  render  a  more  com- 
plete service  to  the  community. 

Rescues 

The  importance  of  competent  and  responsible  supervision 
was  demonstrated  many  times  during  the  swimming  season. 
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Sixteen  children  suffering  from  cramps,  exhaustion  and  other 
physical  or  psychological  factors  such  as  fear  and  panic  were 
helped  to  shore  by  the  lifeguards.  This  is  conclusive  evidence 
of  the  definite  necessity  for  qualified  and  efficient  lifeguards  on 
duty  at  all  times. 

Ilnstruction: 

The  Red  Cross  Swimming  Program,  under  the  direction  of 
Mr.  Gilbert  Lamarre  and  Miss  Suzanne  Lamarine,  offered  over 
500  children  the  opportunity  for  instruction  in  swimming  and 
life-saving  during  regular  morning  classes  at  the  pool.  As  it  has 
been  repeated  many  times  before,  such  formal  programs,  to- 
gether with  the  daily  informal  instruction  given  by  members 
of  the  staff,  will  do  much  to  develop  stronger  and  more  skillful 
swimmers  in  Southbridge. 

Health  Care: 

The  methods  of  control  over  the  bacterial  growth  to  pro- 
vide safe  water  for  bathers  were  the  same  as  those  employed 
in  previous  years.  Town  water  was  used  to  provide  a  continuous 
flow  of  water  into  the  pool  while  systematic  chlorination  pro- 
vided a  second  safeguard.  Those  two  methods  of  control,  pro- 
perly used,  are  effective  enough  to  dispel  any  existing  fear 
of  pollution. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  repeat  our 
thanks  to  you  and  your  committee  for  the  splendid  coloperation 
we  received  from  you  throughout  the  1958  swimming  season.

REPORT  OF  THE  HENRY  ST.  FIELD  SUB-COMMITTEE 

To  the  Chairman  of  the  Recreation  Committee: 
Dear  Sir: 

This  area  is  composed  of  two  softball  diamonds  with  pos- 
sibilities of  playing  two  games  at  the  same  time  or  an  elemen- 
tary school  baseball  and  softball  game  without  interference  to 
the  other. 

One  hundred  to  350  spectators  or  fans  enjoyed  watching  8 
teams  in  the  Community  Softball  League  participate  nightly 
and  numerous  Sundays  from  May  to  the  middle  of  September. 

Over  100  games  of  softball  were  played  on  these  diamonds 
by  the  above  mentioned  Community  League,  Independent 
teams.  Girl  All  Stars,  Webster  All  Star  Series,  Local  All  Star 
Series  and  League  Playoffs. 

Practice  sessions  were  conducted  when  possible. 

We  have  seating  capacity  of  200  spectators  on  the  old  dia- 
mond and  100  on  the  new.

The  Parochial  league  composed  of  Notre  Dame,  St.  Mary's 
and  Sacred  Heart  elementary  baseball  teams  staged  their 
games  on  these  diamonds. 

The  Southbridge  Elementary  baseball  league,  Charlton  St., 
Eastford  Road  and  West  St.  availed  themselves  of  the  Henry 
St.  diamonds. 

Both  leagues  had  numerous  practice  sessions  also. 

Those  same  diamonds  were  used  extensively  by  boys  of  all 
ages  throughout  the  summer  by  so  called  scrub  teams.  The 
Southbridge  Playgrounds  held  Softball  competitions  twice 
weekly  also. 

Other  activities  consisted  of  a  Circus,  Horse-Show  and  a 
Fire  Prevention  Week  Bonfire. 

Other  recreation  facilities  include  12  swings,  4  see-saws, 
4  ping  pong  tables,  1  sandbox,  3  zelball,  1  basketball  court,  2 
volley-ball  courts,  3  horseshoe  courts,  1  slide  and  playground 
tag  balls. 

From  30  to  135  children  make  use  of  the  above  games  hourly 
for  approximately  10  hours  daily  or  6,000  hours  weekly. 

This  recreation  area  provides  for  at  least  200  parked  cars. 

Future  Improvement  Anticipated: 

The  walls,  roof  and  doors  of  a  new  field  house  was  built  in 
1958  and  plan  for  completing  same  with  cement  floors,  separa- 
tion for  toilets,  plumbing,  water  extension  and  electricity. 

The  present  softball  seating  capacity  is  inadequate  and 
we  expect  to  remedy  this  situation. 

Also  on  our  future  program  is  clearing  and  grading  of  a 
wooded  area  to  be  used  as  a  picnic  ground,  plus  improvements 
on  the  parking  area  and  the  two  softball  areas.

REPORT  OF  THE 
DUTCH  ELM  DISEASE 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 
Gentlemen: 

I  wish  to  submit  my  report  for  the  Dutch  Elm  Disease 
Department  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1958. 

Twenty  six  Dutch  Elm  Diseased  trees  were  cut  down,  re- 
moved and  burned.  Deadwood  out  of  elm  trees  on  town  owned 
property  were  removed. 

I  sprayed  town  owned  elm  trees  twice  with  a  hydraulic 
sprayer,  using  Malathion  and  DDT  emulsion.  Dormant  in  the 
Spring  to  control  Elm  Bark  Beetle,  to  protect  elm  trees  from 
beetle  feeding  all  bark  surfaces  of  living  elms,  that,  may  be 
invaded  by  Bark  Beetles  from  infected  wood.  Summer  (Leaf 
Spray)  to  protect  elm  leaves  from  being  fed  upon  by  Elm  Leaf 
Beetle.  It  feeds  on  the  leaves  of  elms,  and  when  it  is  abundant 
the  leaves  become  brown  and  fall  off.  Such  defoliation  weakens 
the  trees,  and  many  valuable  elms  have  been  killed  as  a  result 


of  outbreaks  of  this  insect.

REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN 

1958  showed  a  healthy  gain  in  the  use  of  the  library.  Near- 
ly 7,000  more  items  were  borrowed  than  during  1957. 

The  circulation  increase  was  pretty  evenly  distributed  be- 
tween adult  and  juvenile  readers.  Added  use  of  the  reading 
room  forced  us  to  eliminate  from  the  library  Monday  through 
Thursday  evenings  those  high  school  students  who  were  not 
using  librar\'  materials.  The  first  month  this  was  put  into  ef- 
fect, circulation  increased  by  300  as  the  staff  was  again  able  to 
give  library-  service  rather  than  act  as  disciplinarians. 

The  book  deposit  program  in  the  first  three  grades,  started 
a  year  ago.  stimulated  reading  among  beginning  readers  with 
an  increase  of  2.967.  Parochial  as  well  as  public  schools  are 
making  use  of  this  system  even  though  we  still  cannot  supply 
all  the  grades. 

Increased  need  for  overdue  notices  monopolized  so  much 
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time  that  only  three  notices,  at  two  weeks  interv^als,  are  now 
sent  to  delinquent  borrowers.  After  a  suitable  lapse  of  time 
names  are  then  turned  over  to  the  Town  Counsel,  Harold  Peter- 
son, who  has  been  cooperative  and  effective  in  reclaiming 
books  or  payment  for  them.  The  last  Fine  Free  Day  in  June 
failed,  with  one  exception,  to  bring  in  the  books  we  were  con- 
cerned about  even  though  each  delinquent  had  been  notified  of 
the  privilege.  Due  to  postage  increases,  borrowers  now  pay 
postage  on  overdue  notices  sent  to  them. 

We  observed  many  special  activities  throughout  the  year 
starting  with  the  first  National  Library  Week,  March  16-22, 
which  was  sponsored  locally  by  the  Jaycees  and  heralded  with 
a  proclamation  by  the  Selectmen.  It  was  given  hearty  support 
by  press,  radio  and  businessmen. 

Also  in  March  a  new  salary  schedule  was  presented  and 
approved  at  the  annual  Town  Meeting  after  some  debate. 

In  May  the  Bay  Path  Library  Association,  of  which  the 
librarian  is  a  member  of  the  Executive  Board,  m^et  at  this  li- 
brary. Friends  gave  flowers  and  a  coffee  maker  which  cheered 
visiting  members  on  a  drizzly  morning.  Another  acted  as 
hostess  and  generally  assisted  in  keeping  the  library  going 
while  the  staff  attended  meetings.  The  morning  meeting  was 
in  the  Children's  Room.  After  luncheon  at  Cohasse  Country 
Club,  the  concluding  meeting  was  held  there. 

During  the  summer  an  experiment  was  tried  with  the  sum- 
mer reading  club,  "Rocket  to  Adventure."  It  was  divided  into 
two  sessions,  junior  (grades  1-4)  and  senior  (grades  5-7).  92 
enrolled  in  the  junior  group  while  42  signed  up  for  the  senior 
club. 

The  juniors  enjoyed  the  usual  stories,  games  and  songs  and 
in  addition  —  puppets.  Our  janitor  constructed  an  effective 
theatre  of  scrap  for  a  total  of  37  cents. 

Senior  members  met  with  the  librarian  to  hold  critical  book 
discussions  and  read  together.  This  group  showed  promise  and 
will  be  continued  next  summer  to  try  to  keep  up  reading  in- 
terests among  an  age  group  where  it  rapidly  diminishes. 

Both  clubs  saw  the  Walt  Disney  film,  "Man  in  Space,"  and 
participated  in  a  writing  contest.  At  the  final  meeting,  awards 
were  made,  refreshments  served,  and  the  Notre  Dame  Youth 
Orchestra  performed. 

During  United  Nations  Week  in  October  the  library  loaned 
the  foreign  doll  collection  for  a  public  display  and  had  one  of 
its  displays  featured  in  the  local  newspaper. 

In  November,  during  Book  Week,  stories  were  told  in 
schools,  classes  visited  the  library,  new  children's  books  were 
displayed,  and  a  creative  writing  contest  conducted.  Mrs.  Al- 
lan Ferguson,  Mrs.  Alex.  Constantine,  Mrs.  Hazelton  and  the 
librarian  acted  as  judges.  Book  prizes  were  donated  by  a 
publisher. 
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The  Wednesday  afternoon  film  program  in  the  Children's 
Room  has  become  so  popular  as  to  have  created  a  space  prob- 
lem. As  many  as  60  children  are  sometimes  viewing  in  addi- 
tion to  the  regular  activities  which  continue  in  the  rest  of  the 
room.  Now  that  we  have  our  own  projector,  the  program  is 
being  continued  with  much  greater  efficiency. 

Contacts  with  various  groups  are  always  appreciated  by 
the  librarian  to  inform  them  of  the  varied  services  available. 
During  the  past  year  talks  were  given  to  several  church  groups 
and  over  WESO  as  well  as  to  Sturbridge  PTA,  Lions'  Club. 
Exchange  Club,  Rotary  Club  and  the  Wells  High  School  faculty. 

Several  classrooms  were  visited  for  instruction  in  the  use 
of  the  library.  Classes  with  special  projects  visited  the  library 
for  instruction  in  the  use  of  appropriate  reference  m.aterials. 
The  Notre  Dame  Civics  Club  met  here  for  a  tour  of  the  librar\'. 
As  always  we  welcomed  with  stories  and  tours  the  Girl  Scout 
and  Brownie  troops  that  visited. 

Thanks  to  the  Southbridge  Music  Group  our  holdings  of 
music  books  is  rapidly  expanding.  A  sheet  music  file  was  or- 
ganized during  the  past  year  and  is  finding  gradual  use. 

Gifts  of  time  and  books  were  gratefully  received.  Mrs. 
Edward  Quinn  again  conducted  the  Children's  Art  Classes  on 
Saturday  mornings.  Mrs.  Alex  Constantine  and  Edward  Zuiss, 
in  addition  to  many  Girl  Scouts,  gave  generously  of  their  time. 
Several  memorial  books  were  received. 

The  wholehearted  cooperation  of  the  Southbridge  Evening 
News  and  Station  WESO  contributed  to  our  successful  year. 
The  devotion  of  the  staff  and  the  understanding  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  made  1958  another  memorable  year  for  the  librarian.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
BOARD  OF  PUBLIC  WELFARE 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Southbridge: 

The  total  welfare  cost  for  the  year  1958  was  $485,165.14  of 
which  $111,491.69  was  for  medical  care.  This  amount  shows  an 
increase  of  $14,411.79  over  the  $97,079.90  spent  for  medical  care 
in  1957. 

During  the  past  few  years  we  have  had  a  continuous  in- 
crease in  medical  care  expenses  without  an  increase  in  the 
number  of  recipients  receiving  such  care.  We  reviewed  and 
analyzed  each  month  the  expenses  incurred  and  we  are  now 
planning  to  confer  with  the  State  Department  of  Public  Wel- 
fare to  formulate  additional  policies  and  procedures  in  an  at- 
tempt to  reduce  this  exorbitant  cost. 

The  total  cost,  in  addition  to  the  medical  expenses,  in- 
cludes: aid  in  kind,  cash  grants,  salaries,  administration  ex- 
penses and  purchase  of  equipment. 

An  average  of  four  hundred  and  three  cases  a  month  were 
aided  during  the  year  1958. 

The  cost  by  categories  is  as  follows:  Old  Age  Assistance, 
$318,602.16;  Aid  to  Dependent  Children,  $67,094.13;  Disability 
Assistance,  $20,724.21;  General  Relief,  $47,216.34.  Salaries,  ad- 
ministration expenses  and  equipment,  $31,528.30.  The  town 
has  received  a  total  of  $189,964.77  in  federal  reimbursements, 
and  $161,075.57  state  reimbursements,  and  a  total  of  $6,675.22 
from  recoveries  and  refunds  from  individuals. 

We  wish  to  express  our  thanks  to  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  the  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce,  the  Elks,  the  Mothers'  Club,  the  Lions  and 
Rotary  Clubs  and  the  many  persons  who  wish  to  remain  anony- 
mous for  their  interest  in  the  needy  children  of  our  community 
throughout  the  year.

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REPORT  OF 
DEPT.  OF  CIVILIAN  DEFENSE 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 
Gentlemen: 

The  year  1958  has  brought  out,  as  perhaps  never  before, 
the  truths  contained  in  a  letter  from  President  George  Wash- 
ington to  Alexander  Hamilton  written  over  170  years  ago,  "It 
may  be  laid  down  as  .  .  .  .the  basis  of  our  system  that  every 
citizen  who  enjoys  the  protection  of  Government  owes  not  only 
a  portion  of  his  property,  but  even  of  his  personal  services  to 
the  defense  of  it". 

With  this  thought  as  their  motivating  factor  I  am  proud  to 
report  that  over  six  hundred  citizens  of  the  Town  of  South- 
bridge  have  joined  our  Civil  Defense  Department. 

Again,  as  in  1957,  we  concentrated  upon  the  training  of 
these  volunteers  ...  in  both  formal  and  informal  schools  and 
classes. 

Three  'four  men'  teams,  and  their  officers,  were  sent  to  the 
Basic  and  Light  Rescue  School  held  at  the  MCDA  Training 
Center  at  Topsfield,  Mass.  Upon  their  return,  in  addition  to 
maintaining  weekly  training  classes  throughout  the  year  in 
Rescue  Techniques  within  our  Town  this  group  completed  a 
twenty  week  session  in  Rescue  First  Aid  conducted  by  a  certi- 
fied MCDA  Instructor.  A  ten  weeks  course  in  Radio  Communi- 
cation followed  and  each  graduate  was  issued  a  Restricted 
Radiotelephone  Operator's  Permit  by  the  Federal  Communica- 
tions Commission. 

General  training  classes  were  also  held  for  volunteers  in 
communication,  medical,  staff  and  warden  sections  in  ten  and 
twenty  week  sessions  in  Communication  Techniques,  First  Aid, 
Disaster  Nursing  for  Professional  Nurses  only.  Control  Center 
Operations  and  Radiological  Protection.  We  have  had  workers 
attend  the  week-long  Welfare  School  and  the  various  training 
conferences  at  Area  and  Sector  levels. 

Under  the  supervision  of  our  Chief  of  Police,  Ovide  Desro- 
siers,  a  CD  Auxiliary  Police  Unit  has  been  organized.  Twenty- 
six  men  completed  Course  10-1  Basic  Auxiliary  Police  con- 
ducted by  an  MCDA  instructor.  Chief  Edgar  Campbell,  A.P.D. 
and  received  Certificates  of  Achievement.  They  are  looking 
forward  to  taking  Course  10-2  and  10-3,  Intermediate  and  Ad- 
vanced Auxiliary  Police  which  we  hope  we  can  offer  to  them 
in  1959. 

The  Director  and  Staff  Officers  have  attended  conferences, 
seminars  and  training  sessions  and  thus  have  been  able  to  keep 
abreast  of  the  overall  defense  problems  and  the  current  think- 
ing as  to  their  solutions  on  local,  state  and  national  levels. 

We  have  continued  to  maintain  regular  office  hours  every 
Monday  night.  We  have  also  had  the  Control  Center  open  every 
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Friday  night  for  specialized  training  of  the  Communications 
Section.  This  group  also  go  *on  the  air'  every  Monday  night 
that  there  are  test  operations  conducted  on  the  Sector-Net.  Our 
Rescue  Room  has  been  open  every  Tuesday  evening  for  rescue 
training  work.  The  room  has  been  used  on  other  nights,  though 
not  on  a  regular  schedule  by  the  Medical  and  Radiac  Sections. 

The  Control  Center  has  been  open  'around  the  clock'  on 
test  problems  and  alert  tests  at  any  time  that  the  Office  of 
Civil  and  Defense  Mobilization  or  the  Massachusetts  Civil  De- 
fense Agency  has  so  ordered. 

At  this  point  I  feel  I  must  express  my  appreciation,  and 
that  of  my  staff,  to  the  volunteer  workers  who  have  displayed 
a  degree  of  faithfulness  in  attendance  and  the  carrying  out  of 
work  schedules  that  deserves  the  highest  of  praise. 

Our  annual  visit  to  the  Surplus  Property  Depot  at  Fort 
Myles  Standish  resulted  in  our  obtaining  $5,242.57  worth  of 
equipment,  new  and  used  at  a  cost  of  only  $248.72.  This  equip- 
ment varied  from  a  map  pen  worth  34r  to  a  1500kw  generator 
valued  at  $1,951.15. 

Through  the  Matching  Funds  program  we  obtained  3  Gon- 
set  Communicators  ($987  00);  150  Helmets  ($486.00);  Rescue 
Outfit  for  26  men,  Coveralls,  Helmets  and  Gloves  ($290.94); 
Auxiliary  Police  Equipment  for  15  men.  Badges,  Flashlights, 
Overcoats,  Raincoats,  Riot  Clubs  and  Whistles  ($248.20).  The 
entire  cost  of  this  program  amounted  to  $2,012.14  and  the 
Town's  share  $1,006.07  was  matched  by  the  OCDM. 

Not  only  did  the  OCDM  give  us  the  above  matching  funds 
but  they  also  remitted  to  the  Department  $75.00,  their  half  of 
our  telephone  communications  and  $76.90,  one-half  of  our  re- 
curring communications  costs  as  well  as  $80.00,  one-half  of 
our  instruction  costs  for  Course  10-1. 

This  makes  a  grand  total,  in  money  and  equipment  of 
$6,231.84  given  to  our  Town  by  the  Office  of  Civil  and  Defense 
Mobilization  and  the  Massachusetts  Civil  Defense  Agency. 
Thus  we  feel  that  it  can  truly  be  said  that  this  Department 
really  gets  the  Town  its  "money's  worth". 

Despite  the  active  cooperation  of  all  the  Town  Officials 
and  Departments  and  the  hundreds  of  enrolled  Townspeople 
that  have  taken  the  Civil  Defense  Oath  we  still  have  an  apathy 
problem. 

This  problem  must  and  will  be  overcome  so  that  when  our 
Civil  Defense  organization  is  called  into  action  we,  through 
the  intelligent  cooperation  of  an  enlightened  Townspeople,  may 
minimize  the  after  effects  of  the  disaster,  enemy  caused  or 
natural,  and  hasten  the  rehabilitation  of  our  Town  and  its 
People. 

In  this  connection  your  Director  has  spent  a  great  portion 
of  his  time  in  the  preparation  of  the  Survival  Planning  Project. 
This  Plan  is  a  cooperative  effort  by  the  OCDM  and  the  MCDA 
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which  has  extended  over  two  years  and  is  now  nearing  readi- 
ness for  public  release.  Without  such  an  approved  plan,  by 
OCDM  and  MCDA,  a  town  will  not  be  able  to  be  on  the  ap- 
proved list  for  Federal  aid  in  money  or  equipment.  More  im- 
portant, however,  this  completed  plan  will  enable  us  to  inte- 
grate our  efforts  with  those  of  our  surrounding  towns  and  with 
the  Federal  and  State  Plans  for  Survival. 

The  inventory  of  equipment  on  hand  December  31,  1958, 
that  was  obtained  in  1958,  has  a  valuation  of  $8,422.31.  A  break- 
down of  the  1958  inventory  follows,  as  well  as  the  grand  in- 


ventory value  of  the  Department.

Our  Town  Accountant,  Mr.  Caron,  our  Town  Chief  of  Police, 
Ovide  Desrosiers,  our  Town  Engineer,  Mr.  Racicot,  our  Town 
Treasurer,  Mr.  Benoit,  and  our  Highway  Superintendent,  Mr. 
Benoit  have  all  been  of  real  help  to  us  this  past  year. 

Finally,  my  most  sincere  thanks  to  all  the  members  of  my 
Department,  who  without  any  fanfare  have  put  in  a  year  of 
hard  work  to  try  and  prepare  themselves  to  protect  and  help 
our  Town  and  all  its  Townspeople  in  any  emergency.

SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 
FOR  1958 

To  the  School  Committee  and  Citizens  of  Southbridge: 

I  hereby  submit  my  fifth  annual  report  as  Superintendent 
of  the  Southbridge  Public  Schools,  it  being  the  sixty-seventh 
in  a  series  of  such  reports. 

This  report  each  year  is  one  of  the  few  mediums  through 
which  a  Superintendent  may  convey  to  you,  the  citizens  of 
the  community,  an  account  of  what  has  been  achieved  in  the 
public  schools  during  the  past  year.  It  is  an  opportunity  to 
place  before  you  the  major  aims,  the  needs,  the  accomplish- 
ments, and  the  activities  of  our  school  system  at  the  present 
time.  We,  who  are  responsible  for  the  formal  education  of  the 
young  people  of  Southbridge,  realize  that  our  success  in  this 
endeavor  will  be  more  assured  if  we  have  the  interest,  the 
confidence,  and  the  support  of  all  the  citizenry.  Therefore,  we 
urge  you  to  read  the  following  pages  that  you  may  become 
better  acquainted  with  what  we  are  trying  to  do;  that  you 
may  have  a  greater  knowledge  of  some  of  our  problems;  and, 
as  a  result,  that  you  may  be  in  a  better  position  to  assist  where 
assistance  is  needed. 

School  Enrollment 

For  the  past  several  years  the  report  of  the  Superintendent 
has  emphasized  the  need  for  school  building  expansion.  This 
need,  stimulated  by  a  slow,  inevitable  growth  in  public  school 
population,  is  now  at  a  critical  stage.  The  enrollment  at  Mary 
E.  Wells  High  School  has  increased  from  393  on  October  1,  1954, 
to  533  on  the  same  date  in  1958.  We  anticipate  that  the  num- 
ber of  pupils  in  the  four  years  of  high  school  on  October  1,  1959, 
will  be  560.  Grades  5,  6,  and  7  average  200  pupils  so  that  no 
respite  is  in  prospect  for  a  number  of  years  to  come.  Indeed, 
by  1962  we  shall  have,  and  this  is  a  minimum  estimate,  600  in 
our  high  school. 

When  the  three  large  elementary  schools  were  erected 
some  twenty  years  ago,  it  was  possible  to  transfer  the  eighth 
grade  classes  which  had  been  housed  in  the  high  school  to  the 
new  buildings.  Following  the  Second  World  War,  there  was  a 
remarkable  growth  in  the  number  of  births,  a  fact  that  was 
destined  to  affect  school  planning  in  all  communities.  In  1952 
the  eighth  grades  in  Southbridge  were  moved  back  to  the 
high  school  building  because  the  high  school  population  had 
decreased  from  625  in  1939  to  470  in  1952;  thereby,  allowing 
relief  for  increasingly  crowded  conditions  in  the  grades.  Now 
the  pendulum  is  swinging  again.   Last  September,  one  eighth 
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grade  was  assigned  to  a  room  at  Charlton  Street  School,  the 
last  available  room  in  a  grade  school  building.  Even  so,  there 
are  about  700  pupils  in  the  high  school  building.  The  present 
seventh  grade,  without  the  thirty  or  so  who  will  remain  at 
Charlton  Street  School  as  eighth  graders,  is  so  large  that  it 
will  be  impossible  to  accommodate  all  of  them  in  the  high 
school  building.  Therefore,  as  it  appears  at  this  moment,  it 
will  be  necessary  to  have  double  sessions  in  some  of  our  grades 
next  year  or  to  use  the  elementary  school  gymnasium  as  class- 
rooms. However  unpalatable  it  may  be  and  however  much 
may  be  lost  in  educational  time  and  achievement  to  the  pupils 
involved,  the  solution  is  inescapable.  WE  ARE  SHORT  OF 
SPACE. 

The  eighth  grade  has  been  transferred  twice  in  the  past 
twenty  years  and  is  gradually  going  through  the  same  transi- 
tion now.  It  must  not  be  thought,  however,  that  this  elasticity 
will  continue  unless  new  spaces  are  afforded.  The  average 
enrollment  for  our  first  eight  grades  is  184  pupils.  If  the  South- 
bridge  School  Committee  decides  to  begin  the  double  ses- 
sions in  September  of  1959  by  having  seventh  grades  and 
eighth  grades  use  the  same  rooms  at  different  times  in  the 
day,  it  will  be  just  the  beginning  of  an  era  of  decreased  edu- 
cational offerings  which  will  grow  with  each  succeeding  year 
until  sufficient  room  is  provided  to  accommodate  all  the  pupils 
properly. 

School  Building  Planning 

The  School  Building  Planning  Com.mittee  which  was  re- 
appointed at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  of  1958  proposes  to 
present  a  plan  for  a  new  high  school  before  the  coming  Town 
Meeting  in  March.  The  plan  includes  an  addition  of  classroom 
and  shop  space  for  Cole  Trade  High  School.  The  new  building 
would  be  erected  on  the  piece  of  land,  owned  by  the  Town,  in 
the  rear  of  Cole  Trade  High  School  and  would  provide  modern 
educational  space  for  600  high  school  pupils. 

This  is  the  third  time  in  seven  years  that  committees  repre- 
senting the  Tovv^n  have,  after  extensive  investigation  of  all  pos- 
sibilities, concluded  that,  since  expansion  is  an  admitted  neces- 
sity, a  new  high  school  would  best  serve  the  interest  of  the 
community.  The  educational  possibilities  of  the  present  high 
school  building  have  been  developed  to  their  highest  potential 
during  the  past  few  years.  A  new  science  laboratory  for 
Chemistry  and  Physics  has  been  installed.  Space  for  use  as 
a  library  is  available,  completely  furnished  for  this  purpose,  as 
soon  as  the  exodus  of  eighth  grade  classes  takes  place.  The 
School  Committee  has  made  extensive  purchases  of  new 
equipment  for  the  Commercial  Department.  And  yet,  our 
offerings  must,  because  of  the  limits  of  the  physical  plant,  be 
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somewhat  less  than  those  which  prevail  in  a  modern  secondary 
school.  More  science  laboratories,  one  for  biology  and  an- 
other for  general  science,  are  needed.  The  lack  of  a  gym- 
nasium eliminates  the  opportunity  for  classes  in  physical  edu- 
cation. The  music  and  art  programs  are  handicapped  because 
of  limited  space. 

With  few  exceptions,  and  these  are  notable  because  of 
their  rarity,  the  hundreds  of  Southbridge  residents  who  have 
taken  the  time  during  the  past  five  years  to  investigate  the 
situation  have  agreed  that  a  new  high  school  is  the  best  solu- 
tion both  from  the  point  of  view  of  long  range  educational 
planning  and  in  terms  of  economic  investment. 

Administrative  Changes 

There  has  been  considerable  discussion  during  recent 
years  at  meetings  of  the  Southbridge  School  Committee  re- 
garding the  subject  of  elementary  school  administration.  A 
survey  made  in  February,  1958,  of  36  towns  in  Massachusetts 
with  populations  of  from  10,000  to  20,000  people  indicated  that, 
on  the  average,  a  supervising  principal  in  an  elementary  school 
had  administrative  jurisdiction  over  sixteen  classrooms.  In 
some  cases  a  single  supervisor  was  in  charge  of  elementary 
schools.  In  Southbridge  there  were  at  that  time,  and  had  been 
for  some  years  previous,  four  supervising  principals,  each  of 
whom  had  an  average  of  nine  teachers  on  his  or  her  staff. 

The  School  Committee  subsequently  adopted  a  policy  by 
which  there  would  be  two  elementary  supervisors,  each  in 
charge  of  three  elementary  schools.  Mr.  Raoul  Lataille  w^as 
named  supervisor  of  West  Street  School,  Eastford  Road  School, 
and  Pleasant  Street  School,  while  Mr.  R.  Joseph  Racine  was 
placed  in  administrative  charge  of  Charlton  Street  School, 
Marcy  Street  School,  and  Mechanic  Street  School.  These  two 
supervisors  work  in  close  cooperation  with  each  other  and  with 
the  Superintendent  in  matters  of  policy  and  curriculum. 

The  advantages  accruing  to  the  change  are  these: 

1.  There  is  better  administrative  control  over  elemen- 
tary schools. 

2.  It  is  possible  to  have  more  equalized  curriculum 
objectives. 

3.  Curriculum  is  being  strengthened  because  super- 
visors have  greater  opportunity  for  discerning  weak- 
nesses in  instruction. 

4.  The  total  level  of  achievement  and  of  discipline  is 

being  raised. 

5.  There  is  a  greater  feeling  of  unity. 

6.  We  have  eight  elementary  people  in  administration 
instead  of  six,  and  a  greater  contribution  can  be  ex- 
pected from  key  people  in  the  system. 
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7.  It  is  a  closer  administrative  organization.  The  su- 
pervising principals  are  in  contact  with  the  Superin- 
tendent on  every  school  day. 

8.  A  welcome  but  incidental  advantage  of  the  adjust- 
ment in  administration  is  the  financial  gain.  The  four 
supervising  principals  averaged  $5,200  in  salary  for  a 
total  of  $20,800.  The  newly  appointed  supervisors  re- 
ceive $6,000  apiece  in  basic  salary  or  $12,000  in  total. 
It  was  possible  to  increase  the  per  room  differential 
for  teaching  principals  from  $25  to  $40,  which  is  more 
nearly  the  amount  allov/ed  in  other  communities,  and 
still  show  a  saving  of  more  than  $6,000  annually. 

It  would  not  be  completely  true  to  state  that  the  change 
has  been  made  without  some  difficulty.  Adjustments  will 
have  to  be  made  as  the  new  system  gains  momentum.  It  will 
be  necessary  to  evaluate  the  situation  as  it  proceeds  and  to  de- 
cide upon  the  areas  of  responsibility  for  teachers,  teaching 
principals,  and  supervising  principals.  We  feel  certain  that  the 
change  will  be  of  great  advantage  to  our  school  system  if  the 
wholehearted  support  and  cooperation  of  all  concerned  is 
guaranteed. 

Classes  for  Exceptional  Children 
Rapid  Learners  —  Fifth  Grade 

After  a  year  of  study  by  a  committee  of  teachers  and  prin- 
cipals, plans  were  formulated  in  the  spring  of  the  current  year 
to  start  a  class  for  rapid  learners  in  the  elementary  grades. 
Included  in  the  recommendations  of  the  committee  were  the 
following: 

1.  That  the  project  begin  in  the  fifth  grade  and  continue 
through  the  eighth.  The  fifth  grade  is  the  beginning 
of  the  second  four-year  period  in  a  twelve-year  pro- 
gram. At  that  time  in  a  pupil's  school  life  enough 
test  results  are  available  to  give  an  adequate  im- 
pression of  his  ability. 

2.  That  conversational  French  be  included  in  the  curri- 
culum. This  is  an  attempt  to  give  these  young  people 
a  start  toward  mastering  a  second  language.  Few 
pupils  who  take  the  complete  high  school  course  in 
French  acquire  the  ability  to  carry  on  a  conversation 
in  the  language.  Perhaps  beginning  these  pupils  so 
much  earlier  in  life  will  give  them  the  necessary 
background  to  make  full  use  of  French. 

3.  That  the  pupils  selected  by  the  usual  criteria  be  al- 
lowed to  proceed,  in  so  far  as  possible,  at  their  own 
potential  rate  of  learning.  The  criteria  used  were 
(1)  the  results  of  tests  in  native  intelligence,  (2) 
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academic  achievement,  and  (3)  attitude  and  willing- 
ness to  work  hard. 
The  parents  were  assured  that  this  class  is  not  an  experi- 
ment. Regardless  of  what  may  happen  in  the  future,  this  class, 
except  for  those  who  fail  to  live  up  to  their  promise,  will  re- 
main intact  through  the  eighth  grade.  This  does  not  mean 
that  they  may  enter  high  school  a  year  earlier  than  others  who 
are  in  the  fifth  grade  at  present.  It  does  mean  that  we  expect 
them  to  be  better  prepared  for  a  high  school  course  which  will 
be  more  demanding  upon  them  than  the  usual  secondary  school 
course. 

Pupils  in  the  fourth  grade  at  the  present  time  are  being 
tested  so  that  a  similar  class  may  be  organized  for  the  begin- 
ning of  next  year.  We  wish  to  impress  upon  parents  the  fact 
that  the  approach  to  this  situation  is  a  purely  objective  one. 

A  class  of  regular  size  of  the  most  capable  pupils  will  be 
selected.  Among  the  children  with  the  highest  intellectual 
potentiality  we  shall  select  those  who  have  demonstrated  that 
they  can  and  will  live  up  to  that  ability  as  shown  by  their 
achievement  in  the  first  four  grades. 

Rapid  Learners  —  Ninlh  Grade 

By  a  similar  method  and  with  the  same  criteria,  the  best 
students  of  last  year's  eighth  grade  have  been  placed  in  one 
group  as  freshmen.  Their  course  of  study  includes  five  college 
preparatory  subjects  instead  of  the  usual  four.  They  are  tak- 
ing elementary  algebra,  plane  geometry,  English,  science,  and 
a  foreign  language.  This  plan  will  permit  them  to  study  inter- 
mediate algebra  next  year,  and  solid  geometry  and  trigonom- 
etry during  their  junior  year,  leaving  them  the  opportunity  to 
study  advanced  or  college  mathematics  during  the  senior  year. 
Advice  of  technological  colleges  will  help  determine  the  con- 
tent of  the  fourth  year  course. 

Since  these  pupils  are  all  of  high  ability,  there  is  inherent 
in  the  situation  a  high  degree  of  competition  which  we  antici- 
pate will  result  in  a  deeper  knowledge  of  all  subjects.  The  four 
years  of  English,  for  example,  should  effect  far  better  prepara- 
tion than  can  be  procured  in  classes  composed  of  pupils  with 
mixed  abilities.  If  colleges  are  going  to  be  faced  with  a  short- 
age of  space  and  if  the  numbers  seeking  entrance  will  be  so 
great  that  colleges  will  have  to  be  more  selective,  then  we  must 
prepare  for  that  challenge. 

Preparation  for  education  beyond  high  school  is  not  lim- 
ited to  this  group.  In  all,  102  of  150  freshmen  are  in  the  college 
preparatory  division. 

Slow  Learners 

Pupils  who  find  it  difficult  to  maintain  the  pace  of  a  regu- 
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lar  class  have  been  given  special  consideration  by  laws  passed 
by  the  General  Court  in  the  last  five  years.  Those  with  in- 
telligence quotients  of  50-79  are  classified  as  retarded  but 
educable,  while  those  whose  tests  indicate  an  intelligence  quo- 
tient of  20-49  are  considered  retarded  but  trainable.  Children 
who  register  below  the  20  mark  are  custodial  cases  and  are  the 
responsibility  of  the  State  Department  of  Health  rather  than 
that  of  a  local  school  system. 

The  Southbridge  school  system  uses  the  following  proce- 
dure: If  a  child  shows  through  achievement  and  group  testing 
that  he  may  belong  to  either  of  the  retarded  groups  and  if  his 
adjustment  to  his  situation  in  a  regular  class  seems  to  coincide 
with  the  testing  results,  the  case  is  brought  to  the  attention  of 
the  principal  of  the  building  who,  in  turn,  requests  that  the 
pupil  be  given  an  individual  test. 

Information  on  general  testing,  class  achievement,  social 
adjustment,  and  indi\'idual  testing  are  then  brought  to  the  at- 
tention of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  who,  with  the  assist- 
ance of  the  Guidance  Director,  makes  the  final  decision  on  class 
assignment.  This  decision  must  stand  because  every  precau- 
tion will  have  been  taken  to  protect  the  welfare  of  the  child  in 
question  and  the  group  of  which  he  has  been  a  member. 

There  are  two  classes  for  slow  learners  in  Southbridge, 
both  in  the  retarded  but  educable  classification.  Eighteen  pu- 
pils whose  ages  range  from  7-12  form  one  group,  and  thirteen 
whose  ages  range  from  13-16  form  the  second.  The  law  limits 
membership  in  such  a  class  to  eighteen. 

According  to  the  latest  census,  there  are  seven  children  in 
the  trainable  classification  in  Southbridge,  and  attempts  are 
being  made  constantly  to  obtain  a  teacher  for  this  group.  Of 
twenty-one  graduate  students  preparing  for  this  special  type 
of  w^ork  at  Fitchburg  State  Teachers  College,  only  three  are 
planning  to  teach  pupils  in  the  trainable  category.  Since 
Fitchburg  is  the  chief  source  of  supply  of  such  teachers,  the 
three  preparing  to  teach  next  September  will  have  nimierous 
offers;  but  the  Southbridge  School  Committee  is  determined  to 
do  all  it  can  to  interest  a  qualified  teacher  in  the  Southbridge 
opportimity. 

Renovations  and  New  Furniture 

The  following  renovations  and  purchases  of  new  furniture 
were  made  during  the  year: 

1.  During  the  past  simimer  the  last  of  four  sanitary  rooms 
planned  for  the  high  school  was  completed.  This  project 
has  been  in  progress  for  four  years,  and  the  antiquated, 
dingy  facilities  that  were  in  use  at  that  time  have  been  re- 
placed by  modem,  newly  painted  and  well-lighted  rest 
rooms,  two  for  boys  and  two  for  girls. 
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2.  The  large  room  on  the  third  floor  of  Mary  E.  Wells  High 
School,  previously  known  as  the  Study  Hall,  has  been  par- 
titioned so  that  we  now  have  an  adequate  room  for  visual 
aids  as  well  as  ample  space  for  a  library.  The  proposed 
library  is  furnished  for  the  purpose.  Unfortunately,  it  must 
still  be  used  as  a  homeroom  and  as  a  study  hall  because  of 
crowded  conditions. 

3.  The  Chemistry  and  Physics  Laboratory  has  been  renovated 
and  furnished  with  the  most  modern  equipment.  This  was 
a  long  step  forward. 

4.  A  new  small  room  with  a  seating  capacity  for  twenty  pupils 
has  been  created  in  the  rear  of  the  typing  room,  thereby 
lessening  scheduling  difficulties. 

5.  New  lights  have  been  installed  in  five  rooms  bringing  the 
total  for  the  project  begun  two  years  ago  to  ten.  It  is 
planned  to  make  similar  improvements  in  four  rooms  this 
year  and  to  continue  until  the  building  is  properly  equipped 
with  lighting  facilities  throughout. 

6.  Three  classrooms  were  refurnished  this  year.  In  all,  includ- 
ing the  proposed  library  and  the  science  laboratory,  thir- 
teen rooms  now  have  furniture  purchased  during  the  past 
four  years. 

7.  A  piano  was  purchased  for  the  auditorium.  The  old  piano  is 
being  repaired  for  supplementary  use,  and  a  new  curtain 
has  been  ordered  for  the  stage.  The  Class  of  1958  donated 
$100  toward  the  new  curtain. 

8.  The  refurnishing  of  Charlton  Street  School  was  completed 
with  the  purchase  of  tv^o  rooms  of  furniture. 

9.  The  inside  of  Eastford  Road  School  w^as  weather-proofed, 
bringing  to  an  end  the  seepage  of  moisture  during  bad 
weather,  w^hich  Vv^as  a  troublesome  problem.  More  work 
was  done  to  extend  the  playing  surface  in  the  yard  of  this 
school. 

10.  Fire  escapes  have  been  installed  in  the  basement  of  Mech- 
anic Street  School  in  accordance  with  a  request  made  by 
the  Chief  of  the  Fire  Departm^ent. 

School  Safety 

As  this  report  is  being  written,  recommendations  from  the 
State  Building  Inspector  are  being  prepared  as  a  result  of  a 
two-day  visit  paid  by  him  to  the  Southbridge  school  buildings. 
Preliminary  conversations  with  him  indicate  that  considerable 
changes  within  our  buildings  will  have  to  be  undertaken  if  we 
are  to  meet  state  safety  requirements.  These  changes  will  in- 
clude the  construction  of  fire  screens  in  some  buildings,  the  re- 
placement of  fire  screens  in  others,  the  installation  of  screen 
glass  in  classroom  doors  to  replace  plain  glass,  and  the  provision 
of  a  fire-proof  storage  space  under  Charlton  Street  School.  It  is 
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impossible  to  estimate  costs  at  this  time,  but  the  work  will  have 
to  be  done,  or  the  buildings  will  not  be  licensed  for  school 
purposes. 


Teacher  Recruitment 

The  acquisition  of  teachers  to  replace  those  who  resign  or 
retire  is  becoming  increasingly  difficult.  At  the  moment,  we 
know  that  there  will  be  six  vacancies  at  the  end  of  this  year 
and  have,  at  this  time,  succeeded  in  filling  but  two  of  them. 
This  is  a  serious  matter  because  most  college  seniors  interested 
in  teaching  are  committed  before  Februaiy  first.  We  have  two 
teachers  on  leave  working  with  army  children  in  Europe,  and 
their  return  in  the  fall  wlU  be  most  welcome.  With  the  usual 
number  of  resignations  anticipated  at  the  close  of  the  school 
year,  however,  the  problem  must  be  obvious  to  everyone.

The  Southbridge  Plan 

An  enriched  program  for  rapid  learners  was  inaugurated 
this  year.  The  plan  calls  for  a  careful  screening  of  ninth  grade 
pupils.  L  Q.  tests,  aptitude  and  achievement  tests,  and  out- 
standing ability  in  all  elementary  school  subjects  were  the  fac- 
tors used  in  selecting  twenty-four  students  to  undertake  the 
program.  Each  pupil  carries  five  major  subjects  each  year 
while  in  high  school  and  adds  more  advanced  studies  than 
usual  in  the  senior  year.  The  program  is  as  follows:

Twenty-four  pupils  were  selected  with  the  approval  of  the 
parents  of  these  pupils.  One  pupil  was  dropped  from  the  pro- 
gram in  December  1958,  but  all  other  pupils  are  carrying  the 
program  successfully  at  the  present  time. 


There  have  been  several  major  improvements  in  the  school 
building.  These  include: 

1.  A  second  girls'  lavatory  installed  on  the  basement  floor. 

2.  Additional  lockers  purchased  and  installed  on  the  second 
floor,  bringing  the  total  number  of  lockers  to  330,  affording 
locker  space  for  660  students. 

3.  Three  additional  rooms  equipped  with  modern  movable 
furniture;  namely,  rooms  110,  112,  and  216. 

4.  The  installation  of  modern  lights  in  five  rooms. 

5.  A  remodeled  science  laboratory. 

6.  New  furniture  for  the  library. 


The  Junior  Red  Cross  is  a  service  organization.  This  group, 
under  the  supervision  of  Miss  Shirley  Demerjian,  gives  aid 
and  cheer  to  the  destitute,  the  ill,  and  the  unfortunate. 

The  work  of  this  group  with  the  veterans'  organizations 
supplements  the  tremendous  tasks  carried  on  by  the  local, 
state,  and  national  patriotic  and  philanthropic  groups.  In  addi- 
tion, the  work  of  the  Junior  Red  Cross  is  concerned  with  prob- 
lems other  than  those  of  a  local  or  national  level.  They  have 
filled  chests  with  supplies  and  have  sent  them  to  needy  indi- 
viduals of  other  nations. 


The  work  of  the  Guidance  Department  will  be  covered  in 
the  report  of  the  Guidance  Director,  Mr.  Gilbert  Lamarre. 


The  commercial  program  includes:  typewriting,  bookkeep- 
ing, comptometry,  filing,  office  practice,  and  all  general  busi- 
ness courses.  The  cooperative  program  with  industry  is  still 
in  operation.  The  course  takes  place  in  the  last  semester  of  the 
senior  year  and  permits  pupils  to  alternate  work  weeks  with 
instruction  weeks.  The  girls,  four  units  of  them,  take  places 
in  reliable  business  institutions  and  have  found  this  program 
most  beneficial.

The  Commercial  Course 
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The  equipment  of  the  Commercial  Department  is  kept  at 
maximum  efficiency.  This  year  one  IBM  Key  Punch  Type  26 
was  rented  and  installed  in  the  calculating  room  so  that  a 
limited  number  of  business  students  can  be  trained  to  meet 
the  needs  of  local  industry.  Each  pupil  has  training  for  one 
period  a  day  for  five  weeks  which  is  equivalent  to  twenty-five 
hours.  A  total  of  fifteen  pupils  are  able  to  receive  this  min- 
imum amount  of  training  this  year. 

The  College  Preparatory  Course 

The  college  preparatory  course  prepares  students  for  all 
leading  universities  and  colleges  in  the  country.  Many  of  the 
pupils  receive  large  scholarships,  a  tribute  to  their  own  indus- 
try and  a  tribute  to  the  excellent  instruction  of  their  teachers. 
Students  from  this  course  have  entered  such  leading  institu- 
tions as:  Cornell,  Connecticut  College  for  Women,  Brown  Uni-

The  Eighih  Grade 

The  eighth  grades  of  the  school  system  are  still  housed  in 
the  high  school  building.  This  year  it  has  been  necessary,  be- 
cause of  increased  enrollment,  to  have  four  eighth  grade 
homerooms  in  the  Wells  High  School  building  plus  one  class 
of  eighth  graders  housed  at  Charlton  Street  School.  The  pupils 
receive  the  program  opportunities  of  the  high  school,  and  they 
are  eligible  for  all  high  school  activities,  including  sports. 

Student  Council  Activities 

The  Student  Council  of  the  Mary  E.  Wells  High  School 
plays  an  important  part  between  students  and  administration. 
This  organization  is  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Rose  Brodeur. 
The  values  of  the  organization  are  manifold. 

1.  Pupils  participate  in  or  manage  extra-curricular  affairs. 

2.  Responsibility,  initiative,  and  leadership  are  developed. 
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3.  Proper  student-faculty  relations  are  promoted.

6.  The  internal  administration  of  the  school  is  aided.

4.  That  the  industrial  arts  program  be  expanded  in  order 
that  those  pupils  who  are  not  interested  in  a  trade  education 
may  have  the  benefit  from  allied  courses. 

5.  That  a  biology  laboratory  be  installed  so  that  pupils 
may  conduct  experiments  to  increase  their  interest  in  the 
subject. 

6.  That  money  be  appropriated  for  assembly  programs. 

7.  That  after  ten  years  of  consecutive  service,  teachers 
and  administrators  be  given  a  sabbatical  leave  at  full  pay  for 
professional  study  or  travel. 

8.  That  a  yearly  allotment  of  not  less  than  $1,500  be 
appropriated  for  the  band — an  unusually  worthy  group  which 
has  been  forced  to  be  self-supporting. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  townspeople  for 
their  continued  efforts  in  behalf  of  the  Mary  E.  Wells  High 
School,  and  I  extend  my  thanks  to  the  School  Department  for 
support.

REPORT  OF  COLE  TRADE  HIGH  SCHOOL 

RAYMOND  L.  W.  BENOIT,  Director 
The  problem  of  space,  which  would  meet  the  needs  of  the 
evergrowing  list  of  candidates  who  wish  to  enter  the  Cole 
Trade  High  School,  still  remains  to  be  solved.  We  again  invited 
the  building  specialist  from  the  Boston  Office  of  Vocational 
Education  to  assist  us  with  this  problem.  We  have  submitted  a 
plan  which  has  been  approved  by  the  State  Department  and 
will  satisfy  the  needs  of  the  Townspeople.  This  plan  is  being 
submitted  for  the  approval  of  the  Townspeople. 

This  school  year  we  complied  with  the  wishes  of  the 
School  Committee  and  made  sure  that  any  qualified  local  boys 
were  given  preference.  In  spite  of  this,  we  still  had  a  "waiting 
list"  of  boys,  all  of  whom  have  been  absorbed  at  this  time. 

We  were  given  permission  by  the  Department  of  Voca- 
tional Education  to  substitute  Academic  Algebra  I  for  Indus- 
trial History.  This  change  means  that  we  are  now  offering 
Academic  Algebra  I,  Plane  Geometry  and  Trigonometry,  as 
well  as  Related  Algebra,  Geometry  and  Trigonometry.

REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  HEALTH  DEPARTMENT 

LOTTIE  A.  LE  BLANC,  R.  N. 
Public  School  Nurse 

I  herewith  submit  the  report  of  the  School  Health  Depart- 
ment for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1958. 

Nine  hundred  and  seven  physical  examinations  were  given 
to  public  school  children.  As  a  result,  one  hundred  and  four 
defects  were  found  and  notices  were  mailed  to  parents  for 
their  immediate  attention.  The  reasons  for  these  defects  were: 
teeth,  feet,  throat,  skin,  hernia,  obesity,  eyes,  ears,  heart,  and 
posture. 

There  were  three  hundred  and  seventy-nine  visits  made 
to  the  various  public  schools.  On  these  visits  many  activities 
are  performed,  such  as  physical  examinations,  vision  tests, 
hearing  tests,  first  aid,  conferences  with  school  personnel,  in- 
spection of  heads,  conferences  with  students,  and  accurate 
recordings  on  Health  Records.  The  Massachusetts  Vision  Test, 
required  under  the  State  Law,  was  completed  in  all  schools. 
One  thousand  three  hundred  and  twenty-four  pupils  were 
screened  and  eighty-two  notices  were  mailed  to  parents  inform- 
ing them  of  their  failures  in  passing  the  vision  test.  The  Massa- 
chusetts Hearing  machine  which  is  the  group,  pure-tone  test 
instrument  was  used  in  testing  one  thousand  six  hundred  and 
sixty-five  pupils.  Seventy-three  who  failed  to  make  a  perfect 
score  were  retested  individually,  and  seventy-three  notices 
were  mailed  to  parents  informing  them  of  their  child's  failing 
the  hearing  test.  First  Aid  was  rendered  to  two  hundred  and 
fifty  pupils.  Two  hundred  and  thirty-seven  home  visits  were 
made  and  two  thousand  nine  hundred  and  eighteen  confer- 
ences were  held  in  reference  to  school  health  problems. 

One  hundred  and  sixty-nine  pupils  received  dental  care  at 
the  Dental  Clinic.  Three  hundred  and  sixty-four  children  re- 
ceived regular  inoculations,  and  four  hundred  and  eighty-three 
received  booster  doses  at  the  Toxoid  Clinics  given  at  the  Town 
Hall.  Parents  are  now  aware  of  the  value  of  this  treatment  for 
the  prevention  of  diphtheria,  and  each  year  we  find  that  more 
children  have  been  immunized  before  they  enter  school.  Regis- 
tration of  pre-school  children  was  conducted  by  the  Board  of 
Health  and  the  School  Health  Department.  A  total  of  two  hun- 
dred and  thirty-eight  children  registered  for  the  first  grade, 
plus  twenty-five  more  who  registered  at  a  later  date. 
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The  State  Law,  prohibiting  the  employment  in  schools  of 
persons  with  tuberculosis,  made  it  necessary  to  have  the  paro- 
chial and  public  school  personnel  X-Rayed.  A  mobile  unit  pro- 
vided by  the  Southern  Worcester  County  Health  Association 
rendered  this  service  for  two  hundred  and  forty-four  persons 
on  December  19  in  the  Town  Hall.  This  included  school  per- 
sonnel from  Sturbridge  and  Charlton. 

The  Salvation  Army  made  it  possible  to  send  three  needy 
children  to  Camp  Wonderland,  Sharon,  Massachusetts,  and  a 
prominent  club  in  Southbridge,  Massachusetts,  sponsored  a 
needy  child  to  attend  Camp  Lemieux  for  a  week  in  Leicester, 
Massachusetts. 

Also  through  this  office,  our  needy  children  were  cared 
for.  Clothing  was  furnished  to  fifteen  children  during  the 
year;  lenses  were  secured  for  four;  hot  lunches  were  provided 
for  four;  five  were  seen  by  an  eye  specialist;  eight  were  referred 
for  dental  care;  one  was  seen  by  an  ear  specialist;  and  a  ton- 
sillectomy was  performed  by  one  of  our  local  physicians,  who 
donated  his  services.  Two  children  were  referred  to  the  State 
Crippled  Children's  Clinic;  one  was  provided  with  a  hearing 
aid  and  referred  to  the  Worcester  Hearing  League  for  Lip  Read- 
ing Classes. 

The  Census  of  the  Blind  and  the  Census  of  the  Physically 
Handicapped  Children  were  completed  and  forwarded  to  the 
Board  of  Education.  The  report  of  the  Hearing  Conservation 
Program,  and  the  report  of  the  Vision  Conservation  Program 
were  forwarded  to  the  Department  of  Public  Health.  Six  home 
teachers  were  provided  for  physically  handicapped  children 
unable  to  attend  school.  Clear  Type  books  were  ordered  from 
the  Massachusetts  Division  of  the  Blind  for  two  children.  A 
Talking-Book  machine  was  ordered  from  the  Department  of 
Education  for  a  child,  and  an  appointment  was  made  for  a 
child  to  be  tested  at  the  Belchertown  State  School. 

Students,  in  grades  five,  six,  seven,  eight,  nine,  ten,  eleven, 
and  twelve  were  given  the  opportunity  to  particpate  in  the 
diabetic  survey.  A  total  of  two  thousand  and  fifty-six  students 
took  advantage  of  this  service.  One  thousand  three  hundred 
and  twelve  students  from  the  public  schools,  and  seven  hun- 
dred and  forty-four  students  from  the  parochial  schools  parti- 
cipated. Two  children  were  referred  to  their  family  physician 
for  further  study. 

That  such  a  tremendous  amount  of  work  has  been  done  is 
possible  only  through  the  generosity  of  some  of  the  civic- 
minded  and  kind  friends  of  the  children.  In  their  name  I  am 
most  thankful  and  I  express  my  appreciation  to  all  school  per- 
sonnel for  their  cooperation  —  this  helped  immeasurably  —  and 
also  to  everyone  who  contributed  in  any  way  to  the  success  of 
our  1958  Health  Program. 
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In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  our 
School  Physicians  and  our  Superintendent  of  Schools  who  have 
helped  us  in  the  School  Health  Department  to  carry  out  all 
phases  of  our  work  more  efficiently.

The  sole  purpose  of  the  guidance  program  is  to  help  the 
individual  as  an  individual  and  as  a  member  of  society.  It  is 
the  work  of  the  Guidance  Department  to  get  to  know  each  in- 
di\idual  pupil  as  a  total,  functioning  person  —  his  aptitudes, 
capabilities,  interests,  ambitions,  and  needs  —  and  all  the 
data  that  can  be  acquired  and  used  for  his  advantage. 

What,  then,  are  the  specific  services  of  the  Guidance  De- 
partment? 

1.  Testing:  Tests  are  given  on  all  the  grade  levels.  These 
tests  are  scored,  psychometric  profiles  are  drawm  up  and  the 
results  are  evaluated  in  terms  of  student  needs.  The  tests  are 
only  instruments  to  help  the  counselors  discover  aptitudes, 
needs,  and  interests  of  individuals.  In  addition  to  the  numer- 
ous group  tests,  individual  tests  are  administered  to  students 
who  have  special  problems.

In  1958,  ninety-two  students  visited  a  total  of  sixteen  col- 
leges, nursing,  secretarial,  and  technical  schools. 

In  September,  1958,  a  Girls'  Counselor  in  the  person  of 
Miss  Constance  E.  Langlois  w^as  added  to  our  staff.  Her  help 
in  counseling  the  girls  has  truly  improved  the  guidance 
services. 

3.  College  and  Occupational  Information:  Information 
about  colleges  and  future  occupations  is  readily  had  in  the 
Guidance  Office.  Applications  to  colleges,  local  or  college 
scholarship  information,  and  college  board  examination  bulle- 
tins of  information  are  all  in  the  realm  of  the  guidance  services. 

The  graduating  class  of  1958  was  an  exceptional  one.  Here 
is  a  composite  picture  of  what  happened  to  the  graduates:

4.  Job  Placement:  Part-time  employment  of  pupils  is 
fostered  by  the  placement  organization  of  the  Guidance  De- 
partment. From  January  to  June  1958,  student  employment 
was  very  low.  From  September  to  December  1958,  twenty- 
seven  part-time  jobs  in  local  industries  and  businesses  were 
filled  by  our  students.  Industry  and  business  managers  notify 
the  school  of  such  vacancies,  and  the  guidance  personnel  helps 
to  put  the  right  person  in  the  right  job. 
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Bpmmmendations 

1.  For  the  welfare  of  the  students  who  have  emotional 
problems,  we  would  recommend  that  a  visiting  school  psycholo- 
gist or  psychiatrist  be  provided  for  the  Guidance  Department 
referrals. 

2.  A  remedial  reading  program  should  also  be  introduced 
in  our  school  system  because  many  individuals  need  remedial 
reading  courses.  This  fact  was  again  brou^t  out  in  the  diag- 
nostic reading  tests  administered  in  October. 

In  conclusion,  we  wish  to  thank  Mr.  Robert  L.  Fox  who  is 
forever  encouraging  and  helping  us;  the  School  Nurses,  with- 
out whom  we  would  be  lost  in  many  of  our  special  cases;  the 
school  administrators  who  aid  us  constantly  in  our  daily  en- 
deavors to  help  students;  and,  finally,  we  wish  to  thank  all 
tiie  teachers  for  their  cooperation  in  all  fields  of  our  work. 
\^thout  all  tiiese  co-operating  agencies,  our  guidance  services 
would  be  fruitless.

A  plan  that  has  been  in  my  mind  for  some  time  has  begun 
to  materialize  in  the  form  of  encouraging  music  students  to 
take  private  lessons.  To  that  end  I  have  been  able  to  bring  in  a 
professional  brass  instrument  teacher.  After  the  first  of  the 
year,  another  man,  who  is  a  competent  instructor  on  flute  and 
various  reed  instruments,  will  begin  to  give  lessons.  I  hope  to 
continue  along  these  lines  until  I  have  teachers  for  the  vari- 
ous instruments.  This  idea  could  ver^^  well  be  carried  over  into 
the  string  instruments,  such  as  violin,  cello,  and  string  bass. 

The  social  highlight  of  the  year,  for  the  High  School  Band, 
was  the  Christmas  Party  sponsored  by  the  newly  formed  Band 
Parents'  Club  at  the  Hamilton  Rod  and  Gun  Club.  Dancing 
took  place  from  8:30  P.  M.  to  11  P.  M.  Refreshments  were 
served  and  presents  were  exchanged. 

I  am  indebted  to  the  Superintendent  for  having  seen  fit 
to  purchase  a  new  bass  clarinet  and  an  alto  clarinet  for  the 
Band.  These  instruments  will  be  included  in  the  Band  next 
year  and  they  will  add  substantially  to  the  Band's  tonal  quality.

REPORT  OF  CHORAL  MUSIC  DEPARTMENT 
Grades  VII  -  XII 

JUDITH  A.  BROCKWAY,  Super\dsor 
The  Choral  Music  Department  has  been  very  busy  since 
September,  1958.  In  the  high  school  we  have  formed  two 
groups — the  A  Capella  Chorus,  a  mixed  group  of  members  se- 
lected after  auditions,  and  the  Girls'  Glee  Club  to  which  any 
high  school  girl  with  the  desire  to  sing  may  belong.  Both 
groups  have  appeared  in  school  assem.blies  at  Thanksgiving, 
the  Honor  Society  Induction,  and  two  Christmas  assemblies. 
They  have  also  presented  a  Christmas  program  for  the  Women's 
Fellowship. 

On  November  6,  four  high  school  students  traveled  to 
Shrewsbury  to  take  part  in  the  All  District  Chorus  for  the  first 
rehearsal.  The  next  day  these  same  pupils  again  rehearsed, 
and  that  evening  they  presented  a  concert  at  the  new  Burncoat 
Junior  High  School  in  Worcester. 

Three  of  these  sam.e  students  also  auditioned,  in  Decem- 
ber, for  the  All  State  Chorus.  This  chorus  will  number  about 
150  students  from  Massachusetts  who  have  been  in  the  various 
All  District  Choruses,  and  who  have  been  selected  after  the 
auditions. 

The  Trade  High  School  Chorus  is  made  up  of  twenty-eight 
members,  selected  after  auditions.  These  boys  have  been  re- 
hearsing an  hour  a  week  in  the  Wells  High  School  auditorium. 
Many  of  these  boys  have  very  nice  voices,  and  it  is  gratifying 
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to  have  them  feel  that  they  want  to  make  music  a  part  of  their 
high  school  training. 

The  eighth  graders  have  done  extensive  work  in  music 
theory  to  establish  a  good  foundation  for  accurate  music  read- 
ing and  comprehension.  Without  this  basis,  effective  and  rapid 
sight-reading  is  impossible.  They  have  also  studied  American 
folk  songs  including:  sea  chanteys,  mountain  melodies,  Negro 
spirituals  and  work  songs,  western  songs,  and  square  dance 
tunes. 

Much  study  has  been  put  into  rounds  and  various  types  of 
canon  in  the  seventh  grades.  Work  on  these  two  t\-pes  of 
music  helps  greatly  in  the  development  of  independence  in 
part-singing.  Thanksgiving  and  Christmas  music  Vv^as  dis- 
cussed thoroughly  as  each  occasion  arose,  bringing  in  the  back- 
ground of  the  various  songs,  as  well  as  customs  of  America 
and  foreign  countries  in  connection  with  these  holidays. 

We  are  very  grateful  to  the  School  Committee  for  the  pur- 
chase of  a  new  grand  piano  in  the  high  school.  It  was  very 
much  needed  and  has  already  proved  to  be  a  great  asset. 

I  thank  Mr.  Fox,  Superintendent  of  Schools,  and  all  my 
fellow-teachers  for  their  co-operation,  help,  and  understanding. 
I  should  like  to  urge  the  parents  to  encourage  their  children, 
who  have  any  interest  and  talent  in  music,  to  take  advantage  of 
their  public  school  music  program.  This  music  program  is 
maintained  for  them.  Fuller  participation  will  enable  us  to 
expand  our  activities  and  thereby  benefit  the  students  to  a 
greater  extent.

REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  CAFETERIA 

EDITH       FREEMAN,  Supervisor 

Several  physical  changes  were  made  in  the  cafeteria  this 
past  year.  Partitions  were  removed,  and  new  tables  and  chairs 
were  installed  to  provide  faster  ser\-ice  of  milk  and  ice  cream 
for  the  lunch  carriers.  This  arrangement  also  speeds  up  the 
service  line  of  those  who  partake  of  the  regular  lunches.  At- 
tractive drapes  were  added  to  the  windows,  and  the  walls  were 
decorated.  In  addition  a  new  storeroom  and  a  refrigerator 
room  were  added  for  better  ventilation. 

A  new  State  Law  requires  that  teachers  receive  one  half 
hour  for  lunch;  accordingly,  the  lunch  hour  has  been  extended. 
Three  women  have  been  hired  to  supervise  children  during  a 
two-hour  period  so  that  teachers  can  be  relieved  of  this  duty. 

The  number  of  lunches  served  daily  is  gradually  increas- 
ing. The  highlights  of  the  year  were  the  Thanksgiving  and 
Christmas  dinners  serving  540. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  Southbridge  Evening  Women's 
Club  for  the  generous  contribution  for  free  lunches  and  milk 
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for  needy  children.    This  provided  the  hot  lunches  so  essen- 
tial to  them.

REPORT  OF  PHYSICAL  EDUCATION  DEPARTMENT 

DR.  LEWIS  A.  KYRIOS,  Director 

The  purpose  of  our  Physical  Education  Program  is  to  de- 
velop each  individual  to  his  greatest  possible  physical  capacity 
within  the  range  of  accepted  educational  objectives.  This 
physical  capacity  implies  development  of  skill  and  ability,  as 
veil  as  organic  development.  Strength,  vigor,  vitality,  and 
neuromuscular  coordination  must  be  a  part  of  the  development 
of  the  physical  capacities  of  youth. 

Our  Physical  Education  Program  has  been  organized  into 
three  distinct  phases:  gym  classes,  the  controlled  recess  pro- 
gram, and  the  after-school  athletic  program. 

Regular  gym  classes  are  offered  to  all  the  students  in 
grades  six,  seven,  the  Special  Classes,  and  the  students  of  the 
Cole  Trade  High  School.  One  period  a  week  is  allocated  for 
this  purpose.  The  following  units  are  a  part  of  the  program: 
formalized  activities,  stunts,  self-testing  activities,  tumbling, 
pyramid  skills,  group  games,  and  testing.  The  activities  se- 
lected are  based  on  the  abilities  of  each  grade. 

The  controlled  recess  program  has  been  planned  for  all 
students  in  grades  one  to  five  inclusive.  It  has  been  designed 
to  provide  students  with  opportunities  to  learn  basic  skills;  to 
develop  good  health  and  safety  habits;  and  to  encourage  lead- 
ership and  good  sportsmanship.  Twenty  minutes  a  day  is 
given  to  each  grade  for  this  program.  A  definite  time  schedule 
has  been  introduced  to  allow  maximum  use  of  area  facilities 
and  equipment,  and  to  insure  safe  participation  for  all  students. 

In  the  after-school  athletic  program,  boys  play  touch  foot-  * 
ball,  basketball,  and  baseball,  while  the  girls  participate  in  bas- 
ketball and  Softball.  All  the  students  participating  in  these 
activities  are  properly  clothed  and  supervised  by  their  coaches. 
Opportunity  for  participation  is  the  theme  of  this  phase  of  our 
Physical  Education  Program. 

Physical  Fitness  and  Proficiency  Tests.  The  purpose  of 
these  tests  is  to  stimulate  the  interest  and  effort  of  our  stu- 
dents toward  physical  fitness  by  providing  progressive  tests  of 
speed,  strength,  agility,  and  endurance  as  standards  against 
which  they  may  match  their  abilities  and  their  progress.  The 
results  are  evaluated  and  used  as  bases  for  adjustments  in  our 
Physical  Education  Program.  All  the  students  of  Cole  Trade 
High  School  were  given  a  series  of  these  tests  which  included 
the  following  events:  sprints,  sit-up,  pull-up,  standing  broad 
jump,  push-up,  and  walk  and  run.  A  certificate  of  achieve- 
ment was  issued  to  each  individual  who  passed  the  tests. 
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The  results  indicated  that  over  seventy  percent  of  the  students 
have  successfully  passed  the  requirements.  The  results  also 
revealed  that  special  attention  to  certain  phases  of  physical 
fitness  is  needed.  In  this  area  of  special  attention  the  program 
has  been  adjusted. 


REPORT  OF  ART  DEPARTMENT 
CLAIEE  BIRTZ,  Director 
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A  modem  art  room  woiild,  of  necessity,  include  a  painting 
area  and  a  craft  center,  with  small  kiln  and  space  to  store  and 
to  display  work  done  by  students.  Such  a  room  could  be  of 
great  interest  to  students  who  are  not  particularly  adept  in 
fine  arts  but  who  derive  great  satisfaction  from  doing  things 
with  their  hands.  New  Englanders  have  always  been  noted 
for  their  skills  and  craftsmanship. 

With  the  great  re^'ival  of  all  types  of  arts  and  crafts,  we 
may  be  able  to  encourage  potentially  outstanding  craftsmen  in 
our  midst.  There  should  be  a  teadber  in  the  art  room  at  all 
times  so  that  students  could  come  in  and  work  as  they  wish  to 
do  in  their  leisure  time. 
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A  combination  of  studio  and  craft  center  could  become  the 
focal  point  not  only  of  high  school  students  but  also  of  our 
townspeople,  too.  Many  adults  in  Southbridge  are  interested 
in  art,  but  there  are  few  opportunities  for  them  to  view  the 
many  fine  exhibitions  which  could  be  brought  to  a  good  art 
center. 

A  modern  art  center  in  our  high  school  not  only  would 
enrich  the  lives  of  the  whole  student  body,  but  could  with 
proper  guidance  become  the  cultural  center  of  our  town  be- 
cause art  is  helpful  to  many  people  in  many  ways.  Art  is  for 
everyone.

REPORT  OF  ADULT  CIVIC  EDUCATION  DEPARTMENT 

CONSTANCE  M.  L'ECUYER,  Director 

There  have  been  a  few  changes  made  in  the  Immigration 
and  Naturalization  laws  which  have  a  bearing  on  the  children 
of  American-born  citizens  and  the  children  of  naturalized  citi- 
zens who  have  been  living  outside  the  United  States.  The 
children  can,  up  to  the  day  of  their  twenty-first  birthday,  gain 
citizenship  through  their  parents.  This  is  called  Derivative 
Citizenship  and  can  be  derived  through  either  parent.  In  the 
last  few  years  only  children  under  sixteen  could  be  so  accom- 
modated. Wives  or  husbands  of  citizens  can  file  after  three 
years  of  residence  in  the  United  States. 

Everyone  must  still  submit  to  fingerprinting  before  being 
called  for  questioning.  The  Southbridge  Police  Department  is 
always  willing  to  do  this  for  anyone  who  desires  such  a  service. 
The  person  applying  for  citizenship  does  not  have  to  go  to  Wor- 
cester for  this  fingerprinting. 

A  person  who  is  over  fifty  years  of  age  and  who  has  lived 
in  the  United  States  at  least  twenty  years  is  not  required  to 
read  or  write  the  English  language.  He  is  required,  however, 
to  understand  and  to  know  American  History  and  Government. 
An  interpreter  may  go  with  him  when  he  is  questioned. 

The  primary  aim  in  our  Evening  Adult  Civic  Education 
classes  is  to  give  these  newcomers  to  the  United  States  an  im- 
mediate English  speaking-  and  reading-vocabulary.  This  year 
we  have  many  Puerto  Ricans  attending  evening  classes.  Al- 
though these  people  are  citizens,  their  knowledge  of  the  lan- 
guage is  most  limited,  and  they  are  very  eager  to  learn.  It  was 
with  trepidation  that  they  came  to  school  at  first  because  they 
thought  the  community  was  hostile  to  them.  When  they 
learned  that  so  many  countries  were  represented  in  the  classes 
and  each  was  anxious  to  learn  and  make  a  new  start  in  life, 
their  attitude  and  effort  changed.  Socially  and  emotionally, 
there  was  immediate  favorable  reaction. 

Most  of  the  people  attending  classes  this  year  have  had 
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their  education  cut  short  because  of  war  in  Europe.  These 
adults,  with  children  of  their  own,  are  most  anxious  to  learn  in 
order  to  keep  up  with  the  little  ones.  They  seek  correct  speech 
and  grammar,  and  they  practice  this  in  the  Intermediate  class. 
Beginners  wish  comprehension  of  reading  and  correct  pro- 
nunciation. 

Ages  in  our  classes  this  year  run  from  7  years  to  65  years. 
The  greatest  number  are  in  the  twenty-to-forty  age  group. 

As  the  local  Civic  Education  Director,  I  have  been  pleased 
to  have  mothers  who  were  born  here,  but  who  have  been  re- 
cently naturalized,  immediately  have  all  papers  made  out  for 
the  whole  family  of  children  and  also  the  father.  In  this  way, 
the  children  will  be  eligible  for  Derivative  Citizenship,  and 
the  father  can  obtain  citizenship  faster  than  he  could  alone. 

The  Community  is  certainly  fulfilling  its  obligation  and  re- 
sponsibility to  those  desiring  help.  During  the  year,  the  filing 
of  papers,  filling  out  of  applications,  provision  for  the  immigra- 
tion of  parents  or  relatives,  and  assistance  with  the  Alien  Ad- 
dress Reports  are  given. 

Private  help  to  people  who  follow  a  Home  Study  Course  is 
given.  These  people  are  unable  to  attend  regular  evening 
classes.  Thus,  the  Adult  Civic  Education  Division  of  the  South- 
bridge  School  Department  tries  in  every  way  to  fulfill  its  func- 
tion of  giving  aid  to  recent  immigrants  to  these  shores,  as  well 
as  to  those  who  have  been  with  us  for  a  longer  period  of  time. 
It  is  willing  to  help  at  all  times. 

ANNUAL  MUSIC  REPORT 

GAIL  M.  GRIFFIN 
Elementary  Vocal  Music  Supervisor 

During  the  past  year  the  many  changes  in  the  elementary 
school  administration  in  Southbridge  have  necessitated  cor- 
responding changes  in  the  music  program.  In  some  cases  these 
changes  have  been,  I  feel,  for  the  better,  but,  unfortunately, 
this  has  not  always  been  the  rule.  Below  I  will  list  some  of 
the  differences  in  the  music  program  of  this  year  compared  to 
that  of  last  year  at  the  same  time. 

This  year  all  supervisors  (art,  music,  band,  and  physical 
education)  are  teaching  in  the  same  building  on  the  same  day. 
For  example,  on  Mondays,  all  supervisors  teach  at  the  Charlton 
Street  School.  In  some  ways  this  system  has  proved  to  be  most 
beneficial  to  teachers,  students,  and  supervisors.  I  find  that 
there  is  a  much  better  correlation  between  subjects  than  there 
was  in  the  past.  This  is  especially  true  of  music  and  art.  But 
the  system  can  also  cause  confusion,  especially  in  the  lower 
grades.  I  have  noticed  that  in  the  lower  grades  the  children 
become  so  excited  that  it  is  difficult  for  them  to  concentrate  on 
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the  present  subject.  Sometimes  by  mid-afternoon,  the  children 
are  too  tired  to  accomplish  very  much.  Also,  the  music  classes 
have  not  been  able  to  use  the  gyms  for  folk  or  square  dancing 
or  musical  games  because  the  gyms  are  being  used  by  the  phy- 
sical education  classes.  However,  I  feel  that  both  these  com- 
plaints are  small  matters  and  may  be  completely  eliminated  as 
time  goes  on  and  the  programs  run  more  smoothly. 

This  past  year  all  the  grades  with  the  exception  of  the  first, 
have  concentrated  a  great  deal  on  music  theory,  and  the  study 
of  the  famous  composers.  This  phase  of  music  study  has  al- 
ready begun  to  yield  dividends  as  the  children  have  become 
more  aware  of  the  classical  music  that  they  hear  on  the  radio 
and  television.  In  order  to  appreciate  classical  music  it  is  nec- 
essary to  first  understand  it.  With  understanding  comes  toler- 
ance and  discrimination.  Young  boys  and  girls  are  not  so  apt 
to  condemn  operas  and  symphonies  when  they  have  heard  and 
discussed  examples  of  each,  and  they  may  even  discover,  to 
their  surpirse,  that  they  may  like  what  they  hear.  In  the  next 
few  weeks  the  third  and  fourth  graders  are  going  to  be  tested 
on  the  theory  of  note  reading  and  finding  "do"  that  they  have 
studied.  The  fifth  and  sixth  graders  will  also  be  tested  on 
their  increased  knowledge  of  these  subjects  plus  time,  rhythm, 
musical  definitions,  and  famous  composers.  In  the  near  future 
these  grades  plan  to  hear  some  of  the  works  written  by  these 
men  that  they  have  studied  about.  Of  course,  the  second  grad- 
ers only  skim  the  surface  of  musical  theory.  But  these  young- 
sters have  been  learning  the  scale,  and  in  some  cases,  have 
started  to  learn  something  about  rhythm  in  music.  First  grad- 
ers listen  and  learn  by  imitating. 

The  fifth  and  sixth  graders  have  begun  to  do  some  indi- 
vidual work  on  to  auto-harp,  a  simple  stringed  instrument  that 
can  easily  be  operated  to  produce  a  pleasing  song.  As  the  year 
progresses  we  plan  to  spend  much  more  time  on  this  instru- 
ment, as  it  is  especially  effective  as  an  accompaniment  to  sing- 
ing. Although  it  will  take  the  children  some  time  before  they 
can  produce  a  tune  on  the  auto-harp  I  feel  that  the  extra  work 
is  worth  while  because  people  learn  more  readily  by  doing  than 
by  listening.  This  instrument  will  be  invaluable  in  two  and 
three  part  singing. 

When  the  weather  is  more  pleasant  I  plan  to  take  the  chil- 
dren outside  for  a  musical  game  and  dancing  lesson.  These 
active  sessions  are  most  enjoyable  and  relieve  the  monotony 
of  indoor  singing  lessons. 

It  is  evident  that  the  work  in  the  past  year  in  theory,  note 
reading,  singing  and  dancing  has  been  beneficial  to  a  great 
number  of  the  pupils.  They  have  become  increasingly  aware 
of  the  ever-broadening  horizons  of  music  in  the  world  of  today. 
This  is  most  important;  because  in  this  modern  age  of  tele- 
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vision,  radios,  movies,  record  give-aways,  and  record  players, 
the  man  who  does  not  like  music  and  can  not  understand 
it  is  truly  unhappy.  Music  is  all  around  us;  we  can  not  escape 
it  no  matter  how  hard  we  may  try!

REPORT  OF  THE  AUDIO-VISUAL  AIDS  DEPARTMENT 

EDWARD  J.  DESROCHES,  Director 
Education  at  this  moment  is  profoundly  stirred.  In  a  sense 
a  great  awakening  is  taking  place.  And  most  significant,  the 
stirring  appears  to  be  coming  from  within.  Broad  and  funda- 
mental changes  are  beginning  to  form  in  the  minds  of  educa- 
tors generally.  It  is  almost  universally  agreed  that  the  next 
ten  years  can  witness  the  most  striking  progress  in  the  whole 
history  of  education.  A  major  part  of  this  progress,  it  is  fur- 
ther agreed,  will  be  in  the  area  of  instructional  methods  and 
materials. 

The  problems  of  education  —  bulging  enrollments,  short- 
ages of  classrooms  and  teachers,  rapid  and  extensive  increases 
in  knowledge  to  be  taught,  and  a  world  in  which  that  knowl- 
edge and  its  intelligent  application  have  suddenly  become 
vital  —  are  forcing  upon  us  a  complete  re-evaluation  of  our 
entire  instructional  program.  This,  in  turn,  is  leading  to  an 
even  greater  recognition  of  the  indispensable  role  played  by 
audio-visual  materials  in  the  instructional  program. 

The  National  Defense  Education  Act  which  will  provide 
matching  funds  to  communities  for  the  purchase  of  audio- 
visual materials  and  equipment  is  itself  dramatic  testimony 
of  the  kind  of  recognition  the  Federal  Government  is  giving 
to  the  audio-visual  movement.  Certain  states  are  now  re- 
quiring teachers  to  show  at  least  three  semester  hours  of  work 
in  audio-visual  education  before  certification  is  granted.  Most 
schools  of  education  today  require  training  in  audio-visual  edu- 
cation before  graduation. 

Such  is  the  status  of  audio-visual  instruction  today,  and  it 
is  in  such  a  context  that  our  audio-visual  program  should  be 
viewed. 

Change  of  Locaiion 

As  part  of  the  over-all  plan  to  increase  the  educational 
facilities  of  the  High  School  —  new  science  room,  school  li- 
brary, etc.  —  the  Audio- Visual  Aids  Department  was  moved  to 
a  newly  created  room  immediately  adjoining  the  area  which 
will  eventually  serve  as  our  school  library.  This  is  a  very 
logical  and  desirable  change.  It  represents  the  type  of  facility 
organization  that  is  incorporated  in  most  well-planned  educa- 
tional plants.  By  joining  the  audio- visual  department  with  the 
library,  the  services  of  both  as  resource  areas  of  educational 
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materials  are  greatly  facilitated.  The  teacher's  needs  for  educa- 
tional materials  are  completely  satisfied  in  one  main  location. 
This  usually  encourages  the  teacher  to  make  greater  use  of  both 
services;  and  this,  in  turn,  usually  results  in  a  more  enriched 
educational  program.  That  should  be  our  aim  and  the  sole 
purpose  for  the  existence  of  the  Audio- Visual  Aids  Department. 

Teacher  Training 

Training  periods  in  the  operation  and  use  of  the  16mm 
sound  projector  were  conducted  in  each  elementary  school 
during  the  month  of  September.  The  program  gave  every 
elementary  teacher  an  opportunity  to  develop  the  skills  needed 
for  the  efficient  use  of  this  important  tool  of  education. 

As  a  result,  more  elementary  teachers  are  now  operating 
their  own  projectors  instead  of  depending  on  fellow  teachers 
or  the  building  principal.  This  is  an  encouraging  development. 
It  should  undoubtedly  lead  to  a  more  extensive  use  of  the  in- 
structional film  in  our  educational  program. 

Projectionist  Squad 

Students  selected  and  trained  by  the  director  in  the  use 
and  care  of  audio-visual  equipment  and  materials  make  up  the 
Projectionist  Squad.  These  students  render  an  invaluable 
service  to  the  Department  and  to  the  teachers. 

Under  the  supervision  of  the  director,  they  receive,  check, 
and  deliver  materials;  splice  films;  prepare  films  for  mailing; 
help  in  the  cataloging  of  new  materials;  operate  the  PA  sys- 
tem at  assemblies  and  dances;  set  up  various  pieces  of  audio- 
visual equipment  for  teachers;  and,  when  necessary,  operate 
the  equipment  for  teachers. 

Audio- Visual  Uses 

The  educational  film  continued  to  receive  the  greatest 
emphasis  in  the  instructional  program  during  1958.  A  total  of 
230  films  were  used  in  the  following  programs:  Elementary, 
High  School,  Trade  School,  and  Guidance. 

Films  used  in  the  elementary  schools  were  selected  by 
grades  in  the  spring  when  all  elementary  school  teachers  met 
with  the  director  in  the  High  School  cafeteria.  Organized  by 
grades,  they  selected  their  films  for  the  coming  school  year. 
Then,  as  soon  as  the  director  had  booked  all  films,  a  master 
film  schedule,  showing  all  films  coming  into  the  building,  was 
prepared  and  given  to  each  building  principal  to  post  on  the 
office  bulletin  board.  Along  with  the  master  schedule,  each 
teacher  received  her  own  individual  schedule  of  the  films  which 
she  had  selected  together  with  other  teachers  of  the  same 
grade.   In  this  way,  each  teacher  knew  well  in  advance  the 


film  she  was  to  use.  Knowing  this,  she  could  then  proceed  to 
prepare  her  class  for  the  coming  film  and  thus  really  "use" 
the  film  instead  of  merely  showing  it. 

Another  valuable  help  provided  for  the  teacher  was  the 
"Teacher's  Guide".  Every  film  used  in  the  program  was 
accompanied  by  a  "Teacher's  Guide".  The  director  placed  in 
each  elementary  school  a  loose-leaf  folder  containing  a  guide 
for  each  film  coming  to  the  building.  Distribution  of  the  ap- 
propriate guides  to  teachers  was  done  by  the  building  princi- 
pal a  week  before  the  films  were  due  to  arrive  at  the  school. 
Since  each  guide  introduces  the  teacher  to  film  content,  meth- 
ods and  techniques  of  use,  and  follow-up  activities,  it  becomes 
another  real  help  to  the  conscientious  teacher. 

In  addition  to  the  film,  the  other  instructional  materials 
which  received  the  most  attention  during  1958  were  the  film- 
strip,  lantern  slide,  record,  and  tape  recording. 

Kew  Equipmenl  and  Materials 

One  of  the  main  objectives  of  the  Audio- Visual  Aids  De- 
partment was  finally  achieved  in  1958  by  the  purchase  of  a  new 
Bell  and  Howell  sound  projector. 

The  placement  of  this  piece  of  equipment  at  Eastford  Road 
School  marked  an  important  milestone  in  the  audio-visual 
program.  It  is  the  last  school  to  be  equipped  with  a  sound 
projector  of  its  own.  Now  every  school  in  the  system  has  its 
own  projector.  With  this  important  teaching  tool  right  in  the 
building,  readily  available  to  teachers  every  day  of  the  week, 
more  extensive  use  of  the  educational  film  will  be  greatly 
facilitated. 

A  filmstrip  cabinet  with  a  storage  capacity  of  1080  film- 
strips  was  also  purchased  in  1958.  A  complete  plan  for  storing, 
checking,  and  distributing  filmstrips  came  with  the  cabinet. 
To  take  advantage  of  the  plan  necessitated  a  complete  re- 
cataloging  of  all  filmstrips  in  the  Department.  This  was 
done  because  it  was  felt  that  the  added  features  of  the  plan 
certainly  justified  the  additional  work.  A  new  catalog  using 
the  format  suggested  will  be  completed  and  distributed  to  the 
teachers  in  the  early  part  of  1959. 

Other  materials  purchased  in  1958  included  tapes,  records, 
and  filmstrips.  All  were  purchased  at  the  request  of  teachers 
who  had  viewed  or  auditioned  the  materials. 

Communily  Service 

During  the  year,  the  services  of  the  Department  were  ex- 
tended to  many  organizations  in  the  community.  Equipment 
and  operators  (in  some  cases  the  director  himself)  were  pro- 
vided for  the  following:  Junior  Chamber  of  Commerce,  Rotary 
Club,  Knights  of  Columbus,  Exchange  Club,  Mothers  Club, 
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Association  for  the  Mentally  Retarded,  Pilsudski  Polish-Amer- 
ican Club,  Office  of  Civil  Defense,  Boosters  Club,  Sitzmarkers 
Ski  Club,  and  the  Jacob  Edwards  Public  Library.

The  Board  of  Selectmen  met  and  organized  on  March  9, 
1959.  Raymond  J.  Lataille  was  voted  Chairman,  Armand  O. 
DeGrenier,  Clerk,  and  Peter  Graf,  third  member.  Mrs.  Doris 
Nolan  was  appointed  as  Assistant  Clerk. 

Many  important  projects  came  up  during  the  year  and 
major  decisions  had  to  be  made  for  the  best  interests  of  the 
townspeople. 

AMBULANCE 

After  weeks  of  intense  study  the  delicate  question  of  am- 
bulance service  was  resolved  and  the  Board,  following  the  ad- 
vice of  Town  Counsel,  Harold  C.  Peterson,  Jr.,  voted  unlimited 
service  to  all  residents  w^hile  restricting  such  service  to  South- 
bridge  only. 

WESTVILLE  DAM  AND 
RECREATION  AREA 

Many  meetings  have  been  held  in  connection  with  this 
project  and  it  is  certain  many  more  will  be  called  during  1960. 
At  this  point,  many  decisions  remain  to  be  settled  and  this 
Board  is  maintaining  contact  with  Engineers  in  the  hope  of  an 
early  settlement  and  beginning  of  this  very  important  flood 
control  and  recreational  undertaking.  An  informative,  well 
attended  public  meeting  was  held  on  Dec.  8,  1959,  at  which 
General  Adlen  Sibley  was  principal  speaker,  introduced  by 
Mr.  Samuel  T.  Sheard.  A  question  and  answer  period  followed 
and  many  points  of  interest  to  persons  involved  were  answered. 
This  Board  is  on  record  in  favor  of  a  recreational  pool  at  the 
site  and  everything  possible  is  being  done  to  ensure  it. 

STREET  LIGHTS 

Following  its  former  actions,  this  Board  expanded  the  in- 
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creased  lighting  program  and,  inasmuch  as  appropriation  will 
allow,  will  continue  this  much  needed  service. 

ANNUAL  TOWN  MEETING 

As  in  the  past  two  years  this  Board  has  called  the  1960  An- 
nual Town  Meeting  at  the  Strand  Theater.  This  action  is  due 
to  increased  requests  by  citizens  in  view  of  the  greater  com- 
fort, more  adequate  facilities  and  lack  of  stairs  and  will,  in  all 
probability,  become  a  yearly  must. 

CHAPTER  90  PLEASANT  STREET 

Public  Hearings  were  held  and  many  individual  meetings 
in  connection  with  the  reconstruction  of  Pleasant  Street.  This 
Board  hopes  that  continued  construction  will  eventually  result 
in  the  entire  street  being  renewed,  thus  providing  adequate 
access  to  the  Southbridge  Municipal  Airport,  in  addition  to 
serving  residents  of  the  area. 

WATER  — MORRIS  STREET 

After  hearings  and  meetings  with  the  Department  of  Pub- 
lic Utilities  and  the  Southbridge  Water  Supply  Co.,  a  satis- 
factory working  plan  has  been  submitted  for  approval  and  resi- 
dents of  this  area  will  soon  enjoy  increased  water  service  to 
the  satisfaction  of  all  concerned  and  a  new  development  area 
will  be  served  as  well.

The  Southbridge  Public  Improvement  Committee,  at  the 
end  of  its  third  year,  was  made  up  as  follows:

The  following  is  a  listing  of  problems  considered  and  the 
action  taken  on  them  during  the  year  1959. 

a.  Town  Hall  Facilities  —  The  report  prepared  for  the 
Committee  by  Bigelow,  Kent,  Willard  &  Co.,  consisting  of  a 
survey  of  the  existing  Town  Hall  building  and  proposing  a  new 
Town  Office  building,  was  presented  during  the  early  part  of 
1959.  An  Article  was  introduced  in  the  Warrant  for  the  1959 
Annual  Town  Meeting  requesting  consideration  of  the  con- 
struction of  a  new  Town  Office  building  but  because  of  the 
amount  of  money  involved  in  the  construction  of  a  new  high 
school  building,  this  Committee  merely  presented  its  report 
for  consideration  and  evaluation  by  the  Town's  people.  No 
action  was  requested  at  this  meeting,  and  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee's recommendation  of  indefinite  postponement  was  ac- 
cepted. The  conditions  which  exist  in  the  Town  Hall  continue 
to  be  a  serious  problem  but  it  is  presently  the  belief  of  the  Com- 
mittee that  further  consideration  of  Urban  Renewal  is  desir- 
able at  this  time  and  it  is  expected  that  consideration  of  the 
Town  Office  building  will  be  correlated  with  Urban  Renewal 
considerations. 

b.  Parking  Facilities  —  Rental  of  the  property  at  the  cor- 
ner of  Goddard  and  Main  Streets  was  continued  during  the 
early  part  of  1959.  However,  the  property  owners  elected  to 
discontinue  the  agreement  with  the  Town  and  this  property 
was  rented  by  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  for  a  period  of  time. 
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Later  in  the  year  arrangements  were  made  whereby  the  rental 
of  this  property  was  again  continued  under  the  Town.  It  is  our 
recommendation  that  arrangements  be  made  for  the  continued 
use  of  this  property  until  such  time  as  other  facilities  are  made 
available. 

c.  Property  Revaluation  —  No  additional  work  has  been 
done  by  this  Committee  on  the  problem  of  property  revalua- 
tion. Our  position  of  having  no  evidence  sufficient  to  substan- 
tiate the  cost  remains  unchanged. 

cL  Town  Infirmary  —  The  position  of  this  Committee  as 
to  the  disposal  of  the  Town  Infirmary  remains  unchanged.  At 
the  present  time  the  property  is  being  appraised  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  it  is  expected  that 
the  Selectmen  will  cause  to  have  incorporated  in  the  Warrant 
for  the  March  1960  Annual  Town  Meeting,  an  Article  author- 
izing disposal  of  this  property  for  a  sum  not  less  than  the  ap- 
praised value. 

e  Inventory  —  Attention  is  called  to  the  inventory  of 
Town-owned  materials  taken  during  1957  and  turned  over  to 
the  Town  Accountant  with  recommendation  that  action  be 
taken  to  keep  this  inventory  up  to  date  by  posting  new  pur- 
chases and  deleting  material  worn  out  or  otherwise  lost  to 
use.  We  continue  to  strongly  urge  that  the  Selectmen  and  the 
Finance  Committee  follow  this  annually. 

f.  Urban  Renewal  —  Through  the  efforts  of  the  Tri-Com- 
munity  Chamber  of  Commerce,  considerable  interest  has  been 
shown  in  the  possibility  of  making  use  of  state  and  federal 
funds  for  an  Urban  Renewal  Program.  This  Committee  is 
actively  interested  in  cooperation  with  other  committees  and 
groups,  in  attempting  to  correlate  action  to  the  end  that  the 
Town  of  Southbridge  will  achieve  the  most  benefit  from  such 
a  program.  We  are  pleased  to  note  that  the  Planning  Board 
has  already  taken  steps  to  contact  a  firm  with  reference  to  the 
preparation  of  a  master  plan  which  is  one  of  the  first  steps  nec- 
essary in  an  Urban  Renewal  Program. 

g.  General  —  One  of  the  items  that  has  received  consid- 
erable discussion  throughout  the  Town  during  1959,  has  been 
the  condition  of  the  Town  Sewage  System,  specifically  as  re- 
lated to  the  North  Street-Crystal  Street  area.  It  is  considered 
regrettable  by  this  committee  that  action  to  alleviate  conditions 
which  are  reported  to  exist  in  this  vicinity  has  not  been  taken 
more  rapidly  than  it  has.  Regardless  of  specific  statements 
made  associated  with  the  causes  of  the  problem,  it  has  been 
a  known  fact  for  quite  a  number  of  years  that  private  drains  of 
surface  water  and  inadequate  underground  piping  have  re- 
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suited  in  an  excessive  flow  through  the  sewage  system.  The 
right  of  the  Sewer  Committee  to  take  legal  action  against 
parties  having  surface  drains  dumping  into  the  sewer  lines  is 
clear  and  we  strongly  urge  that  this  type  of  action  be  initiated 
immediately. 

In  our  1958  Report,  we  urged  that  the  Finance  Committee 
and  others  take  steps  to  prevent  the  withdrawal  of  funds  from 
the  Parking  Meter  Account  in  order  that  that  fund  increase 
to  the  point  where  it  might  be  suitable  for  procurement  of  Off- 
Street  Parking  Areas.  We  again  call  attention  to  the  fact  that 
more  money  is  being  taken  out  of  the  Parking  Meter  Receipts 
than  is  being  received  each  year  and  we  urgently  request  that 
the  Finance  Committee  take  action  THIS  year  to  permit  this 
account  to  grow  into  a  sizeable  amount  as  was  intended  when 
the  Parking  Meters  were  originally  authorized  by  the  voters  of 
Southbridge. 

During  the  year  the  Committee  accepted  with  regret  the 
resignations  of  John  Rossi  and  Joseph  Swiacki.  The  Commit- 
tee was  pleased  to  have  appointed  as  new  members  Albert  Di- 
Gregorio  and  Dr.  Bernard  Walkowiak.  The  Committee  has 
continued  to  receive  excellent  cooperation  from  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  and  other  Town  Officials.  We  express  our  appre- 
ciation to  the  other  citizens  of  the  Town  of  Southbridge  who 
have  aided  and  encouraged  us.  We  hope  we  will  continue  to 
warrant  their  support.

REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN 

Our  circulation  figures  dropped  somewhat  over  the  1958 
high.  While  there  was  a  gain  in  adult  non-fiction,  other  areas 
showed  a  loss.  However,  they  are  still  substantially  higher 
than  the  past  few  years. 

The  only  flaws  during  the  year  were  the  increasingly 
serious  problem  of  book  mutilation  and  the  discontinuance  of 
the  children's  art  classes  in  the  fall  for  lack  of  a  teacher. 

In  October  the  staff  regretted  the  resignation  of  John  O. 
Martin,  Trustee  since  1946,  who  will  move  to  the  Southwest. 
Attorney  John  J.  O'Shaughnessy  was  appointed  by  New  Eng- 
land Trust  in  December  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

Early  in  the  year  the  group,  "Great  Decisions  1959,"  held 
its  series  of  meetings  in  the  library.  A  Great  Books  Group, 
formed  in  the  fall,  gives  promise  of  a  good  future.  The  March 
15  issue  of  "Library  Journal"  featured  our  library  in  a  full 
page  advertisement. 

To  expedite  circulation  of  best  sellers,  the  library  sub- 
scribed to  the  services  of  McNaughton  Libraries,  Inc.  Books 
are  rented  to  the  library  and  received  ready  to  circulate.  This 
makes  books  in  demand  more  readily  available,  cuts  down  on 
processing  and  reduces  purchases  of  duplicates  to  meet  tem- 
porary demand. 

National  Library  Week,  April  12-18,  was  observed  under 
the  co-chairmenship  of  John  J.  O'Shaughnessy  and  Mrs.  Alex- 
ander Constantine.  With  a  large  committee,  they  sponsored 
a  speakers'  bureau,  poster  contest,  old  book  contest,  newspaper 
quiz  and  13  store  displays.  The  library  was  flood-lighted  dur- 
ing the  week.  Clergymen  cooperated  with  announcements  and 
poster  displays  within  their  churches. 

During  the  observance,  Paul  Roy  donated  a  grocery  cart 
for  the  use  of  mothers  with  small  children.   Afterwards,  Bud 
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Canty  offered  to  co-sponsor  a  booth  for  the  library  at  the  Ex- 
change Club's  Progress  Show  and  the  offer  accepted. 

During  the  summer  the  Fifty  Star  Reading  Club  observed 
the  admittance  of  Hawaii  and  Alaska  to  the  Union.  There  were 
108  members  in  the  junior  group  and  56  in  the  senior  group. 
Miss  Genevieve  Hetu,  who  had  taught  in  Alaska,  entertained 
the  members  at  one  meeting  with  slides  and  souvenirs.  The 
Notre  Dame  Youth  Orchestra  performed  at  the  final  meeting 
when  refreshments  were  served. 

During  Book  Week  in  November  the  annual  Creative  Writ- 
ing Contest  was  held  and  the  librarian  was  heavily  scheduled 
for  stories  and  book  talks  in  the  schools. 

The  year  was  significant  for  the  intensive  use  made  by 
high  schools,  public  and  parochial,  of  instruction  by  the  li- 
brarian in  the  use  of  library  materials.  This  has,  of  course, 
brought  on  another  problem  —  greatly  increased  use  of  library 
facilities  with  accompanying  disciplinary  problems. 

Wednesday  afternoon  movies  continue  to  attract  appre- 
ciative children  as  well  as  Brownie  and  Cub  Scout  groups.  The 
Children's  Room  is  attracting  such  large  numbers  after  school 
as  to  make  it  difficult  to  carry  on  such  extra  activities.  While 
circulation  of  materials  dropped  somewhat,  use  within  the 
room  has  increased  alarmingly. 

During  the  year  the  librarian  was  invited  to  talk  before  the 
Ministerial  Association,  the  National  Secretaries'  Association, 
and  the  Congregation  Ben  Zion  Ohavath.  There  were  two  ap- 
pearances on  Esther  Costa's  "Over  the  Back  Fence,"  Station 


The  librarian  attended  the  American  Library  Association 
convention  in  Washington,  D.  C,  and  Bay  Path  Library  As- 
sociation meetings  in  Shrewsbury  and  Hudson.  At  the  latter, 
she  served  on  a  panel  discussion  on  public  relations.  The  Chair- 
man of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  the  librarian  attended  the 
Massachusetts  Library  Trustees  Association  meeting  at  the 
Publick  House  in  September. 

Station  WESO,  The  Southbridge  Evening  News  and  the 
Police  Department  co-operated  above  and  beyond  to  make  the 
library  run  more  smoothly.  Mrs.  Joseph  Patry,  Mrs.  Alexan- 
der Constantine  and  Edward  Zuiss  volunteered  many  hours  of 
needed  help.  They  are  gratefully  thanked  along  with  the  fine 
staff  and  the  outstanding  Board  of  Trustees.

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Southbridge: 

The  total  welfare  cost  for  the  year  1959  was  $508,648.58  of 
which  $165,947.26  was  for  medical  expenses.  The  reimburse- 
ments from  the  state  and  federal,  refunds  and  recoveries 
totaled  $384,817.79.  The  net  welfare  cost  to  the  town  for  1959— 
$123,830.71. 

The  total  cost  in  addition  to  the  medical  expenses  includes: 
aid  in  kind,  cash  grants,  salaries,  administration  expenses,  and 
purchase  of  equipment. 

An  average  of  four  hundred  ten  cases  a  month  were  aided 
during  the  year  1959,  of  which  two  hundred  fifteen  cases  re- 
ceived medical  care.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 
Gentlemen: 

I  herewith  submit  my  report  for  the  Tree  Warden  Depart- 
ment for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1959. 

The  past  year  46  dead  trees  were  cut  do\\Ti  and  removed. 
Deadwood  and  broken  branches  were  pruned  out  of  town- 
owned  trees,  and  eight  stumps  were  removed.  Tree  preser\'a- 
tive  was  applied  to  cavities  that  needed  repainting.  3  trees 
that  were  split  were  braced  and  cabled. 

22  Town-owned  trees  on  Main  Street  were  fed  that  were 
hurt  by  the  previous  drouths.  And  to  improve  the  appearance 
and  condition  of  the  trees  to  enable  the  trees  better  to  with- 
stand future  attacks  by  parasites. 

With  State  help  12  dead  and  diseased  town  trees  were  cut 
down  and  removed. 

The  Oak  tree  on  Harding  Court  was  cut  down  and  removed 
to  widen  street  for  snow  plowing,  and  the  Maple  tree  on  Sum- 
mer Street  was  cut  dov\'n  and  removed  because  the  root  system 
raised  and  destroyed  the  sidewalk,  also  damaged  adjoining 
property.

REPORT  OF  THE 
DUTCH  ELM  DISEASE 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 
Gentlemen: 

I  herewith  submit  my  report  for  the  Dutch  Elm  Disease 
Department  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1959. 

Thirty-two  dead  elm  trees  were  cut  down  and  removed. 
Deadwood  out  of  elm  trees  on  town-owned  property  were  re- 
moved. 

I  sprayed  town-owned  elm  trees  twice  with  a  hydraulic 
sprayer,  using  Malathion  and  DDT  Emulsion.  Dormant  in  the 
spring  to  control  Elm  Bark  Beetle,  to  protect  elm  trees  from 
beetle  feeding  all  bark  surfaces  of  living  elms,  that,  may  be  in- 
vaded by  Bark  Beetles  from  infected  wood.  Summer  (Leaf 
Spray)  to  protect  elm  leaves  of  elms  from  being  fed  upon  by 
Elm  Leaf  Beetle.  It  feeds  on  the  leaves  of  elms,  and  when  it  is 
abundant  the  leaves  become  brown  and  fall  off.  Such  defolia- 
tion weakens  the  trees,  and  many  valuable  elms  have  been 
killed  as  a  result  of  outbreaks  of  this  insect. 

Dutch  elm  disease  is  probably  the  most  serious  shade  tree 
problem  facing  our  community  today.  The  situation  is,  how- 
ever, far  from  being  hopeless.  Using  proper  methods  can  do 
much  to  maintain  a  large  percentage  of  our  elms  for  many  years 
to  come.

The  Southbridge  Planning  Board  submits  the  following  re- 
port for  the  end  of  the  year,  ending  December  31st,  1959,  in 
accordance  with  the  General  Laws. 

During  the  year  the  Board  met  for  the  regular  meetings 
48  times  and  held  3  public  hearings,  2  of  these  were  for  zone 
changes  and  1  for  a  sub-division  which  is  still  pending  condi- 
tional approval. 

The  Board  was  represented  at  the  Regional  and  Annual 
Meetings  of  the  Massachusetts  Federation  of  Planning  Boards, 
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of  which  this  Board  is  a  member,  as  well  as  the  Urban  Re- 
newal Conference  in  New  York  City. 

MASTER  PLAN: 

The  Town  of  Southbridge  is  in  great  need  of  a  Master  Plan, 
listing  existing  and  desirable  proposed  public  ways,  street 
grades,  public  places,  bridges  and  tunnels,  viaducts,  parks, 
parkways,  playgrounds,  sites  for  public  buildings  and  struc- 
tures, waterways,  railroads  and  other  public  utilities. 

Such  a  plan  is  required  by  law  under  Chapter  41,  Section 
81d  of  the  Planning  and  Sub-Division  Control  Laws. 

The  firm  of  Planning  and  Renewal  Associates  of  Cam- 
bridge, Mass.,  has  been  contacted  as  to  the  setting  up  of  a 
meeting  early  in  January  of  1960  with  this  Board  and  Town 
and  public  officials  for  the  purpose  of  setting  up  this  plan. 

SAFETY: 

The  Board  will  cooperate  with  any  officials  in  regards  for 
better  means  and  ways  of  promoting  public  safety,  in  this  re- 
spect we  are  very  much  pleased  in  the  final  completion  of 
widening  and  installation  of  sidewalks  on  Marsh  Street.

CEMETERY  COMMITTEE 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  Cemetery  Committee  met  and  organized  on  April  1, 
1959.  Lectance  Landry  was  elected  Chairman,  Jesse  Blackburn, 
Clerk,  and  Stavri  Yanka  as  the  third  member.  Seaver  Rice 
was  appointed  Superintendent. 

Jesse  Blackburn  was  forced  to  resign  in  July  on  account  of 
his  removal  from  Town.  The  Town  lost  a  valuable  public 
spirited  official. 

Early  in  April,  work  was  started  in  cleaning  up  the  ceme- 
tery; sunken  graves  were  filled  and  newly  seeded;  grave  stones 
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were  straightened  where  needed;  gravel  roads  were  graded; 
fertilizer  and  grass  seed  were  spread  and  in  May  the  mowing 
of  grass  was  started  and  continued  on  a  two-week  schedule  un- 
til late  in  October. 

The  committee  purchased  new  equipment,  consisting  of  a 
750-Watt  Onan  Electric  Generator,  two  Stanley  Grass  Trim- 
mers and  various  small  tools.  A  new  double  board  floor  was 
installed  in  the  barn,  replacing  the  one  which  had  been  there 
for  over  fifty  years. 

A  plot  of  land  at  the  junction  of  Diamond  and  Ridge  Ave- 
nues was  given  to  the  Southbridge  Fire  Department  for  its  use 
in  erecting  a  granite  memorial  in  honor  of  its  deceased  mem- 
bers. This  monument  was  dedicated  with  suitable  ceremonies 
on  Memorial  Day. 

Despite  Police  patrol  and  supervision  by  Cemetery  per- 
sonnel, an  unusual  amount  of  vandalism  was  experienced, 
caused  principally  by  children  using  the  premises  for  a  play- 
ground; many  trees  and  shrubs  were  damaged  and  some  fine 
old  slate  grave  stones  were  desecrated. 

A  record  number  of  new  lots  were  sold  during  the  year. 
Development  of  new  areas  will  have  to  be  undertaken  in  the 
near  future. 

The  Committee  wishes  to  thank  the  Selectmen  and  other 
Town  officials  for  their  courteous  assistance  in  our  problems. 
Superintendent  of  Highways,  Joseph  Benoit,  has  been  especially 
helpful  in  granting  the  use  of  the  snow  removal  equipment  for 
clearing  the  roads  and  the  use  of  the  compressor  for  opening 
up  frozen  ground  for  burials.

The  construction  of  the  Airport  this  year  required  1657 
man  hours  or  the  equivalent  of  2  months'  continuous  working 
time  for  each  person  in  the  Department.  This  also  includes  two 
months  of  clerical  work. 

The  number  of  construction  jobs  voted  was  considerably 
more  than  last  year  and  the  amount  of  construction  given  to 
the  Highway  Department  which  was  not  completed  shows  that 
too  much  work  was  allocated  to  the  Highway  Department. 

Difficulty  is  experienced  by  the  Engineering  Department 
in  supervising  the  construction  work,  due  to  the  number  of 
jobs  working  at  one  time;  we  have  no  control  of  the  sequence 
and  timing  of  each  job.  At  times  we  have  as  many  as  six  jobs 
going  on  at  one  time  which  means  that  with  a  personnel  of 
four  persons,  we  cannot  give  100%  supervision  of  each  job. 

During  the  coming  year,  the  construction  of  the  Westville 
Dam  will  require  considerable  time  of  the  Engineering  Depart- 
ment to  coordinate  all  conditions  of  land  taking,  road  relo- 
cations, including  drainage  and  grades. 

Again  this  year,  all  work  was  done  with  the  full  coopera- 
tion of  the  Highway  Department  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen, 
which  resulted  in  better  work  and  a  great  saving  to  the  Town 
of  Southbridge. 

I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  members  of 
your  Board  and  other  Boards,  Committees,  and  Departments, 
for  their  cooperation  during  the  year.

REPORT  OF 
DEPT.  OF  CIVIL  DEFENSE 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 
Gentlemen: 

The  year  1959  has  been  a  busy  one  for  your  Department  of 
Civil  Defense  .  .  .  for  not  only  were  the  regular  programs  and 
schedules  maintained  but  the  entire  administrative  work  of 
the  Sector  3C  office  had  to  be  carried  on  since  the  lack  of  funds 
closed  that  office  insofar  as  our  local  contacts  were  concerned. 
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This  duty  fell  mostly  on  the  Director  and  my  Deputy.  This 
has  meant  that  in  addition  to  maintaining  regular  office  hours 
every  Monday  evening  in  the  Town  Hall,  a  regular  schedule  of 
visits  to  the  Area  3  office  in  Westboro  and  the  State  Headquar- 
ters in  Natick  had  to  be  set-up  ...  as  these  offices  are  open 
only  from  9  to  5  Monday  to  Friday,  the  Director,  or  his  repre- 
sentative, has  to  "get  out  of  work"  on  the  each  scheduled  visit 
or  as  special  need  demanded.  This  required  real  sacrifice  and 
I  do  hope  that  the  State  Agency  will  be  able  to  re-open  the  Sec- 
tor offices  in  the  near  future. 

One  good  thing  did  come  out  of  the  closing  of  the  Sector 
organization  .  .  .  the  opportunity  for  the  local  staff  to  become 
familiar  with  the  multitudinous  details  that  must  be  taken 
care  of  in  the  processing  of  Surplus  Property  —  Recurring 
Charges  —  Matching  Funds  —  and  the  reports  required  by  the 
Office  of  Civil  and  Defense  Mobilization  and  the  Massachusetts 
Civil  Defense  Agency. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  office  hours  on  Monday  evenings, 
we  have  had  the  Control  Center  open  each  Friday  evening. 
While  the  Rescue  Room  has  been  used  each  Tuesday  and  on 
Wednesday  and  Thursday  for  class  sessions  from  ten  to  twenty 
weeks  as  the  course  required.  The  office  has  been  opened  for 
test  problems  and  test  alerts  and  stand-by  alerts  whenever  the 
O.  C.  D.  M.  or  the  M.  C.  D.  A.  has  issued  orders. 

General  training  classes  were  held  for  volunteers  in  com- 
munications, medical  and  staff  sections  in  ten  and  twenty-week 
courses.  Special  training  was  given  to  a  six-man  team  at  the 
MCDA  Training  Center  in  Topsfield  in  both  Basic  and  Light 
Duty  and  Heavy  Duty  Rescue  Techniques.  Also  given  at  Tops- 
field  were  courses  in  Industrial  Protection  and  Civil  Defense, 
Mass  Feeding  Techniques  and  Staff  Orientation  Classes.  In 
every  course  our  workers  attended  they  have  received  com- 
mendation for  their  interest  and  participation. 

Our  Auxiliary  Police  unit  is  taking  Course  10.2  Interme- 
diate Auxiliary  Police  under  the  leadership  of  a  certified  MCDA 
Instructor,  Chief  Edgar  Campbell,  Auburn  Police  Department. 

The  Director  and  Staff  Officers  have  attended  conferences, 
seminars  and  training  sessions  on  national,  regional,  state, 
area,  and  local  levels.  They  have  been,  thus,  able  to  keep 
abreast  of  the  current  problems  and  the  current  thinking  as  to 
their  solutions  at  all  levels. 

Our  Rescue  and  Communication  Units  have  appeared  in 
many  parades  and  civic  ceremonies,  not  only  in  Southbridge, 
but  in  towns  throughout  the  Sector.  Our  CD  Auxiliary  Police 
Unit  has  been  called  into  action  by  Chief  Ovide  Desrosiers  to 
assist  him  on  numerous  occasions. 

The  highlight  of  the  year  1959  has  been  value  and  the  type 
of  Surplus  Property  made  available  through  the  cooperation 
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of  the  Massachusetts  Civil  Defense  Agency.  The  outstanding 
piece  of  equipment  was  a  15KW  Gas  Engine  Generator  (brand 
new),  worth  $4,500.00,  which  was  obtained  for  use  by  the  Fire 
Department  for  only  $125.00.  This  generator  makes  it  possible 
for  our  Fire  Department  to  operate  Fire  Headquarters  if  for 
any  reason  there  should  be  a  power  failure.  This  action  was 
all  the  more  remarkable  in  view  of  the  fact  that  we  do  not  have 
an  active  CD  Auxiliary  Fire  Unit.  However,  they  know  that 
Fire  Chief  Alva  Gregoire  has  a  complete  detailed  plan,  ready 
to  put  into  operation  as  soon  as  funds  are  available,  that  will 
give  the  town  the  extra  services  of  a  trained  CD  Auxiliary  Fire 
Department.  Undoubtedly,  it  was  the  knowledge  that  such 
a  plan  does  exist  and  the  assurance  that  Chief  Gregoire  will 
put  it  into  action  as  soon  as  funds  are  available,  that  moved 
them  to  let  us  have  the  generator. 

Two  other  generators  were  obtained  (5KW's)  for  the  En- 
gineering Section  at  a  cost  of  $60.00  each,  while  their  value  is 
$1,946.00  each. 

We  also  were  given  the  opportunity  to  visit  the  Surplus 
Property  Depot  at  Fort  Myles  Standish  twice  and  the  total 
value  of  the  items  (new  and  used)  that  we  got  amounted  to 
$19,198.15,  for  which  we  paid  $462.50. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  we  in  Southbridge  can  truly  say 
that  our  Civil  Defense  Department  really  gets  the  town  its 
"money's  worth." 

Still  awaiting  final  OCDM  approval  is  the  Matching  Fund 
item  .  .  .  the  Air  Raid  Warning  System  .  .  .  Our  half  of  this 
cost,  $4,200.00,  is  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Massachusetts  and  it  appears  that  we  will  soon 
get  the  final  approval  to  go  ahead  and  purchase  the  unit. 

Despite  all  our  efforts,  the  "apathy  problem"  is  still  with 
us,  and  though  we  have  over  six  hundred  citizens  of  the  Town 
of  Southbridge  that  are  members  of  the  Civil  Defense  Depart- 
ment, this  is  not  enough.  We  will  continue  to  do  all  within 
our  power  to  reach  the  place  where  we  can,  in  truth,  say  that 
we  are  manned  three  deep  in  every  job.  This  goal  must  be 
reached  before  we  can  be  called  a  100%  Civil  Defense  "Ready" 
town. 

The  inventory  of  equipment  on  hand  December  31,  1959, 
that  was  obtained  in  1959,  has  a  total  value  of  $27,590.15.  A 
breakdown  of  the  1959  inventory,  by  sections,  follows,  as  well 
as  the  grand  inventory  value  of  the  Department:

The  Board  of  Health  met  March  14,  1959  and  organized 
as  follows:  Dr.  Raymond  F.  Haling,  Chairman;  Dr.  Armand  O. 
Degrenier,  Clerk;  and  Mr.  Henry  E.  Demers,  Publicity  Chair- 
man. 

The  Board  made  the  following  appointments:  Ernest  Tet- 
reault,  Agent  and  Sanitary  Inspector;  Mrs.  Rachel  Jolicoeur, 
Nurse;  Arthur  O.  Ballard,  Milk,  Food  and  Plumbing  Inspector, 
and  Alcide  Fournier,  Animal  Inspector. 

Two  new  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  discov- 
ered during  the  year  and  four  patients  received  treatment  in 
Sanatoria,  contacts  suspicious  cases  and  cases  reported  to  us 
by  the  family  physician  are  examined  and  X-rayed  at  the 
County  Sanatorium,  at  present  we  have  no  patients  in  the 
Sanatorium. 

The  Board  continued  in  1959  the  program  of  Tuberculin 
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and  diabetic  screening  in  all  Public  and  Parochial  Schools. 

The  sum  of  $596.43  has  been  paid  to  the  Town  Treasurer 
by  the  State  in  form  of  subsidy  and  the  receipts  from  all  other 
sources  were  $125.50. 

During  the  year  various  Health  meetings  were  attended 
all  over  the  State  by  the  Nurse,  Board  Members  and  the 
Agent.

Dear  Sirs: 

The  Clerical  work  for  the  year  1959  included  the  tabula- 
tion of  all  deaths,  all  reported  contagious  diseases,  in  issurance 
of  burial  permits  and  all  licenses,  recording  the  minutes  of  all 
regular  and  special  meetings  and  necessary  correspondence. 

Weekly  report  of  contagious  diseases  were  forwarded  to 
the  State  Department  of  Public  Health  in  Boston  and  Rut- 
land, Mass. 

There  were  in  1959,  198  deaths,  twenty-eight  more  than 
1958.  Again  this  year  Coronary  Thrombosis  was  the  principal 
killer.

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REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  HEALTH  NURSE 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Health: 
Gentlemen: 

I  hereby  submit  my  report  as  Board  of  Health  Nurse  for 
the  year  ending  December  31,  1959. 

In  the  field  of  Tuberculosis,  thirty-six  home  visits  were 
made  to  ex-san  patients  or  their  contacts.  There  were  eleven 
office  visits  and  fifty-three  conferences  held.  At  present  there 
are  three  patients  hospitalized  for  TB;  two  at  the  Rutland  VA 
Hospital  and  one  at  the  Rutland  State  Sanatorium.  The  State 
Department  of  Public  Health  sponsors  TB  clinics  at  the  Wor- 
cester County  Sanatorium,  even,^  Tuesday  and  Thursday  morn- 
ings. This  year  ninety-nine  reported  either  for  diagnostic 
X-rays  or  follow-up  purposes  as  ex-san  patients  or  contacts. 

As  in  the  past  years.  Immunization  CUnics  were  held  in 
the  Town  Hall  for  pre-school  and  both  public  and  parochial 
schoool  children. 

a)  Four  clinics,  held  at  monthly  inten.-als.  were  conducted 
against  Diphtheria,  Tetanus  and  \\Tiopping-Cough.  Eighty- 
two  were  given  a  series  of  three  injections;  four  hundred  and 
seventy-eight  were  given  a  booster  and  twenty  not  completing 
the  series  received  either  one  or  two  of  the  required  innocula- 
tions. 

b)  Three  Salk  Anti-Polio  clinics  were  held  for  the  bene- 
fit of  pre-school  and  school  children  in  the  first  grades.  Three 
hundred  and  sixty-eight  attended.  Vaccine  for  these  clinics 
was  provided  by  the  State  Board  of  Health. 

The  Dental  program  was  carried  on  for  the  benefit  of  chil- 
dren in  grades  2,  3  and  4  in  both  public  and  parochial  schools. 
These  children  are  given  a  preliminary  examination  by  the 
dentist  at  the  school.  Sixty-four  clinics  were  held.  Two  hun- 
dred and  ninety-nine  children  attended.  Prophylaxis  was 
given  and  nine  hundred  and  thirteen  cavities  were  filled.  Those 
children  needing  orthodontia  or  extractions  were  referred  to 
their  family  dentist. 

Physical  examinations  are  given  each  year  to  the  children 
in  grades  2,  4.  6  and  8  by  the  school  physician,  accompanied  by 
the  nurse.  These  same  children  are  also  given  chiropody  ex- 
aminations by  the  chiropodist.  As  part  of  the  health  examina- 
tion, all  pupils  in  the  above  grades  and  grades  3.  5,  and  7  were 
weighed  and  measured  by  the  nurse.  Parents  were  notified  by 
mail  of  any  defect  needing  medical  attention  following  both 
examinations.  Follow-up  is  important,  as  the  child's  physical 
and  meantal  well  being,  as  well  as  his  ability-  to  carry  on  his 
school  work,  could  depend  on  proper  medical  attention. 

The  state  law  provides  that  school  children  be  given  a 
vision  screening  test  via  the  Mass.  Vision  Test  and  a  pure  tone 
hearing  test  ever\^  year.   A  pupil  failing  to  pass  the  original 
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test  is  re-tested  at  a  later  date  and  failing  this  re-test,  parents 
are  notified  by  mail  and  asked  to  take  their  child  to  an  eye  or 
an  ear  specialist  for  further  examination.

In  the  course  of  the  year,  health  conferences,  totaling  sev- 
en hundred  and  eighty-one,  were  held  with  physicians,  nurses, 
teachers,  parents  and  pupils,  as  well  as  with  social  workers 
and  other  public  health  personnel.  Home  visits  (21),  profes- 
sional office  visits  (44)  and  school  visits  (247)  were  made.  Our 
aim  is  to  help  the  child  lead  as  normal  and  healthy  a  school 
life  as  possible. 

The  annual  registration  of  pre-school  children  was  held 
at  the  Mary  E.  Wells  High  School  for  both  public  and  parochial 
schools.  Following  the  registration,  two  clinics  for  pre-school 
physical  examinations  by  the  school  physicians,  were  held  in 
the  Board  of  Health  offices.  Thirty-nine  reported  —  all  other 
pre-schoolers  were  examined  by  their  own  doctor. 

Nursery  schools  were  inspected  twice  during  the  year. 
At  present  there  are  two  in  town  —  the  Hyland  Nursery  School 
on  Hamilton  Street  and  the  Southbridge  Nursery  School  and 
Kindergarten  on  Elm  Street.  Their  combined  enrollment  is 
sixty-one. 

Conferences  and  lectures  on  school  health  and  child  growth 
and  development  were  attended  in  the  course  of  the  years. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank 
all  persons  and  organizations  who  have  helped  to  make  our 
health  program  successful.

Gentlemen: 

As  parochial  school  physician,  I  vrish  to  submit  the  follow- 
ing report  of  the  annual  examination  of  the  elementan.-  school 
children,  for  the  year  ending  December  31.  1959. 

Physical  examinations  were  given  to  children  in  grades  2, 
4.  6.  and  8.  (physicals  are  given  ever\'  two  years).  This  year  a 
total  of  530  pupils  were  examined  in  the  three  parochial  schools. 
Of  this  number.  303  were  from  Notre  Dame;  113  from  Sacred 
Heart,  and  114  from  St.  Mar\''s.  It  was  necessary  to  send  noti- 
fication of  defects  needing  attention  to  27  parents  whose  chil- 
dren attend  Notre  Dame:  22  attending  Sacred  Heart,  and  6  at- 
tending St.  Mary's.  It  is  sincerely  hoped  that  these  notices  will 
be  taken  seriously  by  the  parents  and  that  they  will  do  their 
utmost  to  have  the  matter  corrected  as  soon  as  possible,  ha\'ing 
the  child's  best  interest  in  mind.

To  the  Board  of  Health  Physician: 
Dear  Sir: 

Herewith  my  report  on  the  examination  of  the  Parochial 
School  children  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1959. 

A  total  of  544  children  were  examined  and  68  notices  were 
sent  to  parents  that  their  children's  feet  required  medical  at- 
tention. These  notices  were  sent  out  by  the  school  nurse,  and, 
in  many  cases,  we  were  able  to  include  recommendations  for 
better  posture,  hygiene,  nail  care  or  footwear.  Many  children 
were  also  briefed,  during  examination,  on  the  proper  care  of 
their  feet  in  order  to  avoid  trouble  later  on  through  faulty 
practices  or  neglect.  This  policy,  inaugurated  some  years  ago, 
appears  to  be  most  effective. 

Following  is  a  classification  of  defects  found  in  the  exam-

VETERANS'  SERVICES 

This  office  is  available  to  all  veterans  of  Southbridge  and 
their  dependents,  seeking  information  pertaining  to  their 
rights  and  benefits  under  Federal  and  State  Laws. 

It  is  the  policy  of  this  department  to  inform  all  eligible 
veterans  and  their  dependents  how  to  obtain  benefits  within 
the  limits  of  the  laws  governing  each  agency. 

Photostatic  copies  of  discharges  are  being  developed  for 
Southbridge  veterans.  In  addition,  copies  of  marriage,  birth, 
death,  and  other  certificates  were  made  for  Veterans'  Benefit 
claims  and  claims  against  the  Veterans  Administration.  Nec- 
essary forms  were  filled  covering  lost  discharges  and  burial  al- 
lowance. 

Claims  were  filed  with  the  Veterans  Administration  and 
other  branches  of  the  government,  pertaining  to  education, 
training,  subsistence  allowance,  insurance  payments,  medical

treatment,  hospitalization,  compensation  and  pension  for  vet- 
erans and  their  dependents,  re-emplo\Tnent  rights,  employ- 
ment difficulties,  unemployment  compensation,  as  well  as 
numerous  telephone  calls  and  letters.

VETERANS'  BENEFITS 

Under  Chapter  115.  and  its  amendments,  each  application 
for  Veterans*  Benefits  submitted  to  the  Town,  after  thorough  in- 
vestigation by  this  office,  is  forwarded  to  the  office  of  the 
Comjnissioner  of  Veterans  Services.  Boston,  Massachusetts, 
for  approval,  as  under  this  chapter  the  State  agrees  to  reim- 
burse the  Town  for  one-half  of  all  aid  granted.  An  investigator 
from  the  State  Office  periodically  checks  the  local  agent's  of- 
fice, in  addition  to  personally  contacting  the  recipient  of  Vet- 
erans' Benefits. 

Under  the  law  of  the  Commonwealth,  if  a  veteran  or  his 
dependents,  meet  all  requirements  of  eligibility  and  he  falls  in 
need  of  financial  assistance  through  no  fault  of  his  owti,  he  is 
granted  Veterans'  Benefits.  The  amount  varies,  and  is  depen- 
dent upon  the  particular  needs  of  the  individual  case.  Any 
amount  received  from  Federal  benefits  or  other  financial  grants 
is  deducted  from  the  amount  that  is  allowed  by  this  depart- 
m.ent.  therefore  helping  to  reduce  that  which  must  be  ex- 
pended by  the  Town. 

As  of  December  31.  1959,  there  were  74  active  cases  on  file, 
aiding  115  persons.  In  addition,  many  cases  are  pending  settle- 
ment and.  as  a  result,  constant  follow-up  service  is  maintained 
and  reviews  and  appeals  are  requested  where  awards  are  con- 
sidered unfair  or  insufficient. 

For  list  of  expenditures  and  reimbursements  of  this  de- 
partm.ent.  please  refer  to  report  of  the  Town  Accountant. 

I  vrish  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  all  Town  depart- 
ments, officials  at  Holyoke  Soldiers  Home.  Roxbury  and  Boston 
Veterans  Administration  Hospitals,  local  industries,  veterans' 
organizations  and  their  auxiliaries  and  all  others  who  helped  to 
carry  out  the  ser\'ice  of  this  department.

REPORT  OF  THE  DRESSER  ST.  FIELD  SUB-COMMITTEE 

To  the  Chairman  of  the  Recreation  Committee: 

From  January  2,  1959  until  March,  interior  repairs  and 
improvements  were  carried  on,  such  as  painting,  overhauling 
equipment  and  in  general,  gettting  ready  for  the  spring  ac- 
tivities. 

As  soon  as  the  weather  clears  and  early  spring  arrives,  we 
go  into  our  busiest  period. 

Baseball  diamonds,  tennis  courts,  and  the  track  must  be 
brought  into  condition  quickly.  School  baseball  was  played  on 
the  field  until  the  middle  of  June. 

Little  League,  Babe  Ruth  and  Minor  Leagues  continued 
until  late  in  the  summer.  A  basketball  league,  played  under 
lights,  lasted  until  the  last  of  July. 

Wells  High  School  Commencement  Exercises  were  con- 
ducted on  the  field  late  in  June. 

Football  was  the  attraction  at  the  field  from  Labor  Day  to 
Thanksgiving,  when  the  Bartlett-Wells  game  was  played, 
bringing  another  undefeated  season  to  a  successful  close  for 
Wells  High  School. 

Cole  Trade  High  School  used  the  field  for  its  annual  Field 
Day  in  June. 

One  tennis  court  was  discontinued  and  removed.  This 
area  is  to  be  used  in  our  plans  to  move  the  Little  League  dia- 
mond into  the  corner  of  the  field.  This  move  will  eliminate 
the  work  of  puttting  fences  up  and  taking  them  down.  It  will 
also  eliminate  the  need  to  build  a  pitching  mound  each  year 
and  it  will  make  Dresser  Field  a  two-activity  field. 

Lassie  League  was  started  and  played  on  the  field  for  the 
first  time  during  the  past  summer.  This  league  has  great  po- 
tential and  provides  a  great  deal  of  fun  for  both  player  and 
spectator. 
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It  was  a  pleasure  working  with  the  boys  and  girls  of  South- 
bridge  in  recreation.  May  I  offer  my  sincere  thanks  to  all 
the  individuals  and  to  the  Town  departments,  who  helped  with 
the  work.

REPORT  OF  HENRY  ST.  FIELD  SUB-COMMITTEE 

To  the  Chairman  of  the  Recretation  Committee: 

Games  and  recreation  facilities  available  are  as  follows: 
three  horseshoe  courts,  two  jungle  g^nns  of  different  types,  two 
volleyball  courts,  twelve  swings,  three  zelballs  and  one  tether 
ball  games,  one  slide,  one  basketball  court,  six  see-saws,  play- 
ground balls  and  four  ping-pong  tables. 

Approximately  one  hundred  forty  softball  games  were 
played,  at  night,  Saturdays  and  Sundays,  with  eight  teams  in 
the  Community  League  and  various  independent  teams  repre- 
senting about  160  players  who  availed  themselves  of  the  two 
Softball  diamonds.  The  attendance  of  these  games  were  be- 
tweeen  100  to  400  spectators. 

The  Elementary  Schools  and  school  playgrounds  used  the 
diamonds  for  baseball  and  softball  during  the  spring  and  sum- 
mer season  with  numerous  sandlot  baseball,  softball  and  foot- 
ball games  played. 

Various  game  activities  in  twenty-five  weeks  represented 
approximately  25,000  children  and  teen-ager  hours  spent  in 
the  area. 

The  Jimmy  Fund  sponsored  a  three-day  fair  and  a  circus 
supplied  recreational  entertainment. 

We  have  received  1500  cubic  yards  of  loam  from  the  Air- 
port project  and  plan  to  seed  half  of  the  area. 

We  also  anticpate  installing  a  sewage  line  in  1960  and 
toilets  in  the  Field  House,  plus  additional  stands  for  better 
seating  capacity. 

The  water  line  has  been  extended  to  the  Field  House  and 
that  same  building  has  been  wired  for  electrical  lighting. 

A  street  mercury  light  has  been  installed  at  the  end  of 
Henry  Street  for  increased  protection  of  property  and  safety.

The  condition  of  Alumni  Field  was  very  good  this  spring 
due  to  a  mild  winter. 
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The  field  was  used  for  the  grade  schools,  Wells  High  School 
and  the  Cole  Trade  High  School.  The  Little  League  diamond 
was  available  for  the  Wells  softball  team  while  school  was  in 
session.  The  Little  League  then  took  the  diamond  over  for  the 
remainder  of  the  season. 

We  enclosed  the  baseball  area  with  the  remainder  of  the 
cyclone  fence  and  erected  a  storage  shed  which  has  been 
needed  for  many  years.  This  storage  shed  will  be  used  to  house 
the  jeep  and  to  store  all  equipment. 

Last  year  we  were  fortunate  to  obtain  a  thousand  yards  of 
loam  from  the  Airport.  We  hope  to  use  this  fill  for  the  final 
grading  of  the  field. 

Considerable  damage  is  being  done  by  the  overflow  of 
water  from  Westwood  Hills.  This  water  has  caused  consid- 
erable damage  to  Alumni  Field  for  the  past  three  years.  We 
hope  that  this  can  be  taken  care  of  in  the  future. 

We  would  like  to  thank  all  departments  for  their  coopera- 
tion in  making  our  program  a  success.

REPORT  OF  THE  SWIMMING  POOL  SUB-COMMITTEE 

To  the  Chairman  of  the  Recreation  Committee: 
Dear  Sir: 

At  your  request,  I  am  submitting  the  annual  report  of  the 
swimming  pool  supervisor  for  the  1959  season. 
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Physical  Improvemenls 

The  development  of  a  new  beach  area  at  the  south  end  of 
the  pool  was  completed  during  the  1959  swimming  season.  This 
area  provided  additional  accommodations  for  our  patrons  and 
adds  substantially  to  the  general  appearance  of  the  pool. 

Another  major  improvement  was  the  installation  of  a  new 
two-inch  copper  water  service  with  meter  vault  of  concrete 
block  construction  on  the  west  side  of  the  pool.  This  provides 
the  proper  facilities  to  regulate  our  water  consumption  in  ac- 
cordance with  our  bathing  load.  In  addition,  it  will  also  great- 
ly facilitate  the  flooding  of  the  ice  during  the  winter  program. 

Attendance 

The  pool  opened  on  June  20  and  closed  August  28.  During 
this  period,  32,750  persons  used  the  pool's  facilities:  4,500  June; 
20,250  July,  and  8,000  August.  The  average  daily  attendance 
for  the  period  was  512  —  the  largest  ever  registered  in  the 
pool's  history. 

Rescues 

Seven  rescues  were  reported  by  the  lifeguards  during  the 
season.  Our  staff  members  certainly  deserve  our  commenda- 
tion for  the  efficient  service  they  rendered  our  patrons  daily. 

Instruction 

The  Red  Cross  Swimming  Program,  under  the  direction 
of  James  Laughnane,  Jr.,  and  Barry  Waldron,  offered  swim- 
ming and  life-saving  instruction  to  more  than  250  children 
during  morning  sessions. 

In  addition  to  the  Red  Cross  Program,  the  various  Boy 
Scout  troops  also  used  the  pool's  facilities  for  instruction  dur- 
ing the  season. 

Health  Care 

The  installation  of  a  new  two-inch  copper  water  service 
made  it  possible  to  regulate  the  flow  of  water  into  the  pool, 
thus  provide  an  adequate  supply  of  water  for  each  bather. 
Periodic  chlorination  of  certain  areas  was  a  second  safeguard 
used  against  bacterial  growth  during  the  season. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  repeat 
my  thanks  to  the  committee  and  staff  for  the  splendid  coop- 
eration I  received  throughout  the  1959  swimming  season.

Special  recreation  program  for  the  physically  handicapped 
and  the  mentally  retarded  was  realized  for  the  first  time  last 
summer  at  the  Center  of  Hope  School  on  Walnut  Street  in 
Southbridge. 

This  school  recreation  program  was  available  to  210  chil- 
dren from  the  ages  of  4  to  16  years. 

The  summer  program  was  as  follows:  On  Mondays,  the 
children  were  taken  to  the  Girl  Scout  Camp  at  Walker  Pond 
in  Sturbridge.  On  this  day  the  children,  under  the  guidance  of 
a  special  swimming  instructor,  learned  how  to  swim  and  also 
water  safety.  There  were  also  games  and  craft  work. 

From  Tuesday  to  Friday,  the  children  spent  their  time  at 
the  Center  of  Hope  School.  There  were  games  such  as  soft- 
ball,  basketball,  badminton,  and  crocket;  horseshoe  pitching, 
story  time  for  the  younger  children  and  also  arts  and  crafts. 

We,  the  special  committee,  are  very  grateful  to  the  Se- 
lectmen, Finance  Committee  and  the  townspeople  who  saw  fit 
to  establish  this  special  recreation  program  for  the  physically 
and  mentally  handicapped  children.

These 
trees  were  severely  hurt  and  weakened  by  the  severe  drought, 
summer  of  1957  and  are  in  urgent  need  of  nourishment. 

Article  24.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate,  borrow  or  transfer  the  sum  of  $5,000.00  for  Dutch 
Elm  Disease  Control  work.  Chapter  657,  Acts  of  1956  of  the 
General  Laws,  or  act  anything  thereon. 

Article  25.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate,  borrow  or  transfer  the  sum  of  $2,000.00  for  Mos- 
quito Control.  For  two  Mosquito  sprayings.  Labor,  equipment 
and  insecticide.  Malathion  to  be  used  with  DDT  to  protect  all 
vegetation  from  burning  when  spraying  in  small  inhabited 
areas.  Fuel  Oil  is  not  recommended  for  small  areas  or  edges 
of  swamps.

ate the  sum  of  Fifty  Thousand  dollars  ($50,000.00)  by  transfer 
from  the  Post  War  Rehabilitation  Fund  for  the  Construction, 
enlarging  and  improvement  of  the  airport;  said  money  to  be 
used  in  conjunction  with  state  and  federal  funds  (the  state  con- 
tributing approximately  one  quarter  (1/4)  of  the  total  cost  and

Sir: 

As  directed  by  you,  I  have  made  an  audit  of  the  books  and 
accounts  of  the  Town  of  Southbridge  for  the  period  from  De- 
cember 6,  1957,  the  date  of  the  previous  audit,  to  November  30, 
1958,  and  report  thereon  as  follows: 

The  financial  transactions,  as  recorded  on  the  books  of  the 
several  departments  receiving  or  disbursing  money  for  the 
town  or  committing  bills  for  collection,  were  examined, 
checked,  and  verified  by  comparison  with  the  records  in  the 
offices  of  the  Town  Accountant  and  the  Town  Treasurer. 

The  books  and  accounts  in  the  Accountant's  office  were 
examined  and  checked,  the  recorded  receipts  being  compared 
with  the  Treasurer's  books  and  with  the  records  in  the  several 
departments  collecting  money  for  the  town.  The  payments,  as 
entered,  were  checked  with  the  Treasurer's  books  and  with  the 
treasury  warrants,  while  the  appropriations,  transfers,  and 
loan  authorizations  were  checked  with  the  Town  Clerk's  rec- 
ords of  financial  votes  passed  by  the  Town  Meetings  and  with 
the  Finance  Committee's  authorizations  of  transfers  from  the 
reserve  fund. 

The  ledger  accounts  were  analyzed,  the  necessary  adjust- 
ments resulting  from  the  audit  were  made,  and  a  balance 
sheet,  which  is  appended  to  this  report,  was  prepared  showing 
the  financial  condition  of  the  town  on  November  30,  1958. 

The  balance  sheet  shows  an  overdraft  of  $2,196.56  in  the 
Chapter  90  highway  maintenance  account  which  could  have 
been  avoided  by  the  issuance  of  a  temporary  loan  in  antici- 
pation of  reimbursement  from  the  State  and  County,  as  pro- 
vided for  in  Section  6A,  Chapter  44,  General  Laws. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  Town  Treasurer  were  ex- 
amined and  checked  in  detail.  The  cash  book  was  footed  and 
the  recorded  receipts  were  compared  with  the  Accountant's 
books,  with  the  departmental  records  of  payments  to  the  Treas- 
urer, and  with  other  sources  from  which  money  was  paid  into 
the  town  treasury.  The  payments  were  compared  with  the 
v/arrants  approved  by  the  Selectmen  and  with  the  Accountant's 
books. 

The  Treasurer's  cash  balance  on  November  30,  1958,  was 
proved  by  reconciliation  of  the  bank  balances  with  statements 
furnished  by  the  banks  of  deposit  and  by  actual  count  of  the 
cash  in  the  office. 

The  maturing  debt  and  interest  payments  were  proved 
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with  the  amounts  falling  due  and  with  the  cancelled  securities 
on  file. 

The  records  of  payroll  deductions  for  Federal  taxes  and 
for  group  insurance  premiums  were  examined.  The  deduc- 
tions were  proved  and  the  payments  to  the  proper  agencies 
were  verified. 

The  records  of  collections  from  parking  meters  were  ex- 
amined and  compared  with  the  Treasurer's  recorded  receipts. 

The  securities  and  savings  bank  books  representing  the 
investments  of  the  several  trust,  investment,  and  retirement 
funds  in  the  custody  of  the  Town  Treasurer  and  the  Trustees 
were  examined  and  listed.  The  income  was  proved,  and  all 
transactions  and  balances  were  verified  and  compared  with  the 
books  of  the  Tovvrn  Accountant,  and,  in  the  case  of  the  retire- 
ment funds,  with  the  records  of  the  Retirement  Board. 

The  records  of  tax  titles  and  tax  possessions  held  by  the 
town  were  examined  and  checked.  The  amounts  transferred 
to  the  tax  title  account  were  checked  with  the  Collector's 
books,  the  reported  redemptions  were  compared  v/ith  the 
Treasurer's  recorded  receipts,  and  the  tax  titles  and  tax  posses- 
sions on  hand  were  listed,  reconciled  with  the  Accountant's 
ledger  accounts,  and  checked  with  the  records  at  the  Registry 
of  Deeds. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  Town  Collector  were  ex- 
amined and  checked  in  detail.  The  commitments  of  taxes, 
excise,  and  assessments  were  compared  with  the  warrants  of 
the  Assessors;  the  recorded  collections  were  checked  with  the 
payments  to  the  Treasurer,  as  shown  by  the  Treasurer's  and 
Accountant's  books;  the  abatements,  as  entered,  were  compared 
with  the  Assessors'  records  of  abatements  granted;  the  trans- 
fers to  the  tax  title  account  were  proved;  and  the  outstanding 
accounts  were  listed  and  reconciled  with  the  Accountant's 
ledger  cotnrols. 

The  records  of  departmental  accounts  receivable  were  ex- 
amined and  checked.  The  commitments  were  verified,  the 
recorded  collections  were  proved  with  the  payments  to  the 
Treasurer,  the  abatements  were  compared  with  the  depart- 
mental records  of  abatements  granted,  and  the  outstanding  ac- 
counts were  listed,  checked  with  the  available  records  in  the 
several  departments,  and  reconciled  with  the  controlling  ac- 
counts in  the  Accountant's  ledger. 

Further  verification  of  the  outstanding  tax,  excise,  assess- 
ment, and  departmental  accounts  was  made  by  mailing  no- 
tices to  a  number  of  persons  whose  names  appeared  on  the 
books  as  owing  money  to  the  town,  and  from  the  replies  re- 
ceived, it  appears  that  the  accounts,  as  listed,  are  correct. 

The  records  of  deferred  sewer  assessments  were  exam- 
ined. The  payments  in  advance  were  checked  with  the  Treas- 
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urer's  recorded  receipts,  the  amounts  added  to  taxes  were  veri- 
fied, and  the  apportionments  due  in  future  years  were  listed  and 
proved  with  the  Accountant's  ledger. 

The  financial  records  of  the  Town  Clerk  were  examined 
and  checked  in  detail.  The  collections  on  account  of  dog  and 
sporting  licenses  issued,  as  v/ell  as  from  marriage  intentions, 
recording  fees,  copies  of  records,  and  miscellaneous  charges, 
were  verified  and  compared  with  the  payments  to  the  Town 
Treasurer  and  to  the  Division  of  Fisheries  and  Game.  The  cash 
book  was  footed,  and  the  cash  balance  on  November  30,  1958, 
was  verified  by  actual  count  of  the  cash  in  the  office  and  by 
reconciliation  of  the  bank  balance  with  a  statement  furnished 
by  the  bank  of  deposit. 

The  records  of  departmental  cash  collections  by  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  and  the  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures,  as  well 
as  by  the  Police,  Fire,  Health,  School,  Library,  and  Recrea- 
tion Departments,  and  by  all  other  departments  in  which  money 
was  collected  for  the  town,  were  examined  and  checked.  The 
payments  to  the  Treasurer  were  verified  by  comparison  with 
the  Treasurer's  and  the  Accountant's  books,  and  the  cash  on 
hand  in  the  several  departments,  including  petty  cash  ad- 
vances, was  proved  by  actual  count. 

It  is  recommended  that  bicycle  registration  fees  collected 
by  the  Police  Department  be  paid  into  the  town  treasury,  as 
required  by  Section  53,  Chapter  44,  General  Laws,  and  that  the 
purchase  of  bicycle  plates  be  made  from  an  appropriation  pro- 
vided by  the  town. 

The  surety  bonds  of  the  officials  required  by  law  to  fur- 
nish them  were  examined  and  found  to  be  in  proper  form. 

Appended  to  this  report,  in  addition  to  the  balance  sheet, 
are  tables  showing  the  reconciliation  of  the  several  cash  ac- 
counts, summaries  of  the  tax,  excise,  assessment,  and  depart- 
mental accounts,  as  well  as  schedules  showing  the  transactions 
and  condition  of  the  trust,  investment,  and  retirement  funds. 

For  the  cooperation  extended  by  the  several  town  officials 
during  the  progress  of  the  audit,  I  wish,  on  behalf  of  my  assist- 
ants and  for  myself,  to  express  appreciation.

To  the  School  Committee  and  Citizens  of  Southbridge: 

I  hereby  submit  my  sixth  annual  report  as  Superintendent 
of  the  Southbridge  Public  Schools,  the  sixty-eighth  in  a  series 
of  such  reports. 

Inlroduction 

When  historians  have  evaluated  the  progress  engendered 
during  the  decade  which  has  just  come  to  an  end,  it  will  proba- 
bly be  described  as  the  most  dynamic  period  in  our  history. 
Every  important  phase  of  living  has  felt  the  impact  of  pres- 
sures which  bring  about  change.  It  has  been  a  decade  during 
which  technology  has  taken  practical  form  under  the  heading 
of  automation;  when,  although  labor  and  management  have  is- 
sues still  unsolved,  there  has  been  a  clarification  of  the  reasons 
for  this  gigantic  struggle.  Labor  would  like  a  ceiling  put  on 
profit  making,  while  management  seeks  a  halt  in  the  upward 
trend  of  wages.  Both  fear  inflation  and  each  feels  that  the  other 
could  prevent  it.  The  question  of  equal  rights  for  all  Americans 
has  finally  been  brought  into  the  open  and  bared  to  the  cold, 
hard  scrutiny  of  public  opinion.  America  has  been  faced 
with  the  first  challenge  to  its  supremacy  as  a  world  power  since 
it  took  its  place  among  the  leading  nations. 

Education,  too,  has  undergone  many  changes  since  1950. 
Rising  costs  of  education,  a  population  which  is  becoming  more 
enlightened  and  alert  with  each  passing  year,  the  intense  rivalry 
between  nations,  and  a  greatly  increased  pupil  enrollment  are 
some  of  the  pressures  which  have  resulted  in  new  approaches 
to  and  philosophies  of  education.  In  our  state  the  certification 
law  guarantees  not  only  better  preparation  for  the  profession 
but  also  a  greater  degree  of  specialization.  Teachers  on  the 
secondary  level  must  be  trained  as  specialists  in  their  subjects, 
and  elementary  teachers  must  show  proof  of  many  courses 
which  contribute  to  educational  skill.  The  slow  learner  has 
his  place  in  the  educational  world  protected  for  him  by  law, 
while  the  rapid  learner  is  gradually  being  recognized  as  deserv- 
ing special  attention.  New  buildings  are  springing  up  every- 
where not  only  to  provide  needed  space,  but  also — and  this  is 
gratifying  to  educators — to  provide  for  programs  which  will 
better  prepare  young  people  for  life  as  it  is  today. 

Guidance  in  education  had  its  beginnings  many  decades 
ago,  but  its  progress,  especially  in  rural  and  industrial  areas, 
has  been  slow  until  comparatively  recently.  The  past  ten  years 
have  resulted  in  almost  universal  acceptance  of  the  idea  that 
vocational,  educational,  and  personal  counseling  in  the  hands 
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of  trained  personnel  is  an  important  need  in  the  development  of 
youth.  Visual  education,  including  television,  has  a  permanent 
place  in  our  education  system. 

Although  there  has  been  a  renaissance  in  American  edu- 
cation during  the  past  ten  years,  the  movement  toward  educat- 
ing each  child  according  to  his  ability,  according  to  his  needs, 
and  toward  a  better  life  for  him  has  hardly  begun.  To  the 
degree  that  it  is  possible,  public  education  must  meet  the  chal- 
lenge of  discovering  the  educational  potential  of  individual  pu- 
pils. It  must  then  be  in  a  position  to  develop  these  varying 
talents  and  to  give  to  each  child  as  great  a  chance  for  success 
in  life  as  it  is  possible  to  give  him.  Only  then  can  we  say  that 
we  have  equal  educational  opportunities  for  all  the  children 
of  all  the  people.  An  unknown  author  gives  this  advice  to 
teachers: 

''Look  well,  and  pray  you  may  have  eyes  to  see 
The  gifts  they  hold  so  lightly,  unaware 
That  in  themselves  are  talents  yet  undreamed, 

These  dormant  possibilities  that  lie 
By  none  perceived,  perhaps,  except  by  you. 

And  which,  save  for  your  knowing,  might  so  die." 

Safe  School  Buildings 

As  a  result  of  the  fatalities  in  a  fire  in  a  Chicago  school  a 
little  more  than  a  year  ago,  there  has  been  a  concerted  effort 
on  the  part  of  building  inspectors  throughout  the  country  to 
bring  schools  up  to  a  standard  of  safety  which  would  preclude 
the  possibility  of  a  similar  occurrence. 

The  Massachusetts  Department  of  Safety  has,  through  its 
inspecting  officers,  alerted  School  Committees  throughout  the 
Commonwealth  to  the  need  for  changes  in  school  buildings 
wherever  such  changes  would  assure  an  increased  margin  of 
safety  for  students  and  personnel  in  our  schools.  Such  altera- 
tions are  costly.  At  Mary  E.  Wells  High  School  it  was  neces- 
sary to  install  intercommunicating  doors  so  that  a  second  exit 
corridor  would  be  available  to  all  pupils  and  teachers;  to  re- 
place plain  glass  on  all  doors  with  safety  glass;  and  to  provide 
four  smoke  screens  in  the  corridors.  Wherever  it  was  neces- 
sary, the  same  thing  has  been  done  in  all  other  buildings,  ex- 
cept the  Marcy  Street  and  Mechanic  Street  Schools,  which  will 
be  abandoned  as  school  buildings  when  the  new  high  school  is 
ready  for  use.  In  these  two  latter  buildings  the  School  Com- 
mittee followed  the  recommendations  of  the  local  fire  chief  to 
avoid  spending  large  sums  of  money  for  alterations. 

Reading  Program 

The  School  Committee  has  initiated  a  reading  program  in 
the  high  school.   It  is  evident  that  too  high  a  percentage  of 
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failures  and  low  grades  is  due  to  the  fact  that  some,  perhaps 
many,  pupils  have  difficulty  in  reading  for  comprehension.  This 
may  be  caused  by  a  lack  of  attention  in  the  early  grades,  by  a 
lack  of  concentration,  by  a  block  even  in  able  students  for  which 
compensation  must  be  found,  or  even  by  long  periods  of  ab- 
sence from  school  due  to  illness  at  critical  times  in  a  pupil's 
development.  The  program  is  being  administered  by  the  Eng- 
lish teachers  and,  as  the  reader  will  discover  in  the  guidance 
report,  progress  is  already  discemable. 

Further  plans  along  this  same  Hne  include  the  employment 
of  a  reading  specialist  if  one  can  be  procured  for  the  elementary 
grades  beginning  September  1,  1960.  This  is  not  to  intimate 
that  elementary  school  teachers  have  not  been  cognizant  of 
reading  weaknesses,  nor  that  they  have  not  done  adl  in  their 
power  to  eliminate  them.  TSvo  separate  investigations  at  the 
Charlton  Street  School  two  years  ago,  one  by  an  official  of  the 
State  Department  of  Education,  the  other  by  a  professor  from 
Worcester  State  Teachers  College,  resulted  in  excellent  reports 
to  the  Superintendent's  office.  However,  a  classroom  teacher 
with  approximately  thirty  pupils  under  her  charge  can  give  only 
a  hmited  amount  of  individual  attention.  A  trained  person  in 
this  area  will  enrich  the  entire  reading  program. 

Testing 

Each  year  for  many  years,  achievement  tests  have  been 
given  in  the  elementary  schools.  The  results  in  each  grade  are 
then  compared  with  the  respective  grades  throughout  the  coun- 
try, thus  giving  us  a  means  of  knowing  how  well  we  are  doing 
in  year-to-year  preparation  of  our  young  people.  Results  have 
been  uniformly  good.  Our  students,  invariably,  have  been  above 
national  averages. 

In  casting  about  for  some  means  of  measuring  high  school 
achievement  in  a  similar  fashion,  we  decided  to  give  what  are 
known  as  cooperative  tests.  These  are  subject  matter  tests 
given  tow^ard  the  end  of  the  year,  and  the  results  so  obtained 
may  be  compared  with  results  in  hundreds  of  other  high  schools 
throughout  the  nation.  These  were  given  only  in  major  sub- 
ject fields  this  last  June  but  will  be  all-encompassing  at  the  end 
of  this  year.  By  this  method,  weaknesses  in  instruction  can 
be  discovered;  and  since  these  tests  are  intended  mainly  as  an 
aid  to  better  teaching,  even  higher  standards  than  are  now  ap- 
parent at  Mary  E.  WeUs  High  School  should  result. 

Heads  of  Departments 

Three  heads  of  departments  were  appointed  last  June, 
their  duties  to  become  official  on  September  1,  1959.  These 
appointments  were  made  in  the  departments  of  EngHsh,  com- 
mercial subjects,  and  science.  Their  purpose  is  to  integrate  the 
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work  of  these  departments  by  eliminating  repetition  and  mak- 
ing sure  that  all  the  work  in  English,  for  example,  is  covered 
in  the  four  years  of  high  school.  This  is  probably  just  a  start, 
and  other  members  will  be  added  to  the  administrative  staff 
when  it  seems  feasible  to  do  so.  This  will  probably  be  true  when 
it  becomes  necessary  to  plan  the  program  of  the  new  school 
and  to  develop  educational  coordination  betv/een  the  anti- 
cipated junior  high  school  and  the  high  school. 

PER  PUPIL  COSTS 

Each  year  the  Division  of  Research  and  Statistics  of  the 
State  Department  of  Education  compiles  the  figures  of  the 
previous  year  and  derives  from  them  a  comparison  of  the  num- 
ber of  pupils  and  the  total  amount  of  money  spent  which  is 
knoTO  as  the  cost  per  pupil  for  each  to^Ti.  The  cost  per  pupil 
in  Southbridge  for  the  3-ear  beginning  July  1,  1958  and  ending 
June  30.  1959  was  $259.99  in  the  elementary  schools  and 
$333.55  for  Mary  E.  Wells  High  School.  Trade  schools  are 
excluded  from  the  tabulation. 

The  average  for  to^ns  of  5000  population  or  over,  the  cate- 
gory in  which  Southbridge  is  placed,  was  $278.62  per  pupil  in 
elementary  schools  and  $398.12  for  high  schools.  The  average 
for  the  state  was  S284.58  per  pupil  in  elementary  schools  and 
$401.02  for  pupils  in  high  schools.  The  comparison  may  stand 
out  more  clearly  in  the  figures  that  follow:

The  Southbridge  Plan 

The  enriched  program  for  rapid  learners  was  continued 
for  the  second  year.  The  plan  calls  for  a  careful  screening  of 
ninth  grade  pupils.  L  Q.  tests,  aptitude  and  achievement  tests, 
and  outstanding  ability  in  all  elementary  school  subjects  were 
the  factors  used  in  selecting  twenty-six  students  to  undertake 
the  program.  Each  pupil  carries  five  major  subjects  each  year 
while  in  high  school  and  adds  calculus  and  advanced  physics 
in  the  senior  year.  The  program  is  as  follows:

Improvements  in  the  School  Plant 

There  have  been  several  major  improvements  in  the  school 
building.  These  include: 

1.  Additional  lockers  purchased  and  installed  on  the  sec- 
ond floor,  bringing  the  total  number  of  lockers  to  360 
and  affording  locker  space  for  720  students. 

2.  Two  additional  rooms  equipped  with  modem  movable 
furniture;  namely,  rooms  122  and  124. 

3.  The  installation  of  modern  lights  in  two  rooms. 

4.  A  remodeled  science  laboratory  with  a  portable  science 
table. 

Guidance  Department 

The  work  of  the  Guidance  Department  will  be  covered  in 
the  report  of  the  Guidance  Director,  Mr.  Gilbert  Lamarre. 

The  Commercial  Course 

The  commercial  program  includes:  shorthand,  typewrit- 
ing, bookkeeping,  comptometry,  filing,  office  practice,  and  all 
general  business  courses.  The  cooperative  program  with  indus- 
try is  still  in  operation.  The  program  takes  place  in  the  last 
semester  of  the  senior  year  and  permits  pupils  to  alternate  work 
weeks  with  instruction  weeks. 

The  equipment  of  the  Commercial  Department  is  kept  at 
maximum  efficiency.  Last  year  one  IBM  Key  Punch  Type  26 
was  rented  and  installed  in  the  calculating  room  so  that  a 


limited  number  of  business  pupils  can  be  trained  to  meet  the 
needs  of  local  industry.  This  year  all  program  cards  were  key- 
punched on  this  machine  and  storted  with  the  aid  of  the  Ameri- 
can Optical  Company.  Each  pupil  has  training  for  one  pe- 
riod a  day  for  five  weeks  which  is  equivalent  to  twenty-five 
hours.  A  total  of  fifteen  pupils  are  able  to  receive  this  mini- 
mum amount  of  training  this  year. 

The  College  Preparatory  Course 

The  college  preparatory  course  prepares  pupils  for  all 
leading  universities  and  colleges  in  the  country.  Many  of  the 
pupils  receive  large  scholarships,  a  tribute  to  their  own  indus- 
try and  a  tribute  to  the  excellent  instruction  of  their  teachers. 
Pupils  from  this  course  have  entered  such  leading  institutions 
as:  Cornell,  Connecticut  College  for  Women,  Brown  University, 
College  of  the  Holy  Cross,  Tufts,  Dartmouth,  University  of 
Massachusetts,  Boston  University,  University  of  Michigan, 
Worcester  Polytechnic  Institute,  Clark  University,  Rensselaer 
Polytechnic  Institute,  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology, 
Harvard,  Smith  College,  Mount  Holyoke,  Wellesley  College, 
Simmons  College,  Columbia  University,  University  of  Connec- 
ticut, University  of  New  Hampshire,  Williams  College,  Colorado 
College,  Ohio  State  University,  the  College  of  New  Rochelle, 
California  Institute  of  Technology,  Georgia  Institute  of  Tech- 
nology, Pennsylvania  State  College,  Northeastern  University, 
Westminster  College,  Bates,  Missouri  School  of  Mines  and 
Metallurgy,  Colby  College,  Purdue  University,  Michigan  School 
of  Mining  and  Engineering,  Michigan  State,  Springfield  Col- 
lege, plus  most  of  the  leading  business  colleges  and  nursing 
schools. 

The  Seventh  and  Eighth  Grades 

One  eighth  grade  and  one  seventh  grade  of  the  school 
system  are  housed  in  the  high  school  building.  The  pupils  re- 
ceive the  program  opportunities  of  the  high  school,  and  they  are 
eligible  for  all  high  school  activities,  including  sports. 

This  past  year  the  Wells  eighth  grade  entered  the  Science 
Count-Down  sponsored  by  Lowell  Technological  Institute  and 
was  privileged  to  have  the  Worcester  County  winner  in  James 
Bucknam. 

Student  Council  Activities 

The  Student  Council  of  the  Mary  E.  Wells  High  School 
plays  an  important  part  between  students  and  administration. 
This  organization  is  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Rose  Brodeur. 
The  values  of  the  organization  are  manifold.

Recommendations 

There  are  several  recommendations  I  would  like  to  make 
at  this  time. 

1.  That  more  lockers  be  installed  until  enough  are 
furnished  to  take  care  of  all  pupils'  personal  belong- 
ings, coats,  rubbers,  etc. 

2.  That  money  be  appropriated  for  assembly  programs. 

3.  That  after  ten  years  of  consecutive  service,  teachers 
and  administrators  be  given  sabbatical  leave  for  study 
or  travel. 

4.  That  a  yearly  allotment  of  not  less  than  $1,500  be  ap- 
propriated for  the  band — an  unusually  worthy  group 
which  has  been  self-supporting.

REPORT  OF  COLE  TRADE  HIGH  SCHOOL 

Raymond  L.  W.  Benoit,  Director 

Warren  Romberg,  in  writing  for  the  Boston  Sunday  Herald 
said,  "The  American  habit  of  considering  individual  achieve- 
ment in  terms  of  status,  elevation  on  one  side  or  another,  is 
creating  a  problem  with  far-reaching  effects  in  American  sci- 
entific and  technical  progress."  Dean  Ashley  Campbell  of  Tufts 
University,  College  of  Engineering,  said,  ''Try  sitting  where 
I  am  and  telling  a  doting  parent  that  his  son  is  not  right  for 
engineering  school  but  would  make  a  first-class  technician.  He 
holds  up  his  hands  in  horror." 

The  need  for  skilled  technicians  is  becoming  acute.  A 
cursory  survey  made  by  the  Director  shows  this  condition  to 
be  true  in  the  Southbridge  employment  area.  At  this  point  I 
feel  that  the  term  "technician"  should  be  defined.  A  technician 
is  one  who  has  completed  training  on  the  thirteenth-  and  four- 
teenth-year level.  At  present  there  are  five  graduates  of  the 
Cole  Trade  High  School  who  are  pursuing  such  a  program  at 
their  own  expense.  I  believe  that  this  level  of  training  is  a 
function  and  responsibility  of  the  local  community,  and  I 
recommend  it  most  highly. 

We  are  proud  of  the  new  floor  coverings  and  the  boys*  toilet 
facilities  which  the  School  Committee  provided  for  us.  We  at 
Cole  thank  the  Committee  for  these  improvements.

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REPORT  OF  EASTFORD  ROAD,  PLEASANT  STREET, 
AND  WEST  STREET  SCHOOLS 

Raoul  O.  Lataille,  Supervising  Elementary  Principal 

The  difficulty  of  pupils  to  spell  correctly  seems  to  have 
been  a  major  concern  of  American  businessmen,  of  colleges,  of 
parents,  and  even  of  elementary  and  high  school  teachers  for 
many  years. 

This  year,  the  elementary  schools  of  Southbridge  are  mak- 
ing an  earnest  attempt  to  remedy  this  situation  by  making  the 
pupils  more  conscious  of  the  importance  of  spelling  and  by 
making  spelling  more  meaningful  for  all  its  pupils. 

The  problems  involved  in  setting  up  a  complete  and  com- 
prehensive spelling  program  have  been  numerous  but  with  con- 
tinued effort  should  not  be  insurmountable.  In  too  many  spell- 
ing textbooks,  words  are  taught  independently  out  of  context 
with  little  or  no  emphasis  on  meaning.  There  has  been  little 
motivation  to  learn  to  spell  except  for  the  better  student  who 
could  excel  in  the  "spelling  bee." 

Our  first  concern  was  to  apply  a  systematic  approach  to 
this  problem  and  to  recall  one  of  the  most  important  principles 
of  learning  that  whatever  is  to  be  learned  should  be  introduced 
in  a  meaningful  situation.  With  this  thought  in  mind,  it  was 
decided  that  new  words  should  be  introduced  at  each  grade 
level  in  contextual  settings  which  have  more  meaning  and 
which  are  of  greater  interest  to  the  child.  Until  now,  spelling 
has  been  looked  upon  as  a  rote  skHl  rather  than  as  an  essential 
partner  to  the  language  program. 

One  of  the  purposes  of  spelling  must  be  constantly  to 
correlate  the  spelling  program  with  all  other  school  subjects 
in  order  to  make  sure  that  pupils  acquire  not  only  a  specific 
but  a  general  ability  both  in  terms  of  knowledge  and  applica- 
tion of  spelling  rules  and  principles  and  in  terms  of  more 
analytical  observation  of  the  spelling  of  all  words. 

This  can  be  done  (a)  by  teaching  spelling  rules  and  prin- 
ciples during  regularly  scheduled  spelling  periods;  (b)  by  teach- 
ing each  pupil  to  spell  correctly  those  words  which  give  him  the 
most  spelling  difficulty  in  his  writings  outside  the  spelling  class; 
and  (c)  by  teaching  the  pupils  to  spell  any  word  new  to  them 
that  will  help  them  better  to  express  their  ideas  in  writing. 

Unless  the  child  understands  the  meanings  of  words,  as 
applied  in  context,  he  will  not  use  them  in  his  writing  or  oral 
discussions.  The  unified  approach  makes  a  direct  attack  on 
word  meanings  through  the  control  of  a  stimulating  text  with 
ample  activities  in  independent  writing  and  in  the  use  of  the 
dictionary. 

This  unified  approach  to  spelling  has  and  must  continue 
to  have  a  strong  phonics  and  word-analysis  program.  Studies 
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show  that  the  correlation  between  phonics  knowledge  and  spell- 
ing is  higher  than  between  phonics  knowledge  and  reading. 
Therefore,  children  need  more  definite  and  specific  training 
in  hearing  sounds  and  in  pronouncing  words  carefully  and  ac- 
curately. 

In  addition  to  the  phonetic  program,  emphasis  must  be 
placed  also  in  each  grade  on  incorporating  the  first  one  hun- 
dred words  in  the  order  of  frequency  from  a  basic  writing 
vocabulary.  Also,  investigations  which  give  evidence  on  spelling 
errors  must  not  be  ignored.  The  Jones  report  of  one  hundred 
demons  and  the  Fitzgerald  report  of  222  spelling  demons  should 
be  included  in  a  selection  of  contextual  words  for  spelling  and 
also  for  the  placement  of  words  in  grades. 

It  is  our  sincere  hope  that  our  endeavors  to  promote  the 
general  spelling  ability  of  all  the  pupils  in  our  public  elementary 
schools  will  be  enhanced  greatly  as  they  advance  from  grade 
to  grade.  The  ultimate  results  at  the  high  school  and  college 
levels  should  definitely  indicate  a  generally  noticeable  spelling 
betterment. 

REPORT  OF  CHARLTON  STREET,  MARCY  STREET, 
AND  MECHANIC  STREET  SCHOOLS 

R.  Joseph  Racine,  Supervising  Elementary  Principal 

We  are  entering  upon  our  second  school  year  under  the 
new  elementary  administrative  plan  of  one  supervising  prin- 
cipal for  three  schools,  with  one  teaching-principal  in  each 
building. 

From  a  scholastic  and  administrative  point  of  view,  all 
indications  point  to  a  successful  first  year,  and  still  more  ef- 
ficient operation  at  the  outset  of  the  second  year.  It  has 
assured  a  more  streamlined  operative  basis  with  unison  of  ob- 
jectives throughout  the  elementary  level. 

The  consistent  use  of  the  teachers*  curriculum  guides, 
which  were  prepared  and  written  by  members  of  our  own  fa- 
culties, has  contributed  much  toward  attainment  of  a  high 
level  of  teaching  and  reaching  of  grade  goals.  Under  the  guid- 
ance and  direction  of  the  supervising-principal,  teachers  are 
maintaining  an  excellent  balance  between  textbook  and  cur- 
riculum-guide content  matter. 

The  new  arithmetic  textbook  series  is  now  in  its  second 
year  of  usage  and  proving  satisfactory.  This  series,  coupled  with 
the  recent  science  textbooks,  which  contain  many  experimental 
areas,  makes  for  a  sound  mathematics  and  science  curriculum. 

The  English  language  textbooks  must  now  be  replaced, 
after  completely  outliving  their  usefulness.  Effective  language 
instruction  must  be  related  to  pupil  growth  and  development. 
Readiness,  orderly  sequence,  experimental  backgrounds,  and 
emerging  interests  are  the  basic  principles  upon  which  precise 
communication  of  ideas  can  be  taught  effectively.  There  must 
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be  a  continuous  coordination  and  growth  from  grade  to  grade. 

Examination  sets  of  English  books  from  publishers  are 
now  in  the  hands  of  the  teachers,  and  selections  will  be  made 
early  this  spring.  Following  adoption  of  a  new  English  language 
series,  these  books  will  be  in  the  hands  of  the  pupils  this 
September. 

Thus,  in  September  1960,  the  elementary  level  will  be 
completely  furnished,  in  all  subjects,  with  the  latest  textbooks. 

Our  Southbridge  school  system  can  be  proud  of  its  ex- 
cellent reading  program,  as  it  is  being  taught  in  the  elementary 
schools.  We  emphasize  phonetics,  comprehension,  and  the 
development  of  interpretative  skills  and  abilities.  Reading  is 
a  thinking,  evaluating,  and  challenging  activity  which  goes  far 
beyond  the  mere  pronunciation  of  words.  We  strive  to  ac- 
quaint the  pupil  with  his  literary  heritage  and  to  promote  the 
love  of  worthy  literature. 

We  are  thankful  to  our  Parent  Teachers*  Association  group 
for  the  excellent  supplementary  sets  of  books  with  which  they 
have  endowed  our  schools.  Our  local  library  has  cooperated 
closely  with  us  in  our  reading  program  and  furnishes  us  with 
varied  grade-level  sets,  for  extracurricular  and  book-report 
reading. 

Our  grade  one  classrooms  are  overcrowded.  Individualized 
instruction  is  very  difficult  in  classes  over  thirty  pupils.  The 
quality  of  education  can  never  improve  in  a  crowded  classroom. 
If,  because  of  limited  space,  we  cannot  have  two  grades  one, 
we  should  have  an  assistant  teacher  in  the  room. 

The  achievement  tests  taken  by  all  pupils  in  September 
revealed  that  pupils  in  general  have  made  substantial  scholastic 
progress  of  a  gratifying  nature.  Where  certain  deficiencies  and 
weaknesses  existed,  remedial  steps  were  taken  from  the  outset, 
and  corrective  procedures  applied  during  the  first  term  of 
school.  In  addition,  to  assist  pupils  who  need  special  help,  all 
grade  teachers  conduct  a  daily  one-half  hour  remedial  period 
after  school. 

The  four  grades  eight  which  are  housed  at  Mechanic  Street 
School  are  doing  well  in  all  respects,  working  at  their  own  level, 
and  within  their  ow^n  social-age  group.  They  are  assigned  the 
use  of  the  Charlton  Street  School  gymnasium  for  physical  edu- 
cation and  basketball  league  after-school  games.  They  attend 
the  mechanical  drawing  and  homemaking  classes  in  the  high 
school  building,  under  the  supervision  of  their  homeroom  teach- 
ers. 

Our  accelerated  classes,  conducted  at  Marcy  Street  School, 
and  comprising  pupils  culled  from  all  elementary  schools,  have 
proved  successful  beyond  our  fondest  expectations.  Achieve- 
ment tests,  given  in  September  to  the  entering  grade  six  group, 
revealed  a  median  of  one  year  and  five  months  beyond  the 
grade  level;  and  two  years  and  two  months  beyond  the  grade 
six  level  for  the  top  one  third. 
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We  seek,  consistently,  to  provide  curriculum  and  cultural 
enrichment  for  these  groups  in  order  to  bridge  the  gap  between 
potential  and  high  scholastic  achievement.  Trained  and  or- 
ganized human  intelligence  is  the  most  vital  power  in  the  world 
today. 

It  is  recommended  that,  as  the  two  present  accelerated 
grades  go  on  into  the  upper  grades,  a  supervisor  of  these  ac- 
celerated groups,  well  versed  in  administration  and  curriculum 
supervision,  be  appointed  to  assure  continuity  and  excellence 
of  scholastic  achievement,  from  grades  5  to  12. 

It  would  be  advisable  for  these  accelerated  groups,  once 
they  reach  grade  twelve,  to  enroll  in  the  special  classes  con- 
ducted at  Assumption  College,  Worcester,  on  Saturday  morn- 
ings, or  at  other  colleges  in  the  area  which  may  offer  courses 
for  accelerated  students.  Seven  school  systems  in  the  suburban 
Worcester  area  are  now  participating  in  these  Saturday  morn- 
ing special  offerings. 

AH  teachers  are  to  be  commended  for  their  splendid  and 
efficient  work.  The  teacher  is  the  key  figure  in  any  teaching- 
learning  situation.  The  philosophy  of  life  and  education,  the 
aspirations  and  ideals,  poise  and  stability,  as  well  as  the  rela- 
tionship with  children,  and  the  kind  of  relationship  permitted 
among  the  pupils  in  the  classroom,  greatly  affects  the  quality 
of  the  learning  experience  pupils  will  have.  In  the  final  analysis, 
the  excellent  teacher  is  the  backbone  of  any  school  system.  A 
happy  and  contented  teacher,  with  a  sound  education,  who 
truly  loves  children,  is  a  good  educator.  Such  a  teacher  not 
only  teaches  the  three  R's,  but  highly  prized  character  educa- 
tion, and  develops  moral  and  human-relations  understanding. 

I  would  like  to  express  my  gratitude  to  Mr.  Fox  for  his 
continuous  solicitude  for  the  total  welfare  of  the  pupils;  my 
thanks  to  Mrs.  Anita  Sfreddo,  to  Mrs.  Camelia  Dintini,  and  to 
Mr.  Flanagan  for  their  cooperation  in  all  administrative  en- 
deavors; and  a  word  of  appreciation  to  our  building  custodians 
who  maintain  clean,  well-kept,  and  comfortable  buildings  for 
our  good  little  people.

REPORT  OF  THE  ACCELERATED  PROGRAM 

Edith  A.  Manzi,  Director 

The  academically  talented  child  has  been  challengedf 
Achievement  at  his  fullest  capacity  has  resulted. 

The  curriculum  has  been  geared  to  the  relative  capability 
of  the  group.  All  facets  of  each  subject  have  been  exploited,  with 
individual  research  work  carried  on  in  every  desirable  field. 
Pupils  have  learned  the  technique  of  evaluating  information 
gained  through  research. 

Overwhelming  enthusiasm  and  a  perpetual  thirst  for  more 
knowledge  have  been  satisfied  through  diverse  methods.  Mo- 
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tivation  must  be  consistent.  By  enriching  and  broadening  their 
education,  by  arousing  their  natural  curiosity,  and  by  fulfill- 
ing their  interest,  enjoyment  in  learning  has  been  achieved. 

The  first  research  project  was  conducted  in  missiles  and 
rockets.  Through  outside  reading,  science  clubs,  pupil  inter- 
change of  knowledge,  and  current  newspapers,  the  class  had 
become  most  thoroughly  informed.  Culmination  of  the  project 
took  place  with  the  exhibition  of  pupil-made  missiles  and  rock- 
ets on  Parents'  Night. 

Among  various  other  projects,  the  Community  Resources 
Survey,  an  enrichment  of  social  studies  and  English,  proved 
both  fascinating  and  beneficial  to  the  pupils.  Leaders  in  indus- 
try, professional  men,  and  businessmen  were  personally  inter- 
viewed by  the  children,  who  were  taken  on  tours.  They  re- 
turned with  a  tremendous  wealth  of  first-hand  information  ex- 
plaining how  the  town  functions! 

The  "piece  de  resistance"  has  been  the  study  of  Conversa- 
tional French.  Enthusiasm  and  interest  have  been  maintained 
through  learning  by  dramatization  of  home  and  family,  class- 
room, and  everyday  activities.  As  a  child  first  begins  to  speak 
English  in  his  immediate  surroundings — the  home — so  French 
has  been  taught  by  using  similar  methods  of  procedure.  Fluency 
in  speaking,  learning  to  "think"  in  French,  correct  pronuncia- 
tion and  accent  have  been  stressed.  The  rapid  learner  is  de- 
lighted with  the  foreign  words  and  expressions  and  feels  a  sense 
of  pride  and  excitement  in  speaking  a  second  language.  Ability 
in  speaking  French  was  demonstrated  at  the  Marcy  Street 
Parent-Teachers'  Meeting  in  April. 

Since  bright  children  are  omnivorous  readers,  a  constant 
flow  of  a  wide  variety  of  books  from  the  public  library  has  been 
utilized.  With  every  change  of  subject,  a  new  set  of  books  has 
been  obtained. 

Character  development  is  of  utmost  importance!  Pupils 
have  been  trained  in  the  qualities  of  independence,  initiative, 
sharing,  and  democratic  attitude  and  behavior.  Competition  is 
always  keen;  at  the  same  time  each  child  must  learn  to  respect 
the  intelligence  and  feelings  of  his  fellow  classmates. 

Teaching  the  accelerated  class  has  been  enhanced  and  stim- 
ulated greatly  by  the  utilization  of  audio-visual  materials  such 
as  films,  filmstrips,  records,  and  the  tape  recorder. 

Since  we  all  strive  to  get  along  with  all  kinds  of  people, 
these  pupils  have  been  made  to  participate  actively  in  school 
sports,  musical  programs,  art  projects,  and  other  extracurricular 
activities.  These  activities  assisted  the  children  in  becoming 
well-rounded  personalities,  better-adjusted  individuals — lead- 
ers! 

This  program  is  well  into  its  second  year;  pupils  are  con- 
tinuing their  advancement;  and  we  hope  the  accomplishments 
are  continuously  progressive. 

In  conclusion,  I  take  this  opportunity  to  extend  my  sincere 
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appreciation  and  thanks  to  Mr.  Fox,  Superintendent  of  Schools, 
to  the  School  Committee,  to  the  Supervising  Principal,  to  the 
Teaching  Principal,  to  the  parents,  and  to  all  the  townspeople 
for  their  whole-hearted  cooperation.

REPORT  OF  THE  RETARDED  CLASSES 

Clara  M.  Reed  and  Stanley  Naumnik,  Instructors 

This  year,  as  in  the  past  several  years,  we  have  two  classes 
for  retarded  children  in  the  Town  of  Southbridge.  Both  of  these 
classes  are  taught  in  the  high  school  building.  One  group  is 
made  up  of  students  from  ages  7  to  12  and  the  other  group 
from  ages  12  to  16. 

Both  individual  and  class  instruction  are  given  these  pu- 
pils daily  in  all  basic  educational  fundamentals.  The  older  girls 
are  also  taught  sewing  and  handcrafts,  while  the  older  boys  are 
given  instruction  in  practical  arts  and  woodworking. 

Basically,  this  set-up  has  worked  out  well,  but  much  more 
classroom  space  and  equipment  could  be  utiHzed.

REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  HEALTH  DEPARTMENT 

Lottie  A.  LeBlanc,  School  Nurse 

Eight  hundred  and  forty-nine  physical  examinations  were 
given  to  public  school  children.  As  a  result,  fifty-nine  defects 
were  found  and  notices  were  mailed  to  parents  for  their  imme- 
diate attention.  The  reasons  for  these  defects  were:  teeth, 
throat,  ears,  and  feet. 

There  were  four  hundred  and  twenty-seven  visits  made  to 
the  various  pubUc  schools.  On  these  visits  many  activities  are 
performed,  such  as  physical  examinations,  vision  tests,  hearing 
tests,  first  aid,  conferences  with  students,  and  accurate  record- 
ings on  Health  Records.  The  Massachusetts  Vision  Test,  re- 
quired under  the  State  Law,  was  completed  in  all  schools.  Two 
thousand  one  hundred  and  thirty-six  pupils  were  screened  and 
one  hundred  and  twenty-seven  notices  were  mailed  to  parents 
informing  them  of  their  failures  in  passing  the  vision  test.  The 
Massachusetts  Hearing  machine  was  used  in  testing  two  thou- 
sand one  hundred  twenty-five  pupils.  Eighty-two  who  failed 
to  make  a  perfect  score  were  retested  individually,  and  eighty- 
two  notices  were  mailed  to  parents  informing  them  of  their 
child's  failing  the  hearing  test.  First  Aid  was  rendered  to  one 
hundred  and  ninety-two  pupils.  One  hundred  and  ninety-six  i 
home  visits  were  made  and  two  thousand  eight  hundred  and  I 
forty-three  conferences  were  held  in  reference  to  school  health  i 
problems. 

One  hundred  and  thirty-nine  pupils  received  dental  care  at  i 
the  Dental  Clinic.  Tv,o  hundred  and  thirty-three  children  re-  • 
ceived  regular  inoculations,  and  three  hundred  and  thirty-five 
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received  booster  doses  at  the  Toxoid  Clinics  given  at  the  Town 
Hall.  Parents  are  now  aware  of  the  value  of  this  treatment  for 
the  prevention  of  diphtheria,  and  each  year  we  find  that  more 
children  have  been  immunized  before  they  enter  school.  Reg- 
istration of  pre-school  children  was  conducted  by  the  Board 
of  Health  and  the  School  Department.  A  total  of  three  hun- 
dred and  twelve  children  registered  for  the  first  grade,  plus 
eleven  more  who  registered  at  a  later  date. 

This  office  cared  for  our  needy  children.  Clothing  was 
furnished  to  eleven  children  during  the  year;  lenses  were  secured 
for  eight;  hot  lunches  were  provided  for  seven;  two  were  seen 
by  an  ear  speciaHst;  and  medication  was  provided  for  one 
child.  Three  children  were  referred  to  the  State  Crippled  Chil- 
dren's Clinic,  and  two  children  were  referred  to  the  Worcester 
Hearing  League  for  Lip  Reading  Classes. 

The  Census  of  the  Blind  and  the  Census  of  the  Physically 
Handicapped  Children  were  completed  and  for^varded  to  the 
Board  of  Education.  The  report  of  the  Hearing  Conservation 
Program  and  the  report  of  the  Vision  Conservation  Program 
were  forwarded  to  the  Department  of  Pubhc  Health.  Seven 
home  teachers  were  provided  for  physically  handicapped  chil- 
dren unable  to  attend  school.  Clear  Type  books  were  ordered 
from  the  Massachusetts  Division  of  the  Blind  for  two  children. 
Three  appointments  were  made  for  three  children  to  be  tested 
at  the  Wrentham  State  School,  and  one  appointment  was  made 
for  a  student  to  be  tested  at  the  Belcherto^Ti  State  School. 

Pre-school  children  and  students  in  grade  one  were  s^iven 
the  opportunity  to  participate  in  the  Salk  Vaccine  Polio  Clinics 
at  the  Tovm  Hall.  A  total  of  five  hundred  and  twelve  children 
were  inoculated. 

Teamwork  made  it  possible  for  us  to  accomplish  such  a 
tremendous  amount  of  work.  In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  take  this 
opportunity  to  thank  everyone  who  contributed  in  any  way 
to  the  success  of  our  1959  Health  Program.

REPORT  OF  PHYSICAL  EDUCATION  DEPARTMENT 

Dr.  Lewis  A.  Kyrios,  Director 

Our  Physical  Education  Program  has  been  organized  into 
three  distinct  phases:  regular  physical  education  classes,  con- 
trolled recess  program,  and  our  after-school  athletic  program. 

In  our  regular  physical  education  classes,  all  the  Cole 
Trade  High  students,  eighth-grade  boys  and  girls  at  the 
Mechanic  Street  School,  and  students  in  the  upper  elementary 
grades  at  Charlton  Street  and  West  Street  Schools  participate 
one  hour  each  week  in  regular  classes.  Tumbling,  stunts,  calis- 
thenics, relays,  and  games  are  emphasized.  This  program  is 
flexible  in  order  to  provide  a  ^.dde  range  of  activities  for  the 
many  interests  and  needs  of  the  students. 
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In  addition  to  the  above  activities,  physical  fitness  and 
proficiency  tests  are  given  to  the  high  school  and  eighth-grade 
students.  The  tests  are  designed  to  motivate  and  to  increase 
athletic  sports  participation  for  the  development  of  physical 
fitness.  They  are  considered  well  within  the  "Safety  Zone"  and 
capacity  of  the  average  healthy  boy  and  girl. 

Our  controlled  recess  program  has  been  organized  to  meet 
the  needs  of  all  students  in  Grades  I  to  V  in  our  elementary 
classes.  The  program  has  been  organized  by  the  Director  and 
administered  by  the  classroom  teacher.  The  program  includes 
the  following  activities:  group  games,  relays,  story  plays,  and 
athletic  games.  In  two  of  our  elementary  schools  one  gym  class 
a  week  has  been  authorized  for  each  grade. 

The  after-school  athletic  program  has  been  organized  to 
give  the  elementary  and  8th  grade  students  an  opportunity 
to  participate  in  competitive  sports  with  proper  supervision. 
Touch  football,  basketball,  and  baseball  are  offered  to  the  boys. 
The  girls  may  participate  in  handball  and  softball.  Coaches 
have  been  appointed  to  insure  proper  supervision.  Schedules 
are  carefully  prepared  to  protect  the  health  needs,  and  safety 
of  the  students.  Proper  equipment  and  facilities  are  available.

REPORT  OF  ART  DEPARTMENT 

Claire  Birtz,  Director 

Because  of  the  increasing  number  of  classes  in  all  elemen- 
tary schools  in  Southbridge,  the  integrated  art  program  now 
starts  at  the  fourth-grade  level,  with  some  supervision  in  the 
first  three  grades. 

Elementary  art  and  the  high  school  art  classes  are  still 
being  taught  by  one  teacher  so  that  the  time  allotted  to  both 
the  elementary  schools  and  to  the  high  school  is  necessarily 
very  limited. 

Art  offers  one  of  the  earliest  means  of  personal  expression 
and  satisfaction  for  a  child,  and  our  classroom  teachers,  being 
cognizant  of  this  fact,  are  working  very  hard  to  keep  the  art 
program  on  a  high  level. 

Our  high  school  students  are  benefiting  from  the  integrated 
art  program.  It  is  now  possible  for  high  school  students  to  go 
on  to  much  more  advanced  work.  Students  with  superior  ability 
are  doing  serious  art  work.  Examples  of  their  excellent  paint- 
ings will  be  on  display  in  May  when  we  celebrate  Massachu- 
setts Art  Week,  as  proclaimed  by  Governor  Furcolo. 

Until  we  transfer  to  the  new  senior  high  school,  we  shall 
continue  to  be  very  seriously  handicapped.  We  need  a  walk- 
in  storage  room  for  materials,  shelves  on  which  work  in  progress 
could  be  stored,  better  lighting  display  cabinets,  two  sinks  to 
speed  cleaning-up,  a  painting  area,  and  a  craft  center.  There 
should  be  well-lighted  display  cases  in  the  corridors  or  in  the 
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auditorium  of  our  school  to  display  examples  of  students'  fine 
work,  and  loan  exhibitions  of  paintings  and  other  related  arts 
and  crafts — some  of  them  native  to  our  section  of  New  Eng- 
land. This  would  help  broaden  the  practical  understanding  and 
appreciation  of  art  of  the  whole  student  body.  Many  students, 
when  exposed  to  such  fine  exhibitions,  become  much  more  aware 
of  fine  workmanship. 

Only  a  few  of  our  art  students  will  become  art  teachers 
or  enter  the  professional  art  field,  but  all  will  utilize  art  knowl- 
edge every  day  of  their  lives.  In  addition,  many  students  will 
join  the  growing  ranks  of  adult  art  hobbyists,  once  they  have 
had  the  stimulating  experience  of  working  with  fine  tools  in 
modern  surroundings. 

A  modern  art  center  should  be  open  all  day,  so  that  stu- 
dents can  use  free  time  to  good  advantage.  A  combination  of 
studio  and  craft  center  in  our  new  school  can  become  the  focal 
point  of  both  high  school  students  and  townspeople.  More  and 
more  adults  in  Southbridge  are  beginning  to  show  interest  in 
art,  and  many  of  these  people  would  be  greatly  interested  in 
viewing  the  many  fine  exhibitions  which  can  be  brought  to  our 
school.  A  modern  art  center  would  not  only  enrich  the  lives  of 
our  student  body  but  could  also  become  the  cultural  center  of 
our  town.

REPORT  OF  THE  AUDIO-VISUAL  DEPARTMENT 

Edward  Desroches,  Director 

The  sole  purpose  of  the  Audio- Visual  Department,  and  the 
only  reason  for  its  existence,  is  to  provide  equipment,  materials, 
and  ideas  that  will  help  teachers  teach  more  effectively.  Re- 
search and  experience  continue  to  remind  us  that  children  learn 
more,  learn  faster,  and  remember  longer  when  audio-visual  in- 
structional materials  are  used  to  teach  them.  Southbridge 
teachers  are  becoming  more  and  more  cognizant  of  these  find- 
ings as  evidenced  by  their  increased  use  of  audio-visual  ma- 
terials during  1959. 

Audio-Visual  Uses 

Once  again,  the  educational  film  received  the  greatest  em- 
phasis in  the  instructional  program  during  1959.   More  than 
three  hundred  films  were  used  in  the  following  programs: 
Elementary,  High  School,  Trade  School,  and  Guidance. 

In  addition  to  the  educational  film,  teachers  made  fre- 
quent and  effective  use  of  the  filmstrip,  lantern  slide,  record, 
and  tape  recording  throughout  the  year. 
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New  Services 

The  Audio- Visual  Department  broadened  its  services  to 
teachers  in  three  ways  during  1959. 

A  film  library  of  forty-nine  carefully  selected  Coronet  edu- 
cational films  was  purchased  and  made  available  to  the  teach- 
ers of  the  school  system.  Then  a  catalog,  containing  descrip- 
tions of  the  forty-nine  films  and  a  Ultilization  Chart,  was  dis- 
tributed to  every  teacher.  To  complete  this  exceptional  service, 
Teachers'  Guides  which  include  a  general  statement  on  the 
film's  purpose,  excellent  background  material,  suggested  class 
activities,  and  related  reading  references  were  also  made  avail- 
able to  every  film  user. 

Facilities  and  materials  for  the  use  of  educational  tele- 
vision were  made  available  to  teachers  early  in  October  as  our 
second  added  service. 

In  late  September,  the  Southbridge  Public  School  System 
became  a  participating  member  of  the  21 -Inch  Classroom  which 
is  presented  over  WGBH-TV,  Channel  2,  Boston,  by  the  East- 
ern Massachusetts  Council  for  School  Television.  The  21 -Inch 
Classroom  was  conceived  and  organized  to  supplement  and  to 
enrich  the  school  curriculum  by  bringing  to  the  classroom  re- 
sources that  would  otherwise  be  unavailable. 

In  order  to  make  it  possible  for  teachers  to  take  advantage 
of  the  excellent  programs  offered,  a  television  set  was  placed  in 
every  school  but  one.  Teachers'  Guides  covering  the  various 
programs  were  also  distributed  to  the  participating  teachers. 

The  21 -Inch  Classroom  offered  the  following  programs  dur- 
ing 1959:  Science,  Literature,  Music,  Exploring  Nature,  Focus: 
United  States  Foreign  Policy,  Lines  and  Shapes,  President's 
Conference,  and  Parlons  Francais. 

It  is  still  too  early  for  us  to  evaluate  with  a  great  deal  of 
accuracy  the  total  effectiveness  of  this  entirely  new  approach 
to  learning.  However,  on  the  basis  of  the  reports  and  comments 
we  have  received  from  teachers  who  have  already  made  effective 
use  of  this  teaching  medium,  it  appears  that  educational  tele- 
vision holds  a  very  favorable  position  as  a  valuable  new  adjunct 
to  classroom  learning. 

Our  third  added  service  to  teachers  included  a  unique  film 
Hbrary  which  w^e  received  from  the  Massachusetts  Mutual  Life 
Insurance  Company  for  our  permanent  use  at  no  cost  to  us. 

Each  of  the  tw^enty-seven  films  in  this  library  is  made  up 
of  selected  portions  from  past  Screen  News  Digest  releases 
which  have  been  edited  and  classified  by  subjects  to  form  a  per- 
manent film  Hbrary. 

The  Screen  News  Digest  is  a  monthly  news  film  with  timely 
feature  stories  and  historical  reviews  and  is  distributed  regu- 
larly through  the  secondary  schools  of  Central  Western  Massa- 
chusetts as  a  public  service  by  the  Massachusetts  Mutual  Life 
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Insurance  Company.  Southbridge  teachers  have  been  using 
this  film  in  their  classrooms  for  the  last  four  years. 

The  three  added  services  described  above  represent,  per- 
haps, the  greatest  development  of  audio-visual  facilities  in  any 
one  year  since  the  inception  of  the  Audio- Visual  Program  in 
Southbridge. 

New  Equipment  and  Materials 

Two  main  equipment  purchases  were  made  in  1959 — a 
33^"  X  4"  projector  for  Wells  High  School  and  a  70**  x  70'*  Ra- 
diant "Educator"  screen  for  Eastford  Road  School. 

In  addition  to  the  above  purchases,  tapes,  filmstrips,  and 
records  were  also  added  to  the  Department  during  the  year. 

Community  Services 

The  services  of  the  Audio-Visual  Department  were  extend- 
ed to  many  community  organizations  during  1959.  Equipment, 
materials,  and  operators  were  provided  for  the  following  organ- 
izations: Rotary  Club,  Exchange  Club,  Knights  of  Columbus, 
Junior  Chamber  of  Commerce,  Mothers  Club,  Girl  Scouts,  As- 
sociation for  the  Mentally  Retarded,  Junior  Red  Cross,  Office 
of  Civil  Defense,  Pilsudski  Polish- American  Club,  and  the  Sitz- 
markers  Ski  Club. 

REPORT  OF  THE  CHORAL  MUSIC  DEPARTMENT 
Grades  VII  -  XII 

Judith  A.  Brockway,  Supervisor 

The  main  performance  activity  of  this  department,  during 
the  spring,  was  the  choral  section  of  the  various  graduations. 
Much  time  and  energy  were  put  into  preparing  for  these  occa- 
sions. The  Cole  Trade  High  School  Glee  Club  sang  for  its 
graduation  on  June  10;  the  Wells  High  School  seniors  sang  for 
their  ceremony  on  June  14;  and  the  eighth  grade  chorus  sang 
for  its  graduation  on  June  17. 

In  early  April,  one  member  of  the  Wells  chorus  participated 
in  the  All-State  Chorus  in  Hyannis.  This  is  a  choral  group  of 
approximately  two  hundred  students  selected  from  all  the  pub- 
lic high  schools  in  Massachusetts.  This  is  a  great  honor  for  any 
pupil,  and  I  am  certain  that  ours  will  never  forget  this  wonder- 
ful experience. 

The  1959-1960  school  year  finds  us  with  changes  in  sched- 
uling and  events.  The  Wells  High  School  Chorus  now  meets 
within  the  school  day  program  (two  periods  in  which  pupils 
with  study  may  join  the  chorus).  We  also  have  a  classroom  ex- 
pressly for  our  own  use.  This  group  has  sung  for  the  Honor 
Society  Induction;  has  presented  a  Christmas  program  for  the 
Wedncisday  Club  of  the  Elm  Street  Congregational  Church; 
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and  has  presented  the  Christmas  Assembly,  in  conjunction  with 
the  band,  at  the  high  school. 

The  Cole  Trade  High  School  Chorus,  which  met  for  the 
first  term  in  the  Cole  Trade  building,  has  been  transferred  so 
that  this  class  now  takes  place  in  the  music  room  at  the  high 
school.  These  boys  enjoy  singing  and  are  capable  of  doing  an 
excellent  job  with  their  choral  music. 

In  November,  five  chorus  members  (three  from  Wells  High 
and  two  representing  Cole  Trade  High)  took  part  in  the  Ail- 
District  Chorus  in  Shrewsbury.  On  December  8  four  of  these 
students  auditioned  for  the  All- State  Chorus  which,  this  year, 
will  be  in  Worcester.  The  results  of  these  auditions  will  not  be 
known  for  several  months,  but  we  are  all  filled  with  hope  and 
anticipation  that  some  of  our  students  may  be  selected. 

Theory  review,  music  history,  and  a  great  deal  of  singing 
are  the  basic  activities  in  the  eighth  grade  General  Music  pro- 
gram. Each  eighth  grade  has  one  forty-minute  lesson  per  week. 

All  seventh  grades  have  reviewed  the  music  theory  present- 
ed through  the  first  six  years  of  their  schooling  and  have  gone 
on  to  learn  new  theory  and  history,  which  will  be  of  help  to 
them  as  they  progress  toward  singing  three-  and  four-part 
harmony  in  mixed  choral  groups.  Work  on  rounds  has  been 
done  by  these  groups  to  show  that  singing  is  fun  and  much  more 
interesting  when  done  in  parts  rather  than  in  unison. 

As  we  look  toward  the  second  half  of  this  school  year,  we 
see  many  musical  events  before  us  in  which  our  students  will 
be  taking  an  active  part.  In  order  to  do  a  truly  good  job  in  any 
of  these  programs,  we  must  have  added  participation,  co-opera- 
tion, and  interest  on  all  sides.  With  a  little  more  encourage- 
ment from  the  parents,  we  might  have  a  greater  number  of 
pupils  taking  part  in  the  groups  available  to  them.  Glee  Club 
at  the  high  school  level  is  for  anyone  who  likes  people,  enjoys 
taking  part  in  the  activities  of  a  group,  or  finds  himself  hum- 
ming or  whistling  as  he  walks  or  works. 

Music  is  all  around  us;  we  can't  Hve  without  it,  for  it  is  the 
expression  both  of  our  times  and  of  generations  past.  The 
young  people  of  today  should  take  part  in  music  during  the 
school  day  for  with  it  they  will  be  rounding  out  their  lives  with 
art  and  beauty. 

REPORT  OF  INSTRUMENTAL  MUSIC  DEPARTMENT 

Paul  J.  Sweet,  Director 

Several  things  stand  out  prominently  as  definite  accom- 
plishments of  the  band  during  the  past  year. 

First,  the  high  school  band  has  continued  to  improve  both 
as  a  marching  and  as  a  concert  band,  having  performed  for  sev- 
eral local  and  out-of-town  parades,  and  for  the  foobtall  games. 

Second,  at  both  the  Tantasqua  and  the  Wachusetts  foot- 
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ball  games  it  presented,  for  the  half-time  show,  a  novelty  in 
New  England  high  school  circles  by  offering  a  precision  type 
marching  drill  set  to  music.  This  type  of  presentation  requires 
split-second  timing  and  is  not  usually  performed  by  New 
England  high  school  bands.  For  the  Thanksgiving  Day  football 
game  with  Bartlett  High  School,  it  presented  a  pegeant-type 
show  depicting  the  landing  of  the  Pilgrims  on  Plymouth  Rock. 
Both  shows  were  well  received  by  a  capacity  audience. 

Third,  the  forty-two  piece  band  took  part  in  the  C.  Y.  C. 
parade,  October  18,  1959,  in  Worcester,  Massachusetts,  and 
also  in  the  local  Jimmy  Fund  and  Hallowe'en  parades. 

One  of  the  musical  high  lights  of  the  year  was  the  annual 
Christmas  assembly  program,  December  23,  at  which  time  the 
high  school  band  and  Glee  Club  combined  forces  in  presenting 
a  concert  which  was  well  received  by  the  student  body. 

We  were  honored,  this  year,  by  having  two  of  our  out- 
standing band  menders  selected  to  play  with  the  Worcester 
County  All-Star  high  school  band  at  a  concert  held  November 
6,  at  the  new  Shrewsbury  High  School.  They  were  band  secre- 
tary, Mary  Jane  Bousquet,  and  band  president,  Walter  Be- 
langer. 

Our  Junior  Band  continues  to  do  well  and  at  present  has 
an  enrollment  of  fifty-two  members.  This  is  an  improvement 
over  previous  years.  They  marched  in  several  local  parades  and 
performed  creditably  for  the  eighth  grade  graduation  this  past 
June. 

REPORT  OF  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL  MUSIC 

Rosalie  Rubenstein,  Elementary  School  Music  Supervisor 

The  purpose  of  teaching  music  in  the  elementary  grades  is 
threefold:  first,  to  make  it  possible  for  the  largest  number  of 
children  to  participate  correctly  and  tunefully  in  singing;  sec- 
ond, to  develop  a  love  and  taste  for  good  music;  third,  to  teach 
as  many  of  the  principles  as  possible  and  to  furnish  practice  in 
sight  singing. 

Based  on  this  concept,  the  following  program  has  been  es- 
tablished and  is  presently  being  followed  in  the  elementary 
grades: 

Grade  one:  fundamental  rhythm  as  expressed  by  variation 
in  movement  such  as  running,  walking,  skipping,  etc.,  and  con- 
centration on  the  improvement  of  monotones. 

Grade  two:  a  continuation  of  the  program  of  assistance  to 
monotones  and  the  introduction  of  the  reading  of  music. 

Grade  three:  a  continuation  of  the  reading  of  music  in  rote 
and  note  songs. 

Grade  four:  advanced  work  in  note  and  time  value  and  the 
introduction  of  part  singing  in  rounds. 
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Grade  five:  the  continuation  of  rounds  and  the  introduc- 
tion of  two-part  singing. 

Grade  six:  the  continuation  of  rounds,  two-part  singing 
and  the  introduction  of  three-part  singing. 

The  plan  outHned  above  is  designed  to  develop  a  love  for 
music  in  the  elementary  school  child;  to  teach  him  the  physical 
symbols  of  music;  and,  above  all,  to  enable  him  to  read  music 
at  sight.

GUIDANCE  AND  PLACEMENT  DEPARTMENT

Constance  E.  Langlois,  Girls'  Counselor 
Guidance  can  never  be  overemphasized.  Its  importance  as 
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an  integral  part  of  the  elementary  and  secondary  school  curri- 
cula is  gaining  nationwide  recognition. 

The  guidance  program  is  essentially  and  positively  student- 
centered.  The  potentialities,  aptitudes,  interests,  ambitions, 
and  needs  of  the  individual  as  an  individual  and  as  a  member  of 
society  are  the  areas  of  investigation  and  of  greatest  concern 
to  the  guidance  personnel.  In  order  to  help  the  individual  at- 
tain his  life  goals  and  in  order  to  encourage  him  to  develop  his 
potentialities,  the  Guidance  Department  offers  specific  services. 

2.  Testing:  Tests  are  only  tools  of  guidance  and  should 
not  be  looked  upon  as  infallible  measures  of  ability,  aptitudes, 
and  achievement. 

Tests  are  scored,  psychometric  profiles  are  drawn  up,  and 
the  results  are  evaluated  in  terms  of  student  needs.  Individual 
tests  are  given  to  students  who  have  special  problems.

2.  Counseling:  All  students  are  scheduled  for  guidance 
interviews.  The  guidance  personnel  provides  group  guidance 
talks,  private  interviews,  field  trips,  and  parent-teacher-pupil 
conferences. 

In  1959  the  guidance  counselors  interviewed  approximately 
630  students  and  parents.  The  chief  purposes  of  these  counsel- 
ing sessions  are  to  help  the  students  select  the  proper  courses  of 
study  and  to  help  them  select  a  career.  Personality  and  social 
problems  are  also  discussed. 

3.  College  and  Occupational  Information:  Information 
about  colleges  and  future  occupations  is  readily  available  in  the 
Guidance  Office.  AppHcations  to  colleges,  local  and  college 
scholarship  information,  and  coUege  board  examination  bul- 
letins of  information  are  all  in  the  realm  of  the  guidance  serv- 
ices. 

In  1959  one  hundred  and  seventy  students  visited  nineteen 
colleges,  nursing  schools,  secretarial  schools,  and  technical 
schools. 

The  graduating  class  of  1959  was  a  good  one.  Here  is  a 
composite  picture  of  what  happened  to  the  graduates:

4.  Job  Placement:  In  1959  part-time  emplojnnent  for 
pupils  was  very  plentiful.  Fifty-nine  new  jobs  were  filled 
through  the  Guidance  and  Placement  Office. 

5.  Reading  Developmental  Program:  In  order  to  give  the 
students  the  opportunity  to  improve  their  reading  and  study 
skiUs,  a  reading  development  program  has  been  introduced  at 
the  Mary  E.  Wells  High  School.  Even  though  this  program  is 
still  at  the  experimental  stage,  the  results  are  already  tangible 
and  tests  scores  confirm  the  progress  of  the  students.  In  next 
year's  annual  report  the  Guidance  Department  wiU  give  the 
complete  chart  of  progress  made  by  the  entire  student  body. 
We  plan  to  extend  this  program  to  Cole  Trade  High  School 
next  year  if  the  results  prove  this  program  to  be  as  beneficial  as 
we  now  think  it  is. 

Recommendations:  For  the  welfare  of  the  students  who 
have  emotional  problems,  we  reconmiend  that  a  visiting  school 
psychologist  or  psychiatrist  be  provided  for  the  Guidance  De- 
partment. 

In  conclusion,  we  wish  to  thank  all  the  people  who  have 
helped  us  throughout  the  past  year.  Without  the  cooperation 
of  these  people,  our  efforts  to  help  the  students  would  be  futile. 

REPORT  OF  ADULT  CIVIC  EDUCATION 

Constance  M.  L'Ecuyer,  Director 

At  this  time  I  wish  to  make  it  known,  again,  that  only  one 
paper  must  be  filed  to  gain  Citizenship  status  after  five  years 
of  residence.  Wives  or  husbands  of  citizens  can  file  after  three 
years  of  living  in  the  United  States.  Everyone  must  be  finger- 
printed, and  we  are  most  fortunate  to  have  the  Southbridge 
Police  Department  do  all  local  records. 

Last  year  few  people  in  evening  classes  were  ready  for 
Naturalization,  so  no  class  in  History  was  held.  Individuals 
were  taught  privately  by  the  Director. 

As  the  primary  aim  in  our  civic  education  classes  is  to 
teach  an  immediate  English  vocabulary,  the  first  two  years  we 
stress  reading,  writing,  and  spelling.  In  the  advanced  class 
these  adults  are  prepared  for  Citizenship. 

During  the  last  year  we  had  a  variety  of  people  in  our 
classes:  One  person  is  now  operating  an  import  grocery  store 
in  Worcester;  another  has  opened  a  restaurant  in  Springfield; 
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still  another,  who  worked  in  the  mines  of  European  countries, 
has  bought  a  home  here;  a  high-ranking  foreign  army  man  is 
now  able  to  translate  into  English,  for  the  State  Department  in 
Education,  the  articles  he  writes  for  the  Voice  of  America.  This 
radio  program  is  beamed  to  refugee  camps  everywhere  and  to 
the  people  behind  the  Iron  Curtain.  A  newspaper  man  from 
Haiti  attended  to  gain  ability  to  read  the  American  newspapers 
more  inteUigently. 

The  State  Department  has  recommended  that  several  peo- 
ple from  out  of  town  attend  our  classes  as  they  are  the  nearest 
in  this  section. 

I  beheve  that  the  Evening  Civic  Education  Classes  of 
Southbridge  are  fulfilling  their  mission  of  teaching  the  foreign- 
bom  as  much  as  the  length  of  courses  will  permit. 

There  has  never  been  an  instance  when  any  adult  taking 
the  full  course  has  been  denied  Citizenship  on  the  first  applica- 
tion. 

Today  all  who  present  themselves  must  be  able  to  read 
and  write  simple  EngHsh  and  to  know  the  principles  of  Ameri- 
can Government.  Some  who  have  tried  to  pass  the  examination 
without  attending  evening  school  have  failed,  and  they  are  now 
attending  classes. 

During  the  year,  help  is  given  these  new  arrivals  in  filing 
papers  for  themselves  or  their  children;  in  making  out  Alien  Re- 
ports; in  trying  to  get  relatives  to  this  country;  and  in  giving 
private  help  with  Home  Study  courses. 

I  believe  that  the  Southbridge  School  Department  is  do- 
ing all  it  can  to  welcome  and  to  help  these  people  become  ac- 
climated and  assimilated  into  the  community. 

CONCLUSION 

In  closing  this  report,  I  extend  my  personal  appreciation 
for  the  splendid  support  which  I  have  received  from  Staff  mem- 
bers, the  School  Committee,  and  my  associates  in  administra- 
tion. I  am  deeply  grateful  to  the  various  Town  Department 
Heads  for  their  cooperation  and  also  to  the  individuals  and  to 
the  groups  of  citizens  who  have  devoted  time  and  effort  to  as- 
sist in  keeping  Southbridge  schools,  good  schools.

Sir: 

In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  I  have  made  an 
audit  of  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  of  Southbridge 
for  the  period  from  December  1,  1958.  the  date  of  the  previous 
audit,  to  December  31,  1959,  and  submit  the  following  report 
thereon. 

The  financial  transactions,  as  recorded  on  the  books  of 
the  several  departments  receiving  or  disbursing  money  for 
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the  town  or  committing  bills  for  collection,  were  examined, 
checked,  and  verified  by  comparison  with  the  records  of  the 
town  treasurer  and  the  town  accountant. 

The  town  accountant's  ledgers  were  analyzed  for  the 
period  covered  by  the  audit,  the  recorded  receipts  were 
checked  with  the  treasurer's  books,  while  the  payments,  as 
entered,  were  compared  with  the  treasury  warrants  and  with 
the  treasurer's  records  of  payments.  The  appropriation  ac- 
counts were  checked  with  the  town  clerk's  record  of  town 
meeting  proceedings,  and  the  recorded  transfers  from  the  re- 
serve fund  were  verified  by  comparison  with  the  authoriza- 
tions of  the  finance  committee. 

The  necessary  adjusting  entries  were  made,  and  a  balance 
sheet,  which  is  appended  to  this  report,  was  prepared  showing 
the  financial  condition  of  the  town  on  December  31,  1959. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were  ex- 
amined and  checked.  The  receipts,  as  recorded,  were  analyzed 
and  checked  with  the  records  of  the  several  departments  col- 
lecting money  for  the  town  and  with  other  sources  from  which 
money  was  paid  into  the  town  treasury,  while  the  payments 
were  compared  with  the  selectmen's  warrants  authorizing  the 
treasurer  to  disburse  town  funds.  The  cash  book  additions 
were  verified,  and  the  cash  balance  on  January  31,  1960  was 
proved  by  actual  count  of  the  cash  in  the  office  and  by  re- 
conciliation of  the  bank  balances  with  statements  furnished 
by  the  banks  of  deposit. 

The  records  of  payroll  deductions  for  Federal  and  State 
taxes  and  for  group  insurance  premiums  were  examined  and 
checked.  The  deductions  were  compared  with  the  treasurer's 
records,  and  the  payments  to  the  proper  agencies  were  com- 
pared with  the  vouchers  on  file. 

The  records  of  tax  titles  and  tax  possessions  held  by  the 
town  were  examined,  the  amounts  added  to  the  tax  title 
accounts  being  compared  with  the  tax  collector's  books.  The 
tax  titles  and  tax  possessions  on  hand  were  listed  and  recon- 
ciled with  the  controlling  accounts  in  the  accountant's  ledger. 

The  records  of  parking  meter  collections  were  examined 
and  compared  with  the  treasurer's  recorded  receipts. 

The  maturing  debt  and  interest  payments  were  proved 
with  the  amounts  falling  due  and  checked  with  the  cancelled 
securities  on  file.  The  outstanding  bonds  and  coupons  were 
listed  and  reconciled  with  the  balance  in  the  bond  and  coupon 
account,  as  shown  by  a  statement  received  from  the  bank  of 
deposit. 

The  securities  and  savings  bank  books  representing  the 
investments  of  the  several  trust,  investment,  and  retirement 
funds  in  the  custody  of  the  town  treasurer  and  the  trustees 
were  examined  and  checked  in  detail.  The  income  was  proved, 
and  all  transactions  and  balances  were  verified  and  compared 
with  the  treasurer's  and  the  accountant's  books,  and,  in  the 
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case  of  the  retirement  funds,  with  the  records  of  the  retire- 
ment board. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  collector  were  ex- 
amined and  checked  in  detail.  The  tax,  excise,  assessment, 
and  departmental  accounts  outstanding  at  the  time  of  the 
previous  audit,  as  well  as  all  subsequent  commitments,  were 
audited  and  proved.  The  recorded  collections  were  checked 
with  the  payments  to  the  treasurer,  as  shown  by  the  treas- 
urer's and  the  accountant's  books;  the  abatements,  as  entered, 
were  compared  with  the  assessors'  and  other  departmental 
records  of  abatements  granted;  the  transfers  to  the  tax  title 
account  were  proved;  and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed, 
checked  with  the  available  records  in  the  several  depart- 
ments, and  reconciled  with  the  respective  controls  in  the  town 
accountant's  ledger. 

The  outstanding  tax,  excise,  assessment,  and  department- 
al accounts  were  further  verified  by  mailing  notices  to  a 
number  of  persons  whose  names  appeared  on  the  books  as 
owing  money  to  the  town,  and  from  the  replies  received  it 
appears  that  the  accounts,  as  listed,  are  correct. 

The  town  clerk's  records  of  dog  and  sporting  licenses 
issued  and  of  miscellaneous  receipts  were  examined  and 
checked.  The  payments  to  the  Division  of  Fisheries  and  Game 
were  checked  with  the  receipts  on  file,  and  the  payments  to 
the  town  were  checked  with  the  treasurer's  recorded  receipts. 

The  surety  bonds  of  the  several  town  officials  required  by 
law  to  furnish  them  were  examined  and  found  to  be  in  proper 
form. 

The  available  records  of  departmental  cash  collections  of 
the  board  of  selectmen  and  the  sealer  of  weights  and  meas- 
ures, as  well  as  of  the  police,  fire,  health,  highway,  public  wel- 
fare, veterans'  services,  school,  library,  and  cemetery  depart- 
ments, and  of  all  other  departments  in  which  money  was  col- 
lected for  the  town,  were  examined  and  checked.  The  pay- 
ments to  the  treasurer  were  compared  with  the  treasurer's 
cash  receipts,  while  the  cash  on  hand  in  the  several  depart- 
ments was  proved  by  actual  count. 

In  addition  to  the  balance  sheet,  there  are  appended  to 
this  report  tables  showing  reconciliations  of  the  several  cash 
accounts,  summaries  of  the  tax,  excise,  assessment,  tax  title, 
and  departmental  accounts,  as  well  as  schedules  showing  the 
transactions  and  condition  of  the  trust,  investment,  and  re- 
tirement funds. 

During  the  progress  of  the  audit  cooperation  was  extended 
by  the  several  town  officials,  for  which,  on  behalf  of  my  assist- 
ants and  for  myself,  I  wish  to  express  appreciation.

DeGrenier,  Clerk;  and  Mr.  Henry  E.  Demers,  Publicity  Chair- 
man. 

During  the  year  twelve  (12)  regular  and  two  (2)  Special 
meetings  were  held. 

The  Board  made  the  following  appointments:  Mrs.  Rachel 
Jolicoeur,  Nurse;  Ernest  Tetreault,  Agent  and  Sanitary  In- 
spector; Arthur  O.  Ballard,  Plumbing,  Milk  and  Food  Inspec- 
tor, Alcide  Fournier,  Animal  Inspector. 

Three  new  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  dis- 
covered during  the  year  and  three  patients  received  treatment 
in  Sanatoria,  at  present  we  have  one  patient  in  the  Sanatorium. 

This  year  the  Board  completed  the  Tuberculin  Screening 
in  the  Public  and  Parochial  Schools. 

Various  health  meetings  were  attended  all  over  the  State 
by  the  Nurse,  Agent  and  Food  and  Milk  Inspector.

I  hereby  submit  my  report  as  Board  of  Health  Nurse  for 
the  year  ending  December  31,  1960. 

Tuberculosis:  There  were  thirty-five  home  visits,  nine 
office  visits  and  eighty-six  conferences  held.  One-hundred 
eighteen  persons  reported  to  the  Worcester  County  Sanatorium 
for  diagnostic  x-rays  or  follow-up  purposes  as  X-san  patients  or 
contacts.  Clinics  are  sponsored  by  the  St.  Dept.  of  Public 
Health  and  are  held  weekly  on  Tuesday  and  Thursday  morn- 
ings at  the  San.  At  present  three  patients  are  hospitalized 
for  TB. 

This  year,  as  part  of  a  country-wide  program  for  detect- 
ing T.B.  and  in  cooperation  with  the  Southern  Worcester 
County  Health  Association,  Mantoux  tuberculin  tests  were 
given  to  all  public  and  parochial  school  pupils  returning  a 
parental  consent  slip.  In  the  parochial  schools  one-thousand 
three  hundred  and  eighty-three  participated.  This  program  was 
followed  by  chest  x-rays  of  positive  reactors,  and  their  con- 
tacts. Two  clinics  were  held  in  the  Town  Hall  at  which  one- 
hundred  and  twelve  persons  were  x-rayed.  Those  who  were 
unable  to  attend  will  be  asked  to  have  their  x-rays  taken  at 
the  Worcester  County  Sanatorium. 

Immunization  Clinics:  These  were  held  for  pre-school  and 
school  children. 
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a)  Four  clinics,  held  at  monthly  intervals  were  conduct- 
ed for  Diphtheria,  Tetanus  and  Whooping  Cough  immuniza- 
tion. Seventy-one  were  given  a  series  of  three  injections;  three 
hundred  and  eighty-seven  were  given  a  booster  and  fifteen, 
not  completing  the  series  received  either  one  or  two  of  the 
required  inoculations. 

b)  Two  Salk  Anti-Polio  clinics  were  held  for  the  benefit 
of  pre-school  and  school  children  in  the  first  grades.  One- 
hundred  and  eleven  were  given  two  inoculations  and  sixty 
were  given  a  booster.  Vaccine  for  the  clinics  is  provided  by  the 
St.  Dept.  of  Health. 

Dental  Clinics:  Sixty-four  clinics  were  held  for  the  benefit 
of  children  in  grades  2,  3  and  4.  These  children  are  given  a 
preliminary  examination  at  the  school  by  the  dentist.  Four- 
hundred  and  fifty-seven  attended  the  clinics.  Prophylaxis  was 
given  and  nine-hundred  and  ninety-eight  cavities  filled.  Chil- 
dren needing  orthodontia  or  extractions  were  referred  to  the 
family  dentists. 

Pre-School  Registration:  This  was  held  at  the  Mary  E. 
Wells  High  School  for  both  public  and  parochial  schools.  Two- 
hundred  and  ninety-nine  registered.  Following  registration 
two  clinics  for  pre-school  physical  examination  by  the  school 
physicians  were  held  in  the  Board  of  Health  office.  Twenty- 
three  reported.  All  others  were  examined  by  the  family  phy-  ' 
sician. 

Nursery  Schools:  There  are  two  in  town  at  present,  and  I 
their  combined  enrollment  is  sixty.  Seven  visits  were  made  i 
during  the  year. 

School  Activities:  Pupils  in  all  elementary  schools  were  I 
weighed  and  measured.  Chiropody  examinations  were  given  to  ; 
pupils  in  grades  2,  4,  6,  &  8,  by  a  Chiropodist  assisted  by  the  ■ 
nurse.  Parents  were  notified  of  defects  needing  attention.  The  ;• 
Massachusetts  Vision  test  was  conducted  in  all  schools.    One  i 
thousand  nine  hundred  and  forty-seven  were  given.    One  i 
hundred  and  two  were  retested  and  forty-seven  notices  were  • 
sent  to  parents.  The  Maico  Hearing  test  was  given  to  one  thou-  - 
sand  and  ninety-three.  Fifty  were  retested  and  nineteen  no- 
tices sent  to  parents.  Reports  of  both  programs  were  sent  to 
the  State  Dept.  of  Health  as  well  as  reports  of  all  clinics  held,  t 
Two  hundred  and  thirty-eight  visits  were  made  to  the  schools. 
Health  conferences,  totaling  eight  hundred  and  fifty-two  were 
held  with  physicians,  nurses,  teachers,  parents  and  pupils,  as 
well  as  with  social  workers  and  other  public  health  personnel. 
Twenty-four  home  visits  were  made  and  thirty  professional 
office  visits  pertaining  to  health  matters.  List  of  handicapped 
children  in  parochial  schools  made  out.

BOARD  OF  PUBLIC  WELFARE 

Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Southbridge: 

The  total  welfare  costs  in  1960  were  $552,698.73,  an  increase 
of  $44,050.15  over  the  previous  year.  Reimbursements  from  the 
Commonwealth,  Federal  Grants,  Refunds,  Recoveries,  Cities 
and  Towns,  totaled  $401,294.32,  a  slight  increase  of  $16,476.53 
over  1959.  The  net  cost  to  the  Town  for  1960  is  $151,404.41. 

An  average  of  711  persons  totaling  490  cases  per  month 
were  aided  in  1960.  Of  these,  13  cases  or  41  persons  aided  under 
der  the  General  Relief  program  were  Veterans  and  their  fam- 
ilies disqualified  by  the  Veterans'  Department  for  various  rea- 
sons. 

On  July  1,  1960,  the  cost  of  living  increased  from  25.7%  to 
30.9%.  The  cost  of  living  adjustments  are  applicable  in  Old 
Age  Assistance,  Aid  to  Dependent  Children,  and  Disability  As- 
sistance categories. 

Chapter  781,  of  the  Acts  of  1960,  effective  October  1,  1960, 
added  another  program  of  assistance  to  the  Department,  and 
in  addition  to  Federal  reimbursements,  the  State  now  partici- 
pates in  all  administration  expenses  and  salaries.  The  Town, 
under  the  new  formula  of  reimbursements,  will  receive  ap- 
proximately 75%  of  the  total  administration  expenses  in 
salaries  from  Federal  Grants  and  from  the  State. 

The  new  program  of  assistance  known  as  Medical  Assist- 
ance for  the  Aged,  established  by  Chapter  781,  Acts  of  1960, 
medical  care  is  provided  for  persons  65  years  of  age  or  over 
whose  income  and  resources  are  not  sufficient  to  meet  the 
costs  of  necessary  medical  services.  Such  medical  care  may  be 
provided  in  the  person's  own  home  or  in  recognized  medical 
facilities.  The  Federal  reimbursements  for  Medical  Assistance 
for  the  Aged  is  50%  of  the  total  costs  and  2/3  of  the  balance 
from  the  Commonwealth  after  Federal  Reimbursements. 
Forty-six  Old  Age  Assistance  cases  were  eligible  for  this  pro- 
gram and  transferred  October  1,  1960. 

We  wish  to  express  our  sincerest  appreciation  to  the 
Y.  M.  C.  A.,  Santa  Fund,  Rotary  and  Lion's  Clubs,  the  W.  A.  A. 
of  the  A.O.,  and  various  individuals  who  throughout  the  year 
have  interested  themselves  in  the  needy  children  on  our  rolls 
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and  provided  extras  that  could  not  be  provided  through  public 
funds.

REPORT  OF 
DEPT.  OF  CIVIL  DEFENSE 

To  The  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 
Gentlemen: 

The  year  1960  has  been  another  busy  year  for  your  De- 
partment of  Civil  Defense.  This  year,  again,  in  addition  to  the 
regular  programs  and  schedules  that  were  maintained  most 
of  the  administrative  work  of  the  Sector  3C  Office  had  to  be 
carried  on  because  the  Office  was  not  re-opened  on  a  full  time 
basis.  This  meant  that  in  addition  to  maintaining  regular 
office  hours  every  Monday  evening  in  the  Town  Hall,  a  sched- 
ule of  visits  to  the  Area  3  Office  in  Westboro  and  the  State 
Headquarters  in  Natick  had  to  be  set-up.  These  visits,  by 
virtue  of  the  subject  matter  to  be  taken  care  of,  fell  mostly 
on  the  Director  and  my  Deputy.  As  the  area  and  State  offices 
are  open  only  from  9  to  5,  Monday  through  Friday,  the  Di- 
rector, or  his  representative,  has  to  "get  out  of  work"  each 
time  a  visit  is  made.  This  required  real  sacrifice  and  I  do 
hope  that  the  State  Agency  will  be  able  to  re-open  our  Sector 
Office  in  the  near  future.  At  this  point  I  want  to  say  that  we 
were  given  every  available  assistance  by  Harold  Rossi,  our 
Area  3  Director  and  his  staff  assistant,  Theodore  Apt.  Their 
complete  willingness  to  do  all  possible  helped  greatly  to 
off-set  the  shut-down  of  the  Sector  Office. 

Besides  having  our  Office  open  every  Monday  evening  we 
have  had  the  Control  Center  open  on  Friday  evenings.  Our 
Rescue  Room  has  been  used  each  Tuesday  evening  for  con- 
tinued training  in  Rescue  Techniques.  We  also  have  had  all 
the  facilities  open  for  the  test  problems  and  alerts  whenever 
O.  CD.  M.  or  the  M.  C.  D.  A.  so  ordered. 

General  training  classes  were  held  for  volunteers  in  com- 
munications, police,  rescue  and  staff  sections  in  ten  and  twen- 
ty week  sessions.  It  is  a  pleasure  to  be  able  to  report  that  our 
Rescue  Section  completed  the  course  in  Heavy  Duty  Rescue 
Techniques  given  at  the  M.  C.  D.  A.  Training  Center  in  Tops- 
field,  Mass.,  and  we  now  have  a  fully  qualified  Rescue  Team. 
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Also,  our  Auxiliary  Police  Unit  finished  their  last  course  (10.3) 
given  by  Lt.  Richard  A.  Sherburne  of  the  Mass.  State  Police. 
They  too  are  now  a  fully  qualified  Unit. 

Dominico  Licastro,  of  the  Southbridge  Police  Dept.,  who 
has  been  appointed  by  Chief  Ovide  A.  Desrosiers,  as  C.  D. 
Service  Officer  has  submitted  an  excellent  report  of  the  prog- 
ress of  the  Auxiliary  Police.  I  feel  that  I  could  do  no  better 
than  to  include  part  of  that  report: 

"This  year  your  C.  D.  Auxiliary  Police  Unit  has  had  a 
very  busy  schedule,  they  have  completed  courses  10-2  and 
10-3  which  consist  of  the  intermediate  and  advance  Auxiliary 
Training  Course  of  which  each  man  received  a  diploma,  some 
of  this  schooling  was  classroom  work  and  some  was  field 
work  under  the  direction  of  Police  Chief  Edgar  Campbell  of 
the  Auburn  Police  Department  and  Lt.  Richard  A.  Sherburne 
of  the  Massachusetts  State  Police,  both  qualified  instructors 
for  the  Massachusetts  Civil  Defense  Agency. 

"The  C.  D.  Aux.  Pohce  Officers  have  put  in  a  total  of  960 
hours  of  schooling  in  the  above  courses,  the  men  of  the  C.  D. 
Police  Unit  have  also  been  working  regular  beat  and  cruiser 
details  with  the  cooperation  of  the  Southbridge  Police  Force 
this  work  has  been  going  on  throughout  the  year  and  is  still 
in  operation.  The  men  have  also  been  given  various  assign- 
ments throughout  the  year  on  regular  traffic  details  and  Po- 
lice duty  some  listed  above  giving  a  total  of  1,954  hours  and 
20  minutes  of  their  time  to  the  Aux.  Police  Unit  this  past 
year. 

"As  your  newly  assigned  Service  Officer  I  can  say  to  you 
that  you  now  have  a  fully  equipped  C.  D.  Police  Unit  and  a 
well  trained  one.  I  am  proud  of  the  men  in  this  C.  D.  Police 
Unit  and  I  know  that  the  Town  of  Southbridge  can  well  be 
proud  to  have  an  Aux.  Police  Unit  such  as  this  in  their  Town. 

"I  am  very  grateful  for  the  assistance  which  your  office 
has  given  me,  and  you  and  your  Deputy  Director,  Willard 
Stark,  deserve  much  praise  in  the  work  you  are  doing.  I  know 
if  the  Citizens  of  Southbridge  could  see  how  much  the  Civil 
Defense  Agency  has  accomplished  in  Southbridge  they  too 
would  give  much  praise  to  you  and  your  organization. 

"I  am  most  grateful  to  Chief  Ovide  A.  Desrosiers  and  the 
Officers  of  the  Southbridge  Police  Department  for  all  the  help 
they  have  rendered  to  the  Officers  and  men  of  the  C.  D.  Aux. 
Unit  in  the  past  year,  the  Officers  and  men  of  this  Unit  had 
many  words  of  praise  for  the  regular  Police  Officers  and  I 
know  it  has  made  great  harmony  between  the  two  depart- 
ments. 

"We  are  now  in  the  process  of  buying  new  uniforms  for 
the  Aux.  Police  Unit  as  the  ones  we  have  were  in  use  for 
about  19  years. 

"In  closing  I  would  like  to  say  that  your  C.  D.  Auxiliary 


131 


Police  Unit  is  fully  prepared  for  any  emergency  which  may 
arise  and  I  know  that  words  could  never  express  my  thanks 
to  the  Officers  and  men  of  this  organization  for  the  time  and 
effort  they  put  in  so  freely.  I  am  proud  to  be  one  of  you." 

The  Directors  and  Staff  Officers  have  attended  confer- 
ences, seminars  and  training  sessions  on  national,  regional, 
state,  area,  and  local  levels.  They  have  been,  thus,  able  to 
keep  abreast  of  the  current  problems  and  the  current  think- 
ing as  to  their  solutions  at  all  levels. 

Our  Rescue  and  Communication  Units  have  appeared  in 
many  parades  and  civic  ceremonies,  not  only  in  Southbridge, 
but  in  towns  throughout  the  Sector.  Our  C.  D.  Auxiliary  Po- 
lice Unit  has  been  called  into  action  by  Chief  Ovide  Desro- 
siers  to  assist  him  on  numerous  occasions. 

The  highlight  of  the  year  1960  has  been  the  value  and 
the  type  of  Surplus  Property  made  available  through  the  co- 
operation of  the  Massachusetts  Civil  Defense  Agency.  Com- 
munication equipment  valued  at  $15,706.88  was  obtained  at  a 
cost  of  only  $122.60.  The  items  ranged  from  transmitters  to 
marking  chalk  and  included  standby  and  training  materials 
for  the  Engineering,  Medical,  Rescue,  Warden  and  Welfare 
Sections. 

As  I  have  stated  before,  "there  is  no  doubt  that  we  in 
Southbridge  can  truly  say  that  our  Civil  Defense  Department 
really  gets  the  Town  its  money's  worth." 

The  installation  of  our  Air  Raid  Warning  System  was 
completed  and  we  feel  that,  while  not  perfect,  we  have  taken 
a  great  step  forward  in  the  overall  protection  efforts  for  our 
Townspeople.  There  are  several  operational  "bugs"  to  be 
worked  out  to  reduce  the  operational  cost  of  the  System 
which  we  hope  to  accomplish  before  the  1961  summer  season 
starts. 

Despite  all  our  efforts  the  "apathy  problem"  is  still  with 
us.  Though  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  we  have  had  many 
requests  for  the  publication  on  "Family  Fallout  Shelters",  we 
have  increased  our  listed  volunteers  to  over  eight  hundred 
citizens  of  the  Town  of  Southbridge  that  are  members  of  the 
Civil  Defense  Department,  yet  this  is  not  enough.  We  will 
continue  to  do  all  within  our  power  to  arrive  at  the  time 
where  we  can,  in  truth,  say  that  we  are  manned  three  deep 
in  every  job.  This  is  the  goal  we  must  reach  before  we  can 
relax  and  call  ourselves  a  100%  Civil  Defense  "Ready"  Town. 

The  inventory  of  equipment  on  hand  December  31,  1960, 
that  was  obtained  in  1960  has  a  total  value  of  $20,052.96.  A 
breakdown  of  the  1960  Inventory,  by  sections,  follows,  as  well 
as  the  grand  inventory  value  of  the  Department.

you  are  further  required  to  make  and  enter  complaint  against 
the  owner  or  keeper  of  every  such  dog,  and  to  kill  or  cause 
to  be  killed  each  such  dog  which,  after  being  detained  for  a 
period  of  ten  days,  shall  not  then  have  been  duly  licensed, 
collared  or  harnessed,  and  tagged;  except  that  any  male  or  any 
spayed  female  dog  not  found  to  be  diseased  may  be  sold  for 
not  less  than  three  dollars,  and  you  shall  keep  an  account  of 
any  such  sale  and  forthwith  pay  over  the  money  to  the  city  — 
town  treasurer.  Before  delivery  of  any  dog  so  sold  you  shall 
require  the  purchaser  to  register  and  procure  a  license  and 
tag  for  such  dog  from  the  clerk  of  the  city  —  town  where  the 
dog  is  to  be  kept,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section 
one  hundred  and  thirty-seven  of  Chapter  one  hundred  and 
forty  of  the  General  Laws. 

Hereof  fail  not,  and  make  due  return  of  this  warrant  with 
your  doings  therein,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  October  next, 
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on  or  before  the  first  day  of  January  next  and  on  or  before 
the  first  day  of  April  next,  and  at  the  expiration  of  your  term 
of  office,  stating  the  number  of  dogs  caught,  confined  and/or 
killed  or  sold  and  the  names  of  the  owners  or  keepers  thereof, 
and  whether  all  unlicensed  dogs  in  said  city  —  town  have 
been  caught,  confined  and/or  killed  or  sold  and  the  names  of 
persons  against  whom  complaints  have  been  made  under  the 
provisions  of  said  Chapter,  and  whether  complaints  have  been 
made  and  entered  against  all  the  persons  who  have  failed  to 
comply  with  the  provisions  of  said  Chapter.

REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN 


The  biggest  library  news  of  1960  was  the  signing  of  the 
bill  for  State  Aid  to  Public  Libraries  on  November  3  by  Gov- 
ernor Furcolo.  Our  library  will  benefit  by  a  direct  grant  in 
aid  based  on  our  population  and  by  affiliation  with  a  regional 
library  system  now  being  organized  to  increase  our  resources. 
1961  should  see  both  plans  underway. 

The  second  biggest  event  was  the  survey  made  of  the 
facilities  of  this  library  by  Miss  Alice  Cahill  of  the  State  Divi- 
sion of  Library  Extension  at  the  invitation  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees.  After  a  careful  study  of  the  library  and  the  com- 
munity, she  made  several  recommendations  that  will  guide 
our  future  planning. 

While  the  total  circulation  figures  show  only  a  slight  gain 
over  those  of  1959,  adult  reading  increased  2,288  items.  Books 
used  by  children  in  the  first  three  grades  increased  1,242  over 
the  previous  year.  But  an  alarming  drop  of  1,640  showed  up 
in  books  used  by  pupils  in  grades  four  through  seven  which 
indicates  an  area  where  interest  must  be  re-stimulated. 

An  AO  Magnifier  Reader  was  loaned  by  Dr.  Nerio  Pioppi, 
Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  to  aid  partially  sighted 
readers.  A  new  outdoor  flag  was  given  by  the  Daughters  of 
Union  Veterans  of  the  Civil  War  in  memory  of  Francis  Jager. 

The  library  was  actively  used  by  groups  other  than  read- 
ers. Two  Great  Books  Groups  and  a  Great  Decisions  Group 
met  regularly.  Area  artists  exhibited  their  paintings  in  the 
reading  room.  New  elementary  teachers  were  invited  to  a 
coffee  hour  and  told  of  the  facilities  available  to  them. 

In  the  Children's  Room  weekly  movies  were  continued. 
Both  the  junior  and  senior  summer  reading  clubs  (member- 
ship 124  and  89  respectively)  were  active.  Several  classroom 
groups  and  Brownie  Scouts  had  scheduled  story  hours.  The 
annual  Creative  Writing  Contest  was  held  during  Children's 
Book  Week. 

The  weekly  column  in  the  Southbridge  Evening  News  is 
still  a  valuable  contact  with  the  public.  Station  WESO  in- 
vited the  library  to  participate  in  a  weekly  Sunday  afternoon 
broadcast,  Adventures  Unlimited,  narrated  by  the  Reverend 
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William  Slater.  During  National  Library  Weeks  the  library 
was  floodlighted  and  a  name-drawing  contest  held  with  book 
prizes. 

Talks  were  given  by  the  librarian  on  reading  and  the  use 
of  the  library  in  all  three  high  schools.  Elementary  schools 
had  story  hours  as  well  as  library  instruction.  Local  groups 
heard  talks  on  Lenten  reading  and  library  resources  for  Sun- 
day school  teachers.  Sturbridge  and  Holland  women's  groups 
also  invited  the  librarian  for  book  talks,  and  the  hbrarian 
helped  judge  two  essay  contests. 

The  librarian  attended  the  American  Library  Association 
Conference  in  Montreal  in  June,  the  Bay  Path  Library  Associa- 
tion meetings  of  which  group  she  serves  on  the  Executive 
Board,  the  Young  Adult  Librarian's  Meeting  in  Holden,  and 
the  Institute  for  State  Aid  at  Boston  College  in  February.  She 
participated  in  meetings  preparing  to  implement  state  aid  to 
libraries  and  served  on  the  subcommittee  to  plan  regional 
boundaries. 

It  was  a  good  year  full  of  promise  for  1961  when  we  hope 
to  have  automatic  charging  installed,  newspaper  files  micro- 
filmed and  an  additional  professionally  trained  staff  member. 

Edward  Zuiss  deserv^es  special  thanks  for  the  many  hours 
contributed  to  the  library.  The  Southbridge  Evening  News, 
Station  WESO,  the  Police  Force  and  the  administrations  of 
both  public  and  parochial  schools  are  thanked  for  their  al- 
ways willing  help.  As  always  the  librarian  is  grateful  for  the 
privilege  of  working  with  such  a  congenial  staff  and  coopera- 
tive and  progressive  Board  of  Trustees.

REPORT  OF 
DIRECTOR  OF  VETERANS'  SERVICES 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 
and  the  Citizens  of  Southbridge: 

As  Director  of  Veterans'  Services  I  submit  a  brief  report 
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of  the  department's  activities  and  services  rendered  for  the 
past  year  of  1960. 

Following  the  objectives  of  the  department  of  past  years, 
of  prompt  and  efficient  service,  the  year  1960  has  disclosed  an 
ever  increasing  demand  for  service  as  more  and  more  veterans 
within  the  Town  become  acquainted  with  the  work  of  this  de- 
partment, requesting  action  and  solution  to  their  many  prob- 
lems. 

Throughout  the  year  a  conscientious  effort  was  made  to 
find  the  answers  to  the  many  questions  asked.  Whenever  an 
answer  was  unknown,  reference  was  made  to  the  proper  Fed- 
eral or  State  Authorities. 

Inquiries  about  education,  on  the  job  training,  compensa- 
tion, both  service  and  non-service  connected,  insurance,  loans, 
burial  and  hospitalization  are  handled  by  this  department. 

Of  the  57  inquiries  about  hospitalization,  43  local  veterans 
were  admitted  to  Veterans  Administration  Hospitals  and  Hol- 
yoke  Soldiers  Home  by  arrangements  with  this  department. 
Deceased  veterans  for  the  year  1960  are  as  follows: 

Spanish  War    1 

World  War  I    7 

World  War  11    5 

Korean  War    0 

A  considerable  amount  of  travel  is  necessary  to  aid  vet- 
erans and  their  dependents  and  much  paper  work  is  involved 
in  processing  their  claims  against  the  Veterans'  Administra- 
tion for  pensions  and  compensations. 

Veterans'  Benefits 

Chapter  115,  as  amended  by  Chapter  584,  Acts  of  1946, 
continues  to  claim  the  most  attention.  Under  this  Chapter,  the 
State  agrees  to  reimburse  the  Town  for  one-half  of  all  aid 
granted.  It  is  of  interest  to  note  that  more  and  more  appli- 
cants for  Veterans'  Benefits,  who  originally  left  Southbridge 
to  enter  the  service,  have  scattered  to  other  communities  to 
live,  but  continue  to  have  military  settlement  in  Southbridge, 
which  necessitates  traveling  further  distances  to  check  eligi- 
bility of  the  applicant. 

During  the  year  1960  a  total  of  65  applications  for  Vet- 
erans' Benefits  were  processed  and  at  the  present  time  there 
are  90  cases  of  active  recipients  of  funds. 

For  a  detailed  report  of  expenditures  and  reimbursements 
of  this  department,  please  refer  to  the  report  of  the  Town  Ac- 
countant. 

I  wish  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  all  Town  Depart- 
ments, Veterans  Organizations  and  their  Auxiliaries,  the  Santa 
Fund  and  the  various  persons  who  wish  to  remain  anonymous.

Gentlemen: 

The  Cemetery  Committee  met  and  organized  on  March  22, 
1960.  Lectance  Landry  was  elected  chairman.  Henry  Montigny 
and  Stavri  Yanka  composed  the  balance  of  the  committee. 
Seaver  M.  Rice  was  appointed  superintendent  and  clerk  of  the 
board. 

Work  was  started  on  April  3  and  continued  until  Novem- 
ber 15  when  all  part  time  labor  was  laid  off.  The  early  work 
consisted  in  filling  in  graves,  straightening  gravestones,  grad- 
ing of  gravel  roads  and  spreading  of  fertilizer  and  grass  seed. 

In  May,  grass  cutting  was  started  and  continued  on  a  two 
week  schedule  until  October.  The  committee  purchased  a  24 
inch  power  mower  and  two  smaller  power  mowers.  It  is  anti- 
cipated in  1962  a  new  pick  up  truck  will  be  needed  as  the  one 
now  in  use  is  over  10  years  old. 

We  expect  to  start  development  of  a  new  burial  section 
this  year  which  in  the  course  of  a  few  years  will  be  needed  for 
burial  use.

REPORT  OF  THE 
DUTCH  ELM  DISEASE 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 
Gentlemen: 

I  herewith  submit  my  report  for  the  Dutch  Elm  Disease 
Department  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1960. 

Twenty  dead  elm  trees  were  cut  down  and  removed.  Dead- 
wood  out  of  elm  trees  on  Town-Owned  property  were  removed. 

I  sprayed  Town-Owned  elm  trees  twice  with  a  hydraulic 
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sprayer,  using  Malathion  and  DDT  Emulsion.  Dormant  in  the 
spring  to  control  Elm  Bark  Beetle,  to  protect  elm  trees  from 
beetle  feeding  all  bark  surfaces  of  living  elms,  that,  may  be  in- 
vaded by  Bark  Beetles  from  infected  wood.  Summer  (Leaf 
Spray)  to  protect  elm  leaves  of  elms  from  being  fed  upon  by 
Elm  Leaf  Beetle,  it  feeds  on  the  leaves  of  elms,  and  when  it  is 
abundant  the  leaves  become  brown  and  fall  off.  Such  defolia- 
tion weakens  the  trees,  and  many  valuable  elms  have  been 
killed  as  a  result  of  outbreaks  of  this  insect. 

Dutch  elm  disease  is  probably  the  most  serious  shade  tree 
problem  facing  our  community  today.  The  situation  is,  how- 
ever, far  from  being  hopeless.  Using  proper  methods  can  do 
much  to  maintain  a  large  percentage  of  our  elms  for  many 


years  to  come.

REPORT  OF  THE  SWIMMING  POOL  SUB  COMMITTEE 

To  the  Chairman  of  the  Recreation  Committee: 
Dear  Sir: 

At  your  request,  I  am  submitting  the  annual  report  of  the 
swimming  pool  supervisor  for  the  1960  season. 
Personnel 

Increased  protection  of  our  bathers  was  provided  by  the 
addition  of  another  lifeguard  to  our  staff  during  the  1960  sea- 
son. Following  are  the  names  of  the  people  who  made  up  our 
staff:  Jeannine  Tetreault,  Carol  Soldani,  Eugene  Remian,  Ron- 
ald LaFrance,  Paul  Cournoyer,  Andre  Lamarre  and  Edward 
Desroches,  director.  These  people  certainly  deserve  a  great 
deal  of  praise  for  their  outstanding  work  during  the  season. 
Attendance 

The  pool  opened  on  June  25  and  closed  on  September  2. 
The  total  attendance  for  this  period  was  17,725:  3000  June; 
7,500  .July;  6,925  August;  and  300  September. 
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Physical  Improvemenls 

Two  major  improvements  were  made  during  the  1960  sea- 
son. One  included  the  addition  of  a  second  hfeguard  chair 
placed  in  the  newly  developed  beach  area.  With  this  installa- 
tion, supervision  of  that  area  was  greatly  facilitated. 

A  system  of  six  sprinklers,  also  installed  during  the  swim- 
ming season,  provided  the  second  major  improvement.  This 
system  proved  to  be  quite  effective  in  providing  more  uniform 
water  circulation  over  the  entire  surface  of  the  pool. 
Instruction 

The  Red  Cross  Swimming  Program,  under  the  direction 
of  Mr.  Ronald  LaFrance  and  Miss  Marcia  Pioppi,  offered  over 
500  children  the  opportunity  for  instruction  in  swimming  and 
life-saving  during  regular  morning  classes  at  the  pool. 
Rescues 

Eight  rescues  were  reported  by  the  lifeguards  during  the 
season.  Many  of  these  cases  could  have  become  fatal  had  it  not 
been  for  the  efficient  supervision  of  the  lifeguard  staff. 
Health  Care 

In  order  to  provide  safe  water  for  bathers,  two  methods  of 
control  over  bacterial  growth  were  used:  regulated  flow  of 
water  in  accordance  with  the  bathing  load  and  periodic  chlori- 
nation. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  repeat  my 
thanks  to  the  committee  and  staff  for  their  wonderful  co-opera- 
tion during  the  1960  swimming  season.

REPORT  OF  HENRY  ST.  FIELD  SUB-COMMITTEE 

To  the  Chairman  of  Recreation  Committee: 

Games  and  recreation  facilities  available  are  as  follow: 
three  horseshoe  courts,  two  jungle  gyms  of  different  types, 
two  volleyball  courts,  twelve  swings,  three  zelball  and  one 
teterball  games,  one  slide,  1  basketball  court,  six  see-saws, 
playground  balls  and  four  ping  -pong  tables. 

Approximately  one  hundred  forty  softball  games  were 
played,  at  night,  Saturdays  and  Sundays  composed  of  eight 
teams  in  the  Community  League  and  various  independent 
teams  representing  about  160  players  who  availed  themselves 
of  the  two  Softball  diamonds.  The  attendance  at  games  varied 
between  100  to  300  spectators. 

The  Elementary  Schools  and  School  Playgrounds  used 
the  diamonds  for  baseball  and  softball  during  the  Spring  and 
Summer  season. 

Numerous  sandlot  baseball,  softball  and  football  games 
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were  played  also. 

Little  League  and  Minor  League  boys  played  some  of  their 
games  on  one  diamond  three  nights  a  week. 

Lassie  League  procured  the  diamond  one  night  a  week  with 
playoffs  on  Saturdays  and  Sundays  including  Regional  play- 
offs. 

The  seating  capacity  was  increased  by  adding  two  new 
bleachers. 

The  airport  loam  was  spread,  raked,  graded,  seeded  with 
rye,  rolled  and  made  playable  a  the  season's  start. 

We  formulate  plans  to  harrow,  rake,  lime,  fertilize  and 
seed  this  area  in  the  Fall  of  1961. 

The  Sewage  line  was  completed  to  the  Field  House, 
cement  floor,  sidewalk,  wall  separations,  complete  toilet  facili- 
ties which  includes  toilet  partitions,  three  toilets,  1  urinal,  2 
lavatories,  paper  and  soap  dispensers  with  an  assortment  of 
toilet  needs. 

We  are  pleased  to  announce  that  the  area  was  extensively 
used  and  in  orderly  condition  all  through  the  summer.

Report  on  Special  Events  Program  Comprising  Little 
League,  Babe  Ruth  League  and  Minor  League  Baseball 

Little  League  composed  of  six  teams  involving  90  boys 
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started  their  season  about  May  1st  and  ended  the  first  week 
of  July.  They  played  a  schedule  of  45  games,  two  games  a 
week  and  used  Dresser  Street  field,  West  Street  field  and 
Henry  Street  field 

Babe  Ruth  League  because  of  a  late  start  this  year  played 
a  schedule  of  12  games.  They  played  two  nights  a  week  and 
used  Dresser  Street  field  exclusively.  Babe  Ruth  League  is 
now  composed  of  four  teams  with  an  expansion  of  the  league 
planned.  This  league  involves  60  boys. 

Minor  League  made  up  of  six  teams  involving  90  boys 
played  a  schedule  of  10  games  one  night  a  week  and  used 
Dresser  Street  field,  West  Street  field  and  Henry  Street  field. 

Each  team  in  these  three  leagues  has  one  manager  and 
two  coaches  to  take  good  care  of  the  boys.  This  means  there 
are  30  coaches  and  15  managers  in  these  leagues  plus  20  um- 
pires who  handle  the  games.

Gentlemen: 

The  present  Board  of  Review  members  were  not  appointed 
until  late  in  1960. 

Hector  Brodeur  Qualified  April  11,  1960 
John  E.  Merrill  Qualified  October  25,  1960 
Frank  O.  Robson    Qualified  October  25,  1960 

The  Board  met  and  organized  on  October  31,  1960  and 
has  met  regularly  since  that  date,  devoting  most  of  its  time 
in  developing  a  schedule  of  changes  in  wage  scales  and  pays 
since  the  adoption  of  the  "Griffenhagen  Report"  on  The  Classi- 
fication and  Compensation  of  Positions  at  the  Annual  Town 
Meeting  in  March  of  1954. 

This  has  been  and  still  is  a  time  consuming  and  confusing 
task,  examining  the  Annual  Reports  of  the  Finance  Commit- 
tee for  each  year  since  1954,  also  records  of  Special  Town  Meet- 
ings, for  information  which  did  not  appear  to  be  available  in 
comprehensive  form. 

The  Board  has  developed  a  Pay  History  Card  to  be  com- 
pleted by  every  Town  employee,  giving  name,  department, 
classification,  date  of  birth,  original  date  of  employment,  to- 
gether with  annual  information  from  1953  and  each  year 
thereafter  on  hourly  rate  or  yearly  salary,  overtime  or  bonus. 
Total  Pay  Range  (min.  and  max.),  increase  recommended,  and 
Personnel  Remarks,  to  cover  changes  in  Department  and/or 
Classification.  When  completed  and  if  continued  these  Pay 
History  Cards  should  prove  of  inestimable  value  to  the  Board 
of  Review  in  the  future  and  the  Finance  Committee.  These 
records  are  incomplete  at  the  moment  but  the  study  is  con- 
tinuing. 

It  is  too  early  for  the  Board  of  Review  to  make  any  con- 
crete recommendation  regarding  the  present  classes  and  wage 
scales. 

The  Board  has  met  with  several  department  heads  and 
some  individual  employees,  discussing  with  them  their  per- 
sonnel problems. 

It  has  found  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  various  depart- 
ment heads  most  cooperative  and  extends  its  sincere  thanks 
to  all  for  their  courteous  and  cooperative  assistance.

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REPORT  OF  THE 


SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 
FOR  1960 

To  the  School  Committee  and  Citizens  of  Southbridge: 

I  hereby  submit  my  seventh  annual  report  as  Superin- 
tendent of  the  Southbridge  Public  Schools,  the  sixty-ninth  in  a 
series  of  such  reports. 

Introduction 

A  period  of  transition  for  the  Southbridge  Public  Schools  is 
gradually  coming  to  a  close.  Kindergartens  were  eliminated  be- 
cause of  crowded  conditions  six  years  ago.  There  followed  sev- 
eral years  when  pupils  were  transported  from  a  section  within 
the  town  to  schools  in  other  districts  for  the  purpose  of  balancing 
enrollment.  Finally,  pupils  of  the  sixth,  seventh,  and  eighth 
grades  were  segregated  in  Marcy  Street,  Pleasant  Street,  and 
Mechanic  Street  Schools.  This  last  policy  was  adopted  because 
at  the  time  of  planning  for  the  year  1959-1960  it  v/as  thought 
that  the  new  high  school  would  be  ready  for  occupancy  by  Febru- 
ary 1,  1961.  If  this  had  happened,  the  moving  of  pupils  from 
the  present  high  school  to  the  new  high  school  and  from  Pleasant, 
Marcy,  and  Mechanic  Street  Schools  to  the  present  high  school 
could  have  been  effected  with  a  minimum  of  disturbance  to  the 
educational  program.  It  is  now  apparent  that  September  1,  1961 
is  the  earliest  possible  date  when  the  new  school  will  be  ready 
for  use. 

The  New  School 

The  new  school  will  offer  the  opportunity  for  a  complete, 
modern  secondary  school  program.  In  anticipation  of  this  sig- 
nificant milestone  in  the  history  of  Southbridge,  all  members 
of  the  faculty  at  Mary  E.  Wells  High  School,  under  the  leader- 
ship of  the  principal,  vice-principal,  and  heads  of  departments 
are  preparing  a  brochure  explaining  the  philosophy  and  goals  of 
the  new  school  and  describing  each  course  to  be  offered.  There 
will  be  included  in  this  book  a  section  for  the  trade  school  divi- 
sion which  will  still  be  independent  in  curriculum  and  under 
the  supervision  of  its  present  director. 

Many  questions  have  been  asked  about  the  impending 
merger  of  the  two  schools  on  the  same  site  and  substantially  in 
the  same  school  plant.  As  has  been  indicated,  the  trade  and 
academic  curricula  of  the  trade  school  division  will  be  com- 
pletely independent,  having  its  own  director  and  teachers. 
Available  to  all  public  secondary  school  pupils  in  Southbridge 
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will  be  the  use  of  the  gymnasium,  the  cafeteria,  the  auditorium, 
and  the  library. 

The  high  school  principal  will  be  known  as  the  coordinator. 
The  coordinator  and  the  vocational  director  will  have  joint  re- 
sponsibihty  for  the  participation  of  vocational  pupils  in  extra- 
curricular activities,  for  scheduling  physical  education,  assembly 
and  athletic  programs,  and  for  recommending  transfers  from 
one  division  to  another. 

The  high  school  principal  will  have  initial  responsibility  for 
discipline  when  vocational  pupils  are  using  general  facilities  such 
as  corridors  in  the  academic  section,  gymnasium,  cafeteria,  and 
auditorium.  The  vocational  director  will  be  consulted  before 
action  is  taken  on  any  violations  of  good  conduct  by  vocational 
pupils  under  such  circumstances. 

Reimbursement 

The  danger  that  any  attempt  to  unite  the  two  schools  might 
result  in  partial  or  total  loss  of  reimbursement  has  been  a  source 
of  justifiable  concern  on  the  part  of  some  citizens  of  the  com- 
munity. The  surest  and  easiest  way  to  reassure  these  people  is 
to  quote  from  a  letter  written  by  Director  Walter  Markham, 
Division  of  Vocational  Education,  State  Department  of  Educa- 
tion, and  sent  to  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

.  .  and  as  you  stated  you  were  a  bit  concerned  about 
the  reimbursement  for  vocational  education  as  a  result 
of  this  arrangement,  I  wish  to  reassure  you  that  all  of 
the  provisions  of  Chapter  74  for  reimbursement  from 
the  Commonwealth  will  continue  in  force  ...  In  ad- 
dition, it  may  be  possible  that  some  proportionate  ar- 
rangement may  be  made  for  future  reimbursement  for 
services  rendered  to  vocational  education  by  the  high 
school  principal  and  faculty." 


Contemplated  Additions  to  Staff 

Since  the  new  school  will  have  facilities  for  the  teaching  of 
physical  education  both  to  girls  and  to  boys,  it  is  anticipated 
that  two  teachers  will  be  added  to  the  faculty  for  this  purpose. 
The  new  shop  will  mean  that  a  teacher  will  be  needed  for  this 
area.  At  present  nine  janitors  are  in  service.  With  the  opening 
of  the  new  school  ten  full-time  and  one  half-time  custodians  will 
be  required. 

Many  pupils  who  are  still  in  our  regular  classes  could  bene- 
fit from  the  opportunities  inherent  in  a  classroom  situation  for 
exceptional  children.  We  have  two  such  classes  at  present  in 
which  students  are  allowed  to  work  to  their  potential  without 
comparison  with  average  or  gifted  children.  We  have  needed  a 
third  class  of  this  type  for  a  number  of  years,  but  the  room  was 
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not  available.  With  the  opening  of  the  new  school  there  will 
be  no  space  problems;  and,  according  to  law,  with  this  needed 
space  we  must  offer  the  program  if  a  certified  teacher  is  available. 

The  Guidance  Division  of  the  State  Department  of  Educa- 
tion recommends  a  guidance  counselor  for  every  three  hundred 
high  school  pupils.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  a  school  department 
cannot  participate  in  the  Federal  program  unless  the  department 
approaches  this  ratio.  There  are  seven  hundred  public  high 
school  pupils  in  Southbridge,  and  the  addition  of  another  coun- 
selor, as  recently  voted  by  the  Southbridge  School  Committee, 
is  a  source  of  encouragement. 

The  Name  of  ihe  New  High  School 

There  are  difficulties  in  planning  programs  for  a  school 
without  a  name.  The  first  indication  that  a  decision  should  be 
made  was  when  the  present  juniors,  who  will  graduate  from  the 
new  school,  were  ordering  their  class  rings  and  needed  to  know 
the  wording  of  the  insignia  on  the  rings. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Southbridge  School  Committee  held  on 
December  6,  1960,  the  following  resolution  was  passed: 

"That  the  new  school  be  named  Southbridge  High 

School  pending  the  possibility  of  change  by  a  higher 

authority  if  there  is  one  on  this  subject.'* 

Careers  of  Service 

We  hereby  express  regret  at  the  departure  from  our  ranks 
of  Miss  Pauline  Aucoin,  Mrs.  Clara  Reed,  and  Miss  Marie 
Saunders.  They  served  the  children  of  Southbridge  long  and 
faithfully.  May  their  years  of  retirement  reward  them  in  some 
small  measure  for  the  service  they  have  so  unselfishly  rendered.

The  Soulhbridge  Plan 

The  enriched  program  for  rapid  learners  was  continued  for 
the  third  year.  The  plan  calls  for  a  careful  screening  of  ninth 
grade  pupils.  LQ.  tests,  aptitude  and  achievement  tests,  and 
outstanding  ability  in  all  elementary  school  subjects  were  the 
factors  used  in  selecting  twenty-six  students  to  undertake  the 
program.  Each  pupil  carries  five  major  subjects  each  year  while 
in  high  school  and  adds  calculus  and  advanced  physics  in  the 
senior  year.

Guidance  Department 

The  work  of  the  Guidance  Department  will  be  covered  in 
the  report  of  the  Guidance  Director,  Dr.  Lewis  Kyrios. 

Commercial  Department 

The  commercial  program  offers  courses  which  should  give 
a  student  a  well-rounded  education  for  future  office  employ- 
ment. It  includes  shorthand,  typewriting,  bookkeeping,  comp- 
tometry,  filing,  office  practice,  and  all  general  business  courses. 

Students  in  the  two  major  courses,  bookkeeping  and  short- 
hand, have  given  a  good  account  of  themselves  in  the  many 
offices  in  the  town. 

Shorthand  offers  a  worth-while  skill;  and,  at  the  same  time, 
it  gives  supplementary  help  to  Audograph  transcribers.  The 
Audograph  and  other  transcribing  machines  are  used  extensive- 
ly in  local  offices.  Shorthand  transcribers  actually  get  an  excel- 
lent business  English  course  with  the  development  of  this  skill. 
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Two  years  of  study  are  offered  in  the  bookkeeping  course. 
Because  of  crowded  programs  in  the  junior  year,  many  students 
take  only  one  year  of  this  subject.  The  first  year  of  bookkeeping 
teaches  the  basic  principles  of  double  entry  bookkeeping  and 
offers  a  variety  of  problems  so  that  the  pupil  has  experience  in 
several  kinds  of  businesses. 

The  second  year  of  bookkeeping  reviews  the  same  basic 
principles,  applying  them  to  more  advanced  problems.  It  gives 
the  student  a  chance  to  learn  something  about  business  organiz- 
ation and  the  bookkeeping  and  clerical  work  necessary  for  prop- 
er record  keeping.  A  student  is  encouraged  to  use  the  skill  he  is 
acquiring  on  calculating  and  listing  machines  in  working  out  his 
bookkeeping  problems. 

The  typewriting  room  is  equipped  with  both  manual  and 
electric  typewriters.  Comptometers,  rotary  calculators,  and  an 
IBM  punch  machine  are  used  in  the  calculators  course.  The 
office  practice  room  offers  courses  in  filing  and  in  general  busi- 
ness forms.  It  is  equipped  with  an  Audograph  transcribing 
machine,  a  Mimeograph,  a  spirit  duplicator,  and  eight  type- 
writers. 

The  cooperative  program  with  industry  is  in  operation  as 
long  as  industry  favors  it,  and  as  long  as  the  school  is  able  to 
supply  industry  with  students.  This  program  alternates  work 
weeks  with  instruction  weeks. 

The  English  Department 

During  1959  and  1960  six  girls,  Pauline  French,  Dolores 
Lach,  Martha  McMaster,  Margaret  Langevin,  Linda  Dionne, 
Marcia  Grandone,  received  100  percent  in  the  two  National 
Office  Management  Association  spelling  tests. 

John  Harrald,  after  qualifying  for  a  nation-wide  theme  com- 
petition through  his  grades  on  the  National  Merit  Scholarship 
examinations,  won  $100,  awarded  by  the  Boeing  Airplane  Com- 
pany of  Seattle,  Washington. 

A  specific  attack  on  the  problem  of  improving  reading 
skills  took  the  form  of  a  twenty- week  course  prepared  by  Science 
Research  Associates,  Incorporated,  being  given  to  all  English 
classes,  grades  9  through  12.  Through  the  course,  drill  on  both 
rate  and  comprehension  of  reading  revealed  both  above  average 
and  below  average  in  the  skills.  The  results  had  value  in  diag- 
nosis of  faults  and  in  improvement  in  the  skills.  Since  ability  to 
read  affects  marks  in  every  subject,  and  since  college-bound 
pupils  are  advised  to  achieve  a  rate  of  250-295  words  a  minute, 
the  value  of  such  a  course  is  obvious. 

This  year  special  preparation  of  eleventh  and  twelfth  grade 
pupils  to  take  over  sixty  College  Board  Examinations  in  some 
phase  of  English  has  been  a  regular  part  of  our  work. 
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Foreign  Language  Department 

Three  years  of  French  and  Latin  are  offered  in  our  high 
school.  The  immediate  aim  of  the  foreign  language  program  is 
to  develop  the  student's  ability  to  read,  write,  and  understand 
the  language  and  to  speak  it  correctly. 

Provision  for  individual  differences  is  made  by  offering 
three  levels  of  assignment  to  students  capable  of  progressing  at 
their  own  pace  and  by  giving  Hberal  individual  help  to  students 
who  wish  it. 

This  year  we  have  been  very  fortunate  in  having  a  Language 
Laboratory  to  assist  our  students  with  pronunciation,  correct 
grammar,  and  also  the  recording  of  their  own  voices.  All  booths 
are  equipped  with  earphones,  microphones,  and  tape  recorders. 

Each  student  can  record  his  own  voice  and  communicate 
directly  with  the  teacher  at  the  master  control  panel.  The  teach- 
er can  address  one  or  all  of  the  students  in  the  booths.  She  can 
also  listen  to  one  or  all  of  the  students  by  means  of  the  inter-com 
system.  We  are  certain  that  the  language  laboratory  will  be  of 
great  value. 

Mathematics  Department 

The  Mathematics  Department  has  continued  the  format  of 
the  past  several  years  but  has  initiated  a  new  course;  namely, 
Modern  Mathematics. 

The  Modern  Mathematics  course  acquaints  the  student 
with  the  concepts  and  necessary  working  tools  of  modem  math- 
ematics. Modern  Mathematics  is  not  a  new  discovery,  not  a  new 
kind  of  mathematics,  but  a  re-emphasis  upon  the  whole  struc- 
ture of  mathematics,  so  necessary  in  our  rapidly  advancing  tech- 
nological age. 

The  newly  purchased  mathematics  equipment  serves  two 
purposes.  First,  it  illustrates  and  strengthens  in  the  student's 
mind  the  basic  mathematical  ideas.  It  also  serves  as  a  stimulus 
for  individual  study  and  research. 

Social  Studies  Department 

This  year  we  are  offering  for  the  first  time  a  course  in  Con- 
temporary Civilization.  It  is  an  honors  course  limited  to  seniors 
of  high  academic  standing. 

This  course  is  presented  in  the  hope  that  it  will  make  a 
significant  contribution  toward  preparing  students  for  the  chal- 
lenges of  their  time.  It  is  a  summary  and  interpretation  of  signi- 
ficant events  and  trends  of  the  immediate  present,  and  seeks  to 
provide  the  student  with  the  facts  he  needs  to  put  the  present 
scene  into  perspective. 

Much  stress  is  put  on  research  and  oral  presentation  by  the 
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student.  Debates  will  be  given  by  members  of  this  class  at  school 
assemblies. 

We  hope  to  present  at  least  one  forum  assembly  by  foreign 
students  from  nearby  universities. 

Beginning  next  year,  we  hope  to  have  the  Social  Studies 
Department  so  organized  that  a  course  will  be  available  to  a 
student  of  any  class  at  general  or  college  level. 

It  is  our  plan  to  present  United  States  History  in  two 
courses,  one  elective  and  one  required.  The  elective  course  would 
cover  the  time  period  from  early  explorations  to  the  adminis- 
tration of  Theodore  Roosevelt.  The  required  course  would  cover 
the  time  period  from  the  Theodore  Roosevelt  administration  to 
the  present.  Current  events  will  be  correlated  with  all  Social 
Studies  courses. 

We  are  constantly  striving  to  offer  that  course  of  studies 
in  Social  Studies  which  will  best  help  the  student  acquire  know- 
ledge and  skills  essential  for  good  citizenship,  an  appreciation 
of  our  American  heritage  and  democratic  way  of  life,  and  an 
understanding  of  other  peoples  which  will  help  build  a  stronger 
base  for  peace. 

Chemistry 

This  year  chemistry  is  being  offered  under  two  titles. 

College  Chemistry  which,  as  in  the  past,  has  for  its  primary 
objective  preparation  for  entrance  into  college.  The  usual  areas 
are  being  covered.  However,  the  emphasis  is  away  from  the  de- 
scriptive aspects  and  industrial  applications  and  toward  the 
theoretical.  In  keeping  with  this  trend,  areas  such  as  Atomic 
Theory  and  Atomic  Structure,  The  Periodic  Law,  Molecules  and 
Valence,  particularly  Co-Valent  bonding,  are  being  stressed.  The 
Theory  of  Ionization  has  been  expanded  and  brought  up  to  date 
by  including  the  theories  of  Bronsted  and  Lewis  in  their  applic- 
ation to  acids  and  bases.  One  day  each  week  is  utiHzed  for  experi- 
ments. 

General  Chemistry  has  a  more  functional  objective;  here 
the  predominant  interest  lies  with  its  application  in  the  fields 
of  nursing,  hygiene,  and  dietetics. 

Physics 

We  plan  to  cover  the  topics  of  Mechanics,  Heat,  Light, 
Sound,  and  Electricity.  Here  we  attempt  to  include  enough 
theory  and  problem  solving  along  with  the  application  of  these 
principles  to  industry  to  enable  our  pupils  to  enter  college  or 
industry  at  the  conclusion  of  the  course.  Each  Monday,  all  stu- 
dents have  an  opportunity  to  perform  an  experiment  in  the 
laboratory,  usually  in  a  group  of  two  students. 
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Biology 

In  Biology,  the  classes  are  making  a  systematic  study  of 
animals  with  an  emphasis  on  structure  and  function.  This  study 
includes  microscopic  examination  of  slides  and  dissection  of  the 
more  basic  animals. 

The  enriched  program  is  following  much  the  same  pattern 
but  with  more  emphasis  on  exactness. 

Science  Fair 

The  second  annual  Science  Fair  was  held  in  the  school 
auditorium.  There  were  approximately  150  science  exhibits  on 
display.  Three  of  the  most  outstanding  projects  were  chosen  and 
the  winners  were  Charles  Havener,  Joseph  Seremet,  and  Alvin 
Tompkins,  who  represented  the  school  at  the  Kiwanis  Science 
Fair  in  Worcester,  Massachusetts. 

Home  Economics 

There  are  many  interesting  occupations  open  to  women 
today  who  are  trained  in  Home  Economics;  such  as,  dietitians 
in  hospitals,  managers  of  tea  rooms,  social  workers,  designers  of 
houses,  decorators  of  homes,  designers  of  wearing  apparel  for 
both  men  and  women,  directors  of  home  economic  departments 
in  food  manufacturing  companies  and  household  appliance  com- 
panies, demonstrators  on  radio  and  T.V.  programs.  A  woman 
may  not  cook  food,  but  she  will  select  it.  She  may  not  make 
her  clothes,  but  she  will  buy  them.  She  may  not  own  her  own 
home,  but  she  will  always  be  part  of  one.  When  Alice  Freeman 
Palmer  gave  up  the  presidency  of  Wellesley  College  to  become 
a  home  maker,  she  said,  "There  is  nothing  better  than  the  mak- 
ing of  a  true  home." 

In  two  class  periods  a  week  the  fundamentals  of  both  foods 
and  clothing  are  stressed.  The  foods  work  is  based  on  "The 
Basic  Seven"  and  includes  meal  planning,  table  service,  the 
preparation  of  simple  breakfasts  and  luncheon  dishes,  refresh- 
ments for  special  occasions,  and  the  use  and  care  of  the  gas  and 
electric  kitchen  units. 

New  electric  sewing  machines  are  used  in  the  sewing  work 
in  the  making  of  aprons,  wool  skirts  and  jumpers,  cotton  blouses, 
and  sport  clothes.  Furthermore,  there  are  projects  including  the 
making  of  stuffed  toys  and  embroidery,  care  of  the  sick,  and 
interior  decorating. 

The  College  Preparatory  Course 

The  college  preparatory  course  prepares  students  for  aU 
leading  universities  and  colleges  in  the  country.  Many  of  the 
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pupils  receive  large  scholarships,  a  tribute  to  their  own  industry 
and  a  tribute  to  the  excellent  instruction  of  their  teachers.  Stu- 
dents from  this  course  have  entered  such  leading  institutions  as 
the  following:  Cornell,  Connecticut  College  for  Women,  Brown 
University,  College  of  the  Holy  Cross,  Tufts,  Dartmouth,  Uni- 
versity of  Massachusetts,  Boston  University,  University  of 
Michigan,  Worcester  Polytechnic  Institute,  Clark  University, 
Rensselaer  Polytechnic  Institute,  Massachusetts  Institute  of 
Technology,  Harvard,  Smith  College,  Mount  Holyoke,  Wellesley 
College,  Simmons  College,  Columbia  University,  Carnegie  Tech, 
Lowell  Tech,  University  of  Connecticut,  University  of  New 
Hampshire,  Williams  College,  Colorado  College,  Ohio  State,  Col- 
lege of  New  Rochelle,  California  Institute  of  Technology, 
Georgia  Tech,  Pennsylvania  State  College,  Northeastern  Uni- 
versity, Westminster  College,  Bates,  Missouri  School  of  Mines 
and  Metallurgy,  Colby  College,  Purdue  University,  Michigan 
School  of  Mining  and  Engineering,  Michigan  State,  Springfield 
College,  Pembroke,  Emmanuel,  Albertus  Magnus,  plus  most  of 
the  leading  business  colleges  and  nursing  schools.

Assemblies

2.  That  more  lockers  be  installed  until  enough  are  fur- 
nished to  take  care  of  all  pupils'  belongings,  coats, 
rubbers,  etc. 

3.  That  the  industrial  arts  program  be  expanded  in  order 
that  those  pupils  who  are  not  interested  in  a  trade 
education  may  have  the  benefit  from  allied  courses. 

4.  That  a  biology  laboratory  be  installed  so  that  pupils 
may  conduct  experiments  to  increase  their  interest  in 
the  subject. 
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5.  That  a  survey  be  made  to  determine  the  proper  methods 
of  Hghting  all  rooms  in  the  school. 

6.  That  money  be  appropriated  for  assembly  programs. 

7.  That  after  ten  years  of  consecutive  service,  teachers 
and  administrators  be  given  sabbatical  leave  at  full 
pay  for  professional  study  or  travel. 

8.  That  a  yearly  allotment  of  not  less  than  $1500  be 
appropriated  for  the  band — an  unusually  worthy  group 
which  has  been  self-supporting. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  townspeople  for 
their  continued  efforts  in  behalf  of  the  Mary  E.  Wells  High 
School,  and  I  extend  my  thanks  to  the  School  Department  for 
its  support. 

REPORT  OF  THE  UNIVERSITY 

EXTENSION  AND  EVENING  VOCATIONAL  COURSES

REPORT  OF  COLE  TRADE  HIGH  SCHOOL 

Raymond  L.  W.  Benoit,  Director 
Secretary  of  Labor,  James  Mitchell,  said,  "Industry  is  the 
life  blood  of  any  community."  Mr.  George  Wells,  Deputy  Com- 
missioner of  Commerce,  said  recently  that  when  a  new  industry 
is  contemplating  locating  in  a  community,  one  of  the  major 
factors  which  they  consider  is  the  supply  of  skilled  labor.  He 
implied  that  communities  must  do  something  about  training 
young  people  into  the  trades  if  a  community  is  to  keep  old 
industry  and  get  new  industry  to  establish  in  this  community. 
Mr.  Wells  also  made  a  strong  plea  for  training  technicians  to 
meet  the  demanding  needs  of  industry.  I  discussed  this  prob- 
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lem,  based  on  needs,  with  the  personnel  people  in  one  of  the 
largest  companies  in  our  community,  and  they  support  the 
fact  that  there  is  a  need  for  strengthening  our  present  school 
with  the  addition  of  a  thirteenth  and  fourteenth  year  in  order 
to  train  technicians. 

The  new  construction  has  disrupted  our  program  some- 
what, but  by  September  1961  we  hope  to  be  back  to  normalcy. 

We  are  pleased  to  report  that  the  Ella  M.  Cole  Chapter  of 
the  National  Honor  Society  was  granted  a  charter  by  the 
National  Council.  The  charter  members  were  selected  and  passed 
the  initial  requisite  by  meeting  with  the  advisers  for  the  new 
chapter  on  November  1,  1960.  These  same  members  were  in- 
ducted by  members  of  the  Fred  E.  Corbin  Chapter  of  Mary  E. 
Wells  High  School  on  December  19.  This  new  chapter  should 
be  a  stimulus  to  many  students  to  strive  for  good  scholarship 
and  to  strive  for  good  citizenship.

REPORT  OF  CHARLTON  STREET,  EASTFORD  ROAD 
AND  WEST  STREET  SCHOOLS 

Raoul  O.  Lataille,  Supervising  Elementary  Principal 

The  year  1960  has  brought  about  many  changes  in  the 
general  organization  of  the  School  Department  in  anticipation 
of  the  completion  of  the  new  high  school.  The  most  important 
phases  of  these  new  developments  have  materialized  this  year 
at  the  elementary  level. 

The  adoption  of  a  new  administrative  plan,  that  of  one 
supervising  principal  for  aU  elementary  grades  with  a  teaching 
principal  assistant  in  each  of  the  Charlton  Street,  Eastford 
Road,  and  West  Street  Schools,  is  proving  very  satisfactory. 
For  the  first  time,  our  Southbridge  Elementary  Schools  are 
under  the  direct  administration  and  supervision  of  one  person. 

This  plan  will  assure  more  uniformity  of  operation,  better 
standardization  and  strengthening  of  the  curriculum,  and  an 
increased  level  of  achievement  for  all  grades.  With  the  coopera- 
tion of  teachers  and  parents,  and  support  of  the  administra- 
tion, we  feel  that  the  change  will  benefit  our  school  system. 
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The  incorporation  of  a  remedial  reading  teacher  in  the 
elementary  grades  is  a  great  step  forward  in  coping  with  needs 
of  the  pupils  with  reading  difficulties.  For  many  years,  we  have 
been  cognizant  of  reading  v/eaknesses  and  have  tried  our  best 
to  eliminate  them  within  the  classroom  or  by  after-school  help. 
This  addition  is  another  very  important  way  of  providing  for 
individual  differences.  It  is  our  hope  that  the  year  1961  will 
bring  about  more  and  better  adjustments  along  this  line. 

The  academic  progress  of  pupils  is  always  desirable  but 
almost  impossible  unless  the  pupils  are  physically  fit.  The  addi- 
tion of  a  physical  education  teacher  specifically  for  the  elem^en- 
tary  grades  is  achieving  its  purpose  of  developing  strength, 
vigor,  vitality,  and  coordination  in  each  individual  according 
to  his  capacity.  Again,  it  is  our  hope  that  this  all-important 
phase  of  education  will  be  continued  at  the  elementary  level  in 
the  years  to  come. 

A  new,  more  attractive,  and  more  comprehensive  report 
card  has  been  adopted  by  the  elementary  schools.  The  new 
card  is  more  in  keeping  with  modern  educational  trends.  This 
change  has  brought  about  more  accurate  numerical  subject 
marks  in  the  intermediate  grades  instead  of  the  ambiguous  and 
misleading  letter  denominations.  The  new  report  card  also  in- 
cludes a  character  or  personality  evaluation  of  each  pupil.  This 
phase  of  the  report  acquaints  the  child  at  an  early  age,  and 
the  parent,  too,  with  the  type  of  evaluation  to  which  he  wiU 
be  subjected  later  in  practically  every  field  of  endeavor. 

A  new  English  language  textbook  series  has  been  adopted 
and  is  proving  very  satisfactory  at  all  grade  levels.  It  eliminates 
the  conglomeration  of  language  textbooks  that  were  in  use  pre- 
viously. Also,  the  completion  of  the  science  series  in  grades  1, 
2,  and  3  now  reduces  the  need  for  up-to-date  basic  textbooks 
to  social  studies  at  the  elementary  level. 

Sets  of  social  studies  textbooks  from  publishers  have  been 
received  and  others  are  on  order.  These  sets  will  be  distributed 
soon  to  the  teachers  for  examination,  and  selection  will  be  made 
in  the  spring.  It  is  our  sincere  hope  that  these  will  be  approved 
and  purchased  so  that,  by  September  1961,  the  elementary 
grades  will  be  supplied  in  every  basic  subject  with  an  up-to-date 
textbook. 

My  main  recommendation  for  the  elementary  schools  is 
that  a  complete  survey  be  made  by  unbiased  educators  to 
establish  much  closer  correlation  of  techniques  and  abilities  in 
reading,  phonics,  spelling,  and  composition.  My  1959  report 
stresses  the  importance  and  the  immediate  need  for  this  cor- 
relation. 

I  am  certain  that  an  earnest  effort  in  this  direction  would 
also  help  greatly  to  overcome  some  of  the  difficulties  we  are 
now  encountering  in  these  subjects.  It  would  also  increase  the 
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understanding  and  the  achievement  of  all  pupils  at  all  grade 
levels  in  the  elementary  schools. 

All  elementary  teachers  are  to  be  commended  for  their 
splendid  cooperation  and  their  truly  efficient  work  in  the  class- 
rooms. Without  them  obviously  a  school  system  cannot  exist, 
but  with  the  conscientious  teachers  now  in  the  elementary 
schools,  w^e  will  make  great  strides  forward  in  the  future. 

I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  extend  my  sincere  appre- 
ciation and  thanks  to  Mr.  Fox,  our  Superintendent,  for  his 
help;  to  Mrs.  Camella  Dintini,  Miss  Constance  L'Ecuyer,  Mr. 
Vincent  Puracchio,  for  their  cooperation  and  assistance  in  the 
administration  of  the  three  elementary  schools;  to  all  parents 
for  their  understanding  of  our  work;  and  to  the  custodians  for 
their  work  in  keeping  the  buildings  comfortable  and  clean. 

REPORT  OF  MARCY  STREET,  MECHANIC  STREET, 

AND  PLEASANT  STREET  SCHOOLS 

R.  Joseph  Racine,  Supervising  Principal 
of  Grades  6,  7,  and  8 
As  this  report  is  being  written,  we  are  in  the  midst  of  our 
first  school  year  with  grades  6,  7,  and  8  under  one  supervisory 
head. 

We  are  in  the  process  of  evaluating  and  consolidating  the 
curriculum  of  these  grades  on  a  sound  and  unified  basis.  Subject- 
matter  chairmen  have  been  appointed  to  preside  over  a  series 
of  faculty  meetings  which  are  being  held  to  discuss  curriculum, 
and  to  unify  grade  goals  and  objectives. 

The  subject-matter  chairmen  are:  Science,  John  Bower; 
Social  Studies,  Patricia  Callahan;  Arithmetic,  Irene  Gough; 
Literature  and  Spelling,  Claire  Kirk;  English,  Celestine  Sweet. 

Teaching  techniques,  purposeful  pupil  projects,  and  integral 
use  of  workbooks  will  be  an  important  part  of  the  faculty  dis- 
cussions and  findings.  It  is  by  sharing  these  valuable  experiences 
that  our  curriculum  and  teaching  will  consistently  improve. 

Grades,  6,  7,  and  8  are  now  departmentally  taught  grades 
and  require  mature  teachers,  with  at  least  two  years  of  teaching 
experience,  and  sound  knowledge  of  one  subject-matter  field, 
their  major. 

These  grades  are  critically  transitional  in  nature  as  regards 
pupil  mental,  physical,  emotional,  and  social  growth.  At  this 
early  secondary  level,  organized  knowledge  and  emphasis  on  sub- 
ject matter  take  on  increasing  importance.  Teachers  with  the 
finest  combination  of  qualifications  are  needed  in  this  area. 

It  is  highly  recommended  that  no  pupil  from  grade  5  be 
promoted  to  grade  6  if  he  fails  in  reading  comprehension.  The 
ability  to  read  for  comprehension  is  basic  and  imperative  in  early 
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secondary  school  work,  where  departmental  teaching  begins.  A 
pupil  must  enter  these  grades  with  a  mastery  of  reading  skills,  to 
assure  minimum  success,  or  he  will  flounder  hopelessly. 

Several  grades  have  maxim.um  enrollments  of  up  to  36  pu- 
pils. This  is  too  heavy  a  teacher  load,  and  pupils  become  lost  in 
the  impersonal  type  of  atmosphere  that  necessarily  prevails  with 
such  large  groups.  We  must  strive  to  hold  to  a  maximum  of  30 
pupils,  for  the  best  type  of  teaching  and  pupil  performance.  Even 
the  excellent  teacher,  who  in  the  final  analysis  is  the  key  figure 
in  any  teaching-learning  situation,  and  the  very  backbone  of  the 
school  system,  is  heavily  hampered  by  a  large  enrollment.  The 
tragic  end-result  is  a  considerable  deprivation  of  the  individual 
attention  that  so  many  less-than-average  pupils  desperately 
require  for  educational  survival. 

A  study  of  the  textbook  needs  of  grades  6,  7,  and  8  will  be 
completed  by  April  1.  Our  social  studies  textbooks  are  prac- 
tically obsolete,  and  the  English  language  textbooks  in  grades  7 
and  8  must  be  replaced  with  the  latest  edition  of  a  detailed  and 
comprehensive  textbook. 

Science  demonstration  tables  and  equipment  have  been  in- 
stalled in  each  science  classroom.  As  soon  as  the  chemical  ma- 
terials have  been  received,  these  tables  will  be  in  full  use. 

I  would  like  to  express  to  Mr.  Fox  my  gratitude  for  his  con- 
tinuous solicitude  for  the  total  welfare  of  all  pupils,  and  my 
thanks  to  the  teaching  principals,  and  teachers,  for  their  splendid 
cooperation  in  all  curriculum  and  administrative  endeavors. 

REPORT  OF  THE  ADVANCED  ELEMENTARY  PROGRAM 

Edith  A.  Manzi,  Supervisor 

The  program  for  the  academically  talented  students  in  the 
elementary  schools  was  continued  for  the  second  year  at  the 
Marcy  Street  School.  The  sixth-graders  received  more  chal- 
lenge, acceleration,  and  enrichment  in  all  subject  areas,  while 
the  fifth-graders  were  oriented  to  their  new  course  of  study. 

Enrichment  for  grade  six  consisted  of  various  field  trips  to 
the  local  public  library,  to  the  telephone  company  building,  and 
to  the  Higgins  Museum  in  Worcester.  A  guest  speaker  described 
color  slides  of  a  trip  to  Europe.  Science  projects  were  explained 
at  a  Parent-Teachers'  Meeting. 

The  fifth  grade  developed  poise  by  singing  French  Christ- 
mas carols  over  the  local  radio  station  and  by  entertaining  at 
club  meetings  with  choral  reading  and  French  conversations. 
French  speakers  addressed  grades  five  and  six  entirely  in  French. 
Correspondence  with  an  accelerated  class  in  Cahfornia  through 
both  letters  and  tape  recordings,  as  well  as  field  trips  to  Old 
Sturbridge  Village  and  to  the  United  Lens  Company  added  fur- 
ther enrichment  to  the  course. 
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Presently,  three  advanced  classes  are  enjoying  a  challenging 
year  at  the  Mary  E.  Wells  High  School.  The  pupils  of  grades 
five,  six,  and  seven  have  demonstrated  their  remarkable  ability 
to  adjust  to  new  situations  by  becoming  acclimated  to  the  high- 
school  schedule,  to  departmentalized  classes,  and  to  various  other 
changes  with  facility. 

Constantly  seeking  to  attain  maximal  gains  for  our  stu- 
dents, we  continue  to  enrich  and  accelerate  our  fifth  and  sixth 
grade  courses,  while  we  broaden  the  scope  of  grade  seven  with 
more  advanced  science  projects,  greater  acceleration  in  mathe- 
matics, and  the  introduction  of  the  written  word  in  French. 

Audio-visual  materials,  such  as  the  tape  recorder,  record 
player,  films,  filmstrips,  and  21-Inch-Classroom  are  being  utilized 
to  great  advantage,  particularly  in  the  teaching  of  Conversational 
French,  science,  and  social  studies.  Each  aid  proves  an  added 
stimulus  to  the  courses  as  well  as  a  corrective  measure  in  many 
areas. 

As  a  result  of  discussions  held  by  the  superintendent,  the 
supervising  principals,  the  guidance  director,  the  supervisor  of 
the  program,  and  the  teachers  of  the  program,  the  title  of  the 
program  was  more  satisfactorily  changed  to  the  Advanced  Ele- 
mentary Program.  Another  decision  was  that  in  the  fall  of  1961 
the  fifth  grade  would  be  eliminated  from  the  program,  which 
would  henceforth  consist  of  grades  six,  seven,  and  eight. 

With  the  advancement  of  the  curriculum  according  to  the 
needs  and  abilities  of  the  students  and  according  to  their  ca- 
pacity to  absorb  the  wealth  of  the  subject  matter  as  our  aim, 
we  genuinely  hope  that  each  potential  will  be  developed  to  its 
fullest. 

May  I,  in  conclusion,  take  this  opportunity  to  express  my 
sincere  gratitude  to  the  School  Committee;  to  Mr.  Fox,  Super- 
intendent of  Schools;  to  Dr.  Robertson,  Principal  of  the  Mary  E. 
Wells  High  School;  to  Mr.  Desroches,  Audio- Visual  Aids  Di- 
rector; and  to  the  many  people  who  have  shown  such  splendid 
interest  and  cooperation  in  our  endeavors. 

REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  HEALTH  DEPARTMENT 

Lottie  A.  LeBlanc,  School  Nurse 
The  ultimate  objective  of  the  school  health  services  is  to 
maintain,  protect,  and  promote  the  optimal  health  —  physical, 
mental,  emotional,  and  social  —  of  the  school-age  child. 

Six  hundred  and  forty-two  examinations  were  given  to  pub- 
He  school  children.  As  a  result,  fifty-four  defects  were  found 
and  notices  were  mailed  to  parents  for  their  irmnediate  attention. 

There  were  four  hundred  and  seventeen  visits  made  to  the 
various  public  schools.  The  Massachusetts  Vision  Test  and  the 
Massachusetts  Hearing  Test  were  completed  in  all  schools,  and 
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notices  were  mailed  to  parents  informing  them  of  the  failures. 
First  Aid  was  rendered  to  one  hundred  and  seventy  pupils.  One 
hundred  and  thirty-two  home  visits  were  made,  and  two  thou- 
sand six  hundred  and  thirty  conferences  were  held  in  reference 
to  school  health  problems. 

Two  hundred  and  six  pupils  received  dental  care  at  the 
Dental  Clinic.  Two  hundred  and  forty-six  children  received 
regular  inoculations,  and  two  hundred  and  forty-seven  received 
booster  doses  at  the  Toxoid  Clinics.  Salk  Vaccine  was  given  to 
two  hundred  and  forty  pre-school  and  school  children  in  the 
first  grades.  Registration  of  pre-school  children  was  conducted 
by  the  Board  of  Health  and  the  School  Department.  A  total  of 
three  hundred  and  twelve  children  registered  for  the  first  grade. 

This  office  cared  for  our  needy  children.  Clothing  was  fur- 
nished to  twelve  children  during  the  year;  dental  care  was  pro- 
vided for  one;  lenses  were  secured  for  fourteen;  hot  lunches  were 
provided  for  four;  one  was  examined  at  the  Massachusetts  Ear 
and  Eye  Infirmary;  and  five  attended  Camp  Wonderland  in 
Sharon,  Massachusetts.  Six  children  were  referred  to  the  State 
Crippled  Children's  Clinic,  and  four  were  referred  to  the  Wor- 
cester Hearing  League  for  Lip  Reading  Classes. 

The  Census  of  the  BHnd  and  the  Census  of  the  Physically 
Handicapped  Children  were  completed  and  forwarded  to  the 
Board  of  Education.  The  report  of  the  Hearing  Conservation 
Program  and  the  report  of  the  Vision  Conservation  Program 
were  forwarded  to  the  Department  of  PubHc  Health.  Fourteen 
home  teachers  were  provided  for  physically  handicapped  chil- 
dren unable  to  attend  school.  Clear  Type  Books  were  ordered 
from  the  Massachusetts  Division  of  the  Blind  for  two  children. 

School  children  in  grades  one  through  twelve  were  given  the 
opportunity  to  participate  in  the  tuberculin  testing  program  — 
the  Mantoux  Test.  A  small  percentage  of  the  children  had  a 
positive  reaction,  and  they  were  referred  for  a  Chest  X-Ray. 

The  ''Santa's  Fund,"  made  possible  by  the  generous  people 
of  Southbridge,  helped  many  of  our  needy  families  who  have 
children  attending  pubhc  schools. 

I  wish  to  express  sincere  appreciation  to  our  interested  citi- 
zens for  the  help  and  cooperation  that  has  been  extended  re- 
garding a  proposed  Mental  Health  Center,  and  to  everyone  who 
contributed  in  any  way  to  the  success  of  our  1960  Health 
Program. 

REPORT  OF  ART  DEPARTMENT 

Claire  Birtz,  Director 
This  year,  due  to  the  increase  in  the  number  of  classes  being 
taught  by  the  one  art  supervisor,  the  integrated  art  program 
starts  at  the  sixth-grade  level.   Art  in  all  lower  grades  is  being 
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taught  by  homeroom  teachers.  These  teachers  are  working  very 
hard  to  keep  the  program  going,  but  they  should  have  the  help 
of  a  qualified  art  teacher. 

Our  high-school  students  are  becoming  more  cognizant  of 
art  and  the  important  role  it  plays  in  our  daily  lives.  More  and 
more  high-school  students  are  enrolling  in  our  art  courses.  Many 
of  them  have  shown,  as  those  of  you  who  visited  our  art  room  on 
Parents'  Night  saw,  a  great  deal  of  ability.  Some  of  these  stu- 
dents will  become  the  creators  and  producers  of  art.  Some  stu- 
dents will  continue  with  art  as  a  hobby.  Other  students  will 
become  the  consumers  of  art.  It  is  essential  that  creative  art 
plays  a  maior  role  in  art  education,  but  art  educators  must  also 
try  to  develop  consumer  taste  —  a  working  knowledge  of  art  in 
people  of  all  ages. 

We  have  been  seriously  handicapped  by  lack  of  space,  stor- 
age room  for  materials,  shelves  on  which  work  in  prosfress  can 
be  stored,  lack  of  display  areas,  etc.  However,  the  thought  that 
we  will  soon  be  moving  to  more  spacious  and  modern  quarters 
helps  us  to  overlook  our  very  cramped  space. 

We  hope  that,  with  the  better  facilities  that  will  be  ours  in 
the  new  high  school,  the  art  room  will  become  the  focal  point 
of  both  high-school  students  and  townspeople. 

A  modern  art  center,  open  all  day,  so  that  students  can  use 
free  time  to  good  advantage;  an  arts  and  crafts  center,  used  and 
enjoyed  by  both  high-school  students  and  tov\Tispeople,  where 
fine  loan  exhibitions  can  be  displayed,  and  original  pieces  shown; 
a  place  where  different  groups  of  hobbyists  from  the  area  can 
display  their  work:  a  center  enjoyed  by  all  is  our  aim  for  the 
new  Southbridge  High  School. 

REPORT  OF  THE  AUDIO-VISUAL  AIDS  DEPARTMENT

The  rapid  growth  of  the  Audio-Visual  Aids  Department 
during  the  past  few  years  is  direct  testimony  of  its  importance 
to  our  teaching  staff.  Teachers  have  come  to  regard  it  as  their 
center  of  valuable  instructional  materials  and  services  for  the 
continuous  improvement  of  their  teaching.  The  services  of  the 
Department  now  made  available  to  our  teachers  and  used  ex- 
tensively during  1960  are  the  following:

In  1960,  the  follow- 
ing organizations  were  provided  with  equipment,  materials  and 
projectionists:  Rotary  Club,  Exchange  Club,  Knights  of  Colum- 
bus, Junior  Chamber  of  Commerce,  Mothers  Club,  Girl  Scouts, 
Association  for  the  Mentally  Retarded,  Junior  Red  Cross,  Office 
of  Civil  Defense,  Pilsudski  Polish-American  Club,  and  the  Sitz- 
markers  Ski  Club. 

REPORT  OF  THE  CHORAL  MUSIC  DEPARTMENT 
Grades  VI  -  XII 

Sidney  C.  Gates,  Supervisor 

The  Vocal  Music  Department  at  Mary  E.  Wells  High 
School  has  two  singing  organizations  this  year — the  Girls'  Glee 
Club  and  the  Mixed  Chorus.  The  objective  of  these  groups  is  to 
bring  an  active  musical  experience  to  all  students  enrolled.  Both 
classical  and  popular  music  are  performed. 

The  Mixed  Chorus  has  sung  at  the  National  Honor  Society 
induction  for  Mary  E.  Wells  High  School  and  for  Cole  Trade 
High  School.  Both  groups  performed  for  the  annual  Parents' 
Night  at  the  high  school  and  presented  a  Christmas  Concert  in 
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December.  Plans  are  now  being  made  for  an  operetta  to  be  held 
in  March  as  well  as  for  the  annual  Spring  Concert. 

A  course  in  Music  Appreciation  was  also  added  to  the  cur- 
riculum. This  course  is  an  elective  and  carries  five  credits.  It  is 
also  an  acceptable  elective  by  all  colleges  in  fulfilling  their 
entrance  requirements.  The  purpose  of  this  course  is  to  acquaint 
the  student  with  different  eras  of  music  from  600  A.  D.  to  the 
present  time.  Attention  is  given  to  the  organization  of  the 
modern  symphony  orchestra  and  the  sounds  and  uses  of  each 
instrument.  After  the  first  quarter  much  time  is  spent  in  listen- 
ing to  and  analyzing  composers'  works.  The  last  quarter  is 
spent  on  American  music,  including  the  various  types  of  jazz. 

In  the  6th,  7th,  and  8th  grades  the  fundamentals  of  music 
are  being  presented  through  singing,  listening,  and  audio-visual 
aids.  Brief  histories  of  the  composers  are  given,  and  the  instru- 
ments of  the  orchestra  and  band  are  studied. 

There  is  a  Boys'  Glee  Club  at  Cole  Trade  High  School  this 
year  also.  They  are  preparing  music  to  be  presented  at  their 
school  functions. 

REPORT  OF  INSTRUMENTAL  MUSIC  DEPARTMENT

The  high-school  band  had  an  Exchange  Concert  with  the 
Montpelier,  Vermont  high-school  band  early  in  the  past  school 
year.  While  it  was  a  rather  long  trip,  its  social  and  educational 
value  made  it  most  worth  while.  The  choruses  of  both  schools 
also  took  part.  Our  parents'  committee  did  a  splendid  job  of 
housing  and  feeding  the  visiting  group,  and  they  deserve  our 
heartiest  thanks. 

During  the  balance  of  the  year,  the  high-school  band  took 
part  in  several  parades,  concerts,  and  in  all  football  games,  add- 
ing much  to  its  prestige. 

The  junior  band  was  active  during  the  year,  taking  part 
in  several  parades  and  playing  for  the  eighth- grade  graduation. 

REPORT  OF 

ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL  MUSIC  DEPARTMENT 

Rosalie  Rubenstein,  Supervisor 
The  responsibility  of  the  Elementary  School  Music  Super- 
visor in  the  Southbridge  Schools  is  teaching  in  three  elementary 
schools,  grades  one  to  five  inclusive  and  in  two  schools  of  sixth, 
seventh,  and  eighth  grades. 

Programs  are  designed  to  accomplish  the  following:  to 
enable  all  children  to  participate  in  singing;  to  develop  a  taste 
for  good  music;  to  teach  technicalities  of  music  so  that  the 
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children  will  gradually  develop  the  ability  to  sing  an  unfamiliar 
song  from  the  music. 

Many  different  techniques  are  used  to  achieve  the  pur- 
poses of  the  school  music  program. 

In  the  lower  grades  rote  songs  are  used  to  continue  the 
music  training  given  to  pre-schoolers  obtained  at  home  or  in 
kindergarten,  and  to  introduce  to  the  v/orld  of  music  those  who 
have  no  such  training.  Special  work  with  monotones  by  individ- 
ual effort  is  stressed  especially  in  the  lower  grades. 

Unison  singing,  rounds,  and  part  singing  are  three  divisions 
employed  in  the  upper  grades.  Then,  technical  terms  are  intro- 
duced, gradually  increasing  the  musical  vocabulary  of  the  stu- 
dents. 

This  training  is  designed  to  foster  a  love  for  music,  a  knowl- 
edge of  the  physical  symbols  of  music,  and  the  ability  to  read 
music  at  sight. 

REPORT  OF  CAFETERIA 

Edith  M.  Freeman,  Supervisor 

The  staff  of  the  Mary  E.  Wells  High  School  cafeteria  served 
between  475  and  550  daily  meals  during  the  year,  with  a  record 
of  600  meals  for  Thanksgiving  and  700  meals  for  Christmas. 

There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  meals  served  to 
the  pupils  from  Marcy  Street  School.  One  hundred  daily  meals 
were  served  to  these  children. 

The  elementary  school  milk  program  continues  on  the 
same  high  level. 

The  Southbridge  Evening  Women's  Club  has  provided 
money  for  free  lunches  for  the  pupils  who  cannot  afford  to  pay 
for  meals.  The  Supervisor  wishes  to  thank  this  organization  for 
its  generosity  in  providing  additional  nutrition,  which  is  so 
essential  to  children. 

REPORT  OF  PLAYGROUND  DEPARTMENT

REPORT  OF 
GUIDANCE  AND  PLACEMENT  DEPARTMENT 

Dr.  Lewis  A.  Kyrios,  Director 

Guidance  and  pupil  personnel  services  directed  and  co- 
ordinated by  staff  members  with  specialized  preparation  are  an 
integral  part  of  the  educational  program  and  are  especially  de- 
signed to  assist  in  focusing  the  entire  educational  process  on 
the  individual.  These  services  are  organized  to  give  continuous 
assistance  to  each  student  in  knowing  himself  as  an  individual 
and  as  a  member  of  society;  in  making  the  most  of  his  strengths 
and  in  correcting  or  compensating  for  limitations;  in  relating 
this  information  realistically  to  his  needs  and  potentialities;  in 
helping  him  with  the  social-moral-spiritual  problems  common 
to  youth;  and  in  discovering  and  developing  creative  interests 
and  appreciations. 

Our  guidance  services  provide  an  inventory  of  the  individ- 
ual, counseling,  educational  and  job  placement,  and  follow-up. 

Inventory  Service:  This  phase  of  guidance  is  the  collection 
of  information  that  will  identify  each  individual  pupil  as  a 
unique  individual.  It  is  based  on  objective  information,  behavior 
patterns,  and  identifying  information. 

Testing  is  an  important  factor  in  the  inventory  service. 
Our  testing  program  consists  of  the  following: 

1.  Achievement  tests 

2.  Intelligence  tests 

3.  Mechanical  and  clerical  aptitude  tests 

4.  Interest  tests 

5.  Cooperative  tests 

These  tests  are  administered  to  pupils  on  different  levels 
and  in  various  areas  of  our  school  system. 

Counseling:  The  Guidance  Department  provides  individ- 
ual counseling  to  assist  students  to  discover  and  pursue  those 
courses  of  study  which  offer  them  the  greatest  opportunities. 
Solution  of  personal  problems  is  likewise  an  objective  of  this 
service.  Specialists  are  also  consulted  in  this  counseling  process. 

Educational  and  Job  Placement:  It  is  the  policy  of  the 
Director  of  Guidance,  with  the  educational  device  of  coimsel- 
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ing,  to  stimulate  and  motivate  the  college  students  in  the  first 
quarter  of  their  senior  year  to  seek  advanced  admission  to  their 
selected  colleges.  In  this  particular  area,  our  present  college 
seniors  have  been  very  successful.  The  results  up  to  date  in- 
dicate that  sixteen  of  our  seniors  have  been  accepted.  It  has 
been  gratifying  to  learn  that  two  of  our  seniors  have  received 
Scholastic  Scholarships.  The  following  colleges  have  accepted 
our  seniors  in  their  early  admission  plan:  Hamilton  College, 
Purdue  University,  Emannuel  College,  Northeastern  University, 
Worcester  State  Teachers  CoUege,  University  of  Massachusetts, 
Worcester  Junior  College,  and  Becker's  Junior  College. 

Information  about  colleges  and  future  occupations  is  read- 
ily available  in  the  Guidance  Office.  Applications  to  college, 
local  or  college  scholarship  information,  college  board  examin- 
ations, and  bulletins  of  information  are  all  in  the  realm  of  the 
guidance  services. 

Part-time  employment  of  pupils  is  fostered  by  the  place- 
ment organization  of  the  Guidance  Department.  Twenty  part- 
time  jobs  in  local  industries  and  businesses  were  filled  by  our 
students  from  September  to  December  1960.

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REPORT  OF  ADULT  CIVIC  EDUCATION 

Constance  M.  L'Ecuyer,  Director 
The  classes  in  English,  American  History,  and  Civics  con- 
ducted in  Southbridge  for  the  foreign  born  have  been  gradually 
changing.  Formerly,  these  classes  were  attended  by  people  who 
had  lived  in  town  for  a  number  of  years  and  no  longer  con- 
sidered themselves  foreign,  but  they  were  obliged  to  register  as 
aliens  each  January.  For  these  people,  the  speaking  and  under- 
standing of  the  language  was  comparatively  easy. 

Today,  we  have  people  who  have  never  spoken  or  heard 
the  language  and  are  in  a  younger  age  bracket.  Progress  is 
necessarily  slower  for  this  group,  and  correct  pronunciation  is 
very  important.  These  younger  people  are  anxious  to  obtain 
Citizenship  Papers  because  they  desire  to  have  roots  in  this 
country.  These  people  have  had  unhappiness  in  their  former 
countries,  and  they  hasten  to  apply  for  Citizenship  as  soon  as 
the  waiting  period  has  elapsed. 

Some  of  these  younger  people,  in  their  anxiety,  apply  for 
Citizenship  before  they  are  adequately  prepared,  and  they  find 
their  Examiners  strict  when  they  lack  the  necessary  knowledge. 

All  the  people  who  have  attended  evening  school  classes 
and  who  have  completed  the  required  work  have  been  admitted 
to  Citizenship.  Those  who  have  been  unable  to  complete  their 
course  because  of  evening  work  come  back  the  following  year 
to  learn  as  much  as  possible. 

During  the  year,  help  is  given  in  filing  papers  for  adults. 
Derivative  Papers  are  prepared  for  children  of  Americans  who 
were  born  abroad,  and  Alien  Reports  are  filled  out. 

The  Civic  Education  Division  of  the  Southbridge  School 
Department  is  doing  its  share  to  help  those  desiring  such  help. 


Conclusion 

It  is  important,  before  bringing  this  brief  report  to  a  close, 
that  acknowledgement  be  made  to  members  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee for  outstanding  service  during  the  past  year.  They  have 
given  unselfishly  of  their  time  and  energy  in  solving  the  many 
difficult  problems  that  have  been  presented  to  them  for  decision. 

Our  educational  and  service  staffs  have  demonstrated  high 
morale,  a  continuous  pride  in  their  work,  and  a  desire  to  strive 
continually  to  improve  the  Southbridge  Public  Schools  as  an 
instrument  to  educate  the  children  of  our  community. 

The  various  town  departments  have  given  excellent  co- 
operation throughout  the  year. 
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To  all  of  these  public-spirited  and  interested  citizens  who 
have  contributed  their  services,  ideas,  and  support,  I  wish  to 
express  appreciation  and  gratitude.

SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

To  the  Citizens  of  Southbridge: 

We  are  pleased  to  report  the  progress  made  in  local  affairs 
during  the  year  1961.  In  order  to  avoid  duplication  of  the  re- 
ports in  this  book  we  submit  this  general  resume,  for  more  de- 
tailed information  we  refer  the  reader  to  the  report  of  the  spe- 
cial committee  or  department  involved. 

Buildings  completed  this  year  were  the  Southbridge  High 
School  and  the  Town  Garage.  There  has  been  considerable 
improvement  in  our  streets  and  roads  in  many  sections  of  the 
town.  This  year  also  marked  the  completion  of  the  Randolph 
Street  bridge  and  continued  progress  in  the  Westville  area 
flood  project.  Several  offices  in  the  Town  Hall  have  been 
painted  and,  in  the  interests  of  safety,  new  electric  panels  in- 
stalled in  the  building. 
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Two  new  committees  were  formed  —  a  By-Law  Commit- 
tee, and  a  Redevelopment  Authority.  The  members  of  these 
were  selected  carefully  by  your  Selectmen  so  that  the  inter- 
ests of  the  general  public  will  best  be  served. 

Among  the  many  hearings  which  we  have  held  this  year 
were  those  in  regard  to  water  rates  (held  locally  and  in  Bos- 
ton). We  believe  that  these  resulted  in  keeping  the  water 
rates  from  a  further  30  to  50  percent  increase.  State  legisla- 
tion which  this  Board  had  supported  in  the  past  in  regard  to 
tuberculosis  care  may  result  in  an  approximate  saving  to  the 
town  of  $27,000  annually.  * 

In  conclusion  we  take  this  opportunity  to  express  thanks 
to  all  Town  Officers,  Boards  and  Committees  who  have  worked 
conscientiously  for  the  town.  This  year  we  particularly  com- 
mend the  Board  of  Review  for  their  patient  hours  of  work  on 
wage  classification  schedules. 

Through  continued  cooperative  efforts  we  believe  South- 
bridge  will  become  an  ever  better  place  in  which  to  live.

shall  yield  the  right  of  way  to  a  pedestrian  crossing  within 
any  marked  crosswalk,  slowing  down  or  stopping  if  need  be 
to  so  yield.  Whenever  any  vehicle  has  stopped  at  a  marked 
crosswalk  to  permit  a  pedestrian  to  cross  the  way,  the  operator 
of  any  other  vehicle  aproaching  from  the  rear  shall  not  over- 
take and  pass  such  stopped  vehicle.  The  operator  of  any  mo- 
tor vehicle,  prior  to  driving  over  or  across  any  sidewalk,  shall 
yield  the  right  of  way  to  any  pedestrian  approaching  thereon. 
In  thickly  settled  or  business  districts,  as  defined  in  section 
one,  pedestrians  shall  be  subject  to  traffic  control  signals  or  to 
directions  of  police  officers  directing  traffic,  and  whenever 
there  is  a  traffic  control  signal,  police  officer  directing  traffic, 
or  a  marked  crosswalk  within  three  hundred  feet  of  a  pedes- 
trian, no  such  pedestrian  shall  cross  the  way  except  upon  such 
marked  crosswalk  or  in  compliance  with  the  directions  of  a 
police  officer  or  at  such  a  traffic  control  signal.  Whoever  vio- 
lates the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine 
of  not  more  than  one  dollar  for  each  offense  not  exceeding 
three  in  each  calendar  year  in  the  jurisdiction  of  the  court  and 
by  a  fine  of  two  dollars  for  each  subsequent  offense,  in  each  cal- 
endar year  in  the  jurisdiction  of  the  court. 

Proceedings  under  this  section  shall  not  be  deemed  crim- 
inal, and  no  record  of  the  case  shall  be  entered  in  the  proba- 
tion records.  A  violation  of,  or  conviction  of  or  plea  of  guilty 
to  a  violation  of  this  section  shall  not  constitute  negligence  or 
evidence  of  negligence  nor  be  used  in  any  manner  in  any  civil 
proceeding  in  any  manner  in  any  court  whatever.

Minutes  of  a  Hearing  held  by  the  Planning  Board  on  March 
2,  1961  at  7:30  P.M.  at  the  Town  Hall,  Southbridge,  Mass.  Ac- 
cording to  Law,  notice  of  this  meeting  was  posted  in  the  South- 
bridge  Evening  News  on  February  9, 16,  and  23,  1961. 

The  meeting  was  opened  by  (Chairman  Arsenault  at 
7:30  P.M. 

Planning  Board  members  present  were  introduced.  These 
included  Marc  A.  Arsenault,  Francis  B.  Flanagan,  Telesphore 
Libuda  and  Roland  A.  Pontbriand. 

The  hearing  notice  was  read  by  Secretary  Flanagan. 

Attorney  Morrill  was  recognized  by  the  Chairman.  Mr. 
Morrill  stated  that  he  represented  Reva  Enterprises,  Inc.,  and 
the  owner  of  the  land,  Mr.  Vary.  He  made  the  following  points: 

1.  The  present  owner  was  not  connected  with  Reva 
Enterprises,  Inc. 

2.  The  building  would  be  worth  about  $250,000.00. 

3.  Reva  needs  2  to  2^  acres  of  land. 

4.  Reva  is  presently  building  in  Quincy  and  Boston. 

5.  The  building  would  be  well  sound-proofed  and  well 
supervised  and  controlled. 

6.  The  building  would  contain  24-28  bowling  alleys. 
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7.  The  business  would  provide  local  employment. 

8.  Reva  plans  to  locate  somewhere  in  this  area  even  if 
this  zoning  request  is  denied. 

9.  This  business  would  provide  construction  employment, 
tax  revenue,  recreation  for  all  ages,  50%  increase  in 
bowling  in  this  area. 

10.  Reva  would  provide  facilities  for  leagues  and  a  nursery 
for  children  with  baby-sitting  facilities  for  parents. 

11.  Reva  would  apply  for  a  liquor  license  for  a  cocktail 
lounge  if  one  were  available. 

12.  The  business  would  require  a  large  opening  for  access 
from  Old  Sturbridge  Rd. 

Various  residents  of  the  area  were  then  recognized.  They 
pointed  out  the  folowing  disadvantages  to  the  proposed  zone 
change: 

1.  There  would  be  traffic  congestion. 

2.  The  bowling  alley  would  operate  late  hours.  (10  A.M. 
to  1A.M.) 

3.  There  would  be  a  traffic  hazard  for  school  children. 

4.  This  business  would  need  services  from  the  town  (road 
repair,  police)  which  might  offset  the  advantage  of  the 
tax  revenue  to  be  derived. 

5.  The  Old  Sturbridge  Rd.  approach  is  very  narrow  with 
no  sidewalks  and  a  blind  corner  leading  on  to  Main 
Street. 

6.  This  building  might  result  in  the  lowering  of  the  value 
of  the  residential  property  in  the  area. 

7.  A  possible  liquor  license  in  the  area  might  result  in 
future  trouble. 

8.  Illumination  from  the  parking  lights  and  lighted  signs 
plus  the  noise  of  vehicles  and  persons  coming  and  going 
would  be  objectionable  to  family  living. 

Attorney  O'Shaughnessy  was  recognized  by  the  Chairman. 
He  stated  that  he  represented  a  group  of  the  area  residents  in 
opposition  to  the  proposed  zone  change.  He  prefaced  his  re- 
marks by  extending  a  welcome  to  the  area  to  Reva  Enterprises 
on  behalf  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  which  he  has  served 
as  president.  He  stated  that  he  felt  that  most  of  those  present 
at  the  hearing  did  not  object  to  Reva  Enterprises  locating  in 
Southbridge.  However,  they  did  not  feel  that  this  was  the  most 
suitable  location.  After  re-emphasizing  the  objections  listed 
above,  he  presented  the  Board  with  a  petition  signed  by  181 
citizens  protesting  the  proposed  zone  change. 

Mr.  Ennis  was  recognized  by  the  Chairman.  He  read  and 
presented  to  the  Board  a  copy  of  a  letter  signed  by  he  and 
his  wife  pointing  out  the  objections  listed  above. 

Mr.  Bellerive,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  was 
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recognized.  He  stated  that  he  felt  that  the  Town  would  not 
be  acting  in  good  faith  to  the  residents  of  this  area  if  this 
change  went  through.  He  felt  it  was  regrettable  that  this  came 
up  before  we  had  a  chance  to  really  get  going  on  the  Master 
Plan  and  Urban  Renewal. 

Mr.  Frazier,  representing  Reva  Enterprises,  was  then  rec- 
ognized. He  stated  that  he  knew  how  the  people  felt,  it  was 
their  decision  to  make,  and  his  concern  had  no  intention  of 
coming  in  where  they  were  not  wanted.  He  pointed  out  that 
they  had  no  difficulty  with  their  neighbors  in  Worcester  and  he 
felt  that  if  everyone  concerned  had  an  opportunity  to  visit 
their  Worcester  location,  their  feelings  on  the  matter  might  be 
different. 

Attorney  Morrill  then  requested  a  brief  recess.  After  an 
informal  poll  which  showed  all  those  attending  as  opposed  to 
the  proposed  zoning  change,  the  Chairman  recessed  the  hear- 
ing for  10  minutes.

Sir: 

As  directed  by  you,  I  have  made  an  audit  of  the  books  and 
accounts  of  the  town  of  Southbridge  for  the  fiscal  year  1960, 
and  report  thereon  as  follows: 

The  records  of  financial  transactions  of  the  several  depart- 
ments collecting  money  for  the  town  or  committing  bills  for 
collection  were  examined,  checked,  and  verified  by  comparison 
with  the  books  and  records  in  the  offices  of  the  town  account- 
ant and  the  town  treasurer. 

The  books  and  accounts  in  the  town  accountant's  office- 
were  examined  and  checked,  the  recorded  receipts  being  com- 
pared with  the  treasurer's  books  and  with  the  records  in  the 
several  departments  collecting  money  for  the  town.  The  pay- 
ments, as  entered,  were  checked  with  the  treasurer's  books  and 
with  the  selectmen's  warrants,  while  the  appropriations,  trans- 
fers, and  loan  authorizations  were  checked  with  the  town 
clerk's  records  of  financial  votes  passed  by  the  town  meetings 
and  with  the  finance  committee's  authorization  of  transfers, 
from  the  reserve  fund. 

The  general  and  appropriation  ledger  accounts  were  ana- 
lyzed, the  necessary  adjustments  resulting  from  the  audit  were- 
made,  and  a  balance  sheet  showing  the  financial  condition  of 
the  town  on  December  31,  1960  was  prepared  and  is  appended 
to  this  report. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were  exam- 
ined and  checked  in  detail.  The  cash  book  was  footed,  and 
the  recorded  receipts  were  compared  with  the  accountant's 
books,  with  the  departmental  records  of  payments  to  the  treas^ 
urer,  and  with  other  sources  from  which  money  was  paid  into 
the  town  treasury.  The  payments  were  checked  with  the  war- 
rants approved  by  the  selectmen  and  with  the  accountant's 
books. 

The  treasurer's  cash  balance  on  February  16,  1961  was 
proved  by  reconciliation  of  the  bank  balances  with  statements 
received  from  the  banks  of  deposit,  by  certification  of  the 
United  States  Treasury  Bills,  and  by  actual  count  of  the  cash 
in  the  office. 

The  payments  on  account  of  maturing  debt  and  interest 
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were  compared  with  the  amounts  falHng  due  and  were  checked 
with  the  cancelled  securities  on  file.  The  outstanding  bonds 
and  coupons  on  February  16,  1961  were  listed  and  reconciled 
with  the  balances  in  the  bond  and  coupon  accounts,  as  shown 
by  statements  furnished  by  the  banks  of  deposit. 

The  records  of  employees'  payroll  deductions  for  Federal 
and  State  taxes  and  for  group  insurance  premiums  were  exam- 
ined. The  deductions  were  footed,  the  payments  to  the  proper 
agencies  were  verified,  and  the  balances  on  hand  were  recon- 
ciled with  the  ledger  controls. 

The  records  of  collections  from  parking  meters  were  exam- 
ined and  checked  with  the  treasurer's  recorded  receipts. 

The  savings  bank  books  and  securities  representing  the 
investments  of  the  several  trust,  investment,  and  retirement 
funds  in  the  custody  of  the  town  treasurer  and  the  trustees 
were  examined  and  listed.  The  income  was  proved  and  all 
transactions  and  balances  were  verified. 

The  records  of  tax  titles  and  tax  possessions  held  by  the 
town  were  examined  and  checked.  The  amounts  transferred 
to  the  tax  title  account  were  checked  with  the  collector's  books, 
the  reported  redemptions  and  sales  were  compared  with  the 
treasurer's  recorded  receipts,  and  the  tax  titles  and  tax  posses- 
sions on  hand  were  listed  and  reconciled  with  the  accountant's 
ledger  controls. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  collector  were  exam- 
ined and  checked  in  detail.  The  commitments  of  taxes,  ex- 
cise and  assessments,  as  well  as  of  departmental  accounts 
receivable,  were  proved.  The  recorded  collections  were  com- 
pared with  the  treasurer's  recorded  receipts;  the  abatements,  as 
entered,  were  checked  with  the  assessors'  and  other  depart- 
mental records  of  abatements  granted;  the  transfers  to  the  tax 
title  account  were  verified;  and  the  outstanding  accounts  were 
listed  and  reconciled  with  the  respective  controls  in  the  ac- 
countant's ledger. 

Further  verification  of  the  outstanding  taxes,  excise,  and 
assessments  was  made  by  mailing  notices  to  a  number  of  per- 
sons whose  names  appeared  on  the  books  as  owing  money  to  the 
town,  the  replies  received  thereto  indicating  that  the  ac- 
counts, as  listed,  are  correct. 

The  records  of  deferred  sewer  assessments  were  exam- 
ined. The  amounts  added  to  taxes  were  verified,  and  the  appor- 
tionments due  in  future  years  were  listed  and  proved  with  the 
accountant's  ledger. 

The  financial  records  of  the  town  clerk  were  examined. 
The  collections  on  account  of  dog  and  sporting  licenses  is- 
sued, and  from  miscellaneous  licenses  and  fees,  were  verified 
and  compared  with  the  payments  to  the  town  treasurer  and  to 
the  Division  of  Fisheries  and  Game.  The  cash  book  was  footed, 
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and  the  cash  balance  on  February  16,  1961  was  proved  by  ac- 
tual count  of  the  cash  in  the  office  and  by  reconciliation  of 
the  bank  balance  with  a  statement  furnished  by  the  bank  of 
deposit. 

The  records  of  departmental  cash  collections  by  the  board 
of  selectmen,  as  well  as  by  the  police,  fire,  health,  school,  library, 
and  cemetery  departments,  and  by  all  other  departments  in 
which  money  was  collected  for  the  town,  were  examined  and 
checked.  The  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  verified  by  com- 
parison with  the  treasurer's  and  the  accountant's  books,  and 
the  cash  on  hand  in  the  several  departments  was  proved  by 
actual  count. 

The  surety  bonds  of  the  officials  required  by  law  to  fur- 
nish them  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties  were 
examined  and  found  to  be  in  proper  form. 

Appended  to  this  report,  in  addition  to  the  balance  sheet, 
are  tables  showing  reconciliations  of  the  several  cash  accounts, 
summaries  of  the  tax,  excise,  assessment,  tax  title,  and  de- 
partmental accounts,  as  well  as  schedules  showing  the  condi- 
tion and  transactions  of  the  trust,  investment,  and  retirement 
funds. 

For  the  cooperation  extended  by  the  several  town  officials 
during  the  progress  of  the  audit,  I  wish,  on  behalf  of  my  as- 
sistants and  for  myself  to  express  appreciation.

CEMETERY  COMMITTEE 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  Cemetery  Committee  met  and  organized  on  April  4, 
1961.  Lectance  Landry  was  elected  chairman,  and  the  other 
two  members  are  Stavri  Yanka  and  Anthony  Trifone.  Seaver 
Rice  was  appointed  superintendent  and  clerk. 

A  force  of  men  was  put  to  work  early  in  April  filling  in 
graves  and  seeding  the  same;  also  leaves  were  cleaned  up  and 
other  debris.  Fertilizer  was  put  on  where  needed.  The  gravel 
roads  were  fixed  and  graded.  Early  in  May  the  mowing  of 
grass  started  and  continued  until  October. 

Some  new  equipment  was  purchased,  consisting  of  a  snow 
blower,  small  power  mower,  power  grass  trimmer  and  various 
small  tools. 

Development  of  a  new  burial  area  was  started  in  the  low- 
er part  of  the  cemetery,  opposite  Coombs  Street.  Considerable 
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fill  was  drawn  in  from  a  sand  bank  located  on  cemetery  prop- 
erty. We  hope  to  complete  this  project  in  1963,  using  avail- 
able funds  from  the  Cemetery  Improvement  Account. 

The  Cemetery  Committee  wishes  to  thank  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  and  other  town  officials  for  their  courteous  assist- 
ance in  our  problems.  Superintendent  of  Highways  Joseph 
Benoit  was  ever  ready  to  assist  us  in  snow  removal  and  other 
projects.

REPORT  OF 
DEPT.  OF  CIVIL  DEFENSE 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 
Gentlemen: 

The  year  1961  has  been  a  busy  one  for  your  Department 
of  Civil  Defense.   This  year,  again,  in  addition  to  the  regular 
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programs  and  schedules  that  were  maintained  most  of  the 
administrative  work  of  the  Sector  3C  Office  had  to  be  carried 
on  insofar  as  out  of  Town  was  concerned  because  the  Office 
was  not  re-opened  on  a  full  time  basis  —  in  fact  it  was  not 
even  open  on  a  part-time  basis.  This  meant  that  in  addition  to 
maintaining  regular  office  hours  every  Monday  evening  in  the 
Town  Hall  a  schedule  of  visits  to  the  Area  3  Office  in  West- 
boro  and  State  Headquarters  in  Natick  had  to  be  set-up.  These 
visits,  by  virtue  of  the  subject  matter  to  be  taken  care  of,  fell 
mostly  on  the  Director  and  my  Deputy.  As  the  Area  and 
State  offices  are  open  only  from  9  to  5  Monday  through  Friday 
the  Director  or  his  representative,  has  to  "get  out  of  work" 
each  time  a  visit  is  made.  This  required  real  sacrifice  and  I 
do  hope  that  the  State  Agency  will  be  able  to  re-open  our 
Sector  Office  in  the  near  future.  At  this  point  I  want  to  say 
that  we  were  given  every  assistance  by  Harold  Rossi,  our 
Area  3  Director  and  his  staff  assistant  Theodore  Apt.  Their 
complete  willingness  to  do  all  possible  helped  greatly  to  off- 
set the  shut-down  of  the  Sector  Office. 

Besides  having  our  office  open  every  Monday  we  have  had 
the  Control  Center  open  on  Friday  evenings.  Our  Rescue 
Room  has  been  used  most  Tuesday  evenings  for  continued 
training  in  Rescue  Techniques.  We  have  also  had  the  facilities 
open  for  test  problems  and  alerts  whenever  O.C.D.M.  or  the 
M.C.D.A.  so  ordered. 

One  of  the  outstanding  units  of  our  Civil  Defense  De- 
partment is  our  Auxiliary  Police  Department.  This  depart- 
ment under  the  direction  of  Officer  Dominico  Licastro  of  the 
Southbridge  Police  Department  who  has  been  appointed  by 
Chief  Ovide  A.  Desrosiers  as  Civil  Defense  Service  Officer  has 
submitted  such  an  excellent  report  that  I  feel  that  I  must  in- 
clude part  of  it  in  this  report: 

"This  year  the  men  were  given  "beat"  assignments  with 
the  co-operation  of  the  Southbridge  Police  Department.  This 
work  consists  of  walking  regular  beat  patrols  with  the  officer 
of  the  Police  Department,  and  doing  regular  cruiser  work. 
This  is  to  familiarize  the  men  with  the  type  of  work  they  are 
expected  to  perform  as  an  Auxiliary  Police  Unit,  and  will 
be  incorporated  as  part  of  our  training  each  year. 

Our  Auxiliary  has  been  activated  on  numerous  occasions 
by  Chief  Ovide  Desrosiers  for  parade  traffic  duty  and  have 
performed  their  duties  so  well  that  they  are  being  used  more 
and  more  for  this  type  of  detail.  Also  the  Unit  has  furnished 
men  at  various  functions  throughout  the  community  and  have 
also  been  given  Police  assignments  through  the  year  giving 
a  total  of  2,394  and  a  half  hours  of  free  time  to  the  Unit. 

The  men  have  given  freely  of  their  time,  without  any 
cost  to  the  Town  and  the  Town  can  be  proud  of  men  like  them 
that  are  dedicated  to  their  work. 

This  year,  we  increased  our  C.  D.  Auxiliary  Police  unit 
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to  fifty-two  men  (52).  Due  to  our  small  budget  we  were  un- 
able to  outfit  these  men  and  we  really  need  to  do  so  for  most 
of  the  uniforms  we  are  trying  to  make  "do"  were  bought  in 
1942  and  need  replacement.  The  uniforms  have  been  well 
taken  care  of  over  the  years  at  no  expense  to  the  Town  and 
I  do  hope  that  the  people  of  the  Town  will  see  our  need  and 
make  possible  new  uniforms.  I  am  confident  that  the  money 
invested  will  be  repaid  many  times  over  by  the  work  and 
time  put  in  by  our  Auxiliary  Police  officers. 

I  am  grateful  to  the  officers  of  the  Southbridge  Police 
Department  for  their  assistance  to  the  men  of  my  Unit.  I 
would  also  like  to  say  a  special  word  of  appreciation  to  the 
Southbridge  Evening  News,  The  Telegram-Gazette  and  radio 
station  WESO  for  their  assistance  to  the  Auxiliary. 

In  closing  I  would  like  to  say  that  your  Auxiliary  Police 
Unit  is  prepared  for  any  emergency  that  may  arise.  I  can 
never  express  my  thanks  to  the  Officers  and  Men  of  the  Unit 
for  the  time  and  effort  they  have  put  in  so  freely.  Again  may 
I  say  that  I  am  proud  to  be  one  of  them." 

Your  Director  and  staff  officers  have  attended  confer- 
ences, seminars  and  training  sessions  on  national,  regional, 
state,  area  and  local  levels.  They  thus  have  been  able  to  keep 
abreast  of  the  current  problems  and  the  current  thinking  as 
to  their  solutions  at  all  levels. 

Our  Rescue  and  Communication  Units  have  appeared  in 
many  parades  and  civic  ceremonies,  throughout  the  Sector. 

Again  the  highlight  of  the  year  1961  has  been  the  value 
and  type  of  Surplus  Property  made  available  through  the  co- 
operation of  the  Massachusetts  Civil  Defense  Agency.  The 
outstanding  acquisition  of  1961,  in  fact  of  all  times,  was  a  Fire 
Crash  Truck  —  Government  Cost  $39,184.02  —  Acquisition  Cost 
$100.00.  This  vehicle  —  26'  91/2"  long,  T  9"  wide,  and  10'  11" 
high  was  put  in  top  shape  and  complete  readiness  under  the 
direction  of  Asst.  Chief  Dan  Daniels.  We  are  indeed  fortunate 
to  have  such  leadership  available  to  say  nothing  of  the  splendid 
cooperation  always  given  by  Chief  Gregoire  and  his  fire-fight- 
ers. The  other  items  received  through  Surplus  ranged  from 
an  Ammunition  Trailer  worth  $1,200.00  to  cotton  thread  at  3^ 
a  roll. 

As  I  have  stated  before,  "there  is  no  doubt  that  we  in 
Southbridge  can  truly  say  that  our  Civil  Defense  Department 
really  "gets"  the  Town  its  MONEY'S  WORTH. 

We  still  find  that  the  "apathy  problem"  exists.  Though 
it  is  interesting  to  note  than  many,  many  individuals  are  in- 
terested in  the  "fallout  question"  and  we  have  received  many 
requests  for  information.  We  have  increased  our  listed  vol- 
unteers to  over  nine  hundred  citizens  of  the  Town  of  South- 
bridge  that  are  members  of  the  Civil  Defense  Department,

yet  this  is  not  enough.  We  still  lack  being  able  to  fill  every 
job  three  deep  and  until  we  can  reach  this  stage  we  cannot  re- 
lax and  call  ourselves  a  100%  Civil  Defense  "Ready"  Town. 

The  inventory  of  equipment  on  hand  31  December,  1961 
that  was  obtained  in  1961  has  a  total  value  of  $55,943.56.  A 
breakdown  of  the  1961  Inventory,  by  sections  follows,  as  well 
as  the  yearly  Inventory  values  and  the  Grand  Inventory  value.

Difficulty  was  again  experienced  by  the  Engineering  De- 
partment in  the  supervision  of  construction  work  due  to  the 
number  of  jobs  working  at  one  time,  and  the  construction  of 
approximately  three  thousand  feet  of  new  sanitary  sewers 
that  were  built  in  new  developments  by  private  owners.  These 
sewers  were  built  at  the  time  desired  by  the  owners  or  con- 
tractors, with  complete  disregard  of  the  work  in  progress  or 
planned  by  the  Engineering  Department.  This  Department 
must  have  control  of  the  sequence  and  timing  of  each  con- 
struction job,  otherwise  it  cannot  be  held  responsible  for  the 
supervision  and  the  results  obtained. 

Again  this  year,  all  work  was  done  with  the  full  coopera- 
tion of  the  Highway  Department  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen, 
which  resulted  in  better  work  and  a  great  saving  to  the  Town 
of  Southbridge.

REPORT  OF  THE 
DUTCH  ELM  DISEASE 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 
Gentlemen: 

I  herewith  submit  my  report  for  the  Dutch  Elm  Disease 
Department  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1961. 

Seventeen  dead  elm  trees  were  cut  down  and  removed. 
Three  elm  stumps  were  removed.  Deadwood  out  of  elm  trees 
on  Town  owned  property  were  removed. 

I  sprayed  Town  owned  elm  trees  twice  with  a  hydraulic 
sprayer,  using  Malathion  and  DDT  emulsion.  Dormant  in  the 
spring  to  control  Elm  Bark  Beetle,  to  protect  elm  trees  from 
beetle  feeding  all  bark  surfaces  of  living  elms  that  may  be 
invaded  by  Bark  Beetles  from  infected  wood.  Summer  (Leaf 
Spray)  to  protect  elm  leaves  of  elms  from  being  fed  upon  by 
Elm  Leaf  Beetle,  it  feeds  on  the  leaves  of  elms  and  when  it 
is  abundant  the  leaves  become  brown  and  fall  off.  Such  de- 
foliation weakens  the  trees,  and  many  valuable  elms  have 
been  killed  as  a  result  of  outbreaks  of  this  insect. 

Dutch  elm  disease  is  probably  the  most  serious  shade 
tree  problem  facing  our  community  today.  The  situation  is 
however  far  from  being  hopeless.  Using  proper  methods  can 
do  much  to  maintain  a  large  percentage  of  our  elms  for  many 


years  to  come.

REPORT  OF 
BOARD  OF  PUBLIC  WELFARE 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Southbridge: 

During  the  last  quarter  of  a  century  many  changes  have 
occurred  in  the  administration  of  public  welfare.  The  enact- 
ment of  the  Social  Security  Act  to  fill  the  most  pressing  needs 
of  the  depression  years,  that  is,  unemployment  and  old  age, 
began  the  trend  of  changes  in  public  welfare.  Since  then, 
changes  in  programs  have  been  broad  in  scope,  but  the  basic 
principles  of  the  original  act  have  not  been  changed.  The  ori- 
ginal intent  of  the  Social  Security  Act  was  and  still  is,  that 
public  assistance  is  supplementary  to  the  insurance  programs, 
and  inter-related  to  other  social  programs  for  the  welfare

and  security  of  the  people  of  the  country.  In  1960,  an  ariend- 
ment  was  enacted  to  establish  a  new  program  to  help  persons 
over  65  years  of  age,  who  are  not  eligible  for  Old  Age  Assist- 
ance, but  find  themselves  unable  to  meet  their  medical  ex- 
penses. This  new  program,  known  as  Medical  Assistance  for 
the  Aged,  is  not  an  insurance,  nor  is  it  a  pension.  It  is  a  pro- 
gram of  public  assistance  based  on  needs.  To  be  eligible, 
medical  needs  must  exist  at  the  time  of  application.  The  year 
1961  was  the  first  full  year  for  this  agency  to  administer  this 
program.  We  have  aided  an  average  of  69  cases  per  month  dur- 
ing the  year.  The  number  of  cases  on  January  1,  1961  were 
49,  and  as  of  December  31,  1961,  85  cases  were  being  aided. 
The  total  cost  for  this  new  program,  $135,684.09  for  the  year. 

With  the  addition  of  the  Medical  Assistance  for  the  Aged, 
we  have  now  a  total  of  five  programs  to  administer,  each  with 
its  own  laws,  rules,  regulations  and  services.  The  Old  Age 
Assistance  for  persons  over  65  years  of  age,  who  are  in  need; 
Aid  to  Dependent  Children  to  meet  the  needs  of  children  who 
lack  the  support  of  a  father,  either  by  death,  desertion  or  di- 
vorce, in  1961  an  amendment  to  the  Social  Security  Act  also 
included  children  of  unemployed  fathers;  Disability  Assistance 
for  the  permanently  and  totally  disabled;  and  General  Relief 
for  those  who  are  in  need  temporarily  and  are  not  eligible  for 
the  other  programs. 

The  total  welfare  cost  for  these  five  programs,  including 
salaries  and  administration  expenses  for  the  year  1961, 
$596,342.54.  Federal  and  State  reimbursements  and  recoveries 
amounted  to  $460,132.39,  making  the  net  cost  to  the  town 
$136,210.15. 

Two  hundred  and  seventy-four  applications  were  taken 
during  the  year,  one  hundred  and  ninety-seven  were  approved 
and  seventy-seven  were  rejected.  An  average  of  six  hundred 
and  twenty-eight  persons  were  aided  each  month  under  the 
five  programs  administered  by  this  agency. 

With  a  new  program  specializing  in  medical  care,  in  addi- 
tion to  the  medical  needs  of  the  recipients  of  the  other  cate- 
gories, all  based  on  standards  established  under  the  Medical 
Care  Plan  of  the  State  Department  of  Public  Welfare  under 
which  federal  and  state  reimbursements  may  be  received  or 
lost,  it  was  felt  by  all  concerned  that  a  committee  of  local 
physicians  was  needed.  An  unpaid  Medical  Advisory  Com- 
mittee was  established  and  met  with  the  Director  of  Public 
Assistance  for  the  first  time  in  March,  1961.  The  purpose  of 
this  committee  is  to  study  and  interpret  the  Medical  Care  Plan, 
and  to  discuss  problems  met  by  the  physicians,  as  well  as  the 
problems  of  the  local  agency  over  medical  needs  of  recipients 
of  public  assistance,  under  the  Medical  Care  Plan;  and  to  act 
as  liaison  between  the  physicians  and  the  local  agency.   It  is 
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difficult  to  give  an  evaluation  of  the  results  after  such  a  short 
period  of  existence,  but  it  appears  that  results  have  been  ac- 
complished and  some  of  our  mutual  problems  have  been  re- 
solved, but  one  area  we  can  readily  evaluate  is  the  splendid 
cooperation  of  all  the  physicians  in  town. 

We  wish  to  express  our  sincerest  gratitude  to  Dr.  Nerio  W. 
Pioppi,  chairman;  Dr.  George  E.  Casaubon,  and  Dr.  Robert  A. 
VanVooren,  the  members  of  the  committee  for  their  time,  ef- 
forts and  interest,  as  well  as  to  all  the  physicians  for  their  co- 
operation v/ith  us  in  meeting  the  State  Department  of  Public 
Welfare  rules,  and  regulations,  in  order  to  avoid  loss  of  fed- 
eral and  state  reimbursements  for  medical  expenses  incurred 
by  this  agency.  We  feel  that  we  are  fortunate,  and  we  are  in- 
deed grateful  for  the  excellent  medical  care  and  services  given 
to  recipients  of  public  assistance  by  their  physicians. 

We  also  wish  to  express  our  thanks  to  the  various  organ- 
izations and  individuals,  too  numerous  to  list  here,  who 
throughout  the  year  provided  extras  to  the  recipients  of  pub- 
lic assistance. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  we  welcomed  Arnold,  David, 
and  Sidney  Neustadt,  owners  of  the  Southbridge  Nursing 
Home.  In  1960  they  purchased  the  Clemence  Property  on 
Dresser  Street.  Beginning  with  the  charming  and  spacious 
Clemence  residence,  they  redecorated  and  added  to  the  origi- 
nal building  and  established  a  first  class  52-bed  nursing  home. 
Within  six  months  it  became  apparent  that  more  beds  were 
needed  to  service  the  demand  for  care  there.  Again  they 
added  to  the  original  building  and  now  72  beds  are  available 
for  the  care  of  persons  needing  nursing  care  but  not  hospi- 
talization. 

Soon  after  the  nursing  home  was  opened,  it  won  the  In- 
terior Design  Magazine  Award,  a  national  magazine  for  pro- 
fessional Interior  Designer,  for  outstanding  Nursing  Home  in- 
terior decorations.  It  also  won  an  award  from  the  Nursing 
Home  Administrators  Magazine  as  the  Nursing  Home  of  the 
month.  An  article  will  be  published  shortly  in  the  National 
Magazine  of  the  Association  describing  the  Southbridge  Nurs- 
ing Home  and  its  excellent  services  and  equipment.  The 
Southbridge  Nursing  Home  is  the  most  modern  and  largest 
privately  owned  nursing  home  in  the  Commonwealth.  We  of- 
fer our  congratulations  to  the  Neustadt  family,  for  providing 
the  town  with  such  excellent  resources  for  its  aged. 

On  August  26,  1961,  Mr.  Herbert  Michon  died  at  the  age 
of  77.  He  retired  after  thirty  years  of  service  on  July  1,  1954. 
Mr.  Michon  was  the  first  Welfare  Agent  for  the  Town  of 
Southbridge;  under  his  supervision  the  first  programs  estab- 
lished by  the  Social  Security  Act  were  organized  in  this  town, 
beginning  the  many  changes  that  have  occurred  in  public 
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assistance  during  the  last  quarter  of  a  century.  We  extend  our 

sincerest  condolences  to  his  family.

REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  HEALTH 

To  the  Citizens  of  Southbridge: 

The  Board  of  Health  met  March  10,  1961,  and  organized 
as  follows:  Dr.  Raymond  F.  Haling,  Chairman;  Dr.  Armand 
DeGrenier,  Clerk;  and  Mr.  Henry  Demers,  Publicity  Chairman. 

The  Board  made  the  following  appointments:  Rachel  Joli- 
coeur,  R.N.,  Nurse;  Ernest  Tetreault,  Agent;  Arthur  O.  Ballard^ 
Plumbing,  Food  and  Milk  Inspector;  Ernest  Tetreault,  Sani- 
tary Inspector,  and  Alcide  Fournier,  Animal  Inspector. 

During  the  year  twelve  regular  and  two  special  meetings 
were  held.  One  new  case  of  tuberculosis  was  discovered  dur- 
ing the  year  and  two  patients  are  receiving  treatment  in  Sana- 
toria, contacts  and  cases  reported  to  us  by  the  family  physi- 
cian are  examined  and  X-Rayed  at  the  County  Sanatorium. 

Clinics  were  held  in  the  Town  Hall  for  inoculation  of  Pre- 
School  and  School  Children  against  Diphtheria,  Tetanus  and 
Whooping  Cough. 

A  program  sponsored  by  the  South  Worcester  Tuberculosis 
Association  and  financed  by  the  sales  of  Easter  Seals,  held  an 
X-Ray  Clinic  in  the  Town  Hall  in  September  of  this  year. 

This  year  the  Board  concluded  the  storm  and  water  drain 
survey  started  in  1960  at  a  cost  of  $1,500.00,  the  amount  voted 
for  this  survey  at  the  March,  1960,  Town  Meeting  was  $3,000.00. 

During  the  year  various  health  meetings  were  attended  by 
Board  Members,  the  Nurse  and  the  Agent. 

A  more  detailed  account  of  the  activities  of  the  Depart- 
ment will  be  found  in  the  report  of  the  Personnel  of  the 
Board. 

We  wish  to  thank  all  the  Citizens  and  various  Town  Offi- 
cials for  their  cooperation  during  the  year.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH  NURSE 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Health: 
Gentlemen: 

I  hereby  submit  my  report  as  Board  of  Health  Nurse  for 
the  year  ending  December  31,  1961. 

Tuberculosis: 

Home  visits  and  conferences  with  ex-san  patients  and  con- 
tacts were  held  as  needed.  Out-patient  clinics  sponsored  by 
the  State  Department  of  Public  Health  are  held  weekly  on 
Tuesday  and  Thursday  mornings,  at  the  Worcester  County 
Sanatorium.  Eighty  reported  for  diagnostic  X-Rays  and  there 
are  two  patients  hospitalized  at  present. 

Immunization  Clinics: 

Held  for  pre-chool  and  school  children.  a)  Four  clinics 
were  conducted  at  monthly  intervals  for  Diphtheria,  Tetanus 
and  Whooping  Cough  immunizations.  Fifty-four  were  given 
a  series  of  three  injections  and  three  hundred  and  twenty-eight 
were  given  booster  doses,  and  twenty-two  did  not  complete  the 
series,  b)  Two  clinics  for  Salk  Anti-Polio  vaccine  were  held 
for  pre-schoolers  and  first  graders.  Eighty-five  were  given 
two  inoculations  and  one  hundred  and  sixty-four  were  given 
a  booster. 

Dental  Clinics: 

These  were  held  for  the  benefit  of  pupils  in  grades  two 
through  four  in  both  public  and  parochial  schools.  Sixty-four 
clinics  were  held.  Four  hundred  and  forty-five  attended.  Pro- 
phylaxis was  given  and  eight  hundred  and  sixty-seven  cavi- 
ties filled.  Dental  caries  are  still  a  major  school  health  prob- 
lem. It  is  hoped  that  as  the  parents  become  more  aware  of 
this  need  they  will  do  their  utmost  to  help  eliminate  this 
problem. 

Pre-school  registration  was  held  at  the  Mary  E.  Wells  High 
School  for  both  public  and  parochial  schools.  This  is  a  joint 
program  of  the  Health  and  School  Departments.  Two  hun- 
dred and  sixty-seven  registered.  Following  registration,  two 
clinics  for  mandatory  pre-school  physicals  were  held  in  the 
Board  of  Health  office.  Sixteen  reported.  All  others  were 
examined  by  the  family  physician. 

Nursery  Schools: 

Three  operating  at  present  with  a  combined  enrollment  of 
sixty-six.    Seven  visits  were  made  during  the  year. 

School  Activities: 

Physicals  and  chiropody  examinations  were  given  to  pupils 
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in  grades  2,  4,  6,  and  8,  by  the  school  physician  and  by  the 
chiropodist.  Parents  were  notified  of  defects  needing  atten- 
tion. Twelve  hundred  and  forty  were  given  the  Massachu- 
setts Vision  Test.  Failures  were  re-tested  and  notices  sent 
to  parents  of  those  failing  re-test. 

The  Maico  hearing  test  was  given  to  nine  hundred  and  two. 
Re-tests  given  when  necessary  and  notices  sent  to  parents  of 
pupils  failing  the  re-test.  Reports  of  both  programs,  as  well 
as  all  clinics  held,  were  sent  to  the  State  Department  of  Health 
for  statistical  purposes.  Two  hundred  and  five  visits  were 
made  to  the  schools.  Health  conferences  totaling  one  thou- 
sand eighty-four,  held  with  physicians,  nurses,  teachers,  par- 
ents and  pupils,  as  well  as  social  workers  and  public  health 
personnel.  Home  visits  were  made  whenever  necessary.  List 
■of  handicapped  children  in  parochial  schools  was  made  out. 
Arrangements  made  for  three  home  teachers  for  children  un- 
able to  attend  school  because  of  illness.  Conferences  and 
lectures  on  school  health  practices  were  attended  during  the 
year. 

Parents  and  school  personnel  have  been  most  co-operative 
in  all  our  programs.  I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to 
say  thank  you  to  them  and  to  all  persons  who  have  helped  to 
make  our  health  program  successful.

REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN 

The  circulation  figure  for  1961  was  the  highest  since  1949, 
'despite  the  fact  that  our  population  has  decreased  by  1,000  per- 
sons.  The  greatest  gain  was  in  the  use  of  children's  books. 

Besides  our  main  job  of  making  books  available,  several 
other  projects  occupied  us.  Our  century-old  file  of  crumbling 
newspapers  were  microfilmed.  Our  adult  book  collection  was 
inventoried.  We  doubled  our  fines  at  the  beginning  of  the 
year  to  combat  excessive  staff  time  and  postage  expended  in 
retrieving  overdue  books.  Consequently  overdues  were  cut 
almost  in  half.  We  continued  to  sponsor  two  Great  Books 
groups  now  in  their  second  and  third  years  and  served  as  a 
clearing  house  for  Great  Decisions,  providing  special  reading 
material  for  each  assigned  study  program. 

When  a  map  was  made  showing  the  location  of  our  bor- 
rowers as  an  aid  to  improving  our  service,  we  learned  that  we 
have  561  non-resident  borrowers  in  Massachusetts,  plus  102 
from  Connecticut.  Since  we  accepted  more  than  $3400  in 
state  aid  this  year,  we  eliminated  the  non-resident  registration 
fee  for  Massachusetts  residents,  although  this  was  not  a  re- 
quirement. 

Another  time-consuming  program  was  our  close  work  with 
the  planning  for  regional  service  under  the  1960  State  Aid  to 
Libraries  Act.  The  librarian  is  a  member  of  the  Advisory 
Council  as  well  as  of  the  Executive  Committee  for  the  Central 
Region. 

Library  Week  in  April  was  observed  with  Teen  Age  Bal- 
loting for  Favorite  Adult  Books.  During  Book  Week  in  No- 
vember we  conducted  the  now  traditional  Creative  Writing 
Contest  for  grades  2  to  7.  This  year  showed  a  marked  increase 
in  both  quantity  and  quality  of  entries. 
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The  Summer  Reading  Club  had  a  junior  membership  of 
183  and  a  senior  membership  of  87,  a  new  high.  As  it  was  al- 
most impossible  to  accommodate  that  number,  we  may  be- 
forced  to  limit  membership  next  year. 

The  weekly  children's  film  program  continued  to  flourish, 
although  the  new  story  hour  is  moving  pretty  slowly. 

The  interior  of  the  building  was  enhanced  with  new 
draperies  and  a  wall  washing. 

This  library  was  named  one  of  two  nominees  from  Massa- 
chusetts for  the  national  Dorothy  Canfield  Fisher  Award  to  be 
announced  next  April.  The  librarian  was  elected  president  of 
the  Bay  Path  Library  Association  and  listed  in  Who's  Who  of 
American  Women. 

During  the  year  31  classes  visited  the  library  for  either  in- 
struction or  stories  while  the  librarian  visited  6  classes  at  the 
schools.  Five  Scout  troops  met  at  the  library  with  a  notice- 
able increase  in  interest  in  the  Reading  Badge  (especially 
among  Boy  Scouts)  for  which  the  librarian  serves  as  con- 
sultant. 

The  librarian  attended  16  meetings  related  to  library  ac- 
tivities of  which  ten  were  devoted  to  regional  service.  , 

Mrs.  Hazelton  retired  as  Children's  Librarian  in  July  but 
consented  to  help  us  part  time  until  we  can  find  another.  Mrs. 
Alfred  Eddy,  a  new  part-time  staff  member,  is  taking  courses 
in  library  science  sponsored  by  the  Division  of  Library  Ex- 
tension. She  is  our  story  teller  and  has  taken  over  the  film 
program.  We  are  still  short  one  staff  member  that  we  could 
not  attract  because  of  salary. 

Special  thanks  are  due  to  Edward  Zuiss,  Station  WESO, 
the  Southbridge  Evening  News,  the  Police  Force,  and  the  ad- 
ministration of  both  public  and  parochial  schools  for  their 
help  and  cooperation. 

As  always,  the  librarian  deeply  appreciates  the  conscien- 
tious Board  of  Trustees  that  serve  with  the  best  interests  of  a 
progressi^^e  library  at  heart  and  the  loyal  staff  that  give  be- 
yond our  powers  to  compensate.

REPORT  OF  THE 
SWIMMING  POOL  SUB-COMMITTEE 

To  the  Chairman  of  the  Recreation  Committee: 
Dear  Sir: 

At  your  request,  I  am  submitting  the  annual  report  of  the 
swimming  pool  supervisor  for  the  1961  season. 

Attendance 

More  adults,  especially  parents  with  their  children,  used 
the  pool's  facilities  during  1961  than  in  any  previous  year.  The 
clearing  of  the  pool  bottom  several  years  ago  is  undoubtedly 
largely  responsible  for  this  significant  parent  interest  in  the 
pool. 

The  total  attendance  for  the  season  was  24,750:  6,000^ 
June;  9,750,  July;  9,000,  August. 

Physical  Improvements: 

In  addition  to  the  general  cleaning  up  of  the  pool  bottom 
and  pool  surroundings  which  must  be  performed  every  year, 
repairs  to  the  bathhouse  roof,  the  installation  of  a  third  life- 
guard chair,  and  the  addition  of  another  sprinkler  to  the  exist- 
ing system,  represented  the  major  improvements  during  the 
year. 

Instruction: 

Formal  instruction  in  swimming  and  lifesaving  was  pro- 
vided through  the  excellent  Red  Cross  Program  during  the 
season.  More  than  500  children  and  some  adults  benefitted 
from  the  program  through  regular  morning  classes,  conducted 
by  Mr.  Ronald  Lafrance,  a  regular  staff  member,  and  Mrs. 
Roger  Lataille. 
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Rescues: 

Ten  rescues  were  reported  by  the  lifeguards  during  the 
season.  The  efficient  supervision  given  bathers  by  our  staff 
can  undoubtedly  be  credited  for  preventing  many  of  these 
cases  from  developing  into  fatalities. 

Health  Care: 

Providing  safe  water  for  bathers  is,  of  course,  of  para- 
mount importance.  In  order  to  control  bacterial  growth  and 
maintain  a  low  count,  the  flow  of  water  into  the  pool  was 
regulated  in  accordance  with  the  bathing  load.  Since  the  in- 
stallation of  a  sprinkler  system,  this  method  is  now  possible 
and  has  proven  to  be  most  efficient.  Water  tests  conducted  by 
the  engineering  firm  of  Metcalf  &  Eddy,  with  headquarters 
in  Boston,  revealed  that  the  pool  water  was  of  excellent  quality 
for  bathing. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  express  my  sincere  appreciation 
to  the  committee  and  the  staff  for  their  wonderful  co-operation 
during  the  1961  swimming  season.

(Comprising  Little  League,  Babe  Ruth  League  and 
Minor  League  Baseball) 

To  the  Chairman  of  the  Recreation  Committee: 

Little  League,  composed  of  six  teams  involving  90  boys, 
started  their  season  about  May  1st  and  ended  about  the  first 
week  of  July.  They  played  a  schedule  of  45  games  and  used 
Dresser  Street  Field,  West  Street  Field  and  Henry  Street 
Field. 

Babe  Ruth  League  this  year  played  a  schedule  of  18  games. 
They  used  Dresser  Street  Field  exclusively  and  played  two 
nights  a  week.  Babe  Ruth  League  is  now  composed  of  6 
teams  and  this  league  involves  90  boys. 

Minor  League,  made  up  of  six  teams,  involving  90  boys, 
played  a  schedule  of  10  games  one  night  a  week  and  used 
Dresser  Street  Field,  West  Street  Field  and  Henry  Street  Field. 

Each  team  in  these  three  leagues  has  one  manager  and  two 
coaches  to  take  good  care  of  the  boys.  This  means  there  are 
36  coaches  and  18  managers  in  these  leagues,  plus  about  20  um- 
pires, who  handle  the  games.  This  makes  74  men  who  handle 
the  affairs  of  these  leagues.  No  one  involved  in  these  leagues 
receives  pay  of  any  kind.  It  is  through  the  services  of  these 
loyal  men  that  the  leagues  are  able  to  operate  at  all,  so,  I  sin- 
cerely thank  them  for  their  services.

The  Southbridge  Planning  Board  submits  the  following  re- 
port for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1961  in  accordance  with 
the  General  Laws. 

During  the  year  the  Board  met  for  the  regular  meetings  48 
times  and  held  2  public  hearings  on  zone  changes  and  two  pub- 
lic hearings  on  sub-divisions.  The  Board  approved  14  prelim- 
inary plans  for  sub-divisions  and  approved  two  final  sub-divi- 
sion plans. 

The  Board  was  represented  at  the  Regional  and  Annual 
Meetings  of  the  Massachusetts  Federation  of  Plannning  Boards 
in  Worcester.

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REPORT  OF  THE 


SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

FOR  1961 

To  the  School  Committee  and  Citizens  of  Southbridge: 

I  hereby  submit  my  eighth  annual  report  as  Superintend- 
ent of  the  Southbridge  Public  Schools.  This  is  the  seventieth 
in  a  series  of  such  reports. 

At  last  the  new  Southbridge  High  School  has  been  com- 
pleted and  is  an  integral  part  of  the  System.  More  than  two 
and  one-half  years  have  elapsed  since  the  citizens  of  the  com- 
munity voted  overwhelmingly  in  favor  of  erecting  a  new  school. 
The  availability  of  this  building  adds  about  60,000  square  feet 
of  floor  space  and,  in  addition  to  allowing  a  modern  program 
to  be  administered,  eliminates  overcrowding  as  evidenced  by 
the  use  of  rooms  which  were  never  intended  for  classroom  pur- 
poses. 

A  series  of  reports  on  education  which  began  about  1940 
has  brought  to  the  American  public  an  increased  knowledge  of 
many  of  the  problems  surrounding  the  development  of  youth. 
Equalization  of  educational  opportunity  has  been  the  goal  of 
those  who  favor  federal  aid  to  education  because,  by  making 
such  aid  available  in  varying  quantities  according  to  the  need, 
children  in  the  poorer  states  of  the  South  would  have  the  same 
opportunity  as  children  in  wealthier  sections  of  the  country. 
The  philosophy  of  equal  opportunity,  however,  may  and  per- 
haps should  be  applied  to  education  within  a  community.  A 
child  with  exceptional  ability  who  has  available  to  him  only 
the  means  of  development  which  is  intended  for  the  average 
or  below  average  student  is  not  being  treated  fairly.  Converse- 
ly, a  student  of  poor  ability  who  has  to  face  the  challenge  of 
work  beyond  his  capacity  day  after  day  must  endure  the  frus- 
tration of  constant  failure. 

Therefore,  we  believe  that  each  child  should  be  placed  as 
carefully  as  possible  in  the  group  with  which  he  can  make  the 
most  progress.  He  should  be  exposed  to  such  work  as  he  can 
assimilate,  and  he  should  have  to  meet  a  challenge  which  will 
best  develop  him  into  a  well-rounded,  useful  and  understand- 
ing citizen. 

We  have  three  levels  of  education  in  the  Southbridge  Pub- 
lic Schools  at  the  present  time.  Gone  are  the  days  when  eighth 
graders  were  moved  in  and  out  of  the  high  school  building  de- 
pending on  where  there  was  sufficient  room  for  them:  when 
pupils  had  to  be  transported  from  one  end  of  the  town  to  an- 
other; when  first  graders  and  eighth  graders  sometimes  oc- 
cupied the  same  building.  We  now  have  grades  1  to  5  in  the 
four  elementary  buildings,  grades  6,  7,  and  8  in  the  Mary  E. 
Wells  Junior  High  School,  and  all  senior  high  school  pupils  in 
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one  grouping.  We  have  here  an  organization  which,  in  struc- 
ture, is  far  more  acceptable  than  any  Southbridge  has  enjoyed 
in  the  past. 

There  are  three  classes  for  retarded  pupils  in  the  South- 
bridge  School  System.  At  the  other  end  of  the  scale  there  are 
three  groups  in  the  advanced  Elementary  School  Program,  one 
each  in  grades  6,  7,  and  8.  The  pupils  in  the  advanced  eighth 
grade  will  enter  high  school  with  four  years  of  French,  one  of 
algebra,  and  a  richer  background  in  other  subjects  than  would 
be  possible  under  other  circumstances. 

This,  then,  is  how  we  are  attacking  the  problem  of  equal- 
ization of  opportunity  which  must  necessarily  take  ability  into 
consideration.  At  the  high  school  level  we  have  honors  courses 
and  standard  courses.  A  student  who  has  unusual  ability  in 
English  and  not  in  other  subjects  may  be  in  the  honors  course 
in  English  only.  On  the  other  hand  a  pupil  with  the  capacity 
in  all  subjects  may  take  the  honors  course  in  all  subjects.  At 
the  Mary  E.  Wells  Junior  High  School  pupils  in  each  grade 
are  segregated  according  to  ability;  and,  in  so  far  as  it  is  pos- 
sible, the  same  course  is  followed  in  the  elementary  schools. 
Emphasis,  then,  from  the  advanced  program  to  the  retarded 
classes  is  on  careful  selection,  homogeneous  grouping,  and  the 
offering  of  equal  opportunity  to  all  of  the  children. 

The  report  this  year  is  administrative  in  nature:  an  at- 
tempt to  place  before  you  what  disposition  will  be  made  of  the 
improvements  in  educational  facilities.  Therefore,  the  rest  of 
this  report  will  contain  the  aims,  goals,  and  recommendations 
of  those  who  are  immediate  assistants  to  the  Superintendent 
in  the  administration  of  the  Southbridge  Public  Schools.

November  27,  1961,  and  the  week  preceding  it  were 
memorable  days  for  the  administration,  faculty,  and  students 
of  Mary  E.  Wells  High  School,  for  during  those  days  we  under- 
took the  herculean  effort  of  moving  from  Marcy  Street  to  the 
new  Southbridge  High  School.  I  want  to  take  this  opportunity 
to  express  my  gratitude  to  everyone  who  helped  in  any  way, 
however  great  or  small,  to  make  Southbridge  High  School  a 
reality.  My  dream  of  over  twenty-five  years  is  now  realized.  It 
is  my  sincere  determination  to  offer  every  advantage  to  the 
pupils  that  a  modern  educational  plant  and  fine  faculty  can 
provide. 

In  accordance  with  your  request,  my  twenty-fifth  annual 
report  as  Principal  of  Southbridge  High  School  is  hereby  sub- 
mitted. 
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The  enrollment  for  the  year  1961-1962,  as  of  October,  in 
the  academic  division  is  divided  as  follows:  Seniors  — 100, 
Juniors  —  111,  Sophomores  —  153,  Freshmen  —  180,  Post- 
graduates—  1,  making  a  total  of  545  students.  The  enrollment 
in  the  trade  division  is  as  follows:  Seniors  —  21,  Juniors  —  34, 
Sophomores  —  34,  Freshmen  —  57,  making  a  total  of  146. 

Program  of  Studies 

Diplomas  are  granted  upon  completion  of  three  different 
courses;  namely.  Academic,  Commercial,  and  Civic-Social. 

One  hundred  twenty-three  pupils  were  graduated  on  June 
18,  1961,  and  their  names  are  included  in  this  report  for  the 
information  of  interested  citizens.

The  Southbridge  Plan  has  been  modernized  this  past  year. 
The  enriched  program  for  the  rapid  learner  and  the  gifted  stu- 
dent is  flexible.  In  other  words,  instruction  is  not  standardized; 
students  are  not  required  to  take  the  same  static  program. 
The  students  are  screened  for  individual  interests  and  are 
guided  into  courses  which  will  develop  their  potentials  to  the 
highest  peak  within  their  individual  abilities.  The  individual 
program  may  be  seen  in  the  Southbridge  High  School  pamphlet, 
"Pathways  to  Success.'* 

However,  The  Southbridge  Plan  is  not  only  for  the  gifted 
student  but  for  the  average  pupil  and  for  the  student  talented 
in  skill  subjects,  such  as  industrial  arts,  mechanical  drawing, 
and  home  economics.  Girls  interested  in  learning  a  trade  are 
accepted  by  an  agreement  with  the  Worcester  School  Depart- 
ment in  the  Worcester  Girls'  Trade  School. 

Health  and  Physical  Fitness  Program 

President  Kennedy  has  decried  the  lack  of  physical  fit- 
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ness  among  many  of  our  youth.  I  am  sure  that  he  refers  to  both 
sexes.  With  the  construction  of  the  gymnasium,  another  dream 
of  mine  came  true.  By  use  of  a  system  of  gymnastics  and  games, 
we  hope  that  we  can  improve  the  physical  fitness  of  our  pupils. 
The  physical  fitness  program  includes  not  only  fitness  in  sports 
but  in  posture,  stamina,  poise,  and  proper  health  habits. 

Library 

Southbridge  High  School  has  a  large  library  in  the  process 
of  being  well  equipped  with  books.  Nevertheless,  we  must 
realize  that  a  library,  in  order  to  be  of  the  greatest  value  to 
the  students  and  to  the  subject-matter  teachers,  should  be  un- 
der the  charge  of  a  trained  librarian.  The  books  should  be 
properly  catalogued  and  arranged  according  to  the  Dewey 
Decimal  System.  Students  and  teachers  should  obtain  books 
as  they  do  in  any  public  library.  I  strongly  urge  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  well-trained  librarian.  Such  an  appointment  would 
be  not  only  academically  important  but  would  assure  the  towns- 
people that  their  large  financial  investment  in  books  is  pro- 
tected. 

The  Science  Department 

The  Science  Department  laboratories  are  equipped  with 
unusually  excellent  facilities  and  equipment.  As  science  has 
progressed  and  is  progressing  so  rapidly,  much  new  equipment 
was  and  will  be  mandatory. 

It  might  be  of  interest  to  note  here  that  Southbridge  High 
School  has  on  loan,  from  the  Massachusetts  Civil  Defense  De- 
partment, a  kit  which  includes:  5  Dosimeters,  3  Survey 
Meters,  1  Dosimeter  Charger,  2  Comparison  Standards,  and 
3  Manuals. 

Commercial  Department 

The  Commercial  Department  has  been  implemented  by 
seventeen  new  typewriters  of  the  latest  model,  ten  Royal  manu- 
als and  seven  IBM  Selectrics,  and  it  is  making  use  not  only  of 
these  models  but  also  of  other  less  recent  models.  There  are 
fourteen  electric  typewriters  in  all  and  sixteen  manuals.  The 
department  has  all  types  of  commercial  equipment. 

Twelve  senior  girls  are  engaged  in  part-time  office  employ- 
ment in  various  businesses  and  industries  in  town.  I  extend  my 
appreciation  to  the  concerns  offering  such  a  valuable  service  to 
our  commercial  pupils.  It  is  my  hope  that  this  service  will  grow 
to  include  not  only  girls  but  also  boys  interested  in  business 
careers.  By  June  of  the  graduating  year,  the  commercial  pupils 
are  equipped  to  provide  skills  such  as:  bookkeeping,  filing,  op- 
eration of  calculating  machines,  operation  of  IBM  key-punch 
machine,  and  transcription  machines. 

Foreign  Language  Department 

The  Language  Department  offers  Latin,  French,  and 
Spanish.  To  make  this  department  fully  effective,  a  language 
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laboratory  of  fifteen  to  twenty-four  units  should  be  installed 
as  soon  as  funds  are  available.  Such  equipment  will  cost  from 
$10,000  to  $12,000. 

Art 

A  well-rounded  education,  according  to  Liberal  Arts  Col- 
leges, never  fails  to  provide  an  appreciation  of  the  arts.  In 
Liberal  Arts  Colleges  this  appreciation  is  developed  through 
music,  drama,  and  art.  We  are  fortunate,  indeed,  to  have  an 
artist  of  Miss  Claire  Birtz'  ability  to  develop  the  talents  of 
those  students  interested  in  the  arts.  We  have  music  directors 
who  perform  well;  we  have  a  very  fine  director  of  dramatics. 

The  art  room  in  Southbridge  High  School  is  spacious  and 
airy.  Its  color  scheme  in  shades  of  light  green  with  deep  green 
accents  and  spice  brown  storage  cabinets  appeals  immediately 
to  the  aesthetically  gifted  student.  The  modem  kiln,  stainless 
steel  sinks,  large  study  and  storage  areas  make  the  art  room  a 
truly  modern  art  center.  I  truly  believe  that  the  art  room  is 
unparalleled  in  any  Massachusetts  high  school. 

The  offerings  of  all  of  the  departments  in  Southbridge  High 
School  are  amply  covered  in  the  pamphlet  "Pathways  to  Suc- 
cess" and  need  no  repetition  in  this  report.  The  Trade  Division, 
Guidance  Department,  and  Health  Department  are  presented 
in  individual  reports. 

Recommendations 

1.  That  a  certified  librarian  be  appointed. 

2.  That  money  be  appropriated  for  assembly  programs. 

3.  That  a  language  laboratory  be  installed. 

4.  That  after  ten  years  of  consecutive  service,  teachers 
and  administrators  be  given  sabbatical  leave  at  full 
pay  for  professional  study  or  travel. 

5.  That  sufficient  financial  support  be  provided  so  that 
instrumental  music  training  may  be  started  in  the 
elementary  schools  so  that  eventually,  in  addition  to 
the  marching  band,  a  dance  band,  a  classical  orches- 
tra, and  other  instrumental  groupings  can  be  possible. 

6.  That  more  gymnastic  equipment  be  provided  for  the 
physical  education  program  to  carry  out  President 
Kennedy's  ideal  of  making  young  America  strong. 

7.  That  the  fire  alarm  system  be  remedied  to  meet  the 
approval  of  Fire  Chief  Gregoire,  and  that  the  Trade 
Division  of  Southbridge  High  School  be  connected  to 
same  system. 

8.  That  a  summer  school  be  started  for  the  enrichment 
of  students  and  also  for  make-up  work. 

9.  That  the  *'inter-com"  system  be  enlarged  to  include 
the  library  and  the  Trade  Division.

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REPORT  OF  SOUTHBRIDGE  HIGH  SCHOOL 
Robert  H.  Cole  Division 

Raymond  L.  W.  Benoit,  Director 
After  some  years  of  planning  and  work  we  are  finally  oc- 
cupying the  addition  to  our  school.  Public  and  specialized  or 
vocational  secondary  school  education  is  now  located  in  one 
area. 

There  are  some  advantages  to  the  Vocational  Division  in 
this  arrangement  as  compared  to  the  program  which  we  had  to 
endure  formerly.  We  can  now  use  the  following  facilities:  the 
gymnasium,  without  a  fifteen-minute  walk  in  the  rain  or  snow; 
the  cafeteria,  which  keeps  our  building  cleaner  because  we  do 
not  have  milk  bottles  or  lunch  bags  in  the  classrooms  and  cor- 
ridors; the  auditorium,  where  we  can  get  together  without  walk- 
ing across  town;  the  athletic  program,  which  calls  for  the  join- 
ing of  teams.  This  joining  of  teams,  a  new  phase  in  sports,  could 
or  may  prove  beneficial  sometime  in  the  future. 

Our  honor  society  chapter  is  now  being  changed  from  Ella 
M.  Cole  Honor  Society  to  the  Cole-Corbin  Chapter.  Seven 
boys  were  added  to  the  chapter  this  year  from  the  Trade  Divi- 
sion, and  more  will  be  added  in  the  future. 

As  for  the  Trade  Division,  we  have  all  of  our  machine  de- 
partment under  one  roof  after  many  years  of  separation.  This 
tends  to  make  conditions  for  working  and  learning  a  great  deal 
better.  We  have  eliminated  the  necessity  for  two  classes  in  one 
room  at  one  time.  Our  electric  department  has  been  enlarged. 

We  have  dropped  a  course  in  current  events  from  our  curri- 
culum and  added  a  course  in  general  science.  It  was  decided, 
after  consultation,  that  current  events  were  being  covered  suf- 
ficiently in  the  other  sections  of  our  English  course  and  that 
the  time  spent  in  General  Science  would  give  our  boys  better 
training  for  the  technical  work  into  which  they  are  going.  A 
boy  must  now  have  at  least  81  points  to  graduate.  There  is  the 
possibility  that  this  should  be  raised  to  85  points  in  the  future. 

When  a  boy  is  in  his  junior  year,  he  may  be  placed  on  the 
cooperative  program  provided  his  marks  are  high  enough.  A 
boy  in  the  cooperative  group  must  hand  in  work  reports  signed 
by  his  employer,  shop  instructor,  and  related  teacher  and  must 
keep  his  marks  up.  The  boy  is  given  pay  increases  at  the  end 
of  the  first  year,  and  again  at  the  middle  of  his  second  year  on 
cooperative  work.  We  are  starting  our  cooperative  boys  at  rates 
ranging  from  $1.15  an  hour  to  $1.40  an  hour.  We  are  now 
trying  to  expand  our  cooperative  program,  and  with  this  ex- 
pansion it  would  mean  that  we  could  train  more  boys  with  the 
physical  facilities  which  we  now  have. 

In  regard  to  our  graduates,  there  is  a  five-year  follow-up 
survey  which  must  be  made  each  year  to  find  out  the  type  of 
work  that  the  graduate  is  doing  at  the  present  time,  and  also  to 
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find  out  if  he  is  satisfied  with  his  work  or  if  he  would  like  to 
make  a  change.  With  this  information  we  are  sometimes  able 
to  place  a  boy  in  another  company  doing  the  work  for  which 
he  was  trained. 

There  are  other  expansions  which  could  be  made  in  the 
future.  One  is  the  training  of  associate  engineers  in  the  13th 
and  14th  years.  In  order  to  do  this,  surveys  must  be  made  to 
determine  the  need  for  this  kind  of  training.  After  the  need  is 
determined,  it  might  seem  likely  that  we  would  need  more  room 
space  for  that  particular  training.  Vocational  education  for 
girls  is  constantly  in  our  minds,  but  conditions  are  not  right  yet 
for  the  placement  of  these  girls.

Year  1961  has  seen  the  development  of  a  new  era  in  the 
Southbridge  Public  Schools.  Although  the  major  changes  were 
predominant  at  the  senior  high  and  at  the  junior  high  levels,  the 
completion  of  the  new  Southbridge  High  School  has  had  its 
efEects  on  the  elementary  school  organization. 

First,  the  overcrowded  conditions  significantly  predominant 
in  the  elementary  schools  have  been  greatly  reduced  to  the 
point  where  activity  rooms  and  library  rooms  have  been  elim- 
inated as  classrooms. 

Second,  the  return  of  Pleasant  Street  School  as  an  ele- 
mentary school  gave  the  Globe  section  of  the  town  four  much 
needed  regular  classrooms  to  relieve  the  other  three  elementary 
schools  of  their  overcrowded  conditions  and  has  helped  greatly 
to  relieve  the  increasing  costs  of  transportation. 

Third,  the  new  Southbridge  High  School  has  enabled  us 
to  expand  the  elementary  school  facUities  to  the  point  where 
aU  pupils  are  presently  assigned  to  the  school  nearest  their 
home. 

The  new  administrative  plan  started  last  year,  that  of  one 
supervising  principal  for  the  four  elementary  schools,  has  proved 
itseK  desirable  in  most  areas.  It  has  and  will  continue  to  assure 
more  uniformity  of  operation  and  better  standardization  and 
strengthening  of  the  curriculum  which  will  gradually  result  in 
an  increased  level  of  achievement  for  all  grades.  With  the  con- 
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tinued  understanding  and  cooperation  of  the  teachers  and  the 
parents,  the  support  of  the  administration  in  certain  recom- 
mended areas,  our  elementary  school  organization  can  only 
improve. 

Many  aspects  of  our  elementary  schools  have  improved 
during  the  past  year,  but  there  is  still  room  for  more  improve- 
ments. In  the  curriculum  area,  up-to-date  texts  are  now  in  use 
for  all  major  subjects.  The  latest  acquisition  of  social  studies 
textbooks  completes  this  need.  One  phase  of  reading  still  re- 
mains to  be  improved  and  requires  the  utmost  consideration 
and  standardization;  that  is  phonics. 

Sets  of  phonics  textbooks  and  workbooks  have  been  re- 
ceived, and  others  are  on  order.  These  sets  will  soon  be  dis- 
tributed to  all  teachers  for  study  and  evaluation,  and  it  is  our 
hope  that  the  final  selection  will  be  one  that  is  uniform,  con- 
sistent, and  generally  adequate. 

It  is  also  our  ambition  and  desire  to  give  more  considera- 
tion and  emphasis  to  the  fields  of  spelling  and  composition  in 
the  future. 

Our  endeavor  to  provide  for  the  individual  differences  of 
all  pupils  or  to  provide  equal  opportunity  for  all  pupils  has  been 
satisfied  at  most  levels.  The  academically  talented  and  the  re- 
tarded pupils  have  been  segregated  according  to  their  needs. 
The  average  pupil  is  also  adequately  provided  for  in  the  regu- 
lar classroom.  However,  there  is  a  large  group  of  pupils  between 
the  mentally  retarded  and  the  average  pupil  which  would  re- 
quire more  attention,  and  that  is  the  slow  learner. 

We  hope  that,  in  the  immediate  future,  the  administration 
will  look  favorably  at  the  initiation  of  a  remedial  program  for 
the  slow  learner.  Reconmiendations  already  have  been  made 
along  this  Hne  for  consideration  by  the  School  Committee  and 
the  Superintendent  of  Schools.  The  adoption  of  such  a  program 
would  definitely  increase  the  understanding  and  the  achieve- 
ment of  all  pupils  at  all  grade  levels. 

In  connection  with  professional  betterment,  the  first  work- 
shop session  for  all  elementary  grade  teachers  was  held  Novem- 
ber 14.  The  workshop  idea  became  a  reality  when  the  School 
Committee,  at  its  November  meeting,  granted  permission  to 
the  Supervising  Elementary  Principal  and  the  teachers  of  the 
first  five  grades  to  use  a  half  day  of  school  each  month  for 
workshop  purposes. 

The  functions  of  the  workshop  are:  to  identify  and  explore 
more  readily  common  problems  confronting  the  teachers;  to 
find  common  policies  of  procedure;  to  evaluate  the  elementary 
curriculum  and  recommend  changes;  to  appraise  and  select  in- 
structional materials;  and  to  provide  ways  and  means  for  con- 
tinuous professional  growth. 

Perhaps  the  greatest  strides  forward  were  made  in  con- 
nection with  public  relations.  The  Parent-Teacher  Associations 
-at  Eastford  Road,  West  Street,  and  Pleasant  Street  schools 
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were  re-activated,  and  the  establishment  of  a  P.  T.  A.  Council 
in  Southbridge  became  a  reality. 

The  functions  of  the  Council  are:  to  promote  the  work  of 
the  elementary  schools  through  cooperation  with  school  ad- 
ministrators and  the  School  Committee;  to  broaden  commu- 
nity understanding  of  the  elementary  school  program,  its  pur- 
poses and  aims;  to  cooperate  along  definite  lines  of  work  for 
the  improvement  of  conditions  affecting  the  welfare  of  children 
and  youth;  to  standardize  P.  T.  A.  procedures;  and  to  unite  in 
common  projects. 

The  nucleus  of  the  Council  comprises  all  the  officers  of  the 
three  P.  T.  A.'s,  a  classroom  parent  representative  for  each  one 
of  the  thirty- one  elementary  classrooms,  the  four  Teaching 
Principals,  and  the  Supervising  Elementary  Principal. 

The  first  general  Council  meeting  was  held  at  Charlton 
Street  School,  November  14,  at  7:30  P.M. 

Work  has  been  started  by  the  steering  committee  of  the 
P.  T.  A.  Council  to  formulate  a  handbook  for  parents  which 
will  contain  all  the  schedules,  regulations,  and  policies  of  the 
elementary  schools. 

The  achievement  tests  given  to  all  pupils  of  grades  2  and 
5  revealed  that  pupils  in  general  are  achieving  adequately  and 
commensurately  with  their  intelligence.  Where  certain  defi- 
ciencies or  weaknesses  existed  in  certain  subjects  or  in  certain 
phases  of  subject  matter,  remedial  measures  have  been  taken 
or  are  contemplated  in  the  near  future. 

All  elementary  teachers  are  to  be  commended  for  their 
splendid  cooperation  and  their  truly  efficient  work  in  the  class- 
room. 

I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  extend  my  sincere  appre- 
ciation and  thanks  to  the  many  people  who  have  contributed 
to  the  improvements  and  to  the  success  of  the  elementary 
schools  during  1961,  especially  my  four  Teaching  Principals, 
Miss  Callahan,  Mrs.  Dintini,  Miss  L'Ecuyer,  and  Mr.  Puracchio. 

REPORT  OF 

MARY  E.  WELLS  HIGH  SCHOOL 

Lucille  M.  Thimblin,  Supervising  Principal 
The  year  1961  marked  the  beginning  of  Mary  E.  Wells 
Junior  High  School  as  a  single  unit  with  all  of  the  6th,  7th, 
and  8th  grades  under  one  roof.  The  transfer  of  classes  from  the 
Marcy  Street,  Mechanic  Street,  and  Pleasant  Street  schools 
to  the  Junior  High  School  building,  plus  the  assimilation  of 
the  three  advanced  elementary  classes  and  the  three  special 
education  classes  which  were  already  housed  in  the  building 
made  the  long-awaited  event  possible.  It  is  to  the  credit  of  the 
teaching  staff  that  the  transfer  was  made  with  as  few  problems 
as  possible  and  that  we  have  become,  in  reality,  Mary  E.  Wells 
Junior  High  School. 
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As  of  October  1,  1961,  549  pupils  were  enrolled  in  Junior 
High  School.  Of  these,  193  are  8th  graders,  169  are  7th  grad- 
ers, and  187  are  6th  graders.  In  addition  to  the  549  Junior 
High  School  students,  there  are  39  pupils  enrolled  in  the  spe- 
cial education  classes. 

This  year  for  the  first  time,  and  as  an  extension  of  the 
philosophy  that  inaugurated  the  advanced  elementary  classes, 
the  Junior  High  School  students  have  been  assigned  to  class 
groups  on  the  basis  of  academic  achievement.  In  addition  to 
the  71  students  who  are  assigned  to  the  three  advanced  ele- 
mentary classes,  there  are  five  class  groups  at  each  grade  level, 
and  each  class  group  is  populated  with  students  who  are  achiev- 
ing at  comparatively  homogeneous  levels.  By  lessening  the 
range  of  abihties  within  a  group,  teaching  has  become  more 
efficient  and  infinitely  better  adapted  to  the  interests  and  needs 
of  the  students.  This  grouping  has  also  proved  effective  for  the 
personal  as  weU  as  the  academic  growth  of  the  students.  In 
a  class  with  intellectual  peers,  students  are  subject  to  com- 
petition and  criticism  with  equals,  and  they  learn  that  they 
must  work  hard  for  praise  and  that  they  can  work  hard  and 
yet  do  no  better  than  someone  else. 

Each  of  the  15  class  groups  (exclusive  of  the  advanced  ele- 
mentary and  special  education  classes)  follows  a  similar  pro- 
gram schedule,  although  the  work  within  each  group  varies 
according  to  the  group's  general  ability.  This  schedule  in- 
cludes: 

Five  periods  per  week  of  English  (oral  and  written). 

Five  periods  per  week  of  reading  and  literature. 

Five  periods  per  week  of  arithmetic. 

Five  periods  per  week  of  science. 

Five  periods  per  week  of  social  studies. 

Three  periods  per  week  of  spelling  and  penmanship. 

One  period  per  week  of  music. 

One  period  per  week  of  art. 

Five  periods  per  week  as  study  periods. 
Each  homeroom  teacher  assumes  responsibility  for  teach- 
ing reading  and  literature  and  spelling  and  penmanship.  Since 
each  teacher  has  a  specific  academic  proficiency,  all  other  sub- 
jects are  taught  on  a  departmental  basis.  The  one  exception 
to  this  is  one  6th  grade  group  of  less  academically  talented  pu- 
pils who,  for  reasons  of  personal  need,  remain  with  their  home- 
room teacher  for  a  larger  part  of  the  daily  schedule.  For  ex- 
periences in  the  fine  arts,  we  share  the  services  of  Mrs.  Ruben- 
stein  with  the  elementary  schools,  and  the  services  of  Miss 
Birtz  with  the  high  school.  A  small  number  of  pupils  partici- 
pate in  the  band  program  under  Mr.  Sweet's  supervision  and 
are  dismissed  from  regular  classes  for  this  instructional  activity. 

The  study  periods  are  scheduled  on  a  large-group  basis  in 
order  to  free  teachers  for  other  supervisory  activities  on  a  ro- 
tating plan. 
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To  stimulate  the  intellectually  talented  students,  the  three 
advanced  elementary  classes  continue  and  are  currently  in  their 
fourth  year  of  operation.  These  classes  are  under  the  imme- 
diate supervision  of  Miss  Edith  Manzi.  The  program  for  these 
71  students  differs  from  the  curriculum  offered  the  15  other 
junior  high  classes  and  provides  a  stimulating  challenge  for 
these  students  rather  than  an  extended  enrichment  of  stand- 
ard courses.  These  students  have  had  their  academic  program 
accelerated  at  least  one  full  year  in  all  areas,  and,  in  addition, 
they  are  offered  a  three-year  course  in  conversational  French 
(4  years  for  the  current  8th  grade  class).  The  addition  of  the 
Language  Laboratory  in  the  teaching  of  French  has  enabled 
the  students  to  practice  the  skills  of  hearing  and  speaking. 
This  year  the  advanced  elementary  classes  have  been  afforded 
the  opportunity  to  award  a  scholarship  to  one  student  for  study 
in  the  summer  French  program  at  Assumption  College. 

Many  of  the  junior  high  classes  have  participated  in  the 
"Twenty-One  Inch  Classroom"  program  of  televised  lessons, 
specifically  the  6th-grade  science  classes  and  the  advanced  ele- 
mentary French  classes.  Regular  classroom  work  has  been  sup- 
plemented by  other  activities  such  as  local  field  trips,  the  use 
of  community  resources  and  personnel,  and  participation  in 
community  projects. 

This  past  year  revisions  were  made  in  the  language  and 
social  studies  texts.  New  books  were  purchased  for  7th  grade 
supplementary  reading,  for  the  more  able  8th  grade  science 
class,  and  special  materials  for  the  slower  moving  pupils  in 
language  and  reading.  Another  innovation  in  the  program  was 
the  complete  revision  of  the  report  card,  enabling  teachers  to 
evaluate  the  growth  of  pupils  in  work  habits  and  study  skills 
as  well  as  in  academic  areas.  Included  in  the  revision  was  the 
change  from  alphabetical  grades  to  percentage  marks  to  corre- 
late more  closely  with  the  reports  of  the  elementary  schools. 

Also  in  cooperation  with  the  elementary  schools  has  been 
the  new  plan  for  teachers'  workshops.  One  day  a  month,  with 
the  early  dismissal  of  classes,  teachers  meet  for  a  cooperative 
study  of  common  problems. 

In  the  immediate  future,  the  teaching  staff  will  be  further 
augmented  by  the  addition  of  the  part-time  services  of  a  nurse 
and  a  counselor. 

One  of  the  most  challenging  aspects  of  inaugurating  a 
''new"  school  program  is  the  opportunity  it  affords  for  gradual 
changes  and  continued  improvements.  Some  of  the  changes 
that  are  anticipated  at  the  junior  high  school  level,  changes  that 
will  require  continued  staff  investigation  and  recommendation, 
are  the  following  (not  necessarily  in  order  of  priority). 

1.  Development  of  a  student  handbook  for  current  stu- 
dents to  assist  them  in  their  adjustment  to  a  more 
demanding  school  program. 

2.  Curriculum  handbooks  in  each  subject  area  for  a  bet- 
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ter  coordinated  academic  program.  A  start  has  been 
made  in  this  direction  with  tentative  outhnes  in  the 
areas  of  science  and  English. 

3.  Inauguration  of  a  remedial  program  in  reading  and 
arithmetic.  At  this  writing,  it  is  anticipated  that  such 
a  program  can  be  begun  on  a  Hmited  basis  as  a  sub- 
stitute for  the  study  period  for  a  few  pupils  who  have 
given  evidence  that  they  could  profit  from  such  a  pro- 
gram. 

4.  Elimination  of  the  large-group  study  hall  situation. 
As  it  currently  exists,  the  study  hall  does  not  serve  a 
useful  function.  Although  it  does  benefit  a  few  stu- 
dents who  possess  sufficient  initiative  to  profit  from 
the  opportunity,  it  presents  an  undesirable  amount  of 
disciplinary  problems.  The  situation  will  require  addi- 
tional staS  stud3\  One  possible  alternative  is  an  in- 
school,  extra-curricular  program,  including  science  and 
math  clubs,  school  newspaper,  dramatics,  student 
council,  remedial  work,  band,  chorus,  etc.  Since  such 
a  program  would  require  teacher  supervision  and  par- 
ticipation, some  plan  would  have  to  be  found  for  pres- 
ent extra-super\dsory  responsibilities,  such  as  lunch- 
room duty,  hall  duty,  etc.  One  favorable  aspect  of 
this  alternate  plan  would  be  the  elimination  of  the 
necessity  of  dismissing  a  student  from  an  academic 
responsibiUty  for  participation  in  an  extra-curricular 
activity.  It  would  also  allow  fuU-school  participation 
in  some  activity  since  bus  transportation  eliminates 
the  possibility  of  a  complete  after-school  program  of 
activities. 

5.  Partial  program  of  electiues,  including  art  and  music. 
Presently,  all  students  participate  in  art  and  music 
although  not  all  pupils  give  evidence  of  interest  in 
a  fine  arts  program  nor  a  willingness  to  participate 
effectively  in  such  a  program.  Since  we  have  only 
part-time  ser\'ices  of  teachers  in  these  areas,  it  seems 
infinitely  more  logical  that  these  two  areas  should  be 
limited  to  students  who  could  and  would  participate 
effectively  and,  consequently,  could  be  offered  more 
than  one  period  per  week  in  either  art  and/or  music. 
It  becomes  obNaous  that  some  electives  must  be  of- 
fered for  those  students  who  have  less  skill  in  academic 
areas.  The  field  of  practical  arts  (i.e.,  home  economics 
and  industrial  arts)  appears  to  meet  this  need.  Since 
a  sizeable  percentage  of  the  junior  high  school  popu- 
lation falls  in  the  category  of  ''non-academic,"  this 
appeal's  to  be  an  imperative  need.  It  would  require 
additional  personnel,  but  very  little  in  the  way  of 
large  equipment  since  the  building  already  houses 
adequate  equipment  for  the  initiation  of  such  a  pro- 
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gram. 

At  this  point  in  the  report,  some  indication  should  be 
made  of  the  need  to  find  some  solution  to  the  heavy 
teacher  load  at  the  Junior  High  School,  and  the  addi- 
tion of  effective  electives  might  fill  this  need.  It  is 
earnestly  hoped  that  some  plan  can  be  found  to  free 
teachers  at  least  three  periods  a  week  in  order  that 
they  can  cope  with  the  mounting  requirements  of  the 
job.  At  present,  homeroom  teachers  accompany  classes 
and  assist  in  supervision  in  all  activities. 

6.  The  institution  of  a  minimal  program  in  physical  edu- 
cation. This  appears  to  be  mandatory  for  students 
of  junior  high  school  age,  and  in  keeping  with  the 
recommendations  of  all  authorities  in  the  field  of  pre- 
adolescent  and  adolescent  growth.  Although  it  is  rec- 
ognized that  only  a  minimal  program  could  be  initiated 
under  the  circumstances  of  present  physical  limita- 
tions, even  a  partial  program  would  appear  to  be  pre- 
ferable to  none. 

7.  Planned  program  of  assemblies  which  would  widen  the 
scope  of  student  experiences  and  assist  their  growth 
in  audience  behavior.  It  is  further  anticipated  to  use 
assemblies  as  an  outlet  for  student  expression.  Our 
limited  experience  to  date  has  given  evidence  of  the 
vast  oportunity  we  have  for  improvement  in  this  area. 

8.  Orientation  program  for  incoming  junior  high  school 
students.  This  would  be  planned  for  a  time  near  the 
end  of  a  pupil's  5th-grade  experience  and  would  serve 
as  an  introduction  to  a  new  and  somewhat  more  de- 
manding school  experience. 

9.  Program  of  non-academic  activities  that  would  allow 
participation  by  all  ability  groups.  While  it  is  desir- 
able to  keep  classes  together  in  ability  groups  for  pur- 
poses of  academic  growth,  there  appears  to  be  some 
necessity  to  schedule  non-academic  activities  that 
would  allow  participation  by  all  ability  groups  includ- 
ing the  advanced  elementary  classes.  This  would 
furnish  a  feeling  of  cohesion  within  the  school  and  do 
much  to  establish  an  all-school  spirit. 

Many  of  the  above  anticipated  changes  have  some  decided 
implications.  Some  of  them  can  be  put  into  effect  with  few, 
if  any,  budgetary  problems.  Others  imply  the  need  for  addi- 
tional personnel  and/or  materials  and  equipment.  All  of  them 
are  recommended  as  feasible  and  desirable  improvements  for  a 
program  that  has  made  a  promising  start  in  the  direction  of 
improved  education  for  all  of  the  pupils  of  junior  high  school 
age  in  Southbridge. 

The  present  Mary  E.  Wells  Junior  High  School  has 
achieved  some  status  in  its  short  existence.  Three  students  were 
awarded  prizes  in  a  coromunity  creative  writing  contest  spon- 
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sored  by  the  Jacob  Edwards  Memorial  Library.  Another  stu- 
dent was  awarded  a  medal  for  a  contribution  to  an  essay  con- 
test sponsored  by  the  Ci\'il  War  Centennial  Committee.  The 
advanced  elementary  classes  presented  a  program  of  Christmas 
Carols  in  French  on  Station  WESO.  Plans  are  being  made  for 
a  spring  music  and  drama  progi-am. 

It  has  taken  the  cooperation  of  many  people  to  successfully 
launch  Mary  E.  Wells  Junior  High  School.  Primarily,  the  com- 
mendation goes  to  a  dedicated,  enthusiastic  stafE  of  teachers. 
In  addition,  we  are  sincerely  appreciative  of  the  friendly  and 
helpful  assistance  we  have  received  from  Mr.  Lataille,  Miss  Cal- 
lahan, Dr.  Robertson,  and  Mr.  Desroches,  and  also  for  the 
patient  and  understanding  help  we  have  received  from  Mr. 
Robert  Fox,  the  Supeiintendent  of  Schools  and  his  office  stafE. 

REPORT  OF  GUIDANCE  AND 

PLACEMENT  DEPARTMENT 

Dr.  Lewis  A.  Kyrios,  Director 
The  essence  of  our  guidance  ser\dces  consists  of  an  em- 
phasis on  cheiishing  the  uniqueness  of  the  individual  student 
and  on  bending  the  efforts  of  the  school  staff  to  aid  in  his  de- 
velopment. It  is  our  intent  to  aid  the  student  who  has  less 
learning  ability  than  his  peers  to  achieve  as  high  a  level  as  is 
possible  for  him  in  the  skills  so  important  for  his  performance 
as  a  worker,  a  family  member,  and  a  citizen.  Our  bright  stu- 
dent is  no  longer  made  to  slow  his  steps  to  those  of  his  fel- 
lows. He  is  now  guided  and  encouraged  in  obtaining  an  enriched 
education  commensurate  with  his  gifts,  interests,  and  needs. 
The  child  whose  social  development  interferes  %vith  his  optimimi 
use  of  school  is  helped  by  means  of  counseling,  parent  education, 
and  changes  in  the  school  environment  to  understand  and  cope 
with  the  sociahzation  process.  Our  point  of  v^ew  maintains 
that  educators  need  to  understand  each  student  so  that  they 
may  use  the  facilities  of  the  school  to  advance  his  total  de- 
velopment by  helping  him  make  the  best  use  of  educational  op- 
portunities. 

In  developing  our  guidance  concepts,  our  services  have  been 
concentrated  on  the  following  areas: 

1.  Indi\adual  inventory  services 

2.  Information  semce 

3.  Counseling  service 

4.  Placement  sendee 

5.  Follow-up  sei*vice 

Our  individual  inventory  ser\-ices  em^phasize  our  testing 
progi'am,  and  our  comprehensive  testing  program  is  utilized  to 
determine  levels  of  interest,  abihty,  and  achievement.  These 
tests  are  given  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  start  of  the  school 
year  and  at  the  close  of  the  school  year.  At  some  time  in  the 
nominal  rate  of  grade  progi*ession.  mental  ability  and  achieve- 
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ment  tests  are  given.  Cooperative  tests  and  specialized  tests, 
such  as  the  Preliminary  Scholastic  Aptitude  Tests,  National 
Merit  Scholarship  Qualifying  Test,  College  Entrance  Exams, 
and  National  Educational  Development  Tests,  are  given  to  the 
secondary  students  as  they  are  announced. 

Educational  information,  occupational  information,  and 
orientation  conferences  constitute  our  guidance  informational 
services.  This  type  of  service,  established  to  assure  adequate 
information,  is  available  to  our  students  in  their  preparation  for 
successful  living.  This  phase  of  our  guidance  program  is  struc- 
tured in  the  following  manner: 

A.  Maintaining  up-to-date  guidance  library 

1.  College  and  school  catalogs 

2.  Scholarship  and  financial  aid  information 

3.  Educational  reference  books 

4.  Occupational  information  files 

B.  Recruiting  pupils  for  such  activities  as  conferences, 
interviews,  and  visitations  to  colleges,  hospitals,  tech- 
nical schools,  and  industries. 

C.  Providing  application  forms  for  College  Entrance  Ex- 
minations. 

D.  Processing  applications  for  scholarships 

E.  Preparation  of  publications  for  student  orientation 
purposes. 

To  improve  our  informational  services,  a  visual-aids  section 
of  our  guidance  library  is  being  organized.  This  particular 
project  is  being  developed  by  our  visual-aids  director. 

Our  counseling  may  be  defined  as  individualized  and  per- 
sonalized help  extended  to  a  student  in  making  choices,  plans 
and  adjustments,  with  all  pertinent  facts  studied  and  analyzed, 
and  a  solution  sought,  with  the  student  assuming  increasingly 
greater  self-direction.  Counseling  is  the  '^backbone"  of  our 
guidance  services.  Stress  is  placed  in  the  areas  of  educational 
planning  and  educational  adjustment.  Every  high  school  stu- 
dent is  interviewed  during  the  course  of  the  year. 

A  placement  service  is  offered  by  the  Guidance  Depart- 
ment. This  service  is  utilized  to  assist  students  who  wish  to  be 
placed  in  various  positions  in  the  labor  field.  Part-time  work 
has  been  secured  for  many  students.  Students  are  notified  when 
part-time  positions  are  available. 

An  important  function  of  our  guidance  office  is  our  follow- 
up  service.  It  consists  of  the  presentation  of  a  composite  pic- 
ture of  what  happened  to  the  last  graduating  class  and  a  sur- 
vey based  on  a  five-year  follow-up  study.

They  have 
given  unselfishly  of  their  time  and  energy  in  solving  the  many 
difficult  problems  that  have  been  presented  to  them  for  deci- 
sion. 

Our  educational  and  service  staffs  have  demonstrated  high 
morale,  a  continuous  pride  in  their  work,  and  a  desire  to  strive 
continually  to  improve  the  Southbridge  Public  Schools  as  an 
instrument  to  educate  the  children  of  our  community. 

The  various  town  departments  have  given  excellent  co- 
operation throughout  the  year.
